Albany,  Wednesday,  December  2,  1868. 

A  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  new  Diocese  erected 
out  of  the  northern  part  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  met  at  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Albany,  at  half-past  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
in  accordance  with  the  following  call  of  the  Bishop  of  New  York  : 

PRIMARY  CONVENTION. 

ffhereas,  The  necessary  preliminary  measures  have  been  taken  by  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  by  the 
General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chiu*ch  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  for  the  formation,  on  the  tifteenth  day  of  Noveml)er  next,  of  a  new  Diocese 
within  the  bounds  of  the  said  Diocese  of  New  York,  the  said  new  Diocese  to  com- 
prise the  nineteen  counties  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  which  lie  north  of  the 
southerly  boundary  lines  of  the  counties  of  Columbia,  Greene  and  Delaware ;  and 

^liereaSy  It  is  made  my  duty,  by  Canon  of  the  (General  Convention,  to  call  the 
Primary  Convention  of  the  said  new  Diocese,  and  tix  the  time  and  place  of  holdinj< 
the  same ; 

Therefore,  Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  Primary  Convention  of  the  said  new 

Diocese  to  be  formed  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  will  be  held  on 

Wednesday,  the  second  day  of  December  next,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  in  the  city 

and  county  of  Albany,  at  half-past  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning.

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Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Eev.  William  Payne,  D.  D., 
rector  of  St.  George's  Church,  Schenectady,  assisted  in  the  Lessons 
by  the  Rev.  J.  Livingston  Reese,  rector  of  St,  PauPs  Church, 
Albany  ;  the  Collects  and  Litany  being  said  by  the  Rev.  R.  T.  S. 
Lowell,  D.  D.,  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Duanesburgh.  The  Ante- 
Communion  service  was  said  by  the  Right  Rev.  Henry  Lascelles 
Jenner,  D.D.,  Lord  Bishop  of  Dunedin.  The  Epistle  was  read  by 
the  Rev.  T.  W.  Coit,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  rector  of  St.  PauFs  Church, 
Troy.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  Horatio  Pot- 
ter, D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  New  York.  The  Holy  Com- 
munion was  celebrat<)d  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Dunedin,  assisted 
by  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  the  R^v.  William  Croswell  Doane, 
D.  D.,  rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany,  and  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Hobart  Brown,  rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Cohoes.  The  Blessing 
was  pronounced  by  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  New  York. 

After  a  recess,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Hobart  Brown,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  T.  W.  Coit,  rector  of  St.  Paul's  CHiurch,  Troy,  being  the 
senior  Presbyter  present,  was  appointed  temporary  Chairman. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Walsh,  rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Troy,  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Hobart  Brown,  were  appointed  temporary 
Secretaries. 

The  notice  of  the  Primary  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese  was 
then  read. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Doane,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  : 

Hesolvedy  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Secretaries  and  two  Laymen,  be 
appointed  by  the  Chair  to  ascertain  and  report  the  names  of  the  Clergymen  entitled 
to  seats  in  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  names  of  the  Churches  in  union 
with  this  Convention,  and  of  the  Lay  Delegates  to  the  said  Convention,  appointed 
by  the  Churches  in  the  Diocese;  and  that  persons  holding  certificates  of  their 
appointment  as  I^ay  Delegates  be  req^uested  to  hand  them  to  the  Secretaries. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Secretaries  and  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L. 
Pniyn,  of  Trinity  Church,  Albany,  and  R.  H.  Cushney,  Esq.,  of 
Zion  Church,  Fonda,  this  Committee.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bostwick,  Rector  of  Zion  Church,  Sandy  Hill, 
moved  the  following  address,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

TnK  Clergy  and  Laity  op  the  Diocese  in  Northern  New  York,  assembled 
IX  THKiK  Primary  Coxvextion,  to  the  Right  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D., 
D.  C.  L.,  LL.  D. 

Rei\  Father  in  God: 

Tn  sundering  the  ties  that  have  so  long  boiuid  us  together,  by  the  erection  of  this 
portion  of  your  Episcopal  jurisdiction  into  a  separate  and  independent  Diocese,  we 
cannot  part  from  your  paternal  authority  and  oversight  without  expressing  to  you 
the  sentiments  which  inspire  us  as  we  review  the  past,  and  call  up  its  many  associ- 
ations connected  with  your  person  and  labors. 
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The  recollections  of  the  oldest  of  the  Clergy  among  us  go  hack  to  the  time  which 
beheld  you  the  honored  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany,  the  venerable  Parish 
in  which  we  are  now  assembled,  and  the  Mother  Parish  of  our  new  Diocese. 

We  remember  the  position  which  you  then  held  as  a  leader  among  us,  and  the 
source  to  which  we  looked  for  counsel  and  judgment. 

We  remember  the  active  and  energetic  part  which  you  have  taken  in  sustaining 
our  local  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  and  our  Northern  Missionary  Convoca- 
tion, from  which,  under  God's  blessing,  so  much  fruit  has  sprung  up  within  our 
borders  that,  from  a  Convocation,  we  have  grown  into  a  Diocese. 

We  remember  our  joy  at  your  elevation  to  the  dignity  of  the  Episcopate,  and  the 
pride  which  we  honestly  felt  at  seeing  one  of  our  own  number  raised  to  that  high 
office,  while  we  justly  anticipated  your  increased  usefulness  in  that  more  extended 
field. 

We  remember  the  zeal  and  self-sacrifice  with  which  you  have  executed  the  ardu- 
ous duties  of  that  office ;  youi*  never-failing  interest  in  the  Missionary  work  we  had 
to  do ;  your  untiring  energy-  in  being  with  us  at  our  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Bible 
ind  Prayer  Book  Society,  and  of  the  Missionary  Convocation,  coming  at  all  seasons, 
in  summer  and  winter,  amidst  cold  and  heat,  not  sparing  yourself,  that  you  might 
speak  to  us  words  of  guidance  and  encouragement. 

We  remember  your  welcome  visits  to  our  Parishes,  your  earnest  addresses  to 
our  classes  for  Confirmation,  and  the  strength  which  we  all  gathered  from  the 
example  of  your  unwearied  labors  and  unceasing  toil. 

We  remember  the  sad  pilgrimages  which,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  you  have 
been  called  from  time  to  time  to  make  into  our  midst,  when  you  have  come  to  bring 
precious  forms  to  sleep  with  kindred  dust,  and  our  sympathies  and  prayers  have 
mingled  with  your  sorrows,  and  have  gone  up  to  the  God  of  all  Comfort,  that  in 
those  repeated  bereavements  He  would  give  you  that  peace  which  the  world  cannot 
give. 

And  now,  in  taking  leave  of  you  as  our  revered  and  beloved  Diocesan,  we  assure 
you  of  the  fervency  of  our  prayers  that  the  Divine  Benediction  may  still  rest  upon 
your  person  and  labors,  causing  your  latter  daj's  to  be  even  more  fruitful  than  the 
former  in  all  good  works,  till  at  length  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day  shall  l)e 
past,  and  the  time  of  recompense  and  rest  shall  come. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Doaue,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  address  be  read  to  the  Bishop  upon  being  intro- 
duced to  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  announced  that  Bishop  Potter  had  con- 
sented to  take  charge  of  the  new  Diocese  until  the  consecration  of 
its  own  Bishop,  and  in  behalf  of  the  Committee,  introduced  the 
Risrht  Rev.  the  Bishop  to  the  Convention. 

The  President  of  the  Convention  cordially  welcomed  the  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bostwick,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  read  to 
the  Bishop  the  address  ordered  by  the  Convention. 
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Bishop  Potter  made  the  following  reply  : 

Mr.  President  and  Brethren  of  the  Convention  : 

I  am  sure  you  will  not  expect  me  to  exercise  8uch  a  control  of  my  feelings  as  to 
address  you  at  any  length  at  this  time.  I  did  not  expect  at  this  particular  moment 
those  words  which  go  so  much  to  my  heart,  and  which  deepen  all  the  impressions 
which  have  been  made  upon  me  during  my  many  years  of  intercourse  with  you. 
I  feel  entirely  unable  to  express  myself  to  you  as  you  deserve  to  have  me  express 
myself,  and  as  I  may  perhaps  find  words  to  do  for  you  before  the  closing  of  your 
Convention.  I  can  only  say  to  you — ^and  I  know  that  you  need  no  assurance — that 
in  arriving  at  this  point  and  taking  these  final  steps  tending  to  a  final  separation,  T 
do  not  recollect  in  all  the  years  that  have  passed,  in  all  the  intercourse  between  me 
and  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  J  don't  recollect  one  single  moment,  one  single  act, 
one  single  word  which  I  would  wish  to  forget,  one  single  demonstration  of  feeling 
which  has  not  made  an  appeal  to  my  sympathy,  and  will  not  remain  as  a  most  grate- 
ful memory  through  all  my  future  life.  I  pray  God  to  preside  over  you  and  send 
down  upon  you  his  blessing,  and  guide  you  in  your  deliberations  to  enable  you  to 
rcacli  wise  and  safe  concliLsions,  and  fill  your  hearts  with  love  and  zeal  and  with 
a  deep  sense  of  the  duty  on  which  you  are  now  about  to  enter.

Diocese.

Resolved,  That  this  Primary  Convention  desires  to  place  upon  record  among  its 
earliest  minutes  a  tribute  to  the  wise  and  painstaking  zeal  with  which  the  interests 
of  the  Church  in  Northern  New  York  havp  been  cherished  and  advanced  under  the 
care  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Northern  Convocation.  Adding  to  the  duties 
of  their  immediate  cares  the  oversight  of  all  the  Churches,  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee have  administered  their  duties  with  such  devotion,  economy  and  faithfulness 
that,  under  God,  the  Diocese  owes  to  their  cordial  co-operation  with  the  Bishop  the 
growth  of  the  Churches  among  us,  both  in  the  strengthening  of  the  things  that  remain 
and  were  ready  to  perish,  and  in  the  planting  of  the  advanced  stations  of  our  aggres- 
sive work.

The  Committee  of  Eighteen  appointed  to  secure  the  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate 
of  the  Diocese  in  Northern  New  York,  ask  leave  to  dejjosit  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  for  preservation  among  its  papers,  and  for  the  information  of  its 
memlKjrs,  the  following  papers : 

1st.  The  circular  letter  of  the  Committee  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  Northern  New 
York. 

2d.  The  minutes  of  the  thr^  meetings  of  the  Committee. 

3d.  The  form  of  subscription  adopted  and  used  by  them. 

4tli.  The  last  report  of  tlie  Executive  Conmiittee  of  the  Northern  Convocation. 

The  Committee  also  ask  of  the  Convention  permission  to  add  to  these  papers  the 
subscription  books  containing  the  subscribers'  names,  wherever  the  Treasurer  has 
collected  the  subscriptions.  In  this  way  the  history  of  this  whole  transaction  will 
be  preserved,  and  the  jKjrsons  who  have  aided  in  the  work  of  la}Tng  the  foundations 
of  our  Difxxjse  will  l)e  commemorated. 

It  is  enough  for  the  (Committee  to  report  to  this  Convention  that  the  sum  of  at 
least  838,000  has  been  subscribed  in  the  Parishes  of  this  new  Diocese,  of  which

also,  that  it  is  a  source  of  great  joy,  in  thus  separating,  to  know  that  in  another 
form,  we  shall  shortly  be  reunited  to  the  Mother  Diocese,  with  all  our  Sister  Dioceses 
in  this  State,  to  be  separated  hereafter,  we  trust,  no  more  forever.

The  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  report,     ' 

Ist.  With  regard  to  the  special  amendment  referred  to  them,  changing  the  time  of 
holding  the  Annual  Convention,  that  they  recommend  that  in  the  first  article  of  the 
Con>^titution  the  words  "  the  Wednesday  preceding  "  be  inserted  in  the  second  line 
before  the  words  "  the  last  Wednesday,"  so  that  it  will  read  "  there  shall  be  a  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  Wednesday  pre- 
ceding the  last  Wednesday  in  September." 

2d.  With  regard  to  those  portions  of  the  laws  of  the  old  Diocese  which,  under 
Art.  V.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  become  inoperative 
because  they  are  obviously  inapplicable  to  our  circumstances ;  and  also  with  respect 
to  a  thorough  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  your  Committee  report  that 
in  their  judgment  there  is  not  sufficient  time  at  this  Convention  for  the  careful  and 
thorough  action  which  is  desirable. 

In  their  opinion,  however,  our  peculiar  circumstances  as  a  Primary  Convention 
justify  us  in  departing  from  the  literal  requirement  of  the  old  Constitution  and 
Canons  with  respect  to  amendments,  and  they  recommend  that  the  Convention  now 
empower  their  Committee  on  Canons,  with  the  addition  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
as  Chairman,  when  our  Bishop  shall  have  been  consecrated,  to  make  a  thorough 
revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  prepare  their  report  for  the  final  action 
of  the  next  Convention. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons,  with  the  addition  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  upon  his  consecration,  as  Chairman,  be  requested  to  make  a  thorough  revi- 
sion of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  that  they  cause  their  report  to  be  printed 
and  sent  to  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  at  least  one  month  before  the  time  of 
meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  that  the  Convention  shall  then  take  final 
action  upon  the  Constitution  and  Canons — the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Convention 
voting,  either  together  or  by  orders,  as  the  Convention  shall  then  determine,  being 
decisive. 


On  motion  of  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel,  the  first  part  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee  was  considered  separately.

REPORT : 

The  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  Fund  present  the  following  report . 

The  separation  from  the  Mother  Diocese  has  left  us  without  any  funds  in  hand, 
citlicr  to  pay  the  expenses  of  tlie  Convention  or  the  mileage  of  the  Clergy.  Ilaving 
made  an  estimate  of  the  amoimt  this  will  nxiuire,  and  of  the  annual  contributions 
made  in  foi-mer  years  by  our  Churches  to  the  Diocesan  Fund  of  the  old  Biocesc,  your 
Connnittee  liave  found  that  the  assessment  of  one  and  a  half  per  cent  upon  the  sala- 
ries of  the  Clergymen  will  be  insufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary  ex{)enscs  of  the  Con- 
vention. They  ask,  therefore,  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  to 
con^iider  an  amendment  which  will  fix  the  canonical  amount  required  at  two  per 
cent. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  Parishes  here  represented  in  Con- 
vention will  at  once  pay  their  canonical  assessment,  the  Clergy  may  receive  their 
mileage.     They  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  (^ommittee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  be  requested  to  take 
into  consideration  an  amendment  to  Canon  XIV.,  section  I.,  so  as  to  read  "  two 
per  cent,"  instead  of  "  one  and  a  half  per  cent." 

Resolved,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  Clergy  who  reside  more  than  twenty  miles 
from  the  place  of  meeting,  and  whose  Parishes  pay  the  quota  assessed,  seven  cents 
j>er  mile  for  ever}'  mile  of  the  distance  from  their  respective  Parishes,  provided  that 
the  Treasurer  thinks  the  fund  will  warrant  such  an  appropriation. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treisurei*  be  directed  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Convention 
and  the  printing  of  the  Journal.

Dr.  Doane,  and  to  announce  to  him  his  election,  and  to  ask  him 

to  present  himself  to  the  Convention  before  the  close  of  the 

session. 

The  Committee  reported  that  they  had  communicated  with  the 
Bishop  elect,  and  that  he  had  yielded  to  the  request  of  the  Con- 
Tention  to  meet  them. 

The  Bishop  elect  then  appeared  and  addressed  the  Convention 
as  follows  : 


Hjf  Beloved  Bretkren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity  : 

I  hare  come  to  yoo  at  once,  since  I  have  no  stadied  words  to  say  to  you.  I  de- 
sired not  to  have  this  office,  and  I  dreaded  it  not ;  for  I  had  no  thought  to-day  that 
such  an  election  was  possible.  If  it  had  come  to  me  through  any  desire  of  mine, 
or  by  any  device  of  man,  if  it  had  come  to  me  in  any  way  other  than  from  God,  I 
would  die  rather  than  take  up  the  load  that  is  thus  laid  upon  my  soul.  If  the  con- 
sent of  my  Right  Reverend  Fathers,  and  of  the  Diocesan  Committees,  shall  confirm 
this  choice,  and  thus  make  it  the  voice  of  God  to  me,  I  shall  simply  say :  *'  Here 
am  I ;  send  me  whithersoever  thou  wilt,  and  I  will  go."  I  do  feel  strengthened 
and  cheered  when  I  look  around  upon  those  who  are  to  work  with  me — conse- 
crated not  only  in  the  sacred  Orders  of  the  Ministry,  but  in  the  office  and  place  of 
the  Laity — who  will  sustain  me  in  bearing  the  burden  they  have  laid  upon  me ; 
and  with  that  support,  God  helping  me,  I  will  assume  the  weight,  and  wear,  and 
wox^  in  which  they  are  co-workers  with  me  unto  the  Kingdom  of  God.  If  I  may 
only  follow  at  a  distance  in  the  steps  of  my  beloved  and  Right  Reverend  Father 
here — ^if  I  may  but  be  allowed  to  tread  at  ever  so-  long  an  interval  in  the  footprints 
of  my  own  beloved  father,  now  in  Paradise — I  can  ask  nothing  more  from  God. 
I  give  myself  my  life,  my  all,  through  you,  to  God.  I  ask  from  you  your  confi- 
dence, your  sympathy — I  had  almost  said  your  pity — ^and  your  prayers,  that  when 
the  Chief  Shepherd  shall  appear  I  may  have  some  part,  with  you,  in  the  crown  of 
^ry  that  fadeth  not  away. 


On  motion,  the  business  of  the  Convention  was  suspended  for 
one  hour. 
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Thubsdat  Evening,  Dec.  3;  quarter-past  8  o'clock. 
The  Conveution  reassembled. 

The  Right  Reverend  the  President  took  the  Chair.

SEEMOH 


My  Beloved  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity  : 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  late  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  the  Bishop  found  himself  standing  in  a 
position  as  novel  as  it  was  impressive  and  affecting.  Out  of  por- 
tions of  the  Flock  among  whom  he  had  labored  and  over  whom 
he  had  presided  for  fourteen  years,  two  new  Dioceses  were  in  a 
few  weeks  to  spring  into  existence,  and  he  was  to  be  called  upon 
to  render  his  first  service  to  these  new  Dioceses  by  assisting  tliem, 
one  after  the  other,  in  the  work  of  their  organization,  while  at  the 
same  time  he  discharged  his  last  official  duty  to  his  old  friends 
and  brethren  by  delivering  to  them  his  parting  words  of  counsel. 
Valedictory  words  spoken  under  such  circumstances  must  needs 
be  spoken  from  a  full  heart,  and  however  simply  expressed,  they 
ought  to  be  the  result  of  mature  consideration  on  the  nature  of 
the  trust  committed  to  us,  and  on  the  present  and  probable  future 
of  the  Church  in  this  country. 

There  are  some  great  occasions  on  which  the  Truths  proper  to 
be  presented  suggest  themselves  to  the  mind  Jwith  irresistible 
force — ^truths  of  such  transcendent  importance,  and  so  vitally  con- 
nected with  impending  events,  that  they  will  not  be  put  aside. 

In  prospect  of  the  Primary  Conventions  in  which  portions  of 
his  old  charge  were  to  be  dismissed  to  an  independent  existence, 
and  brethren  beloved  were  to  be  officially  taken  leave  of,  such 
special  truths  pressed  themselves  upon  the  consideration  of  your 
Bishop. 
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A  moment's  reflection  sufficed  to  make  it  apparent  that  they 
were  as  applicable  and  as  important  to  either  one  of  these  new 
Dioceses  as  to  the  other,  and  he  therefore  makes  no  apology  for 
repeating  here  to-day,  with  certain  special  additions  of  local 
interest,  words  heretofore  addressed  to  the  Convention  that  has 
preceded  you. 

Other  Foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which 
IS  Jesus  Christ. — 1  Cor.,  iii,  11. 

When  we  lay  the  corner  stone  of  an  edifice  to  be  devoted  to  the 
worship  and  service  of  Almighty  GOD,  we  do  it  solemnly  **  In  the 
name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost," 
thus  making  at  once  our  profession  of  faith,  and  our  appeal  for 
Divine  protection  and  blessing  to  the  Triune  God,  the  ever  blessed 
and  adorable  Trinity.  And  then  immediately  upon  that  act, 
standing  over  that  new  laid  corner  stone,  in  the  free  open  air  of 
Heaven,  we  proclaim  to  all  the  world  the  one  sole  foundation  on 
which  we  propose  to  erect  not  only  that  sacred  edifice,  to  be  com- 
posed of  earthly  materials,  but  all  our  works  of  piety  and  charity, 
all  our  endeavors  for  personal  sanctification  and  holiness,  the 
whole  superstructure  of  means  and  agencies  for  promoting  the 
greater  glory  of  God  in  the  extension  of  His  Kingdom  and  the 
salvation  of  His  redeemed,  immortal  creatures.  **  Other  founda- 
tion can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which  i&  Jesiis  Christ.^^ 

And  on  this  most  interesting  day,  the  dawning  of  a  new  era  for 
you,  my  dear  Brethren,  when  we  begin  to  put  together  the  frame- 
work and  to  erect  the  superstructure  of  a  new  Diocese,  we  say,  over 
all,  the  words  of  faith,  devotion  and  earnest  prayer,  **  In  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,"  and  we  pro- 
claim to  all  who  have  ears  to  hear,  the  one  only  Rock  on  which 
we  mean  to  build,  whether  in  the  work  of  our  own  personal  salva- 
tion, or  in  the  work  of  this  now-to-be  organized  Diocese,  this  defi- 
nite and  independent  portion  of  our  Branch  of  the  One  Holy 
Catholick  Church,  *'  Other  foundation  can  no  inan  lay  than  that  is 
laid,  which  is  Jesus  Christ"  We  utterly  disown  every  hope  for 
our  own  souls,  every  hope  for  the  Church  of  GOD  which  does  not 
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come  from  our  dear,  all  merciful  and  adorable  Lord  1  To  His 
precious  Death  and  glorious  Kesurrection  we  cling  for  life.  His 
one  full,  perfect  and  sufficient  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world  we  plead  for  pardon  and  cleansing  from  sin.  To  His 
Heavenly  Grace,  the  grace  which  He  purchased  for  us  and  which 
He  sends  forth  to  us  in  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  the  grace 
which  flows  forth  from  His  Divine  Person  into  all  His  members — 
the  members  of  His  mystical  Body — we  look  for  spiritual  regen- 
eration, renewal,  sanctification,  for  spiritual  life,  light,  strength, 
comfort,  peace,  joy  I  We  do  most  gratefully  and  adoringly 
acknowledge  that  from  His  gracious  influences  **  proceed  all  holy 
desires,  all  good  counsels  and  all  just  works."  Our  nature,  made 
in  the  image  of  God,  but  mightily  defaced  and  changed,  retained 
only  just  enough  of  its  original  excellence  to  be  capable  of  a  new 
creation,  capable  of  receiving  a  Heavenly  gift.  And  now,  behold! 
all  things  are  made  new  in  Christ  Jesus.  If  we  have  any  hope 
that  works  of  ours  are  acceptable  in  His  sight,  it  is  because  we 
humbl}'  trust  that  they  are  prompted  by  His  Spirit  and  bedewed 
with  His  most  precious  Blood.  Have  we  a  most  comfortable 
assurance  that  our  prayers  in  private  and  our  worship  in  the  Holy 
Place  are  not  in  vain?  It  is  because  we  know  there  is  One  who 
helpeth  our  infirmities,  enabling  us  to  worship  in  spirit  Aid  in 
truth,  and  that  there  is  an  all-pitying  Mediator  and  Intercessor, 
who,  with  prevailing  pleas  and  merits,  bears  our  supplications  and 
praises  to  the  Mercy  Seat  I  What  is  there  to  prevent  even  the 
read  and  preached  word  of  God  from  falling  dead  upon  our  stony 
human  hearts — what  but  the  enlightening  and  sanctifying  Spirit 
of  Grace  which  may  accompany  that  word,  making  it  sweeter  than 
honey,  more  refreshing  than  Heavenly  manna  in  the  wilderness, 
or  else  quick  and  powerful,  *'  sharper  than  any  two-edged  sword, 
piercing  even  to  the  dividing  asunder  of  soul  and  spirit,"  and  lay- 
ing open  to  the  light  the  thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart.  It  is 
of  the  infinite  mercy  of  GOD  in  Christ  Jesus  that  even  the  motions 
of  our  outward  life  are  hallowed  and  made  efficacious ;  that,  for  us, 
things  common  and  earthly  are  changed  into  things  supernatural 
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and  divine  ;  that  outward  and  visible  instrumentalities,  used  in 
faith  and  love,  are  means  whereby  we  reach  Heavenly  blessings. 
These  solemn  assemblies  in  the  Holy  Place  ;  the  waters  of  Baptism 
to  which  we  bring  our  little  children  ;  the  laying  on  of  hands  for 
the  sealing  of  the  Spirit  ;  the  oft  repeated  ceremony  of  the  Eucha- 
ristic  Feast ;  the  Benediction  that  hallows  the  nuptial  union ;  the 
final  office  that  remits  the  mortal  remains  of  the  faithful  departed 
to  the  glories  of  the  resurrection  morning — O  I  they  are  not  empty 
ceremonies,  they  are  not  heathenish  rites,  they  are  not  impotent, 
trifling,  without  GOD  and  without  hope,  leaving  the  soul  uncheered, 
unprovided  for  death,  judgment  and  eternity  !  Oh,  no  I  Thanks 
be  to  GOD !  In  His  unspeakable  goodness  He  hath  graciously 
instituted  and  ordained  all  these  outward  and  visible  things  for 
our  use,  in  faith,  to  the  health  of  our  souls.  He  hath  cleansed  and 
hallowed  them.  He  hath  superadded  to  them  His  eflfectual  bless- 
ing. He  hath  made  them  channels  of  His  grace.  In  condescension 
to  our  weakness  and  misery  they  are  given  to  us  to  be  helps  to 
devotion,  aids  to  faith,  means  through  which  divine  gifts  may  be 
imparted  to  us  and  by  which  we  may  receive  them — most  com- 
fortable, visible  pledges,  when  rightly  used,  that  our  dear  LORD 
and  Saviour  unites  Himself  to  us,  and  that  our  Heavenly  Father 
accc|fls  and  blesses  us  in  Him. 

We  do  indeed,  my  Brethren,  as  taught  and  commanded  by  our 
blessed  LORD,  hold  to  the  outward  and  visible  as  well  as  to  the 
inward  and  spiritual.  Let  other  men  speculate  and  dogmatize  as 
they  will.  Let  them  in  proud  self-confidence  build  up  their 
vaunted  systems  out  of  only  one  part  of  the  Truth  of  GOD.  But 
we  hold  to  our  adorable  Head  and  accept  the  whole  Truth,  in  all 
its  divine,  mysterious  fulness,  just  as  He  delivered  it  to  us,  just  as 
it  was  once  for  all  delivered  to  the  primitive  saints,  and  by  them 
authenticated  and  handed  down  to  us.  Our  salvation  is  all  of 
Grace,  a  free  uiunerited  gift,  the  purchase  of  the  Passion  and  Death 
of  our  Saviour  Christ ;  but  it  comes  to  us  on  conditions,  conditions 
essential  to  the  regeneration  and  sanctification  of  our  souls — first, 
Faith  in  that  Saviour  as  our  Prophet,  Priest  and  King  ;  and  second, 
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Sacrmmental  anion  with  Him  in  and  through  His  Mystical  Body, 
the  Church. 

He  commands  the  good  news  of  salvation  to  be  proclaimed  in 
alt  the  world,  with  the  gracious  promise  :  *'  He  that  believeth  and 
is  baptized  shall  be  saved  ;"  and  His  great  apostle,  in  his  very  first 
sermon,  exhorts  those  whom  he  has  brought  to  believe  in  Christ, 
and  who,  stung  with  a  sense  of  guilt,  are  crying  out  to  the  apos- 
tles, **  Men  and  Brethren,  what  shall  we  do,"  he  exhorts  them  : 
''  Repent  and  be  baptized,  every  one  of  you,  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost."  Such  was  the  spirit  of  the  apostles  and  first 
preachers  of  the  gospel.  No  undervaluing  of  the  outward  and 
visible  things  of  Christ's  Institutions.  No  keeping  of  them  out  of 
sight.  But  on  the  contrary,  as  in  the  case  of  these  three  thousand 
brought  into  the  Church  in  one  day — as  in  the  case  of  the  jailer  at 
Philippi — as  in  the  case  of  the  Ethiopian  eunuch — Ihet/  hurried 
men^  so  soon  as  they  became  earnest  believers,  into  the  ark  of 
Christ's  Church,  through  the  door  of  Baptism,  and  their  children 
with  them. 

In  other  words,  Christianity  is  not  a  mere  sentiment ;  it  is  not 
a  mere  doctrine^  opinion  or  feeling.  It  is  a  Divine  Institution 
duly  organized  ;  its  Faith,  its  Ministry,  its  Sacraments  all  alike 
unchangeable,  and  all  alike  derived  from  its  divine  Author  and 
Head. .  It  is  a  Holy  Society y  a  Spiritual  Body^  the  very  Mystical 
Body  of  Christ,  filled  with  His  Presence  and  Grace — a  living 
Body^  of  which,  if  it  be  accessible  to  us,  we  must  become  mem- 
bers, and  in  and  through  which  we  must  find  nourishment  for  our 
spiritual  life  and  work  o«t  our  salvation. 

Fallen  man  is  too  weak  and  dependent  to  live  aione.  Without 
society  his  intellectual  and  moral  nature  deteriorates  and  runs  to 
waste.  And  much  more  is  it  impossible  for  him  without  society 
to  rise  above  evil,  to  erect  himself  above  himself  and  to  grow  to 
perfection  as  a  spiritual  being,  having  a  soul  to  be  sanctified  and 
saved  forever  I  It  is  only  as  he  is  surrounded  and  buoyed  up, 
aod  kept  steady  to  the  Truth  by  a  Society,  a  Body,  having  an 
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unchangeable  creed,  that  he  is  saved  from  those  vagaries  of 
thought  that  take  possession  of  the  solitary  mind  and  hurry  it  into 
fatal  error.  It  is  only  amid  the  supports  and  safeguards  of  a 
Holy  Society  that  the  individual  soul  can  be  kept  so  imbued  with 
the  Faith  and  so  fastened  to  it  as  never  even  to  think  of  changing 
it.  It  is  only  in  such  a  Society  that  the  evil  in  man's  nature  can  be 
repressed,  and  the  good  effectually  excited,  exercised,  nourished, 
strengthened,  perfected. 

It  is  then  in  condescension  to  the  weakness  of  our  mortal  nature, 
it  is  to  meet  the  necessities  of  our  spiritual  life,  it  is  that  there 
may  be  a  visible  Power  in  the  world  unitedly  working  for  its  sal- 
vation, that  Almighty  GOD  hath  been  pleased  to  set  up  His  Church 
on  earth — that  our  adorable  Redeemer  hath  filled  it  with  His 
spiritual  life  and  grace,  hath  garnered  up  in  it  His  means  and 
pledges  of  salvation,  hath  required  us  to  become  members  of  it, 
to  dwell  in  it  in  a  living  spirit  of  faith  and  devotion,  and  hath 
promised  to  abide  with  us  in  it  to  the  end  of  the  world.  We  hold 
that  the  faithful  use  of  these  visible  means  and  pledges  of  salva- 
tion, as  ordained  of  Christ,  in  loving  communion  and  fellowship 
with  His  visible  Church  where  they  may  be  had,  are  vital,  indis- 
pensable, in  order  that  the  benefits  of  Christ's  death  may  be  applied 
to  our  souls ;  but  we  hold  with  equal  intensity  of  grateful,  loving 
conviction,  that  all  grace,  all  mercy,  every  spiritual  gift,  whether 
coming  directly  from  on  high,  or  in  conjunction  with  the  use  of 
visible  means,  is  from  Christ,  is  the  purchase  of  His  meritorious 
work.  Our  whole  spiritual  life,  and  the  Church  of  GOD  in  which 
we  have  it  sustained,  are  built  up  from  Christ  as  the  one  Fouiida- 
tion,  **  Other  foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which 
is  Jesus  Christ." 

It  may  be  thought  that  we  consume  too  much  time  and  use  too 
many  words  in  reiterating  and  emphasizing  truths  familiariy 
known  and  universally  acknowledged.  But  the  circumstances  of 
the  time  are  peculiar  and  extraordinary.  A  new  Diocese  has  just 
sprung  into  existence  and  is  now  about  to  be  organized  and  to 
commence  its  work,  to  take  its  bent  and  its  tone  for  perhaps  ages 
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to  come  I  We  address  a  body  of  Clergy  and  Laity  who  have  long 
been  part  of  our  spiritual  charge,  who  may  yet  be  said  to  belong 
to  it,  but  who  are  passing  away  from  us  to  take  form  and  shape 
in  another  hour  as  a  separate  spiritual  household. 

At  such  a  moment  we  cannot  but  speak  most  affectionately,  in 
a  most  paternal  spirit,  and  we  are  bound  in  all  conscience  to  speak 
plainly  and  pointedly,  and  in  so  doing  we  wish  to  exclude  the 
possibility  of  any  mistake  as  to  our  feeling  about  the  sacred  funda- 
mental truths  just  stated,  which  we  hold  as  we  hold  our  life.  We 
desire  to  declare  to  you  all  our  mind,  so  far  as  we  may  do  it  in 
the  very  brief  space  of  time  to  which  we  are  limited.  And  we 
wish  to  speak  of  others  as  little  as  possible  ;  our  business  is  with 
ourselves. 

What,  then,  are  t/7e  as  a  Eeligious  Body  ?  Are  we  merely 
a  casual,  imperfect,  ecclesiastical  fragment  thrown  violently 
off  from  some  great  primal  Body  amid  the  revolutions  of  ages, 
having  no  organic  connection  with  the  past,  and  within  our- 
selves no  unquestionable  powers  for  legitimate  reproduction,  con- 
trol, development  ?  In  plain  terms,  are  we  the  offspring  of  time 
and  chance,  as  men  speak,  new-born  three  hundred  years  ago, 
amid  the  convulsions  of  the  Eeforuiation  period,  with  a  new  minis- 
try not  after  the  primitive  pattern,  not  connected  by  unbroken 
succession  with  Christ  and  His  apostles,  and  with  only  such  nar- 
row and  partial  systems  of  belief  as  may  be  generated  out  of  men's 
partial,  one-sided  minds,  when  they  set  themselves  to  interpret 
Holy  Scriptures  purely  in  the  light  of  their  own  private  judg- 
ment, without  consulting  the  witness  of  the  Primitive,  undivided 
Church  ?  Are  we  only  such  a  Body  ?  Or,  are  we  a  pure  Branch 
of  the  One  Holy  Catholick  Church,  with  an  unbroken  existence 
from  the  day  of  Pentecost,  with  a  duly  constituted  valid  ministry, 
handed  down  from  Christ  through  an  uninterrupted  succession,  and 
holding  all  the  great  fundamentals  of  the  Faith,  not  as  matters  of 
opinion  hut  as  matters  of  fact,  resting  upon  the  plain  letter  of 
Holy  Scripture  and  the  unanimous  judgment  of  the  whole  com- 
pany of  primitive  saints  and  confessors  ? 
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To  ask  these  questions  is  to  answer  them.  If  we  know  anything 
of  our  own  spiritual  household  as  we  ought  to  know,  we  know 
that  it  is  not  the  work  of  men! 8  Jiand8,  that  it  is  not  a  product  late 
in  the  Christian  ages,  of  new  formed  judgments — not  a  product  of 
casual  associations  of  men  placed  in  narrow  circumstances,  and 
swayed  for  the  time  by  narrow  passions. 

When  the  English  Reformers  found  themselves  impelled  to 
deliver  their  Branch  of  the  Church  from  its  thraldom  to  a  foreign 
usurping  power,  and  to  free  it  from  the  dust  and  rubbish  of  the 
middle  ages,  they  did  not  revolutionize,  as  was  done  on  the  Conti- 
nent, but  they  reformed  the  Church ;  and  without  breaking  the 
integrity  or  the  continuity  of  the  ministry,  without  touching  one 
single  vital  element  that  could  plead  catholicity,  or  universality, 
they  simply  cast  off  the  superstitious  and  cumbrous  ceremonies  of 
those  unhappy  previous  centuries,  and  restored  the  Church  in  all 
essentials  to  a  strict  conformity  to  the  Primitive  Church.  Nor  did 
they  attempt  this  in  the  light  of  their  own  unaided  judgments,  but 
they  took  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  one  hand  and  the  witness  of  the 
Primitive  Church  in  the  other,  and  so,  by  God's  help,  made  all 
things  pure,  and  established  them  upon  the  '*  foundation  of  the 
apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  Himself  being  the  chief  comer 
stone."  Their  Church,  and  ours  after  it,  was  Protestant,  as  wit- 
nessing against  the  corruptions  in  doctrine  and  practice  of  the 
Church  of  Rome,  and  Catholick  as  retaining  all  the  vital  elements 
of  the  Primitive  Church — all  those  elements  which  were  intended 
to  be  and  have  been  perpetuated  iu  that  Church  in  all  ages,  as 
they  shall  be  to  the  end  of  time. 

Such  is  our  branch  of  the  Church.  It  is  a  pure  branch  of  the 
One  Holy  Catholick  Church;  its  Ministry,  its  Faith,  its  Sacraments, 
its  Credentials  derived  uninterruptedly  from  Christ,  and  having 
for  its  seal  the  witness  of  the  whole  Primitive  Church  for  three 
hundred  years. 

Of  this  Branch  of  the  Church  your  Diocese  is  to  form  a  part. 
And  now,  my  Brethren,  I  come  in  all  seriousness  to  ask  a  question, 
the  answer  to  which  very  much  concerns  you.    How  may  you  beat 
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promote  the  growth,  the  unity,  the  prosperity  of  your  Diocese  ? 
What  kind  of  teaching  will  make  the  ministry  of  the  Clergy  most 
effectual  for  the  permanent  good  of  the  People  ?  How  shall  the 
Laity  of  this  Diocese  become  so  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  faith 
that  they  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  blown  about  by,  every  wind  of 
doctrine  ?  How  shall  they  be  so  stablished,  strengthened,  settled 
in  their  attachment  to  the  Truth  as  held  in  this  Church,  that  their 
continuance  in  the  Church  shall  not  depend  upon  any  mere  acci- 
dent, such  as  the  attractiveness  of  the  present  Pastor,  or  liking  or 
disliking  for  some  phase  in  the  ongoings  of  the  Church,  here  or 
there,  to-day  or  to-morrow  ?  How  shall  the  Church  in  your  Dio- 
cese do  its  part  toward  meeting  a  craving  which  is  every  day 
growing  more  restless  and  more  intense  in  the  world — a  craving 
for  broad,  genial,  satisfying,  well  authenticated,  well  settled 
truth-.— a  craving  for  a  broad  and  solid  foundation  for  belief — a 
craving  for  deliverance  from  shifting  and  conflicting  opinions,  from 
the  grotesque  and  impotent  exhibitions  so  often  obtruded  upon  the 
public  by  heterogeneous  assemblages  of  professed  seekers  after 
Truth— crude,  self-confident  thinkers — who  are  forever  learning 
and  never  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Truth?  How  shall 
your  Church  be  made  to  appear  to  the  multitude  of  weary,  tempest- 
tossed,  lost  wanderers  as  the  very  ark  of  the  LORD^  in  which 
peaceful,  heavenly  rest  may  be  found  forever  amid  the  immutable, 
precious  things  of  GOD  ?  Need  I  answer  ?  Under  the  divine 
Blessing  these  objects  are  to  be  attained  by  regarding  the  Church, 
by  treating  it,  by  teaching  in  it,  by  living  in  it,  ew  thai  which  it 
really  is — ^not  a  sect,  not  a  respectable  religious  Body,  for  whose 
order  and  doctrines  a  plausible  argument  can  be  constructed  out 
of  Holy  Scriptures — but  as  a  pure  branch  of  the  One  Holy  Catho- 
lick  Church,  divinely  handed  down  to  us;  and  as  to  its  faith  and 
order,  resting  upon  the  immovable  foundation  of  Holy  Scripture, 
rightly  interpreted,  according  to  its  letter  and  according  to  the 
faith  and  practice  of  the  whole  early  Church.  Nothing  short  of 
this  will  give  to  the  members  of  this  Church,  whether  Clergy  or 
Laity,  an  adequate  sense  of  the  greatness  of  their  pnvileges,  of  the 
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extent  of  their  responsibilities,  or  of  the  strength  of  their  position. 
Nothing  less  will  inspire  them  with  the  greatness  of  soul,  the 
Christian  faith  and  courage  necessary  for  their  comfort  and  for 
their  work.  Nothing  less  will  enable  them  to  cultivate'  a  true 
spirit  of  unity,  broad  comprehensive  sympathies  in  spite  of  minor 
differences  of  opinion,  or  to  estimate  at  their  real  worth  those 
ephemeral  ebullitions  which  sometimes  awaken  groundless  alarm 
in  the  ill-informed  and  unstable. 

Let  it  not  be  thought,  my  Brethren,  that  my  words  imply  any 
the  least  impeachment  of  your  views,  or  of  your  teaching  in  the 
past.     Nothing  could  be  further  from  my  intention.     I  think  you 
know  how  I  have  loved  you,  and  how  I  have  honored  your  minis- 
try.  I  speak  altogether  in  the  abstract,  as  if  I  had  never  known 
you  in  former  years,  and  had  no  thought  of  knowing  you  in  the 
future,  and  had  only  in  view  those  great  elements  of  life  and 
strength  which  must  be  everywhere  alike  needful  to  the  well 
being  of  the  Church.   Some  excellent  persons,  even  in  the  Church, 
think  it  enough  to  say  that  our  one  only  appeal  for  the  support 
of  every   alleged   truth   of  GOD   must   be   to  Holy  Scripture. 
Undoubtedly.     We  are  to  teach  nothing  as  necessary  to  eternal  sal- 
vation, but  that  which  loe  are  persuaded  may  be  "  concluded  and 
proved  by  the  Scripture."    But  **  the Sonptwe  "  how  interpreted? 
Surely  not  every  interpretation  offered  by  a  partial,  ignorant  and 
self-confident  expositor  is  to  be  accepted  as  the  infallible  truth  of 
GOD.     Were  it  so,  we  must  accept  the  most  contradictory  propo- 
sitions and  hold  them  to  be  equally  infallible  verities.  It  is  a  mis- 
take to  suppose,  as  some  do,  that  orthodox  Christians  are  the  only 
persons  who  profess  to  rely  on  Holy  Scripture  for  the  support  of 
their  dogmas.     They  who  deny  the  real  and  proper  divinity  of 
our  blessed  LORD  profess  to  go  by  Scripture  I    The  Seventh  Day 
Baptist  professes  to  go  by  Scripture  !     The  Universalist  professes 
to  go  by  Scripture  !     The  Eomanist  quotes  Scripture  for  almost 
every  feature  of  his  system.     They  have  their  interpretation  as  we 
have  ours.     We  maintain,  indeed,  that  from  Holy  Scripture  alone 
the  Truth  as  held  by  us  is  abundantly  apparent.     But  they,  from 
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bias,  from  education,  think  differently.  Now,  my  Brethren,  must 
the  Truth  of  GOD  be  held  only  as  a  probable  opinion — only 
as  having  the  prevailing  weight  of  evidence  and  argument  in  its 
favor  ?  And  in  individual  and  local  controversies,  where  truth 
and  error  stand  confronted,  is  everything  to  be  left  dependent 
upon  the  skill  of  the  disputants,  so  that  the  victory,  or  the  appear- 
ance of  victory,. shall  be  on  the  side  of  the  most  dexterous  advo- 
cate ?  Is  there  no  way  of  reaching  qertainty  in  so  vital  a  matter  ? 
Is  there  no  sovereign  arbiter  to  whom  we  may  appeal  to  decide 
which  of  these  conflicting  interpretations  is  the  true  one  ?  The 
answer  to  these  questions  has  been  several  times  referred  to  in  the 
observations  already  made.  When  we  find  that  every  essential 
feature  of  our  Branch  of  the  Church,  its  faith,  its  order,  its  view 
of  GOD'S  grace,  is  not  only  supported  by  the  plain  literal  mean- 
ing of  Holy  Scripture,  in  most  cases  by  a  vast  amount  of  Holy 
Scripture,  but  is  also  in  strict  accordance  with  the  faith  and  the 
practice  of  the  whole  early  Church,  wherever  planted,  for  three 
three  hundred  years  (we  might  say  much  more),  when  we  see  that 
we  think  that,  in  all  reason  and  judgment,  there  is  an  absolute  end 
of  all  controversy.  **  The  Faith  of  GOD  standeth  sure."  It  is 
not  matter  of  opinion.  It  is  not  left  to  cunning  argumentation. 
By  this  appeal  to  the  unquestionable  facts  of  primitive  faith  and 
practice,  the  Truth  of  GOD  in  Holy  Scripture  is  effectually  pro- 
tected from  modern  false  glosses  and  false  interpretations. 
Every  great  and  vital  truth  is  taken  out  of  the  province  of  mere 
opinion,  and  carried  over  into  the  domain  of  absolute  fact.  There 
remains  not  a  shadow  of  uncertainty  as  to  what  we  are  to  believe 
or  what  we  are  to  do.  And  this  appeal  to  the  Primitive  Church 
is  SLf  fatal  to  the  Eomanist  on  the  one  side,  as  to  the  denier  of 
Christ's  Divinity  on  the  other;  because  upon  a  searching  scrutiny 
we  assure  ourselves  that  in  the  first  three  hundred  years  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,  not  a  speck  of  Romanism  is  to  be  found.  Those 
corruptions  came  gradually  into  the  Church  amid  the  thickening 
gloom  of  later  ages. 
To  all  the  doubting  world  we  are  enabled  to  say — to  the  serious^

unbiased  mind:  '*  Holy  Scripture,  so  far  as  concerns  great  leading 
truths  is  plain,  and  if  in  any  of  these  points  you  consider  the 
meaning  of  the  written  word  doubtful,  you  ought  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  assurance  {evident  to  all  m^n  diligently  reading  Holy 
Scripture  and  ancient  authors),  that  the  Truth  as  received  from 
Holy  Scripture  by  this  Church,  is  the  Truth  as  received  from 
Holy  Scripture  in  the  early  Church — the  best  possible  evidence 
that  we  have  truly  the  mind. of  Christ." 

O  that  these  things  were  duly  understood  and  appreciated  by 
all  the  members  of  our  own  Church  !  O  that  they  all  adequately 
comprehended  the  length  and  breadth  and  depth  of  the  everlasting 
foundation  on  which  the  Truth  of  GOD  and  the  whole  order  of 
His  Church  securely  and  immovably  rest!  How  steadfast  and 
tranquil  they  would  be  amid  the  perturbations  of  the  daytime  and 
the  chimeras  of  the  night  I  How  impossible  would  it  be  to  turn 
one  of  them  from  the  glorious  old  Faith  once  for  all  delivered  to 
the  primitive  saints,  and  through  them  to  the  Church  to  be  kept  to 
the  end  of  time  !  How  large  would  be  their  hearts  toward  their 
Brethren  and  toward  all  good  works  I  And  O  that  these  views  of 
the  evidence  and  of  the  certainty  of  the  Truth  of  GOD  could  be 
made  palpable  to  all  the  wavering,  beclouded,  wandering  youth 
of  this  land  I  O  that  for  them  the  murky  darkness  and  the  phan- 
toms of  misbelief  and  unbelief  might  be  forever  dispelled,  that 
they  might  see  very  near  to  them  the  Holy  City  of  Refuge^  and 
entering  gladly  in,  reach  the  end  of  miserable  doubts  and  the 
beginning  of  everlasting  repose. 

But  what  is  to  be  inferred  from  all  this  ?  Do  we  wish  to  see 
the  Christian  Pastor  often  turning  away  from  the  great  Central 
Spiritual  Truth  of  GOD  in  Christ  to  engage  in  polemics,  to  deal 
with  controversial  divinity?  Do  we  wish  to  see  the  Pulpit  forever 
occupied  in  building  up  the  outworks  and  defences  of  the  Truth, 
instead  of  laboring  in  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  send  that 
Truth  itself  home  to  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  the  hearers.  Oh, 
no  I  GOD  forbid  I  It  is,  undoubtedly,  the  right  and  the  duty  of  every 
minister  of  GOD'S  Church  to  give  to  the  people  waiting  upon  his 
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ministry  a  reason  for  the  hope  that  is  in  him,  and  that  ought  to  be 
in  tbem,  to  explain  the  grounds  on  which  the  Truth  rests.  But 
many  discourses  exclusively  devoted  to  explicit  teaching  of  that 
kind  are  neither  necessary  nor  expedient.  The  wise,  well  instruc- 
ted Christian  Pastor  will  know  how  to  mingle  evidence  with  the 
most  pungent  and  tender  enforcement  of  the  Truth  of  Christ,  how 
to  conduct  the  instruction  of  the  young,  how  to  converse  with  his 
people  in  private  in  such  a  manner  that  his  flock  shall  be  tho- 
roughly indoctrinated,  shall  be  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  whole 
Truth  of  GOD  from  foundation  to  top-stone,  almost  without 
perceiving  or  remembering  how  they  came  to  be  so  established. 
He  will  have  been  always  preaching  Christ,  but  so  preaching  that 
while  the  heart  was  touched  and  made  better,  the  convictions  and 
the  faith  were  established  on  sure  foundations. 

Or,  once  again:  Do  we  wish  to  see  our  Christian  Pastors  instill- 
ing into  the  minds  of  their  Christian  people  unkind,  supercilious 
or  scornful  feeling  towards  the  members  of  the  religious  Bodies 
around  them?     Oh,  no!    A  hundred  times  No.     GOD  of  Truth 
and  Love  forbid  !     Through  Providential  circumstanees  they  are 
attached  to  religious  organizations  which  are  very  defective  as 
compared  with  the  Primitive  and  Apostolic  Church,  which  is  the 
Pillar  and  ^Ground  of  the  Truth.     By  education  and  by  social 
influences,  they  have  been  prevented  from  seeing  things  as  we  see 
tbem,  but,  in  their  position,  they  have  **done  what  they  could." 
Beautiful  traits  of  Christian  character  often  appear  among  them. 
The  Mercy  and  Grace  of  GOD  have  reached  them,  and  have  pro- 
duced many  good  fruits  in  works  of  piety  and  charity,  for  which 
we  bless  (jOD.     There  are  those  among  them  at  whose  feet  we 
would  be  glad  to  be  allowed  to  sit  in  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 
These  are  no  good  reasons  for  undervaluing  our  own  superior 
privileges,  or  for  attempting   those  false  unions,  which   always 
involve  some  sacrifice  of  principle,  some  suppression  of  truth,  as 
they  always  tend  to  run  into  confusion  and  bitterness.     But  they 
art  reasons  for  cherishing  for  the  individual  Christian  Brother 
feelings  of  respect  and  esteem,  of  warm  aflection,  if  there  be  worth 
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to  command  it,  and,  for  making  such  feelings  manifest  in  every 
fitting  token  of  kindness  and  ofBce  of  love.  Personal  respect 
and  kindness,  in  private  and  in  social  life,  are  what  v^  always  due 
from  us  to  a  Christian  Brother,  and  they  should  never  be  with- 
held. They  are  all  that  can  be  properly  required  of  us.  To  call 
upon  us  to  unite  in  organized  religious  services  and  efforts  where 
there  can  be  no  real  unity  in  principle  or  in  ecclesiastical  order, 
is  to  urge  an  unreasonable  claim,  which  a  just  sense  of  duty  and 
regard  for  truth  will  hardly  admit  of  our  conceding.  Nol  the 
greatest  exercise  of  Christian  Charity  for  us  is,  in  private,  to  be 
kind  to  all,  and  in  puolic  to  proclaim  **the  truth,  the  whole  truth 
and  nothing  but  the  truth,''  and  to  live  and  work  in  the  Spirit  of 
that  truth.  A.re  we  indeed  a  Branch  of  the  One  Holy  Catholic 
Church!  Are  we  of  the  same  school  as  the  Primitive  saints  and 
confessors?  Let  us  prove  it  by  our  lives  and  by  our  works! 
O  blessed  Saviour  of  the  World!  O  thou  adorable  LORD  and 
Head  of  the  Church!  pour  out  Thy  grace  upon  us,  and  cause  to 
spring  up  among  us  more  abundantly,  the  glorious  fruits  of  Thy 
Cross  and  Thy  Passion!  Kindle  anew  in  us  Thine  own  Spirit  of 
self-sacrifice  and  self-devotion!  Bring  back  to  us  the  days  when 
believers  were  in  love  with  a  life  of  voluntary  poverty  for  Thy 
sake;  when  houses  and  lands  were  joyfully  sold  that  the  price 
might  be  devoted  to  the  uses  of  Thy  service;  when  opulent  estates 
were  employed  in  erecting  and  endowing  Institutions  for  minis- 
tries like  Thine  own,  and  when  the  donors,  delicate  women,  not 
content  with  the  entire  offering  of  their  worldly  goods,  were  seen 
on  their  bended  knees  in  those  '*  Houses  of  Mercy,"  ministering 
by  day  and  by  night  to  Thy  suffering  members!  O  touch  the 
hearts  of  our  youth,  that  they  may  offer  themselves  willingly  for 
Thy  service;  that  they  may  esteem  it  enough  to  be  signed  with 
Thy  Cross,  and  accepted  for  the  ministries  of  Thine  Holy  Altar! 
Draw  near  to  Thyself  the  Christian  men  and  women  whom  by 
Thy  Providence  Thou  hast  exempted  from  domestic  cares,  bereft 
of  wordly  comforts,  and  fill  them  with  the  joys  of  Thy  presence 
and  Thy  love,  while  they  live  wholly  unto  Thee  in  caring  for  Thy 
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little  ones,  in  imparting  light  and  knowledge  to  the  ignorant,  in 
seeking  out  the  miserable  and  afflicted,  in  raising  up  the  falleni 
Brethren  beloved!  -  The  day  hurries  toward  the  evening.  Yet 
t  little  while  we  labor  for  Christ  in  the  building  up  of  his  King- 
dom I  His  work  was  to  succor  the  miserable,  to  instruct  and  save 
the  perishing,  to  point  and  lead  the  way  to  the  Heavenly  Rest. 
Be  it  yours  also. 

You  assist  to-day  at  the  organization  of  a  New  Diocese.  You 
stand  at  the  fountain  head  of  a  stream  which  is  to  flow  on  for 
ages.  It  is  a  great  thing  to  be  present  at  the  beginning  of  a  new 
agency,  which  is  to  grow  and  develop  perhaps  for  centuries  to 
come!  The  plans  you  form,  the  conceptions  you  embody  in 
organized  effort,  are  to  be  followed  by  those  who  come  after  you. 
Thist  to  no  temporary  expedients;  to  no  popular  platform  excite- 
ments for  strength  to  do  a  great  work  I  Denunciations  of  error 
go  but  a  little  way  toward  advancing  the  Truth.  Clamor  against 
the  abuses  and  the  pretensions  of  a  stealthy,  hard-working  Body, 
contributes  little  to  the  building  up  of  a  great  kingdom  capable 
of  standing  as  a  Bulwark  of  the  Truth.  Positive  teaching  and 
ptmtive  work,  organized  work,  systematic  work,  permanent  institu- 
tions,  associated  labor,  on  a  principle  of  absolute  self-consecration 
for  Christ's  sake,  in  a  Body  having  corporate  life,  capable  of  large 
extension  and  wide  ramifications,  fitted  for  all  works  of  piety  and 
charity,  among  others,  for  Christian  education  on  sound  principles; 
these  means  steadily  and  faithfully  employed  in  humble  depend- 
ence upon  the  assistance  of  the  Blessed  Spirit,  in  pure,  loving 
devotion  to  our  dear  LORD  and  Saviour,  will  make  you  and  your 
Church  so  strong  in  the  LORD  and  in  the  power  of  His  might, 
that  '•  the  gates  of  Hell  shall  never  prevail  "  against  you. 

My  dear  Brethren,  that  portion  of  the  Church  which  you  are 
to-day  to  organize  as  a  new  Diocese,  has  had  in  one  respect  a  some- 
what remarkable  history.  Within  the  geographical  limits  of  your 
Diocese,  five  Presbyters  have  been  selected  in  the  space  of 
twenty-four  years,  for  elevation  to  the  Episcopal  office,  while  two 
others  who  had  previously  labored  in  this  District  have,  in  like 


luanncr  been  advanced,  making  seven  in  all.  Nothing  resembling 
this  has  occurred  in  any  other  portion  of  our  country,  including 
the  same  number  of  clergy. 

Two  out  of  these  seven  Bishops  were  young  men  to  be  designa- 
ted for  that  weighty  office.  One  of  them,  the  Bishop  of  Montana 
had  only  just  reached  the  canonical  age,  when  he  was  summoned 
to  prepare  for  consecration.    I  believe  the  whole  Church  has  rarely 

been  more  entirely  united  in  regard  to  the  eminent  fitness  of  a 
choice  than  it  was  in  his  case.  The  other,  the  Bishop  of  Missouri, 
recently  consecrated,  had  of  necessity,  like  the  Bishop  of  Montana^ 
been  but  little  known  except  in  his  own  immediate  region.  He 
had  a  few  more  years  over  his  head,  and  those  who  knew  him  as 
I  had  had  the  happiness  of  knowing  him,  knew  that  with  GOD'S 
blessing  he  would  abundantly  vindicate  the  choice  of  the  Diocese 
that  elected  him.  He  is  beginning  to  do  so  already.  His  first 
sermon,  foreshadowing  Church  work,  made  a  profound  impression 
in  St.  Louis.  Clergy  and  Laity  came  forward  to  pledge  their 
support  and  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese,  and  in  the 
interior  he  is  awakening  a- deep  interest ! 

Now,  of  course,  no  one  needs  to  4>e  told  that  the  Church  is  by 
no  means  going  to  change  her  policy  of  ages,  the  policy,  I  mean, 
of  looking  as  a  general  thing  to  Presbyters  of  middle  age,  for  well 
tried  and  well  trained  Laborers,  meet  to  be  elevated  to  the  Epis- 
copal office.  Yet,  when  Divine  Providence  shall  seem  to  point  to 
a  faithful  servant  of  Christ  who  is  somewhat  younger,  though  of 
full  canonical  age,  as  a  person  of  peculiar  qualifications  for  a  pecu- 
liar work,  we  may  be  sure  that  the  Church  will  no  more  refuse 
in  the  future  than  she  has  refused  in  the  past,  to  call  such  an  one 
to  the  forefront  of  her  great  warfare.  And  one  more  word  we 
think  we  ought  to  add.  When  an  independent  Diocese  shall  have 
made  choice  of  a  Presbyter  to  be  its  Bishop  who  is  several  years 
past  the  canonical  age,  and  already  distinguished  for  devotion,  for 
successful  work  and  for  intellectual  ability,  the  Church  at  large 
will  never  in  the  future,  any  more  than  it  has  done  in  the  past, 
refuse  to  confirm  the  choice  of  such  a  Diocese  without  a  clear, 
fatal  reason. 
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Sach,  Beloved,  are  some  of  the  antecedents  of  your  new  Diocese. 
May  you  emulate  those  who  have  gone  before  you,  and  raise  up 
holy  men  for  the  work  of  Christ,  superior  to  them  in  the  graces  of 
the  Spirit,  superior  in  force  of  intellect,  in  energy  and  in  wisdom. 
Is  it  too  much  to  hope,  dear  Brethren,  that  you  will  live  and  work 
together  in  unity  of  spirit  and  in  the  bond  of  peace  ?  If  only  you 
may  be  made  by  the  Spirit  of  grace  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus,  a 
holy,  loving  Brotherhood,  helping  on  each  other's  works,  dealing 
tenderly  with  each  other's  infirmities,  striving  together  with  one 
mind  and  one  heart  for  the  Truth  of  the  Gospel,  how  mightly  your 
power  will  be  increased  for  good  I  GOD  in  His  great  mercy 
grant  it !  And  may  He  by  His  blessed  Spirit  guide  your  choice 
to  a  good  man,  a  man  full  of  faith  and  love  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
to  be  a  Chief  Pastor  over  you  !  May  that  Pastor's  love  for  you  and 
your  love  for  him  be  even  more  tender,  more  devoted  than  the  love 
which  has  made  our  communings  together  so  sweet  aud  so  pleasant. 
My  spirit  will  be  always  with  you.  My  prayers  will  follow  you  ; 
and  no  greater  boon,  no  dearer  service  of  love,  can  your  former 
Bishop  entreat  of  you,  than  that  you  will  fervently  pray  for  him, 
that  he  may  be  enlightened  and  sanctified  and  strengthened  for 
every  duty  and  trial,  that  his  errors  and  shortcomings  may  be 
pardoned  for  Christ's  sake,  and,  that  at  last,  his  soul  washed  in 
the  Blood  of  that  immaculate  Lamb  that  wa»  slain  to  take  away 
the  sins  of  the  world,  may  find  place  among  the  humblest  of  the 
accepted  servants  of  GOD.  May  we  meet  to  renew  and  to  con- 
tinue forever  our  thanksgivings  and  praises  in  that  glorious  Tem- 
ple not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  HeavensI     Amen.

Note. — The  Secretary  of  the  Conyention  has  thought  it  ri^t  to  jidd  to  the  sug- 
gestioDS  conveyed  in  the  subjoined  resolutions,  and  to  append  an  account  of  the 
Consecration  of  the  Bishop  as  a  portion  of  the  permanent  records  of  the  Diocese  of 
Albany.     He  r^;rets  to  say  that  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey  has  declined  to  pennit 
the  Consecration  sermon  to  be  published. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Clergy  present  at  the  Consecration  of  the  Bishop  of  Albany, 
held  in  St.  Peter's  Rectory  after  the  conclusion  of  the  serrices,  the  Bishop  was 
called  to  the  Chair,  and  the  Rev.  John  Townsend  was  appointed  Secretary. 

The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Jiesolvedj  That  we  have  heard  with  great  satisfiurtion  the  sermon  delivered  this 
morning  by  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey.  Wishing  to  have  the  sermon  in  some  per- 
manent form,  not  only  for  its  intrinsic  worth  as  a  clear  enunciation  of  catholic  truths 
in  regard  to  the  sacred  ministry,  but  as  a  fit  memorial  of  the  Consecration  of  the 
First  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  also  desiring  to  afford  our  absent  brethren  the 
privilege  of  reading  the  words  which  we  have  been  so  happy  as  to  hear,  we  respect- 
fully request  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey  to  furnish  us  with  a  copy  of  his  well-timed 
and  able  sermon  for  publication.

The  Primary  Convention  having  instructed  the  Standing  Committee  to  take  all 
the  steps  necessary  for  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  William  Croswell  Doane,

1,  of  the  General  Convention. 

We  request  your  early  action,  and  that  you  will  communicate  with  the  Secretary, 
at  Cohoes.

On  the  fifth  of  January  the  same  officers  were  able  to  inform  the  Presiding  Bishop 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  that  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees  had  consented 
to  the  Consecration  of  the  Bishop  elect. 

On  the  twenty-fifth  of  January  the  Presiding  Bishop  notified  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee that  a  major  number  of  the  Bishops  had  consented  to  the  Consecration  of  the 
Rev.  William  CrossweU  Doane,  S.  T.  D.,  as  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  GOD.  The 
Presiding  Bishop  also  designated  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany,  as  the  place,  and 
February  the  second  as  the  time  of  the  Consecration ;  and  appointed  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Bishop  of  New  York  as  the  Consecrator ;  the  Right  Reverend  the 
Bishop  of  New  Jersey  as  the  Preacher ;  and  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of 
Maine  and  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island  as  the  Presenters. 

On  Tuesday,  February  the  second,  the  Feast  of  the  Presentation  of  Christ  in  the 
Temple,  commonly  called  the  Purification  of  Saint  Mary  the  Virgin,  a  large  number 
of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  at  the  Rectory  of  St.  Peter's  Church. 
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The  procession  was  formed  in  the  following  order :  Vestrymen  of  Chnrcho 
the  Diocese ;  the  Vestry  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany ;  Lay  members  of  Stand 
Committees ;  Lay  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Albai 
the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany ;  the  Clergy  of  other  Dioceses;  Clerical  m< 
bers  of  Standing  Committees ;  officiating  Clergymen ;  the  Bishop  elect  and  atte 
ant  Presbyters ;  the  Bishops.

The  Morning  Prayer  was  begun  by  the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix,  D.  D.,  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

The  First  Lesson,  Isaiah  xxxv,  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Eugene  A.  Hoffinan,  D.  D., 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island. 

The  Second  Lesson,  St.  Luke  ii,  22,  was  read  by  the  Rev.  R.  N.  Merritt,  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

Tlie  Creed  and  Collects  were  said  by  the  Rev.  F.  D.  Huntington,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 

The  Venite,  Te  Deum  and  Benedictus  were  chanted  antiphonally. 
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The  Introit,  the  sixth  verse  of  Psahn  cxxii, ''  0  pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem  : 
thej  shall  prosper  that  love  thee,"  was  sung  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Cooke,  the  Rev. 
J.  N.  Shackelford  and  the  Rev.  £.  M.  Pecke. 

The  Communion  service  was  begun  by  the  Bishop  of  New  York 

The  Epistle  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island. 

The  Gospel  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  Missouri.

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey,  from  Rev.  i,  17,  18 — 
''And  He  laid  His  right  hand  upon  me,  saying  unto  me :  Fear  not;  I  am  the  first 
and  I  am  the  last :  I  am  he  that  liveth  and  was  dead ;  and,  behold,  I  am  alive  for- 
erer  more.  Amen ;  and  have  the  keys  of  hell  and  of  death." 

In  concluding,  the  Right  Reverend  preacher  thus  addressed  the  Bishop  elect : 

"  Mtf  well-beloved  brother^  elected  to  be  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany, 
I  welcome  you,  with  all  my  heart,  to  the  dignity  and  the  duties  of  the  Christian 
Episcopate,  as  I  have  aimed  to  interpret  them,  out  of  the  infallible  Rule  of  Faith, 
the  Bible.  He,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  glorified  Head  of  the  Church,  has  called 
you  to  the  responsibilities  of  government  in  His  mystical  Body ;  he  bids  you  '  Fear 
not,'  whilst  beckoning  you  nearer  to  Himself,  even  to  the  unspeakable  though  peril- 
ous exaltation  among  the  stars  in  His  right  hand.  As  the  authority  of  the  Episco- 
pate is  derived  from  the  fact  that  it  embodies  the  actings  of  the  ever  present  Head 
of  the  Church,  so  will  it  be  your  privilege  and  protection  to  draw  closer  and  closer 
to  Jesus,  through  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  every  energy  of  your  personal 
and  ofScial  life. 

"  The  office  to  which  you  are  to  be  admitted  is  from  Him,  for  Him,  and  to  Him 
as  its  ultimate  glory.  That  this  is  your  own  estimate  of  the  duties  of  spiritual 
overseership  in  the  Church  of  GOD,  I  fully  believe,  from  my  personal  knowledge  of 
you  through  a  long  period  of  time  that  reaches  back  to  days  and  scenes  and  per- 
sons, that  crowd  upon  your  heart  and  mine,  as  we  confront  each  other  on  this 
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solemn  occasion.  If  the  veil  that  hangs  between  us  and  the  worshippers  of  the 
Church  in  Paradise  could  this  moment  he  lifted,  what  loying  looks  would  be  turned 
on  you  from  one,  whose  place  and  bearing  among  the  white  robed  host  mark  him 
out  as  a  Priest  and  King  in  the  Spiritual  Kingdom  of  the  Lamb ! 

"  My  memory  retraces  a  period  of  more  than  a  score  of  years,  until  it  rests  on 
one  of  the  sweetest  homes  of  earth,  where  first  I  knew  you.  Under  the  eye  of  your 
spiritual,  as  well  as  natural  Father,  the  second  Bishop  of  New  Jersey,  your  youth 
ripened  into  manhood,  and  from  his  hands  you  received  the  commission  to  the  lower 
Orders  of  the  sacred  Ministry. 

"  Time  passed  on,  and  there  was  a  change.  The  great-hearted  Shepherd  who 
bare  pastoral  rule  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey  for  twenty-eight  years,  rested  from 
his  labors;  and,  in  his  jurisdiction,  in  his  sweet  home,  and  over  his  son  in  Holy 
Orders  was  placed,  by  the  will  of  GOD,  your  friend,  and  your  father's  friend,  who 
now  addresses  you.  It  was  not  fimcy,  then,  but  fact  which  prompted  the  declara- 
tion that  from  my  personal  knowledge  of  you,  of  your  training,  and  of  your  minis- 
terial life,  I  believe  that  you  are  prepared  to  estimate  and  to  fulfil  aright  the  duties, 
the  responsibilities,  the  absorbing  claims  of  the  Christian  Episcopate.  The  son  of 
a  Bishop  whose  labors  and  vrritings  remain  to  attest  the  depth  and  eyangelical  rich- 
ness of  his  view  of  the  Church  and  Ministry  of  Christ ;  trained  amid  churchly 
associations  and  clerical  society  from  your  early  youth ;  discharging  with  indomi- 
table zeal  and  love  the  varied  duties  of  your  Presbyterate — as  I  can  testify  as  once 
your  Bisho]) — I  congratulate  the  noble  Diocese  that  has  called  you,  so  cordially,  to 
be  its  first  BLshop,  on  the  prospect  of  enduring  work  for  Christ  and  His  Church 
which  their  choice  foretells.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  spiritual  work  to  be  done 
within  this  ample  and  well-prepared  jurisdiction.  The  seed  which  brave-hearted 
Bishops  sowed  into  the  soil  of  Church  hearts  when  as  yet  the  Diocese  of  Albany 
was  an  integral  part  of  the  grand  old  historic  Diocese  of  New  York,  will  bear  fruit 
under  yoiu*  genial,  loving,  prudent  overseership ;  and  join  with  that  which  your 
own  fresh  labors  will  evoke,  to  the  glory  of  Him  who  still  walks  among  the  golden 
candlesticks,  and  still  holds  the  stars  in  His  right  hand. 

"  It  Ls  a  coincidence  that  will  make  itself  felt  in  all  your  future  official  life,  that 
the  Feast  of  the  Presentation  of  Christ  in  the  Temple  (which  we  celebrate  to-day), 
was  the  day  on  which  you  were  presented,  at  the  call  of  GOD  and  His  Church,  to 
be  ordained  and  consecrated  a  Bishop.  It  will  be  a  remembrancer,  that  as  the  only 
begotten  Son  of  GOD  was  this  day  presented  in  the  Temple  in  substance  of  our 
flesh,  so  you,  and  all  of  us,  may  ever  be  presented  unto  GOD  with  pure  and  clean 
hearts.  The  demands  of  your  high  calling  on  your  personal  sanctity  and  self-con- 
secration will  come  up,  year  aft«r  year,  with  the  recurrence  of  the  Feast  of  the 
Purification.  But  I  must  warn  you,  my  brother-elect,  that  there  are  times  when 
the  exercise  of  the  Episcopate,  even  with  all  godly  care  and  personal  circumspection, 
and  with  all  the  strength  which  Divine  Grace  will  supply,  will  tax  heavily  the 
body,  soul  and  spirit  of  a  Bishop.  You  may  not  expect  to  escape  the  burden.  You 
will  not  refuse  to  bear  the  Cross  which  brings  you  nearer  to  the  Chief  Shepherd 
who  laid  down  His  life  for  the  sheep.  You  will,  as  a  Bishop,  sing  with  a  new 
emphasis  that  beautifiil  song  of  Zion, 

**  Nearer,  my  God,  to  Thee, 
Nearer  to  Thee, 
E'en  though  it  be  a  Cross  that  raiseth  me ; 
Still  all  my  song  shall  be, 

Nearer,  my  Qod,  to  Thee, 
Nearer  to  Thee. 
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"Letthein&llible  Book  of  GOD  be  your  constant  study,  and  your  supreme 
anthority  in  Doctrine.  Let  the  Canon  Law  of  the  Church  be  your  guide  in  Wor- 
ship and  in  Discipline ;  turn  not  to  the  right  hand  nor  to  the  left  at  the  flattery  or 
threats  of  self-will.  Let  your  personal  and  official  action  be  judicious,  tolerant, 
lo^nng ;  let  the  eye  of  your  fidth  be  stead&stly  fixed  on  Him  who  by  His  Holy 
Spirit  strengthens  and  protects  you  with  His  right  hand;  let  the  end  of  your  con- 
versation, as  a  man  and  a  Bishop,  be  Jesus  Christ,  the  same  yesterday,  to-day  and 
fbrerer ;  and  whatever  trials  and  responsibilities  may  await  you,  you  may  humbly 
take  your  share  in  the  assurance  of  the  ever-living  King  of  Zion,  '  Fear  not,  I  am 
the  first  and  I  am  the  last.  I  am  He  that  liveth,  and  was  dead ;  and  behold,  I  am 
alive  fcHevermore,  Amen;  and  have  the  keys  of  hell  and  of  death.' 

«  And  now  unto  Him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  firom  our  sins  in  His  own 
blood,  and  hath  made  us  Kings  and  Priests  unto  GOD  and  His  Father :  to  Him,  in 
the  unity  of  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  glory  and  dominion  forever  and 
efer.    Amen.*'

The  Bishop  elect,  vested  in  his  rochet,  was  then  presented  by  the  Bishops  of 
Hame  and  Long  Island  to  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  Presiding 
Bishop  for  the  service,  sitting  in  his  chair  near  the  Holy  Table. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  having  demanded  the  Testimonials  of  the  Bishop  elect,  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  Hobart  Brown,  Secretary  of  the  Primary  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Albany,  presented  the  original  Testimony  of  the  Convention ;  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Coit, 
D.  D.,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  presented 
the  original  Consents  of  the  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Dioceses 
of  the  Church  in  the  United  States ;  and  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Bostwick,  D.  D.,  presented 
the  certificate  of  the  Right  Reverend  B.  B.  Smith,  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  Presiding 
Bishop  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  that  a  major  number  of  the  Bishops  had  consented 
to  the  Consecration  of  the  Bishop  elect  of  Albany. 
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The  Presiding  Bishop  having  directed  these  Testimonials  to  be  read,  the  Reir.  li^^ 
Brown  read  the  Canonical  Testimony  of  the  Primary  Convention  of  Albany,  ^^

REPORT : 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Admission  of  Churches,  respectfullj 
report, 

That  they  have  received,  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  have 
examined  applications  for  admission  into  union  with  the  churches  in  this  Diocese, 
from  the  following  churches,  which  appear  to  be  regularly  incorporated,  and  have 
presented  applications  in  writing,  in  due  form,  accompanied  by  the  papers  required 
by  the  Canons,  viz : 

1.  St.  John's  Church,  Portland ville,  Otsego  county. 

2.  Christ  Church,  Schenectady. 

3.  Trinity  Church,  Gouverneur,  St.  Lawrence  county. 

Tn  each  of  these  cases  the  application  is  made  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the 
Yestry,  authorizing  the  application,  and  agreeing  to  abide  by,  and  conform  to,  and 
observe  all  the  rules,  orders  and  regulations  of  the  Convention.  A  copy  of  the 
resolution,  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  accompanies  the  applica- 
tion, as  does  also  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation,  duly  recorded.  Also  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  Bishop  that  he  approves  the  incorporation  of  the  church,  and  that  the 
same,  in  his  judgment,  is  duly  and  satisfactorily  established ;  also  satisfactory 
evidence  that  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  members  of  such  church,  have 
habitually,  for  at  least  one  year  preceding  the  application,  attended  divine  service 
in  such  church  or  congregation.  Accordingly,  the  Committee  recommend  that 
these  three  churches  be  received  into  union  by  the  Convention. 
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The  Committee  further  report,  that  they  have  received  an  application,  with 
accompany  papers,  from  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  vestry  of  St.  Augustine's 
Church,  I  lion,  Herkimer  county ;  but  in  this  case  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation 
had  the  serious  defect  of  not  being  recorded. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  St.  John's  Church,  Portlandville,  Otsego  county, 
Christ  Church,  Schenectady,  Schenectady  county,  and  Trinity  Church,  Gouvem- 
eur,  St.  I^wrence  county,  be  severally  received  into  union  by  the  Convention. 

And  that  in  the  case  of  St.  Augustine's  Church,  Ilion,  the  papers  be  referred 
back  to  the  applicants  for  remedy.  D.  H.  BUEL, 

Chairman  of  the  Committee, 

On  motion,  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  were  adopt- 
ed, and  St.  John's  Church,  Portlandville,  Otsego  county  ;  Christ 
Church,  Schenectady,  Schenectady  county ;  and  Trinity  Church, 
Gouvernour,  St.  Lawrence  coupty,  were  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Convention. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
were  presented  and  read  by  the  Secretary,  as  follows  : 

REPORT. 
7b  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  J^lhany : 

The  following  resolution,  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Canons,  was  unani- 
mously adopted  at  the  Primary  Convention  of  the  Diocese : 

Jiesolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons,  with  the  addition  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  upon  his  consecration,  as  Cl^irman,  be  requested  to  make  a  thorough 
revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  old  Diocese,  and  that  they  cause 
their  report  to  be  printed  and  sent  to  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  at  least  one 
month  before  the  time  of  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  that  the 
Convention  shall  then  take  final  action  upon  the  Constitution  and  Canons—  the 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Convention  voting,  either  together  or  by  orders,  as  the 
Convention  shall  then  determine,  being  decisive. 

The  following  draft  of  a  proposed  Constitution  and  Canons,  is  accordingly  sub- 
mitted. It  was  adopted,  unanimously,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  in  the 
Vestry  Room  of  St.  Peter^s  Church,  Albany,  on  Thursday,  May  27th. 

The  venerable  N.  S.  Benton,  whose  name  is  appended  to  the  report,  has,  since 
that  meeting,  entered  into  rest,  and  the  surviving  members  of  the  Committee  are 
not  only  glad  to  add  to  their  report  the  weight  of  his  name,  but  gratefully  record 
their  sense  of  the  valuable  assistance  which  he  rendered  by  his  fMiinstaking  and 
careful  investigation  of  the  subject.  Judge  Benton  had  prepared,  before  the  Com- 
mittee met,  a  Draft,  which  was  substantially  adopted,  and  is  presented  herewith.

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  is  instructed  to 
communicate  to  the  Conveiition  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  the  cordial  greetings 
of  this  body,  and  to  express  its  earnest  hope  that  the  Convention  of  New  York 
will,  during  its  present  session,  take  some  such  suitable  action  as  may  result  in 
giving  to  this  Diocese  the  aid  in  respect  to  the  Endowment  of  its  Episcopate  and  to 
the  support  of  its  Missionaries,  which  it  has  .been  led  to  expect  from  the  Christian 
feeling  and  liberality  of  the  mother  Diocese. 

On  motion  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morn- 
ing at  nine  o'clock. 


Thursday,  Septembei*  30,  1869. 

The  Convention  met  at  nine  o'clock. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Widdemer,  rector 
of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Troy,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Vermont,  and  the  Rev.  John  Downie,  rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Claverack. 

The  Bishop  took  the  Chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Several  Clergymen  and  Lay  Delegates  not  present  yesterday, 
appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Widdemer,  it  was 

Rcsolvedy  That  the  resolution  adopted  yesterday  making^  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  the  order  of  the  day,  be  rescinded  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  the  Canons. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Fitch,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  nominate  a  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. 
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The  Right  Rev.  President  appointed  Judge  Fitch,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Bostwick,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Stewart,  Judge  Cushney,  and  the  Rev. 
N.  S.  RuHson. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Hopkins,  Jr.,  moved  the  adoption  of  Canon  XV. 
as  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Babcock,  the  second  sentence  o'! 
section  2,  was  amended  so  as  to  road  :  '*  At  this  meeting  after  thf 
reading  of  the  Missionary  Reports." 

The  question  being  taken,  the  Canon  so  amended  was  adopted. 

Judge  Cushney,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and 
Admission  of  Churches,  reported  that  the  application  and  accom- 
panying papers  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Massena, 
were  in  due  form,  but  that  they  had  not  been  presented  within 
the  time  required  by  the  Canon. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Winkley,  the  rector  of  the  Church  oT 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Massena,  the  application  was  withdrawn  for 
the  present  and  recommitted  to  the  Committee  for  action  at  tho 
next  Convention  of  the  Diocese.

The  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  ascended  the  pulpit  and  pr.) 
cecded  to  deliver  his  Primaby  Address. 
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PRIMARY  ADDRESS. 


My  Reverend  and  Beloved  Brethren  and  Friends: 

I  welcome  your  return  to-day  to  this  holy  House  of  God,  fraught 
as  it  16  with  such  sacred  memories,  to  you  and  me,  of  the  day,  when 
you  '*  took  me,  a  man  of  your  own  coasts,  and  set  me  to  be  a 
watchman"  over  you;  and  of  the  other  day,  when  God  gave  to 
me,  in  all  my  unworthiness,  the  commission  of  my  holy  office  and 
the  responsibility  of  this  tremendous  trust.  We  have  entered 
upon  our  Conventional  services,  our  deliberations,  our  discussions. 
I  have  no  desire  to  divert  or  to  detain  you  from  their  continuance, 
by  any  consideration  of  remote  or  abstract  matters;  by  the 
expression  of  my  views  upon  the  exciting  questions  of  the  Church 
at  largo;  or  by  the  introduction  of  subjects  foreign  to  ourselves. 
In  my  first  Address,  to  what  is  really  our  first  Convention,  I  feel 
that  the  chief  thing  to  be  attained  is  a  fair  review,  and  a  full 
knowledge,  of  what  is  as  new  to  most  of  you,  as  a  few  months  ago 
it  was  to  me,  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  its  want^  and  works,  its  con- 
dition and  its  prospects,  its  brief  past,  its  busy  present,  and  by  God's 
help,  its  brilliant  future.  And  I  set  myself  the  task  of  furnishing  the 
plain  straight-forward  story  of  the  visitation  of  the  Diocese,  with 
such  suggestions  as  my  experience  has  forced  upon  me.  I  do  this 
the  more  gladly,  because  the  results  of  my  observation  furnish  us, 
what  all  men  will  feel  to  be,  the  strongest  stimulus  for  eaiiiest 
effort,  tokens  of  life  and  work,  to  which  God's  blessing  has  been 
given,  and  openings  for  larger  ventures  of  enterprise  and  gene- 
rosity, to  which  the  voice  of  God  calls. 

I  desire,  at  the  outset,  to  bear  reverential  testimony  to  the 
faithful  devotion  which  enabled  my  Right  Rev.  Brother,  (I  had 
almost  said  Father,)  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  to  achieve,  what 
seems  to  me,  the  impossibility  of  visiting,  with  so  much  regularity 
and  with  such  warm  acceptance,  the  distant  and  widely  parted 
parishes  of  his  Diocese.     God  grant  that  the  partial  lightening  of 
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his  still  abundant  labors  may  tend  to  prolong,  for  many  a  year,  a 
life  so  precious  and  so  important  to  the  Church.     And  I  desire  to 
bear  my  most  admiring  witness,  as  well,  to  the  large-hearted  fidelity, 
the  untiring  energy,  and  the  quiet  sacrifices  of  my  brethren  of  the 
Clergy  throughout  the  Diocese,  who,  **to  their  power,  yea,  and 
beyond  their  power,"  give  themselves  unreservedly  to  unnoticed, 
unpaid,  and  unreturning  work,    ''stretching  themselves  beyond 
the  measure"  of  their  parochial  limits  or  their  prescribed  duties, 
"to  preach  the  Gospel  in  the  regions  beyond  them."     They  are  not 
"enlarged  by  you  abundantly,"  as  they  ought  to  be,  my  brethren  of 
the  Laity,  with  sympathy,  or  personal  work,  or  giving,  or  pray- 
ers; though  I  am  proud  and  thankful  to  own  the  spirit  of  zeal  and 
intelligent  interest  in  the  Church,  which  gives  to  the  Diocese  of 
Albany  a  body  of  laymen,  worthy  to  be  the  co-workers  of  its 
Presbyters  and  Deacons,  and  well  able  to  bear  comparison  with 
the  oldest  Dioceses  in  the  country.     It  becomes  us  all,  beloved,  to 
ang  **  Non  nobis  Domine^  nan  nobis^  sed  Domini  Tuo,  da  glo- 
rianu^^    But  it  is  easiest  of  all  for  a  Bishop  to  forego  self-praise, 
since  the  spiritual  results  of  his  Diocese  are  but  the  aggregate  of 
pastoral  labors  and  parochial  successes,  which  he  only  encourages, 
inspires  and  guides. 

You  will  have  patience  with  me,  this  year  at  least,  when  the 
work  is  all  new  and  unknown  to  most  of  you,  while  I  proceed, 
even  with  some  tediousness,  to  spread  out  before  you  the  outline 
map  of  what  is  doing,  and  what  needs  to  be  done. 

EPISCOPAL  ACTS. 

Consecrated  on  the  second  of  February,  the  Feast  of  the  Pre- 
sentation, I  shall  not  fail  to  have  your  prayers,  that,  in  that  other 
Presentation  Day,  the  Master  may  present  us  pure  and  clean,  and 
in  the  likeness  of  His  glorious  Body.  My  first  act  was  to  attend 
a  meeting  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  the  interest  of  what  are 
called  Domestic  Missions.  I  may  be  allowed  to  say  that  the  word 
18  not  altogether  foitunate,  if  it  be  taken  to  imply  distinction  in 
the  way  of  opposition;  since  all  missions  are,  to  those  outside  the 
household;  and  yet  none  redeemed,  as  all  are,  by  the  blood  o\ 
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Christ,  are  strangers  or  foreigners  now.  And  I  may  be  further 
allowed  to  say  that  I  distrust  entirely  the  whole  system  of  spas- 
modic excitement,  whether  musical,  military  or  rhetorical,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  money  for  the  legitimate  work  of  the  Church. 
They  are  make-shifts  at  the  best ;  and  as  one  palls,  another  keener 
relish  must  be  found.  And  all  the  while,  for  clerical  support,  for 
parochial  requirements,  for  charities,  for  education,  for  missions  of 
every  name,  the  Church  will  never  rise  to  the  measure  of  her 
ability,  nor  fulfill  the  mission  of  her  Master,  until  we  put  in  force 
the  full  system  of  the  apostolic  rules  of  Lord's  Day  offertories, 
given  according  to  the  Lord's  prospering  of  every  member 
of  the  Church,  and  laid  for  distribution  at  the  apostles'  feet,  to 
be  appropriated  by  the  Bishop.  A  scheme  like  this  seems  new,  in 
days  when  men  have  outgrown  even  the  recollection  of  the  old  and 
true.  It  seems  arbitrary,  in  days  when  men  will  brook  no  authority 
but  the  despotic  tyranny  of  self-will.  For  all  that,  it  stands,  the 
Scriptural,  Catholic,  Churchly  way.  Our  plans,  long  tried,  have 
been  found  wanting,  every  one,  and  judged  by  secular  and  financial 
standards,  the  only  systems  that  are  pecuniarily  successful,  are 
those  which,  whatever  be  their  errors,  hold  to  this  one  right  prin- 
ciple at  leasts  Eomanism,  Mormonism,  Methodism,  and  the  follow- 
ing of  Edward  Irving. 

On  the  occasion  of  which  I  speak,  Friday  evening,  February  5, 
the  Bishop  of  New  York  presided,  and  addresses  were  made  by 
the  Bishops  of  Oregon  and  Long  Island,  and  myself. 

On  Monday,  February  15, 1  made  my  first  visitation  in  St  John's 
Church,  Copake  Iron  Works,  where  I  preached,  confirmed  seven 
persons,  and  addressed  them.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Johnston,  to  my 
great  regret,  has  resigned  the  parish  and  left  the  Diocese.  The 
Church  at  Copake  owes  its  origin  and  maintenance  to  the  earnest 
interest  of  one  Christian  woman.  Luzerne  furnishes  another  ex- 
ample. I  wish  there  were  more  such.  The  parish,  I  am  sorry  to 
say,  is  very  unnecessarily  vacant.  I  refrain  to  say  more  for  the 
present.  There  is  a  good  parsonage  here,  beautifully  situated, 
and  a  very  nice  Church  building. 
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On  Tuesday,  Feb.  6,  in  the  Vestry  Room  of  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Albany,  I  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  all 
the  members  being  present,  and  entering  upon  their  duties  with 
a  cordial  and  accordant  interest,  which  promised,  and  has  accom- 
plished the  best  results ;  and  in  the  afternoon  I  presided  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Albany  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society.     Of  this 
organization  I  need  not  say  much.     Its  importance  cannot  be 
overestimated.     It   was   the   first    association   of  Churchmen   in 
Northern  New  York  ;  out  of  it  grew  the  Northern  Convocation, 
and  out  of  that  the  Diocese.     '^  The  brook  became  a  river  and  the 
river  became  a  sea."    I  hope  every  energy  may  be  bent  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  this  Society,  the  only  one  I  ever  want  to  see  in 
the  Diocese.     And  I  suggest,  as  means  towards  this  end,  that  a 
Canonical  position  be  assigned,  during  the  meeting  of  the  Con* 
vention,    U>    the    transaction   of    its    business;    that    pains    be 
taken  to  make  the  ofiTerings  for  it  large,  and  that  some  definite 
connection  between  it  and  the  Convention  be  secured.     And  I 
hope  that  the  distribution  of  church  books  and  tracts  may  he 
made  a  part  of  its  legitimate  operations.     I  have  authorized  the 
Bev.  Dr.  Coit  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  to  prepare  an  edition  of 
the  Prayer  Book  for  publication  by  the  Society. 

On  Saturday,  February  20,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Hobart 
Brown  and  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Webb,  Presbj'ters,  I  held  the  Can- 
onical examination  of  the  Rev.  J.  Irving  Forbes  and  the  Rev.  Wm. 
H.  Capers,  Deacons,  candidates  for  Priests'  Order.  And  on  February 
2l8t,  the  second  Sunday  in  Lent,  being  the  Ember  Sunday,  in  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Albany,  I  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Priesthood 
the  two  candidates  above  named.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by 
the  Rev.  J.  H.  Hobart  Brown  and  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Webb.  I 
preached  the  Sermon  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assist- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Southgate,  of  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  and  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Gregory,  of  the  Diocese  of  Connec- 
ticut. The  other  priests  present,  who  joined  in  the  laying  on  of 
hands,  were  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gallaudet,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York, 
and  the  Rey.  Messrs.  Selkirk,  Reese  and  Boardman,  of  the  Diocese 
of  Albany. 
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On  Monday,  February  22,  in  the  Marshall  Infirmary,  in  Troy, 
I  confirmed  a  deaf-mute,  an  inmate  of  that  beneficent  institution, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  and  the  Eev.  Dr.  Grallaudet  assisting  in  the 
services,  which  the  latter  interpreted  in  the  sign-language.  It 
was  a  touching  and  telling  service,  felt  by  all  present.  Dr.  Gal- 
laudet's  noble  devotion  to  these  sufierers  is  beyond  praise,  and 
reaches,  I  am  glad  to  say,  into  this  Diocese,  by  means  of  a  monthly 
sei^vice  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church  in  this  city.  It  is  the  very  work 
which  Jesus  did,  saying  **  Ephphatha,"  to  those  who  by  this  labor 
of  love  are  enabled  **  to  speak  and  praise  God."  And  it  is  a  work 
for  which  the  Churcn  with  her  liturgical  worship  is  singularly 
suited. 

On  Thursday,  February  25,  I  gave  my  consent  to  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Eev.  Frederick  Dan  Huntington,  Bishop  elect  of  the 
Diocese  of  C!entral  New  York,  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop  in  the 
Church  of  God. 

On  Saturday,  February  27,  I  began  my  first  stated  yisitation 
of  the  Diocese,  taking  as  the  starting  point  the  two  counties  of 
Otsego  and  Herkimer.  It  seemed  an  unpropitious  season  of  the 
year,  but  I  had  very  little  choice  in  the  matter;  I  was  most  anxious 
to  go  over  the  whole.  Diocese  before  I  met  you  here.  The  time 
was  all  too  short,  and  I  desired  to  show  at  the  start  what  my 
estimate  was  of  a  Bishop's  work,  as  thi:  first  missionary  in  the 
Diocese.  I  see  no  reason  to  regret  the  choice.  The  farmers  and 
work-people  in  the  country  were  unoccupied  in  this  month,  and 
the  result  was  large  congregations  everywhere,  with  a  very  un- 
usual proportion  of  men ;  and  the  pleasant  companionship  of  the 
clergy,  the  warm  and  cordial  welcomes  everywhere,  and  the 
courteous  and  comfortable  arrangements  made  for  me  on  every 
hand,  turned  the  whole  journey  into  a  pleasure.  The  single 
regret,  which  I  am  glad  to  believe  the  people  felt  with  me,  was 
the  hurriedness  of  the  visitation.  This  has  been  the  difficulty 
everywhere,  and  while,  if  God  will,  the  full  measure  of  a  year's 
time  will  obviate  it  somewhat  hereafter,  I  must  give  due  notice 
that  until  this  Diocese  is  broken  into  three,  and  Troy  becomes 
one  See  city  for  the  counties  across  the  river,  and  either  Og- 
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densburgh  or  Plattaburgh  the  other,  the  Bishop's  work  will  not 
and  cannot  be  done  here  as  it  ought  to  be.  I  speak  of  this  in 
passing,  but  it  is  a  necessity  which  you  will  feel  yourselves  soon, 
as  I  feel  it  now ;  and  I  hope  you  will  take  such  measures  of  pre- 
paration as  will  find  you  ready  for  it  when  it  comes. 

At  Cooperstown  I  spent  the  third  Sunday  in  Lent  most  pleas- 
antly. The  Rev.  D.  Hilihouse  Buel,  the  rector,  said  the  service, 
I  celebrated,  preached  twice,  and  addressed  the  children  in  the  Sun- 
day School.  This  is  a  venerable  Parish  with  recollections  happily 
combining  the  sacred  and  the  historic,  as  in  its  quiet  churchyard 
lies  the  dust  of  the  pioneer  missionary,  and  of  the  first  of  Amer- 
ican fiction  writers,  whose  pen  was  never  prostituted  to  corrupt 
popular  taste.  The  name  of  iMr.  Cooper  and  the  influence  of 
Father  Nash,  survive  in  the  pious  charities  and  earnest  churchman- 
ship  of  the  parishoners  of  Christ  Church. 

In  Grace  Church,  Cherry  Valley,  on  Monday,  March  1,  in  a 
very  pretty  church  building,  the  rector,  the  Rev.  David  L.  Schwartz, 
said  Morning  Prayer  and  baptized  an  infant.  I  preached,  con- 
finned  fifteen  persons  and  addressed  them. 

In  the  evening,  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship,  at  Spring- 
field, the  Rev.  Mr.  Schwartz  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached 
to  a  very  large  congregation,  baptized  four  adults,  and  confirmed 
five  persons  and  addressed  them.  It  is  pleasant  to  see  the  interest 
of  the  Laity  in  the  mission  work  carried  on  here,  as  an  arduous  ad- 
dition to  his  laborious  and  well  done  parish  duties  by  the  rector 
of  Cherry  Valley ,  and  gratifying  to  find  the  strong  and  sturdy  pur- 
pose of  the  few  church  people  here. 

On  Tuesday,  March  2,  in  St.  Timothy *s  Church,  Westford,  the 
Kev.  A.  H.  Stubbs,  the  missionary,  said  Morning  Prayer ;  I 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  I  find  the  old 
Parish  weak  in  numbers  but  strong  in  faith  and  purpose.  It  has 
given  one  faithful  Missionary  to  this  Diocese,  and  has  sent  three 
stadents,  aspirants  for  the  sacred  ministry,  to  Annandale,  where  I 
am  glad  to  say,  that  seventeen  ])oys  from  this  Diocese  are  enjoy- 
ing advantages,  which  I  believe  to  be  unsurpassed  in  this  country, 

forapiritual  development,  intellectual  furnishing  and  all  that tewd^

to  make  the  Christian  scholar.     Three  prospective  candidates  froi 
Westford,  a  Parish  with  less  than  a  dozen  communicants,  suggest 
a  proportion  which  shames  our  stronger  Parishes,  in  which  tb 
very  hist  thought  of  Christian  parents  seems  to  be,  the  privilege'^ 
of  consecrating  their  children  to  the  closest  service  of  their  Lord.  - 

In  the  evening,  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship,  in  Worces-  - 
tcr,  the  missionary  (Mr.  Stubbs)  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I 
preached  to  a  very  large  congregation,  filling  the  building.  With 
the  removal  of  the  only  church  family  from  here,  the  occasion 
for  reofular  services  has  ceased.  I  am  told  that  East  Worcester 
offers  a  better  opportunity.  But  until  this  mission  can  be  divided, 
Schencvus  and  Westford  to  one,  and  Portlandville  and  Laurens 
to  another,  I  shall  discontinue  the  regular  services  at  this  point. 

On  Wednesday,  March  3d,  in  the  Baptist  house  of  worship,  at 
Schencvus,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Stubbs  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

At  night,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Portlandville,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stubbs 
said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons  and 
addressed  them;  and  on  Thursday,  March  4th,  in  the  same  Church, 
I  preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. The  Churchmen  here  have  endured,  from  the  class 
of  Christians  who  call  themselves  liberal,  a  persecution  as  bitter 
and  bigoted,  as  I  have  ever  known.  The  Church,  of  course,  has  lived 
and  thriven  and  grown,  and  God  has  blessed  their  w^ork,  who,  leav- 
ing their  own  trades  and  occupations,  **  hewed  timber  out  of  the 
thick  trees  and  brought  it  to  the  excellent  work"  of  glorifying  God. 
I  am  glad  to  commend  the  example  of  these  good  people,  and  to 
commend  to  the  generous  interest  of  the  churchmen  of  Albany, 
the  eff'ort  now  making  by  the  missionary  to  pay  off  the  balance  of 
this  debt,  and  enable  me  to  consecrate  the  Church  at  Portlandville 
formally,  as  it  is  already  virtually  consecrated,  by  such  prayers 
and  sacrifices  and  works.  Four  hundred  dollars  are  needed  to  put 
the  Church  out  of  debt,  and  I  am  sure  will  readily  be  given. 

On  Friday  morning,  March  5,  in  the  Baptist  house  of  worship 
at  Onconta,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ferguson  said  Morning  Prayer.  I  preached, 
confirmed  three  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 
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Mr.  Ferguson's  presence  here  was  a  very  courteous  kindness  and 
added  much,  in  all  ways,  to  the  pleasure  of  the  visitation.  It  was 
his  old  field  of  faithful,  acceptable  and  successful  work,  and  his 
coming  before  me  prepared  the  candidates  for  confirmation  here 
and  at  Otego.  This  thriving,  beautiful  village,  demands  a  Church, 
and  will  have  one  as  soon  as  a  clergyman  can  take  it  in  hand.  A 
lot,  I  am  glad  to  say,  is  now  secured. 

In  the  afternoon.  In  Immanuel  Church,  Otego,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fer- 
guson said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  three 
persons.     The  parish  has  been  needlessly,  and,  to  my  great  regret, 
vacant  since  it  met  with  the  serious  loss  of  Mr.  Ferguson's  resignation. 
Oo  Saturday,  March  6,  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Uuadilla,  the 
Rev.  Mr,  Lighthipe  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robinson,  of  Bainbridge,  in 
the  Central  Diocese,  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  late  rector,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Kidder.     The  spirit  here  is  admirable.     Disasters  and 
difficulties  have  checked,  but  by  no  means  destroyed  the  life.    The 
congregation  was  large.     The  Church  is  very  seemly,  and  the 
music  was  rarely  good,  of  the  right  sort  and  well  done.     Being 
Chnrch  music,  it  was  simple  and  within  the  power  of  the  choir. 
There  were  no  shocking  failures  in  the  attempt  at  startling  and 
impossible  feats  of  operatic  display.     Devotional  rather  than  dra- 
matic, it  was  an  act  of  worship,  and  I  was  glad  to  feel  here  with 
St.  Augustine — would  that  we  all  could  feel  it  everywhere — 
'*Iknow  the  great  use  of  sacred  music,  and   when  I  am  more 
moved  by  the  voice  than  by  the  words  that  are  sung,  then  I  con- 
fess I  have  sinned  greatly  and  had  rather  not  hear  the  music  at 
all."     I  am  happy  to  report  that  this  Parish,  long  vacant,  has  been 
filled  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scofield,  late  of  Albion, 
Western  New  York. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  after  a  severe  uphill  drive 
through  drifts  and  driving  snow,  in  Christ  Church,  Butternuts, 
the  Rev.  Lewis  H.  Lighthipe,  the  rector,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ruli- 
8on,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons 
and  addressed  them.  Beside  the  pleasant  sight  of  faithful  work 
Boccessfull^  done  here,  I  ought  to  mention  the  pleasure  I  had 
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here,  as  elsewhere  in  many  of  the  Parishes,  of  meeting  numberai 
of  the  parishioners  at  an  evening  reception  at  the  rectory. 

On  Sunday,  March  7,  fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  in  Zion  Churchy 
Morris,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Eulison,  the  rector,  and  Lightbipe,  said. 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  ten  persons,  and  ad— 
diessed  them.  A  model  country  Parish  is  here;  rich  in  historic^ 
tradition,  clerical  and  hty,  and  with  the  full  raciness  of  the  old 
savour,  living  still,  thank  God,  in  those  who  bear  the  name  of' 
that  ffreat  layman.  Gen.  Jacob  Morris,  and  in  him  who  reproduces 
here  the  spirit  of  Nash,  Wheeler  and  the  Bishop  of  Montana. 

In  the  evening,  in  the  Methodist  house  of  worship,  in  Lau- 
rens, the  Rev.  Mr.  Rulison  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached 
and  confirmed  one  person.  Mr.  Rulison  has  added  this  point  and 
two  others  to  his  sufficient  labors  at  Morris.  It  is,  of  course,  too 
much,  and  other  arrangements  nnist  be  made,  for  the  opening  is 
one  of  great  promise. 

On  Monday,  March  8,  I  entered  the  Missionary  jurisdiction  of 
the  Rev.  Joel  Davis,  a  faithful  and  devoted  laborer.  In  the  Metho- 
dist house  of  worship  in  Garrattsville,  the  Rev.  Mes8i*8.  Rulison 
and  Davis  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  one 
person.  A  lot  has  been  secured  here,  and  there  is  good  hope  that 
the  building  will  soon  be  begun. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  the  Baptist  house  at  West 
Burlington,  after  the  Litany  had  been  said  by  Mr.  Rulison,  I  cate- 
chized and  addressed  the  children,  preached,  confirmed  eight  per- 
sons and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
{Insisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis.  The  service  here  was  a  necessity 
to  which  I  sacrificed  my  own  strong  convictions  against  the  cele- 
])ration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  at  night.  But  a  Deacon,  in  a  mission 
field  so  large  that  he  has  no  neighbors,  must  be  relieved  somehow. 

On  Tuesday.  March  9,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  at  the  Union 
meeting  house  at  Exeter,  or  rather,  Schuyler's  Lake,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Davis  saying  Morning  Prayer.  Everything  here  has  died  out, 
services,  organization,  congregation  and  interest.  It  is  a  fair  exam- 
ple of  the  idle  emptiness  of  a  pseudo  union  where  there  is  no 
unity.  Churchmen  anywhere  had  better  bide  their  time  until  they 
can  build  their  own  Church  buildings.     And  I  take  leave  to  say, 
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t^bat  if  they  use  a  building  belonging  to  any  religious  organization, 
they  had  better  hire  it  than  borrow  it.     It  is  a  questionable  pro- 
priety to  accept  as  a  courtesy  that  which  one  cannot  return  in  kind. 
The  restoration  of  regular  services  here  will  enable,  encourage 
and  strengthen  the  few  remaining  Church  people  to  reorganize. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Richfield,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Davis  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached.  Here,  as  at  Exeter, 
owing  to  the  long  absence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hughes,  things  had 
got  into  a  bad  way.  The  building  had  been  used  for  other  than 
the  Church  services  ;  but  the  vestry  promptly  met  mj'  wishes  on 
this  subject,  and  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Woodbury  as  lay 
reader,  and  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Sykes,  the  rector  kt  Richfield 
Springs,  regular  Church  services  were  resumed  with  very  encour- 
aging results.     The  Parish  is  near  enough  to  Richfield  Springs  to

I      be  united  with  it  under  .the  care  of  one  missionary,  which  will 

•     hereafter  be  done. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  March  10,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Rich- 
field Springs,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stanley,  of  Little  Falls,  and  Sykes, 
the  rector,   said    Morning    Prayer,   and   I    preached,  confirmed 
three  persons  and  addressed  them.     The  Church  is  a  very  pretty 
building  with  a  small  congregation  in  the  winter  months;  swollen 
to  a  large  number  in  summer.     There  are  two  sides  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  condition  of  Parishes  like  this.     The  influx  of  the 
tide  of  flippant  and  fashionable  frivolity  in  the  watering  place 
seasons,  during  which,  for  a  time,  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil 
run  riot,  brings  with  it,beside,  a  noble  number  of  earnestChurch  folk. 
The  preparation  for,  the  engrossment  in,  and  the  recovery  from  the 
excitement,  use  up  a  large  part  of  the  year;  and,  apart  from  this,  the 
very  dependence  upon  the  larger  oflFerings  of  wealthier  givers  dis- 
credits and  discourages  the  smaller  alms  of  resident  Church  members. 
It  is  a  partial  evil,  with  its  corresponding  benefit,  to  which  Albany, 
as  a  Diocese  of  summer  resorts,  is  greatly  exposed ;  and  I  may  be 
excused  for  saying  to  my  own  people  that  they  should  guard  care- 
fully against  the  importation  into  their  quiet  and  far  more  Chris- 
tian ways,  of  city  follies  and  city  vices  which  many  of  these 
visitors  bring ;  and  for  saying  to  soine  of  the  Church  people  who 
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come  into  these  country  places,  that  they  hardly  measure  the  harm 
they  do  by  the  worldliness  and  recklessness  of  their  lives,  setting 
standards  of  extravagance  which  breed  discontent,  and  examples 
of  excesses  which  engender  sin.  I  should  at  the  same  time  be 
guilty  of  a  most  gross  ingratitude  if  I  did  not  pay  a  deseiTed 
tribute  to  the  generosity  of  those  churchmen  from  other  Dioceses 
whose  visits  to  these  resorts  of  health  have  left  large  benefactions 
behind  them.  Caldwelli  Bolton  and  Sharon  Springs,  are  standing 
monuments  of  this  charity  which  makes  Bethels  of  our  Bethesdas.* 

On  the  evening  of  this  same  day,  after  a  most  difficult  drive 
which  delayed  our  arrival,  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Little  Falls,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  eleven  persons.  The  Rev.  Drs.  Van 
Deusen  and  Gibson,  of  Central  New  York,  had  said  the  Evening 
Prayer  before  my  arrival,  and  the  candidates  were  presented  by 
the  Eev.  Mr.  Stanley,  the  rector.  The  Church  is  transformed  into 
a  beautiful  building  and  being  now,  by  the  untiring  devotion  of 
its  admirable  rector,  almost  out  of  debt,  awaits  consecration. 

It  becomes  oiie  of  the  painful  duties  of  a  Bishop  to  be  a 
sort  of  Old  Mortality,  and  while  we  have  great  reason  to 
thank  God  for  His  merciful  consideration  of  us  as  a  Diocese, 
the  mention  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Little  Falls,  calls  for  the 
notice  of  a  very  severe  loss  which  we  have  sust^iined  in  the 
removal  to  Paradise,  of  the  Hon.  N.  S.  Benton,  the  founder  and 
fosterer  of  the  Parish,  its  first  and  only  senior  warden.  I  have  no 
occasion  to  speak  here  of  Judge  Benton's  honorable  services  to  the 
State  in  various  departments  of  civil  and  military  duty.  We 
rather  thank  God  for  the  good  example  of  His  servant,  who  for 
half  a  century  was  the  main  stay  of  the  Church  at  Little  Falls, 
which  he  adorned  by  his  example,  sustained  by  his  means,  bene- 
fitted by  his  counsel  and  has  bereft  in  his  death;  and  who  has 
honored  the  Master,  he  was  not  ashamed  to  own  before  men,  in  a 
life  of  great  diversity,  and,  if  I  may  so  say,  great  publicity,  toned 
throughout  by  uprightness,  integrity  and  religion.  Judge  Benton 
died  on  the  twenty-ninth  of  June.  On  the  twenty-seventh  of  May, 
I  had  seen  him  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons,  when  I  was  impressed  with  the  clearness,  and  quick- 
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ness  and  cheerfulness  of  his  mind  and  manner.  I  have  elsewhere 
acknowledged  the  service  he  rendered  to  this  Diocese  as  a  mem- 
ber of  that  committee. 

From  Little  Falls,  which  is  the  strong  Church  of  Herkimer 
county,  I  pursued  my  visitation  to  the  other  points  in  the  county, 
lu  the  old  Trinity  Church,  Fairfield,  the  mother  of  the  Churches 
here,  more  than  three-score  years  old,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Webb,  the 
missionary,  and  Stanley,  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and 
confirmed  two  persons.     Small  as  this  Parish,  is  it  has  traditions 
of  venerable  sacredness,  and  new  sanctity  in  the  death  of  its  last 
rector,  the  Bev.  Joshua  L.  Harrison,  whose  life  was  laid  down  al- 
most under  the  eaves  of  the  Church  building.     After  the  service,  I 
passed  through  Middleville,  where,  in  the  grave  of  very  tender 
memories,  is  buried  the  corner  stone  of  a  Chapel.     They  will  both 
have  their  resurrection  to  a  holy  and  useful  life,  and  I  look  for 
the  day  not  far  ofi^  when,  under  a  new  arrangement,  this  will  be- 
come the  central  point  of  a  vigorous  missionary  enterprise  into 
the  spiritual  wilds  of  Herkimer  county.     In  the  Union  meeting 
house  at  Norway,  in  the  afternoon  of  this  daj',  the  Rev.  Mr.  Webb 
said  Evening  Prayer  and  baptized  an  adult.     I  preached,  con- 
firmed four  persons  and  addressed  them.     The  organization  here 
is  as  old  as  1823,  but  it  is  very  small  for  its  age,  has  no  Church 
building,  and  but  four  communicants,  but  it  deserves,  as  it  de- 
mands, our  fostering  care. 

In  the  evening,  in  the  Universalist  house  of  worship  at  New- 
port, the  Rev.  Mr.  Webb  and  I  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached.  The  village  of  Newport  is  a  most  beautiful,  thriving 
and  important  place.  I  cannot  see  why  the  Church  should  not  be 
vigorously  and  successfully  planted  here. 

But  at  present  what  can  be  done  till  more  will  come  out  to  the 
help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty  ?  Too  much  cafinot  be  said 
of  the  fidelity  and  devotion  of  the  missionary  here.  No  jurisdic- 
tion in  Christendom  can  point  to  more  untiring  missionary  workers 
than  Stubbs  and  Davis  in  Otsego  county,  Cook  and  Winkley  in 
the  North,  Slade  in  Schoharie,  and  Webb  here.  But  this  field  is 
enormoua  in  difficulties,  distances  and  duties — a  circuit  of  forty 
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miles  to  be  traveled,  very  often  on  foot,  through  dritts  and  cold, 
that  vindicate  the  names  of  the  two  adjoining  townships,  Norway 
and  Russia,  and  in  it  foiu*  stations,  four  Sunday  Schools  and  four 
services.  I  wish  my  brethren  of  the  laity  could  realize  what 
clerical  work  and  clerical  life  arc  here.  A  missionary  in  such  a 
point  has  to  endure  things  which  we  clergymen  never  dream  of, 
(at  least  I  never  did,)  bitter  opposition  from  without,  and  too  often 
lukewarm  and  critical  support  from  within,  with  isolation  from 
clerical  sympathy  and  society,  very  little  social  enjoyment,  small 
Churches,  small  congregations,  small  salaries.  I  thank  God  for 
the  faith  that  is  in  them,  (and  I  believe  it  too,)  of  the  day  when 
**the  last  shall  be  first."  But  we,  brethren.  Bishops,  pnmiinent 
rectors,  wealthy  laymen,  first  now,  why  shall  we  not  be  last  then, 
if  we  let  this  go  on,  if  we  shut  up  our  bowels  of  compassion  from 
such  brethren  as  these  are  ?  I  call  upon  you  with  the  intenseness 
of  all  best  human  impulses  and  instincts,  and  with  the  Weight  of 
my  official  duty  to  them,  to  come  up  to  your  duty  in  their  behalf. 
Fill  up  the  treasury  of  this  Diocese  that  its  official  channels  may 
be  open  always  to  convey  the  stipends  of  these  missionaries  to 
them  fully  and  promptly.  And  beside  that  remember,  that  per- 
sonally, I  am  their  next  friend.  Use  me  as  your  almoner  for  them. 
Your  duplicates  of  books,  your  magazhies  and  newspapers  read,  a 
little  fraction  of  the  money  made  in  some  one  of  your  worldly  V^en- 
tures,  such  things  would  hold  up  hands  that  are  heavy,  strengthen 
knees  that  are  bent  in  anxious  prayers  first  for  the  Kingdom,  and 
next  for  their  daily  bread  ;  lift  up  heads  that  hang  down  in  honest 
shame  ;  lighten  hearts  that  are  heavy  enough  with  official  anxiety, 
not  to  need  the  burthen  our  indifference  adds  to  them  of  worldly 
care. 

On  the  morning  of  Friday,  March  12,  in  Christ  Church,  Her- 
kimer, the  ftev.  Mr.  Jennings,  of  Central  New  York,  and  Messrs. 
Stanley  and  Webb  said  Morning  Prayer.  The  rector,  the  Rev. 
Xir.  Wood,  baptized  two  adults,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  four, 
persons,  and  celebmted  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Gibson,  of  Central  New  York.  I  am  very  glad  to  find  that 
**  the  bars  shine  faint "  between  the  Central  Diocese  and  our  own,  iis 
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the  frequent  and  most  welcome  presence  of  border  clergymen  at 

my  visitations,  attests.   I  trust  it  may  be  long  before  the  five  Dioceses 

foreret  the  historic  unity  and  dignity  and  catholicity  of  old  New 

York ;  and  not  long  before  they  are  formally,  practically  and 

powerfully  united,  into  what  I  am  not  afraid  to  call  the  Province 

of  New  York. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  dav,  in  the  Methodist  house  at  Ilion, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Gibson  and  Mr.  Stanley  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

I  shall  have  more  to  say  of  this  place  in  connection  with  another 
visitation  here.  Its  existence  is  duo  to  the  energy  and  catholic 
spirit  of  the  rector  of  Herkimer,  whose  Parish,  a  model  in  many 
ways,  ofibrs  one  example  which  I  wish  we  all  might  follow,  in  the 
establishment  and  support  of  an  excellent  and  successful  Parish 
school:  and  who,  deprived  of  Ilion  by  the  appointment  of  a  mis- 
sionary here,  has  found  a  fresh  field  for  the  Church  in  Mohawk, 
where  he  is  holdinor  regular  services. 

This  ended  my  visitation  of  the  counties  of  Otsego  and  Herki- 
mer. In  Otsego  county  there  are  seventeen  places  where  the 
Church  is  at  work,  two  strong  Parishes,  the  rest  more  or  less 
weak,  one  Parish  and  one  mission  station  vacant,  one  clergyman 
with  four  stations,  two  clergymen  with  three  stations  each,  and 
two  with  two  stations  each.  In  Herkimer  county  there  are  eight 
stations,  two  Parishes  strong,  the  others  very  weak,  and  only  four 
clergymen,  one  of  whom  has  the  care  of  four  stations. 

On  Saturday,  March  17,  in  the  vestry  room  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  I  held  the  Canonical  examination,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Payne  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Russell,  presbyters,  of  the  Rev.  E.  B. 
Allen,  deacon  ;  and  on  Thursday,  March  18,  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
I  advanced  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Allen,  deacon,  to  the  sacred  order  of 
Priest.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Boardman 
and  Wainwright  and  Russell.  The  candidate  was  presented  by 
the  Eev.  Dr.  Payne.  I  preached  the  sermon  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Conmiunion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Payne  and  E.  H.  Pot- 
ter, and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  H.  H.  Brown  and  W.  B.  Walker. 
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On  Tuesday  afternoon,  March  23,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Troy,  Even- 
ing Prayer  was  said  by  the  Eev.  Drs.  Potter  and  Tucker,  and  the 
Eev.  Messrs.  Widdemer  and  Mulford.  I  confirmed  six  persons,  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Coit,  the  rector,  and  addressed  them.  The 
new  Chapel  building  will  make  this  venerable  Parish  more  than 
ever  well  liking  and  fruitful  in  its  dignified  age. 

On  Saturday,  March  27,  Easter  Even,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Al- 
bany, the  Eev.  Wm.  Bogert  Walker  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  con- 
firmed thirty-six  persons,  (one  in  private  the  day  before)  making 
thirty-seven,  and  addressed  them.  Other  confirmations  later  make 
the  number  in  this  Parish  forty-two.  It  was  a  service  of  tender 
interest  to  me,  as  for  other  reasons,  so  from  the  fact  that  it  was  the 
last  class  I  shall  be  permitted  to  prepare  and  present. 

On  the  evening  of  Sunday,  March  28,  Eas':er  Day,  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Albany,  the  rector,  the  Eev.  J.  Livingston  Eeese,  said  Even- 
ing Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  27  persons  and  addressed  them.  St. 
Paul's  has  taken  a  noble  stand  in  live  work  and  live  worship.  The 
singing  this  evening,  led  by  a  choir  of  children  near  the  chancel 
steps,  was  most  inspiriting  and  beautiful.  The  last  hymn,  **  Nearer 
my  God  to  Thee,"  taken  up  by  the  large  congregation  and  sung 
by  people  standing  in  the  aisles,  and  crowded  out  into  the  vestibule 
and  on  the  steps,  really  brought  all  our  hearts  **  nearer  to  God." 

Tuesday.  March  30,  Easter  Tuesday,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Innocents,  Albany,  the  Eev.  Messrs.  Eeese,  Boardman,  the  rector, 
Downie  and  Walker,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  sixteen 
persons,  (one  being  from  St.  Paul's.)  The  service  was  shadowed 
only  by  the  fact  of  the  rector's  resignation,  which  took  effect 
the  next  day. 

Saturday,  April  3,  in  the  evening,  in  Christ  Church,  Troy, 
the  Eev.  Dr.  Tucker  and  the  Itev.  Messrs.  Townsend,  McAllister, 
of  New  York,  and  Widdemer,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  con- 
firmed seven  persons  presented  by  the  rector,  the  Eev.  Joseph  W. 
Mulford.  The  Church  has  been  greatly  changed  and  greatly 
improved  in  the  interior,  which  is  impressive  and  beautiful. 

April  4,  First  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Albany,  the  rector,  the  Eev.  Mr.  Selkirk,  said  Evening  Prayer 
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and  catechized  the  children,  and  I  addressed  them,  confirmed  12 
persons  and  addressed  them.  The  Introduction  of  the  children 
into  the  service  was  very  grateful  to  me,  and  I  shall  always  be 
more  than  happy,  whenever  it  can  be  arranged,  to  see  the  children 
and  talk  to  them  in  my  visitations. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  Trinity  Church,  West  Troy, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Chapman,  Adams  and  Walker,  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  16  persons  presented  by  the 
rector,  the  Bev.  John  Townsond,  and  addressed  them.  The  Hev. 
Dr.  Tucker  was  present,  and  the  service  was  in  all  ways  most 
cheering  in  its  evidences  of  growth  and  strength. 

Tuesday,  April  6,  in  St.  Ann's  Church,  New  York,  I  had  the 
privilege  of  taking  part  in  the  service  admitting  three  Christian 
women  into  the  sisterhood  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  preaching 
the  sermon,  and  assisting  the  Bishop  of  New  York  in  the  celebra- 
tion. The  awakened  life  of  the  Church  in  this  department  of 
sanctified  philanthropy,  is  slowly  reaching  us.  Nothing  is  more 
important  than  the  wise  organization  for  work  of  this  sort— of 
men  and  women  set  apart  for  the  work.  The  only  argument 
against  it  is  that  last  of  all  resorts,  the  exaggeration  of  its  abuses. 
The  living  argument  for  it,  is  the  growth  of  Rome's  organic  errors 
gilded  into  attractiveness  to  the  pnictical  philanthropic  spirit  of 
the  age,  by  the  power  of  Home's  organized  charities.  It  is  lawful 
and  needful  and  high  time  to  learn  from  the  enemy,  and  to  sanc- 
tify the  widespread  benevolence  of  American  men  and  women  by 
giving  it  the  direction  and  benediction  of  the  Church  :  that  the 
''cup  of  cold  water  given  in  the  name  of  a  disciple"  may  not  lose 
ittf  heavenly  reward. 

At  night,  in  Christ  Church,  Newark,  I  had  the  great  pleasure 
of  greeting  friends  and  brethren  and  fellow-workers  of  other 
days,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Northern  Convocation  of  New  Jersey, 
before  which,  by  request,  I  preached  the  sermon. 

On  Thursday,  April  18,  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston,  I  took 
part  in  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Frederick  Dan  Huntington, 
D.D.,  Bishop  elect  of  Central  New  York,  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop 
in  the  Church  of  God.     It  was  a  noble  service  and  a  brio:ht  aus- 
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picious  day.  The  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  presiding  Bishop  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  and  the  Bishops  of  Massachusetts,  New  York, 
Ehode  Island,  Western  New  York,  Colorado,  Maine,  Oregon,  Long 
Island  and  Albany,  were  present,  and  it  was  a  touching,  and  I  trust 
an  ominous  feature  of  the  service,  that  the  five  Bishops  of  the  State 
of  New  York  knelt  together  in  the  order  of  their  consecration  to 
receive  the  Holy  Communion.  But  for  the  providence  that  I  was  "  in 
Christ  before"  him,  and  the  accident  of  my  consecration  occurring 
before  his,  it  would  be  presumption  in  me  to  say,  with  what  high 
hopes  the  American  Church  welcomes  to  the  Episcopate,  a  man,  my 
elder  and  better,  whose  previous  ministry,  in  pastoral  fidelity,  in 
missionary  interest  and  in  the  tokens  of  the  highest  intellectual 
and  spiritual  culture,  gives  such  brilliant  assurance  of  success. 

On  Sunday,  April  11,  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  the  eve- 
ning, in  St.  John's  Church,  Troy,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Tucker  and  E.  N. 
Potter,  the  Revs.  J.  H.  Babcock,  of  New  York,  and  Fisher,  said 
Evening  Prayer.  I  preached,  confirmed  sixteen  persons  presented 
by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh,  and  addressed  them.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Coit  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Widdemer  were  present.  The  life  of 
this  Parish  is  not  only  taking  the  direction  of  a  re-arrangement 
and  re-adornment  of  the  chancel,  but  is  developing  its  mission  work 
by  the  aid  of  a  noble  individual  benefaction,  into  a  Mission  Church. 

On  Monday,  April  12,  in  the  evening,  in  St.  George's  Church, 
Schenectady,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Payne,  the  rector,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Wainwright  and  Weil,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  the  rector  bap- 
tized three  adults.  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  and  ad- 
dressed them.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Burd,  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylva- 
uiu,  was  present. 

Tuesday,  April  13,  in  the  evening,  in  Christ  Church,  Schenec- 
tady, the  Rev.  Dr.  Payne  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wainwright,  the  rector, 
said  Evening  Prayer.  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 
The  strong  age  of  old  St.  George's,  and  the  stirring  youth  of  the 
daughter  Parish,  attest  at  once  the  fidelity  of  the  workers  and  the, 
promise  of  the  field. 

On  Wednesday,  April  14,  in  the  evening,  in  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Middleburgh,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Slade,  the  missionary,  said  Evening 
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Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons,  and  addressed 
them.  Through  privation  and  actual  suffeiing,  the  missionary  has 
planted  a  foothold  here  for  the  Church  which  promises  well.  The 
generous  kindness  of  a  friend  in  St  Peter's  Parish,  Albany,  has 
made  available  the  patient  exertions  of  Mr.  Slade  to  secure  a  par- 
sonage. When  finished,  there  will  be  a  mortgage  on  it  of  about 
$2,000  loaned  for  its  completion,  which  I  am  sure  the  churchmen 
of  the  Diocese  will  pay. 

The  importance  of  a  parsonage  in  every  Parish  cannot  be  over- 
stated. It  is  the  surest  way  to  secure  and  retain  a  clergyman, 
whose  efiSciency  is  doubled  by  a  sense  of  permanence  and  the 
feeling  of  home. 

I  believe  the  Bishops  in  Canada  are  thoroughly  wise,  in  beginning 
their  new  missions  by  erecting  the  parsonage,  in  which  the  clergy- 
man is  fixed,  before  he  builds  his  Church.  I  am  sure  no  Parish  is 
stable  and  no  clergyman  settled,  without  one. 

I  take  occasion  here  to  say  a  word  to  the  Clergy  about  their 
Fkrish  Registers.  They  are  ordered  to  be  kept  for  certain  eccle- 
siastical facts,  to  be  carefully  noted,  and  no  personal  memoranda 
reflecting  upon  persons  or  personal  events  in  the  Parish,  ought  to  be 
entered  in  them,  as  I  have  found  in  two  instances.  And  they  are 
to  be  handed  down,  and  not,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Middleburgh 
Register,  carried  off  by  the  clergyman,  who,  I  am  sorry  to  say  in 
this  instance,  refuses  all  demands  from  the  Parish  or  from  me  to 
return  it.  Apart  from  their  great  importance  in  establishing  fticts 
of  marriage  and  births,  these  records  grow  to  have  great  histori- 
cal value  in  time,  and  I  beg  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese  to  be 
thorough,  accurate  and  systematic  in  their  keeping. 

On  Thursday,  April  16,  in  the  morning,  in  the  Methodist  house 
of  worship,  in  Schoharie  court  house,  I  preached  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Slade.  St.  An- 
drew's, Schoharie,  has  no  **  local  habitiition,"  and  not  much  more 
than  a  name.  The  Church  people  have  almost  all  gone  away. 
There  is  a  lot  belonging  to  the  Parish,  and  I  trust  it  may  be  re- 
vived.   It  is  not  to  our  credit  that  Middleburgh  and  Sharon  Springs, 
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should  be  the  only  living  stations  in  Schoharie  county.  Coble- 
skill,  at  least,  should  be  reached  soon. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  Trinity  Church,  Sharon 
Springs,  the  Rev.  J.  I.  Forbes,  the  missionary,  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  addressed 
them.  The  Church  and  parsonage  together  here,  and  each  alike 
substantial,  suitable  and  beautiful,  are  a  cheering  sight,  and  still 
more  cheering  were  the  evidences  of  the  inner  up-building  in  the 
quiet,  normal  growth  of  the  Parish.  The  Sunday  school,  which  is 
carried  on  in  the  churchly  way,  and  used  for  its  legitimate  end,  has 
the  monopoly  of  the  village,  and  the  children  are  led  through  it  to 
confirmation,  as  the  next  natural  thing  for  them  to  do.  The  ser- 
vice showed  the  real  strength  of  the  Parish,  being  held  before  the 
summer  crowds  came  in,  and  was  a  beautiful  service,  the  banners 
of  the  classes  and  their  music  adding  much  to  its  beauty  and 
heartiness. 

On  Saturday,  April  17,  in  St.  Peter's,  Albany,  at  the  usual 
Morning  Prayer,  I  confirmed  one  person  from  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Troy,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Coit,  the  rector,  presenting  him. 

On  Sunday,  April  18,  in  Trinity  Church,  Whitehall,  the  rector, 
the  Rev.  F.  N.  Luson,  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and 
confirmed  forty-six  persons,  and  addressed  them  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion.  Everything  tended  to  make  this  a  white 
day — the  weather,  the  congregation,  the  number  of  the  confirmed 
and  communicants,  the  music,  the  flowers,  and  the  loving  hearti- 
ness and  unity  of  the  people.  Mr.  Luson's  four  years  of  work 
have  been  richly  blessed.  The  l)eautiful  new  Church  has  been 
built  in  this  time,  paid  for,  and  the  Parish  lifted  from  great  weak- 
ness, to  strength  and  vig  >rous  life.  Imperative  demands  of  health 
have  required  the  rector's  temporary  absence  from  his  post.  I 
shall  have  your  prayers,  I  am  sure,  beloved,  that  he  may  be 
restored  to  it  and  to  us,  renewed  in  strength,  and  ready  for  more 
of  just  such  work. 

On  Sunday  night,  in  Trinity  Church,  Granville,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Luson  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached,  and  on  Monday  morn- 
ing I  preached  again  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.     The 
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congregations  were  excellent  in  this  beautiful  Church,  which  after 
six  years'  vacancy  is  now,  thank  God,  filled,  and  will  soon  give  a 
good  report  of  itself. 

Monday,  April*  19,  in  the  afternoon,  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Salem,  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  catechized  the  children.  I 
addressed  them,  joined  with  great  pleasure  in  their  singing  at  this 
and  the  evening  service,  in  which  they  made  the  choir,  when  the 
rector  and  the  Be  v.  Mr.  Luson  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached,  confirmed  eight  persons,  and  addressed  them. 

On  Tuesday,  April  20,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cambridge,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Davis,  Luson  and  Wen  man  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion. Temporary  difficulties  have  checked  for  awhile  the  good  work 
begun  here  by  4he  Rev.  Clarence  Buel.  Mr.  Wenman's  resignation,  to 
take  the  Parish  at  Rensselaerville,  T  should  regret  more  but  that  it 
transfers  an  earnest  worker  to  another  important  part  of  the  Diocese. 
jMcanwhile,  for  the  time,  Mr.  Davis  has  very  kindly  added  the 
care  of  Cambridge  to  his  ample  and  admirable  labors  at  Salem. 

On  Wednesday,  April  21,  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Kinderhook, 
the  Rev.  Messrs,  James  H.  Tyng  and  Wm.  R.  Johnson  said  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Danker  and 
Downie.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Jarvis  and  Morrow,  of  Virginia,  and 
Cooley,  of  Mass.,  were  present.  This  Parish  is  a  marvel  to  me. 
It  is  autocephalous.  Without  a  rector  for  some  years,  it  grows 
and  thrives.  The  Church  has  been  removed,  repaired  and  beauti- 
fied; the  music  is  admirable,  and  the  departments  of  parochial 
work  all  seem  to  go  smoothly  and  steadily  on.  How  it  is  I  do 
not  know.  It  is  an  example  which  I  shall  be  sorry  to  see  fol- 
lowed, except  so  far  as  the  earnestness  of  the  laity  is  concerned. 
But  the  fair  argument  is:  if  so  much  can  be  done  **  in  the  dry 
tree,"  without  a  rector,  what  could  not  be  **in  the  green  tree," 
when  the  legitimate  requirements  for  life  and  growth  are  sup- 
plied. 

On  Tuesday,  April  23,  in  the  Methodist  house  of  worship,  in 
Lansingburgh.  the  rector,  the  Rev.  B.  J.  Hall,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
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Ferguson  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  twelve 
persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  Sunday,  April  25,  St.  Mark's  Day  and  the  4th  Sunday 
after  Easier,  I  took  part  in  the  service  of  the  Centennial  celebra- 
tion of  the  incorporation  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany,  the  Eight 
Eev.  the  Bishop  of  New  York  preaching  the  sermon  and  celebra- 
ting the  Holy  Communion,  the  Eev.  Dr.  E.  N.  Potter  and  the  Eev. 
Mr.  Maccarther,  of  Canada,  and  the  Eev.  Messrs.  Fisher  and  Flack, 
of  Minnesota,  being  present.  The  service  was  as  interesting  as 
the  occasion  w^as  memorable  and  rare.  And  as  the  rich  history  of 
the  Parish  in  the  past  opened  into  larger  promises  for  the  future, 
our  common  prayer  was  in  the  words  of  the  legend  which  deco- 
rated the  walls  of  the  sanctuary:  "The  Lord  God  be  with  us  as 
He  was  with  our  fathers." 

In  the  afternoon,  in  Grace  Church,  Albany,  the  rector,  the  Eev. 
Mr.  Eussell,  and  the  Eev.  Messrs.  Selkirk  and  Fisher,  said  Even- 
ing Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  sixteen  (of  whom  one  was^from  St. 
Peter's,  one  from  St.  Paul's,  and  one  from  Trinity'),  and  addressed 
them.  The  one  thing  wanting  here  is  more  room  to  meet  the 
growth  of  the  Parish  answer  to  the  energies  of  the  rector,  and 
make  the  Church  self-supporting.  It  is  one  of  the  innumerable 
recommendations  of  what  is  called  the  free  church  system,  that  it 
calls  for  large  buildings.  Proprietary  Chapels  and  Pewed  Churches 
may  be  small,  but  the  House  of  God  in  which  the  rich  and  poor 
meet  together,  and  where  support  depends,  as  much  on  the  two 
mites,  as  on  the  rich  men's  gifts,  must  be  big  enough  to  hold  the 
rich  and  the  poor  too. 

At  night,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Green  Island,  the  Eev.  Messrs. 
Adams,  Danker  and  Townscnd  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached,  confirmed  thirteen  persons  presented  by  the  rector,  the 
Eev.  Mr.  Chapman,  and  addressed  them.  The  Eev.  Drs.  Tucker 
and  E.  N.  Potter  were  present.  A  lovelier  service  than  this  cannot 
be  conceived.  It  was  the  realized  beauty  of  holiness.  And  what 
devoutness  and  pain-staking  patience  can  do  in  making  beautiful 
building,  music  and  service,  without  the  aid  of  wealth,  was  never 
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better  dcmoustruted.  No  one  could  wonder  at  the  success  of  the 
work  who  shared  in  the  glory  of  this  worship. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  April  27,  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah, 
Greenhush,  the  rector,  the  Ecv.  Dr.  Clover,  and  the  Kev.  Mr. 
Danker,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  fourteen  persons 
and  addressed  them. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  April  28,  in  Bethesda  Church,  Sara- 
toga, the  Eev.  Messrs.  Wainwright,  Carey  and  Fisher  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  seventeen  persons  presented 
by  the  rector,  the  Rev,  Mr.  Gibson.  The  Eev.  Dr.  Bostwick  was 
present.  What  the  Parish  and  the  Diocese  liavo  lost  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Gibson,  and  his  removal  to  New  York,  they 
know  without  my  telling  them.  What  I  have  lost  I  dare  not 
undertake  to  say.  But  admirable  as  Mr.  Gibson  is  as  a  Parish 
priest,  he  has  still  higher  qualifications  for  that  rarest  and  hardest 
work  of  educating  boys,  and  the  Church  at  large  is  the  gainer  in 
the  establishment  of  a  Church  school,  to  which  any  churchman 
may  well  be  glad  to  send  his  sons. 

On  Tuesday,  April  30,  in  Christ  Church,  Coxsackie,  the  Eev. 
Messrs.  W.  R.  and  J.  E.  Johnson  said  Morning  Prayer.  I  preached 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  and  in  the  evening  in  Trinity 
Church,  Athens,  the  Eev.  Messrs.  J.  E.  Johnson  and  Jarvis  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  baptized  the  rector's  infant  child,  preached, 
confirmed  nine  persons,  and  addressed  them. 

These  Parishes,  hitherto  under  the  care  of  the  Eev.  Mr.  John- 
son, have  separated,  owing  simply  to  their  growth.  The  Eev.  Mr. 
Danker  is  now  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Coxsackie,  and  Mr.  John- 
son retains  Athens.  The  division  I  believe  will  strengthen  both 
Parishes,  and  is  the  best  witness  to  Mr.  Johnson's  faithfulness, 
who  I  earnestly  hope  will  be  enabled  to  remain  at  Athens. 

Saturday,  May  1,  St.  Philip  and  St.  James,  in  the  Church  of  St. 
Jobn  the  Evangelist,  Stockport,  the  Eev.  W.  E.  Johnson  and  J. 
E.  Johnson  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  twelve 
persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Eev.  W.  O.  Jarvis,  the  rector.     In  the  afternoon 
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Messrs.  Johnson  and  Jarvis  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached 
in  St.  Barnabas  Chapel,  Stottville.  This  Chapel  is  the  result  of 
the  sense  of  responsibility  devolving  upon  two  Christian  men  for 
the  consecration  of  their  wealth  and  for  the  sanctifying  of  the 
work  whereby  they  have  their  wealth,  in  making  provision  for  the 
religious  interests  of  their  operatives.  Mr.  Jarvis  adds  this  to  his 
care,  and  ministers  most  faithfully  to  both  congregations. 

On  Sunday,  May  2,  third  after  Easter,  in  the  afternoon,  in  Grace 
Church,  Waterford,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ferguson,  the  rector,  and  the 
Rev.  Byron  J.  Hall  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  con- 
firmed four  persons,  and  addressed  them.  It  was  a  sweet  and 
beautiful  service.  Children's  voices  again,  thank  God,  perfecting 
the  praise.  The  Church  is  beautifully  restored — the  memorial 
glass  in  the  windows  being  especially  noticeable. 

At  night,  in  St.  PauPs  Church,  Troy,  by  invitation  of  the  man- 
agers, I  preached  a  sermon  in  the  interest  of  the  Church  Home, 
of  the  city  of  Troy,  one  of  the  many  beneficent  Christian  works  in 
which  (I  am  glad  to  say  it  here  in  Albany)  the  live  Church  mem- 
bership of  Troy  ought  to  provoke  some  other  places  to  love  and 
to  good  works.  I  hope  the  institution  may  grow  to  be  Diocesan 
in  its  support  and  in  the  extension  of  its  gracious  charities.  The 
Rev.  Drs.  Potter  and  Tucker,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Mulford  and 
Danker  were  present 

On  Tuesday  morning.  May  4,  in  Christ  Church,  Ballston,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Gibson  and  Wainwright  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I 
preached,  confirmed  seventeen  persons  and  addressed  them,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Carey,  and  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Babcock. 

If  anything  had  been  needed  to  complete  the  pleasure  of  this 
service  it  was  furnished  by  the  presence  and  participation  in  it  of 
the  venerable  Dr.  Babcock.  one  of  the  early  rectors  of  the  Parish, 
which  he  graces  and  blesses  still  with  his  residence  and  loving 
interest.  In  the  face  of  such  a  fact  as  the  residence  among  us 
still  of  this  faithful  man  who  has  given  himself,  and  given  three 
such  sons  besides,  to  the  Master's  closer  service,  I  am  sure  that 
the  Convention  will  act  upon  the  proposition  of  the  Committee 
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on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  giving  to  such  as  he  the  full  status  of 
his  office.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  avowing  my  own  conviction 
that  orders  and  not  occupation  entitle  clergymen  to  vote.  But 
a  claim  like  this  stands  upon  the  higher  grounds  of  acknowledging 
and  respecting  the  past  services  of  a  priest  who  worked  hard 
^hile  it  was  called  day,  and  has  more  than  earned  the  right  to 
rauk  us  all  in  every  honorable  recognition. 

Wednesday,  May  5,  in  the  vestry  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  I 
presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 
Tbui-sday,  May  6,  the  Ascension  Day,  in  the  morning,  at  St. 
Peter's  Chui-ch,  Albany,  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fisher,  who  read  the  Morning  Prayer,  and 
I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  same  day,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Troy,  after  a 
most  reverent  and  beautiful  service,  which  according  to  the  cus- 
tom of  the  Church  was  choral  throughout,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker, 
the  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Danker,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peck,  of  Ver- 
mont, taking  the  service,  I  preached  and  confirmed  thirty-thi^e 
persons  and  addressed  them.  I  have  a  birth-right  to  honor  the 
venerable  and  beloved  traditions  of  this  holy  and  admirable  work, 
sacred  with  the  love  of  the  living  and  the  memories  of  the  faithful 
departed.  Leading  the  movement  in  this  country  which  restored 
to  the  Church  in  America  the  Service  of  Song  in  the  public  wor- 
ship of  God,  the  Holy  Cross  still  maintains  the  first  place  in  the 
American  Church,  not  merely  for  the  beauty  of  its  own  elaborate 
service,  nor  merely  for  the  power  of  the  Church  service  when 
rightfully  rendered,  but  better  than  either,  for  the  assertion  of 
the  truth  that  praise  is  the  highest  and  most  heavenly  act  of  wor- 
ship, and  for  the  restitution  to  the  people  of  their  right  and 
ability  to  sing  unto  the  Lord,  and  for  the  exhibition  of  the  Church  ' 
in  her  true  position  as  the  educator  of  children.  It  will  be  a  good 
day  for  the  overstrained  minds  of  people,  and  the  over-drained 
minds  of  clergymen  when  the  Church  shall  generally  adopt  the 
sensible  practice  of  St.  Paul's  and  the  Holy  Cross,  in  Troy,  of  one 
cermon  a  day,  and  an  afternoon  service  of  worship  that  shall  de- 
serve the  sweet  and  suggestive  English  name  of  Even-Song. 
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On  Simclay  evening,  May  9,  in  the  Church  of  the  Transfigura- 
tion, in  the  city  of  New  York,  I  preached  the  sermon  before  the 
Chinch  Union  of  Columbia  CoUeorc. 

On  Wednesdays  May   12,   I  consecrated    St.   Peter's  Church, 
Brnsh's  Mills,  in  the  town  of  Moira.    The  Instrument  of  Donation 
was  road  by  the  missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Randall,  and  the  Sen- 
tence ot"  Consecration  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kidney.     Morning  Pniyer 
was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Neide,  Potter,  Ogden  and  Stewart. 
I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp.  The 
Rev.  Messrs.  DoUoway  and   Winkley,  and  the  Rev,  Mr.  Hopkins 
w^ere  present,  the  latter  doing  good  service  at  the  melodeon.  This 
very  pretty  Church  is  the  final  realization  of  years  of  patient  wait- 
ing and  prayerful  toil.     One  heart  was  very  happy  in  the  accom- 
plishment, and  we  all  rejoiced  with  her.    I  hope  others  will  learn 
the  lesson  of  what  can  be  done.     In  the  afternoon  I  was  present 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Frontier  Convocation,  an  earnest  meeting  of 
eamiest  men  who  have  nobly  rallied   to   revive  and  rescue  the 
Church  in  this  far  oflfand  almost  waste  region.    I  learned  two  les- 
sons, one  of  which  I  hope  you  will  realize  to-morrow,  and  the 
other  at  no  distant  day,  the  value  of  missionary  convocations,  and 
the  need  of  a  Bishop  at  the  North.     In  the  evening  I  presided  at 
a  missionary  meeting,  at  which  Mr.'  Kidney,  Mr.  Ogden  and  I 
made  addresses. 

Thursday,  May  13,  in  the  morning,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Ma- 
louc,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp  and  the  Messrs.  Ogden,  Potter,  Winkley 
and  Hopkins  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed 
eight  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Jas.  W.  Stewart,  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Neide  and  Randall,  The  children  of  the  Sunday 
school  gave  a  very  beautiful  Bishop's  chair  to  the  Parish,  in  the 
morning  before  service,  and  I  was  glad  to  meet  them  and  thank 
them  for  the  fact  and  the  manner  of  the  expression  of  their  church ly 
interest.  Malone  really  gave  Robertson  to  Missouri  (for  he  only 
took  Western  New  York  on  the  way),  and  the  Church  in  America 
is  already  appreciating,  as  it  will  more  and  moi*e,  the  yalue  of  the 
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gift     To  have  had  Bishop  Eobertson  and  to  get  Mr.  Stewart,  are 
things  that  any  Parish  may  be  proud  of  and  thankful  for. 

At  night,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Centrevillc,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp 
aud  Mr.  Ncide  said  Evening  Prayer,  tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins  being 
at  the  melodcon,  aud  I  preached. 

On  Friday,  May  14,  at  night,  in  Trinity  Church,  Plattsburgh, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp  and  Messrs.  Neide,  Cook  and  Hopkins  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person,  pre- 
sented by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ogden,  whose  resignation  of 
the  Parish,  with  all  its  surroundings  and  sequences  of  sorrow,  was 
a  sincere  regret  to  me,  as  to  many  othei's,  relieved  only  by  his 
transfer  to  a  vevy  prominent  and  important  position  in  another 
pail  of  the  Diocese. 

On  Sunday,  May  16,  Whitsun-Day,  at  night,  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Cohoes,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Brown  (the  rector)  and  Hall  said  Even- 
ing Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  fifteen  persons  and  addressed 
them.  The  music,  reinforced  by  the  introduction  of  wind  instru- 
ments beside  the  organ,  led  by  a  large  choir,  and  swelled  by  the 
whole  congregation,  was  a  marked  feature  of  the  fine  service. 
There  is  no  more  laborious  Parish  in  the  Diocese  than  this,  which 
is  yielding  abundant  fruit  to  wise  and  indefatigable  labors.  A 
sword  of  the  very  finest  temper  has,  I  am  glad  to  say,  fairly  worn 
oat  the  old  scabbard,  and  the  rector  will  soon  have  a  new  and 
noble  Church  building,  now  only  not  commenced. 

I  note  here  the  acceptance  by  the  wardens  and  vestrymen  of  St. 
Peter's  Parish,  on  May  18,  of  my  resignation  as  rector  of  the 
Parish,  offered  on  the  2d  of  April,  and  reiterated  more  than  once. 
I  am  not  one  of  those  who  feel  that  the  headship  of  a  Parish  inter- 
feres with  the  administration  of  a  Diocese.  On  the  contrary,  I 
think  no  Episcopate  complete  that  has  not  a  centre,  the  cathedral 
as  well  as  a  circumference,  the  Diocese.  But  I  have  no  ambition 
to  plat/  at  a  cathedral  (or  at  anything  else)  which  is  an  utter  unreal- 
ity, unless  the  seats  are  free,  and  the  administration  of  the  Parish 
legally,  for  mall}'  and  finally  committed  to  a  management  of  which 
the  Bishop  and  his  clergy  form  an  integral  part  with  the  laity. 
What  the  future  hjis  in  store  I  do  not  know.     God  helping  me,  if

I  live  long  enough  the  Diocese  of  Albany  will  have  the  reality  of 
a  cathedral,  with  all  that  it  involves  of  work  and  worship,  in  fre- 
quent services,  in  schools  and  houses  of  mercy  of  every  kind.  In 
the  meantime  I  have  gladly  and  gratefully  accepted  the  considerate 
offer  of  the  vestry  of  St  Peter's.  I  note  the  fact  here  that  I  may 
call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  following  resolution, 
passed  by  the  vestry  in  connection  with  their  acceptance  of  my 
resignation,  which  demands,  I  think,  the  recognition  of  the  Diocese. 
It  is  in  full  accord  with  the  graceful  courtesy  of  the  offer  of  the 
Church  for  the  service  of  my  consecration,  made  by  the  delegation 
and  accepted  by  the  Primary  Convention  of  this  Diocese: 

"  Hesolvedy  That  the  age  and  location  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  as  well  as  the  elec- 
tion of  its  rector  to  the  Episcopate,  suggests  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
such  relations  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as  will  tend  to  the  increased  dignity 
and  importance  of  the  Parish,  the  convenience  of  the  Bishop  and  the  benefit  of  the 
Diocese,  and  we  therefore  respectfully  tender  to  the  Bishop  and  Diocese  of  Albany 
the  free  use  of  St.  Peter's  Church  edifice  for  all  such  Episcopal  acts  and  Diocesan 
purposes  as  may  be  agreeable  to  the  Bishop  and  beneficial  to  the  Diocese.'* 

Since  my  resignation  the  Parish  has  been  under  my  charge,  and 
I  have  done  for  it  what  I  could.  But  it  owes  very  much  to  the 
indefatigable  faithfulness  of  my  good  deacon,  Mr.  Fisher. 

On  Thursday,  May  20,  in  the  morning,  in  Christ  Church,  Cats- 
kill,  the  Eev.  Messrs.  Pidsley  and  J.  E.  Johnson  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  twelve  persons  and  addressed 
them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector, 
the  Rev.  Robert  Weeks,  under  whose  earnest  care  the  very  high 
spiritual  tone  of  this  Parish  is  fully  maintained,  and  its  efficiency 
increased  by  the  successful  establishment  of  a  Parochial  school. 

In  the  evening,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Clermont,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Clark,  of  Madalin  (Diocese  of  New  York),  and  the  missionary,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Rowe,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed eight  persons  (and  one  afterwards  in  private,  making  nine). 
A  good  parsonage  has  recently  been  added  to  this  sweet  little 
country  Church,  which  is  responding  with  good  fruit  to  patient 
and  pains-taking  care. 

Friday,  May  21,  in  the  morning,  in  Trinity  Church,  Claverack, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Danker  and  Rowe  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I 
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preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the 
rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Downie. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  Christ  Church,  Hudson,  the  rector,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  W.  R.  Johnson  catechized  the  children,  and  I  addressed  them, 
and  in  the  evening  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gibson,  JaiTis,  Danker  and 
Rowe  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  1  preached,  confirmed  twenty  per- 
sons (with  one  in  private,  previously,  making  twenty-one),  and 
addressed  them.  Two  such  services,  catechizings  and  confirma- 
tions show  the  sowing  and  the  reaping  of  such  a  faithful  husband- 
man as  my  good  brother  here  is,  in  his  whole-souled  and  thorough 
out- working  of  the  Church.     The  Rev.  J.  E.  Johnson  was  present. 

On  Sunday,  May  23,  Trinity  Sunday,  in  St.  Peter's,  Albany,  in 
the  morning  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fisher,  and  in  the  afternoon  I  catechized 
the  children. 

At  night,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Troy,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Coit  and 
Tucker,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Danker,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached,  confirmed  twenty-one  persons  presented  by  the  rector, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Widdemer,  and  addressed  them. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  May  25,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Fort  Ed- 
ward, the  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  H.  Babcock,  Carey,  Danker  and  Capers 
said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Bostwick,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  Zion  Church,  Sandy  Hill,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Gibson,  Butler,  Carey  and  Capers  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached,  confirmed  thirteen  persons,  and  addressed  them.  This 
lovely  Church,  singularly  beautiful  to-day  with  the  abundant 
wealth  of  out-door  flowers,  is  part  of  Dr.  Bostwick's  large  and 
most  ably  served  cure.  The  Church  at  Fort  Edward  has  built 
into  the  front  wall  a  stone  with  this  inscription,  deeply  cut  and 
firmly  set:  **Free  Sittings."  It  shames  our  modern  Christianity 
that  any  House  of  God  should  need  this  distinctive  designation. 
The  marks  of  the  Master's  presence  are  not  in  the  Church  nor  the 
signs  of  hfs  power  in  the  world,  where  pews  prevent  the  preach- 
ing of  the  gospel  to  the  poor,  and  hinder,  with  their  tendencies  to 
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priMo,  the  poorness  of  spirit  without  which  rich  men  dnter  not 
into  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

On  Thursday,  May  27,  I  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Constitution  and  Canons,  the  results  of  which  are  already 
before  you.     The  main  features  of  ihe  report  will,  I  hope,  com- 
mend themselves  to  the  Convention,  especially  the  new  Canons  on 
the  missionary  w*ork  and  the  organization  of  nn'ssions.  There  may 
be,  and  undoubtedly  are,  other  features  of  legislation  very  desira- 
ble which  may  be  introduced  by  them  and  passed  by  the  Conven- 
tion, which  are  not  contained  in  the  report.     The  requirement 
that  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  should  be  communi- 
cants of  the  Church,  which  the  report  recommends,  for  instance, 
wise  and  essential  as  it  is,  does  not  go  far  enough.     There  is  a 
gross  and  most  injurious  inconsistency  of  practice  lying  further 
back  than  this,  in  the  easy  admission  into  office  in  our  Parishes  of 
men  who  are  not  vienibera  of  the  Church.     I  use  the  word  in  its 
correct  meaning,  the  baptized.     I  know  there  have  been  and  still 
are  difficulties  in  the  case,  but  the  real  difficulty  is  the  lack  of  faith 
in  the  right,  and  the  readiness  to  truckle  to  wealth  and  influence 
and  position.     This  is  not  a  sentiment  which  practical  advantages 
may  outweigh.     It  involves  a  principle  which  no  lower  considera- 
tions touch.     Even  if  the  organization  of  Parishes  be  hindered  by 
such  a  plainly  essential  restriction,  the  Church  can  be  planted  and 
the  gospel  preached  without  the  organization  of  Parishes,  as  they 
were  before  Parishes  were  thought  of;  and  the  adoption  of  the 
proposed  Canon  XVI  provides  a  trust  for  the  holding  of  the  pro- 
perty in  places  where  Parishes  cannot  be  organized.  From  my  heart, 
and  as  the  conviction  of  many  years,  and  with  no  little  observation, 
I  endorse  the  language,  none  too  strong,  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thomp- 
son in  dealing  with  this  question,  which  I  commend  earnestly  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Convention.     There  may  be  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  immediate  legislation,  which  will  require  reference  to 
the  Committee  for  consideration,  but  I  shall  be  sorry  if  this  Con- 
vention shall  pass  the  canonical  requisition  about  lay  delegates 
without  a  recommendation  giving  a  moral  weight  to  another  truth, 
that  only  ine^vtbers  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  can  be  officers  in 
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"  It  has  been  the  custom  in,  we  believe,  all  our  Dioceses,  to  elect 
as  vestrymen  and  also  as  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Conventions, 
anybody  and  everybody.  It  has  not  been  necessary  that  the  man 
be  a  baptized  man,  even  ^  a  professing  Christian,'  as  the  phrase 
18,  of  any  sort  or  kind.  He  might  believe  anything  or  nothing. 
He  might  be  Unitarian,  Universalist,  or  Infidel.  The  Church 
required  no  guarantees,  demanded  no  conditions,  and,  neverthe- 
less, appointed  the  man  to  legislate  for  her,  to  discuss  her  polity, 
her  Prayer  Book  and  her  Canons,  to  help  arrange  her  courts,  to 
elect  her  Bishops,  and  to  govern  her  clergy;  to  be  the  guardian, 
too,  of  her  consecrated  Churches,  of  her  property,  her  *  temporal- 
ities,' and  the  adviser  of  her  clergy,  aye,  even  to  select  the  pas- 
toi*s  for  her  congregations! 

'*  And  there  are  men  among  us  to  this  hour  who  do  not  see  that 
this  is  a  source  of  weakness  and  contempt! 

**  The  gross  absurdity  of  the  thing  has  at  last  dawned  on  men's 
miuds  in  some  small  degree,  and  a  few  Dioceses  have  ventured 
timidly  to  demand  that  a  man  who  is  chosen  to  legislate  for  the 
Church  should  be,  at  least  in  some  slight  degree,  amenable  to  the 
laws  he  helps  to  make — that  the  lawmakers  of  the  Church  should 
be  members  of  the  Church! 

"  If  the  Lord  had  not  made  a  Constitution  for  His  Church,  once 
for  all,  if  He  had  left  it  to  these  queer  '  Constitutions '  that  are 
printed  in  Convention  Journals  to  be  the  organic  law  of  His 
Church,  we  fear  there  would  not  be  much  of  a  Church  to  save  at 
this  present  date! 

"  Office  bearers  in  the  House  of  God,  guardians  of  its  interests 
and  honor,  choosers  of  its  pastors,  official  advisers  of  its  clergy, 
and  not  one  line  of  guarantee  for  their  faith,  their  morals,  or  their 
Christianity!  Officers  in  a  body  of  which  they  are  not  members! 
Administrators  of  laws  to  which  they  owe  no  allegiance!  That 
the  Church  has  lived  at  all,  has  not  sunk  under  such  management 
into  contempt  before  the  whole  community,  is  only  proof  that 
men's  folly  is  not  sufficient  to  destroy  God's  handiwork.  Any 
Body  but  the  Divine  Body  would  have  been  ruined  by  such  cow- 
ardly subservience  to  the  world  and  its  power.

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'*  The  clergy  may  preach  and  plead,  but  here  lies  the  practical 
fact,  staring  them  in  the  face,  that  their  pleadings  and  preaching 
go  square  against  the  Churches  practice  1  They  insist  on  the  neces- 
sity of  Baptism,  of  Confirmation,  of  Communion,  of  public  profes- 
sion of  the  name  of  Christ  in  order  to  membership  in  the  Kingdom 
of  Heaven,  and  here,  before  all  men's  eyes,  men  are  holding  office 
in  that  Kingdom  without  any  of  these  thingsl 

**  And  here  come  the  peril  and  the  wrong  to  men's  souls.  The 
practical  Church  gives  the  lie  to  the  theoretical  Churchl  We  are 
confusing  men's  consciences  and  deluding  their  souls.  We  are 
confounding  things  as  far  apart  as  Heaven  and  earth.  We  preach 
that  the  Church  and  the  world  are  two^  that  they  are  distinct,  and 
ever  at  war.  We  turn  about  and  belie  our  preaching  by  oblite- 
rating every  distinction!  Is  it  a  wonder  that  men  take  our  prac- 
tice and  not  our  theories?  Is  it  a  wonder  if  contempt  for  sacred 
things  is  the  result  when  men  know,  by  their  own  characters,  how 
little  the  Church  guards  sacred  things  from  profane  hands? 

**  For  it  is  no  answer  to  say  that  *  vestries  merely  look  to  the 
temporalities.'  Even  Church  temporalities  are  sacred  because  of 
their  connexion.  But  vestries  are  not  merely  guardians  of  conse- 
crated property.  They  are  the  choosers  ot  fit  pastors  of  the  flock, 
they  are  the  oflicial  advisers  of  the  ministry.  They  have  much 
to  do  with  the  form  and  ordering  of  divine  service. 

**  The  Church  must  rise  to  her  own  principles.  She  must  come 
to  the  point  of  taking  her  own  Jiflkirs  into  her  own  hands.  She 
must  make  Baptism  and  Communion  amount  to  something  in  prac- 
tice as  well  as  on  the  pages  of  the  Prayer  Book." — The  American 
Churchman, 

I  have  no  patience  with  the  absurd  position  of  those,  who  be- 
grudge to  the  laity  their  due  power  and  position  in  the  Church  of 
God.  It  is  the  peculiar  glory  of  the  American  Church  that  she 
acts  upon  the  apostolic  and  primitive  order — **  apostles,  elders 
and  brethren  " — bishops,  clergy  and  laity,  as  we  would  phrase  it. 
But  laymen  must  be  laymen^  must  be  brethren^  and  the  laymen 
must  protect  themselves.  The  moral  of  the  Church  of  England 
tending  towards  disestablishment  (for  which  I  thank  God  and 
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pray  that  it  may  be  without  the  sacrilege  of  disendowment,  such 
as  has  despoiled  the  Irish  Church),  the  moral  of  the  state  of  things 
across  the  water  ought  not  to  be  thrown  away.  The  relation  of 
the  State  to  the  Church  there,  is  simply  a  way  of  introducing,  into 
the  administration  of  the  Church,  the  lay  element.  Within  its  due 
and  specified  limits  it  worked  well.  But  when  the  appointing 
power  of  the  Episcopate  may  be  in  the  hands  of  believers  in  any- 
thing or  nothing  (whether  conventional  delegate  or  court  minis- 
ter); when  judicial  decisions,  in  matters  involving  holiest  myste- 
ries, may  come  from  a  committee  not  necessarily  Christian;  when 
convocations  and  chapters  are  totally  ignored;  when  the  conge 
d'elire  is  the  grinning  skeleton  of  a  shadowy  sham;  when,  in  fact, 
the  lay  element  discards  and  disregards  the  qualification  of  Chius- 
TiANiTY,  the  providence  of  God  and  the  consent  of  man  require 
such  a  change  as  is  impending  in  England  now.  I  believe  we  are 
hastening  to  the  same  danger.  In  the  tendencies  of  vestries  to 
control  and  overrule  the  clergy  in  purely  spiritual  matters  (or  else 
dismiss  them),  and  in  the  admission  to  places  of  trust  of  men  dis- 
qualified in  every  religious  way  for  filling  them,  I  see  the  **  hand- 
writing on  the  wall;"  and  because  I  value  highly  the  influence  of 
the  laity,  and  attach  great  importance  to  their  position  and  power 
in  the  Church,  I  warn  them  to  secure  and  perpetuate  that  influence 
and  position,  by  correcting  gross  abuses,  to  which  looseness  of  leg- 
islation and  a  courting  of  popularity  are  exposing  the  Church. 
Every  man  in  his  own  order  is  the  rule,  and  whether  the  clergy 
tamper  with  temporalities,  or  the  laity  intrude  into  the  spirituali- 
ties, in  either  case  it  is  Phaeton  ousting  Phoebus,  and  confusion  is 
the  result. 

On  Friday,  May  28,  in  the  Methodist  house  of  worship  at 
Canajoharie,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Schwartz  said  Morning  Prayer  and  I 
preached.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  Fort  Plain,  and  urged  the 
few  Church  people  to  make  some  efibrt.  So  far  nothing  has 
come  of  it,  but  I  hope,  before  another  year  has  gone,  to  report 
Canajoharie  and  Fort  Plain,  as  mission  stations,  with  a  missionary. 
At  present  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  St.  Polycarp's  Church,  Canajo- 
harie, has  only  the  name  of  existence. 
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At  night,  in  St.  Ann's  Church,  Amsterdam,  the  rector,  the  Rev. 
Porter  Thomas,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed 
thirteen  persons,  and  addressed  them.  Things  here  are  prosper- 
ing and  promising,  with  abetter  present  and  a  brighter  future  than 
ever  before,  though  I  am  sorry  to  record  the  resignation  of  the 
excellent  rector,  which  goes  into  operation  on  the  first  of  next 
month.  Mr.  Thomas  will  caiTy  with  him  the  warm  respect  and 
interest  of  his  whole  Parish,  and  of  all  of  the  Diocese  that  know 
him. 

On  Saturday,  May  29,  I  consecrated  Zion  Church,  Fonda,  the 
result,  **  in  stone,"  of  the  patient  sacrifice,  labor  and  liberality  of 
one  of  our  foremosi  laymen,  Judge  Cushney.  The  memorial  win- 
dows are  the  seals  of  consecrated  sorrows.  The  Instrument  of 
Donation  was  read  by  the  missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howard,  and 
the  Sentence  of  Consecration  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Payne.  Morning 
Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wood,  Wainwright,  Murray 
and  Thomas.  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and  addressed 
them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Payne  and  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lancaster. 

On  Sunday,  May  30,  1st  after  Trinity,  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Johnstown,  the  rector,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Murray  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  fourteen  persons  and  addressed 
them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  There  are  historic 
interests  in  this  old  Church,  among  the  very  oldest  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  which  the  new  and  vigorous  life  enhjances  greatly.  It 
is  a  wonder  to  me  that  the  body  of  Sir  William  Johnson  should 
lie  in  Johnstown,  close  to  the  Church,  without  a  slab,  even,  or  a 
sentence,  to  mark  the  place. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship  in  Glo- 
versville,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howard  (the  missionary)  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Murray  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  four 
persons.  The  large  and  very  handsome  building  was  crowded 
full.  The  Church  people  were  the  exception.  But  there  were 
enough  here,  and  they  were  earnest  enough,  according  to  their 
ability,  to  demand  the  practical  sympathy  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
erection  of  a  Church  building  and  the  support  of  a  missionary.   It 
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is  a  great  regret  to  me  that  Mr.  Howard,  who  has  worked  most 
acceptably  here,  cannot  continue  the  charge  of  the  mission,  in 
addition  to  his  own  parochial  labors.  I  cannot  bear  to  discontinue 
a  beginning  of  so  much  promise,  and  I  must  ask  special  aid  for 
this  important  point.  The  town  is  busy,  growing  and  prosperous, 
and  we  must  plant  the  Church  here,  firmly  and  soon. 

At  night,  in  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Northampton,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Eastman,  the  rector,  and  I  said  Evening  Prayer.  The 
rector  baptized  an  adult,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  fourteen 
persons.  The  facts  of  this  service  are  such  a  tribute  to  the  inde- 
fatigable rector  and  the  earnest  people,  that  I  simply  state  them, 
to  convey  their  own  rebuke  to  the  fair-weather  Christians  of  our 
city  Parishes,  where  distances  are  short,  and  pavements  relatively 
dry.  I  was  obliged  to  change  an  appointment  from  Monday  to 
Sunday  night,  and  could  only  notify  Mr.  Eastman  late  on  Satur- 
day evening.  Nothing  daunted,  a  messenger  went  18  miles  to 
CoDklinville  (a  part  of  this  mission  cure),  to  notify  the  people 
there  of  the  fact,  and  six  of  the  persons  confirmed  came  up  from 
Conklinville,  and  went  back  that  night,  through  darkness  and  rain, 
36  miles  in  all.  Mr.  Eastman's  labors  reach  out  to  Glenwild,  also, 
where  he  has  regular  services,  and  now  since  Conklinville  is 
attached  to  Luzerne,  he  is  to  take  Northville  instead. 

On  Monday,  May  31,  in  the  evening,  in  the  Methodist  house  of 
worship  in  Hart's  Falls,  in  the  towa  of  Schaghticoke,  the  Rev. 
W.  B.  Walker,  missionary,  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Hobart  Brown  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preaclied.  The  remains  of -the  organization 
nmde  here  twenty-five  years  ago  are  just  visible.  But  there  is  a 
promise  of  a  resurrection  which  will  lead,  I  think,  to  a  Church 
building  and  regular  services.  Mr.  Walker,  whose  hands  arc  full 
enough  in  his  own  Parishes,  adds  this  to  his  duty,  and  is  kindly 
aided  by  the  clergy  of  Troy  and  Cohoes.  There  are  earnest  lay- 
men left  here  yet. 

On  Tuesday,  June  1,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Stillwater,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Walker,  rector,  and  Ferguson  said  Morning  Prayer,  and 
I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Brown.     A  long  dearth  of  services  here  has  led  to 
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something  very  near  stagnation.  But  the  generous  piety  of  a 
faithful  churchwomau  has  left  pecuniary  provision  for  the  support 
of  the  services,  and  the  present  management  of  the  Parish  will 
revive  it  if  anything  can. 

In  the  evening,  in  St.  Luke^s  Church,  Mechanicsville,  under  the 
care  of  Mr.  Walker  since  April,  he  said  the  Evening  Prayer  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  June  2,  in  the  morning,  at  Calvary  Church, 
Biu-nt  Hills,  the  Ecv.  Dr.  Payne  and  Messrs.  Carey  and  Walker 
said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  nine  per- 
sons, and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Eev. 
F.  C.  Wainwright.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Gibson  and  Weil  were 
present.  This  Parish  is  for  the  time  disabled  by  a  great  loss  in 
the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Betts,  and  by  its  separation  from 
Charlton.  But  there  is  the  true  life  and  spirit  here,  which  must 
succeed.  Mr.  Wainwright  has  most  generously  given  his  services 
to  the  Parish,  in  addition  to  his  own  duties,  preparing  this  class 
for  confirmation  and  oflSciatiug  every  Sunday. 

On  Thursday,  June  3,  I  consecrated  St.  Luke's  Church,  Troy. 
The  Instrument  of  Consecration  was  read  by  the  rector,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Widdemer,  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Coit.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Brown,  Carey,  Wainwright  and  Walker 
said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Walker,  W.  R.  Johnson,  Mulford,  Chapman  and  Weil.  In 
addition  to  the  large  individual  liberality  of  Mr.  Winslow 
and  the  Messrs.  Corning,  and  the  customary  missionary  zeal  and 
generosity  of  the  churchmen  of  Troy,  this  Church  owes  its  exist- 
ence, under  God,  to  the  unwearied  energy  and  perseverance  of 
the  rector,  and  to  the  self-denying  earnestness  of  the  people.  It 
is  a  beautiful  building,  with  a  full  congregation,  a  fine  service, 
and  the  tokens  of  the  spiritual  prosperity  of  the  Parish  show  that 
the  inside  building-up  has  been  as  faithful  and  successful  as  the 
outside. 

On  Sunday,  June  6,  second  after  Trinity,  I  had  the  great  pleasure 
of  rendering  slight  sei-vice  to  the  Bishop  of  New  York  by  visiting 
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three  of  his  Parishes  Id  his  stead,  aud  confirming  in  Christ  Church, 
Biverdale,  eight  persons;  in  8t.  James  the  Less,  Scarsdale,  six- 
teen persons,  and  in  Grace  Church,  West  Farms,  fifteen  persons. 
The  3d  and  4th  Sundays  after  Trinity,  June  13  and  20,  I  spent 
in  Boston  and  Hartford;  and  Tuesday,  June  22, 1  had  the  pleasure 
of  taking  part  in  the  consecration  of  St.  John's  Church,  East  Hart- 
ford. It  is  the  third  of  the  mission  points  where  I  held  services 
while  rector  of  St.  John's,  Hartford,  that  has  grown  into  a  beauti- 
ful Church  building,  with  a  strong  congregation.  One  of  them 
there,  the  memorial  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  is  the  most 
complete  Church,  and  one  of  the  few  finished  things  in  America. 
The  appropriation  of  the  ofiertory  at  the  consecration  service  at 
East  Hartford,  to  missions  in  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  was  a  most 
graceful  and  unexpected  courtesy  of  the  rector,  the  Rev.  J.  J. 
McCook,  with  the  kind  approval  of  the  Bishop. 

On  Thursday,  June  24,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  which  again,  owing 
in  part  to  Dr.  Lyman's  declination  of  the  office  of  dean,  accom- 
plished nothing. 

On  Saturday,  June  26,  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  new  Church  at 
Schuylerville,  which  is  to  be  St.  Stephen's,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gib- 
son, Wainwright  and  Fisher  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  confirmed 
nine  persons  aud  addressed  them,  the  missionary,  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Babcock,  presenting  them;  and  immediately  afterwards  I  laid  the 
corner  stone  of  St.  Stephen's  Parish  school  house,  and  made  the 
address.     This  beautiful  Church,  the  outgrowth   of  the  labors, 
liberality  and  faith  of  a  single  layman,  crowns  and  consecrates  a 
site  of  unrivalled  beauty,  and  enters  on  its  life  under  the  most 
favorable  auspices  of  pastoral  fidelity,  and  the  complete  appli- 
ances of  a  Parish,  which  is  only  about  one-half  Working  without  its 
Parish  school. 

On  Sunday,  June  27,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany,  the  Rev. 

Mr.  Fisher  assisting  in  the  services,  I  preached,  morning  and  after- 

iU)OD,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  and  catechized  the 

children. 

On  Tuesday,  June  29,  St.  Peter's  Day,  in  Trinity  Church,  Rens- 
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selacrville,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wenman,  the  rector,  and  Luson  said 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  twenty-five  per- 
sons (making,  with  one  afterwards  in  private,  twenty-six)  and 
addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Washbon.  Three  of  the  candidates  were  over  80 
years  old,  and  the  service  was  altogether  one  that  suggested  the 
Church's  love,  care  and  prayers  for  **all  conditions  of  men."  The 
young  and  vigorous  hand  of  the  new  rector  is  reaping  here  the 
faithful  sowing  of  the  wise  and  devoted  husbandman  who  still 
lives  to  support  and  counsel  his  successor.  Mr.  Wenman  has 
been  prospecting  for  future  work  in  the  Helderberg  region,  giving 
occasional  services  also  to  Greenville,  where  he  prepared  the 
class  for  confirmation.  There  are  openings  here  to  which  the 
Diocese  ought  at  least  to  send  an  itinerant  missionary,  and  by  and 
by,  to  plant  an  associate  mission  for  South  Westerlo,  Berne,  Knox, 
Durham  and  Potter's  Hollow.  One  Church  woman  in  New  York 
gave  me  $200  for  this  work,  and  promises  continued  interest. 

From  this  point  I  began  my  visitation  of  Delaware  county  and 
parts  of  Greene  county,  driving  through  the  length  and  breadth 
of  its  most  beautiful  landscape,  facing,  skirting,  and  crossing  the 
Catskills,  tracking  the  Delaware,  from  its  cradle  in  a  lowly  mea- 
dow spangled  with  field  daisies  and  buttercups,  for  seventy  miles, 
'till  I  left  it  at  Deposit,  swollen  into  a  promise  of  its  broad  beauty, 
beside  which  linger  the  holiest  and  happiest  associations  of  my 
life,  and  near  which  is  the  shrine  of  my  life's  highest  honor,  my 
father's  grave.  In  a  Diocese  that  rivals  the  Country  in  variety 
and  magnificence  of  scenery,  I  confess  that,  to  me,  these  two  coun- 
ties take  the  palm.  I  must  pass  over  the  details  of  this  visitation 
more  hurriedly  than  I  like  to.  The  most  agreeable  companion- 
ship, through  the  fortnight's  journey,  of  my  Rev.  brother,  the  rec- 
tor of  Whitehall,  the  lavish  hospitality  of  the  Church  folks,  the 
kind  and  pleasant  provision  that  welcomed  my  coming,  speeded 
my  going,  and  conveyed  me  from  point  to  point,  the  delicious 
freshness  of  the  weather,  the  exquisite  landscape,  and  better  than 
all,  the  cheering  condition  and  prospect  of  the  Church,  made  the 
Mhole  journey,  with  all  its  toils,  a  long  drawn  enjoyment.     The 
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condition  of  the  Church  throughout  this  country  is  in  most  respects 
excellent.  I  want  workers,  and  money  to  pay  them  wages  of 
which  they  will  be  worthy.  Another  year  will  tell,  I  trust,  bet- 
ter things,  of  new  points  of  aggression  and  advance  of  the  Parishes 
registered  in  the  Journals.  Delhi,  Franklin,  Hobart  and  Walton, 
in  Delaware  county,  are  all  filled  now,  and  well  filled.  Bloom- 
ville,  Improperly  recorded  Bloomfield,  is  not.  The  opportunity 
for  establishing  the  Church  there  for  the  present  has  past;  but 
the  rector  of  Delhi  will  seize  it,  if  it  comes  again.  The  rector  of 
Hobart  is  already  extending  the  life  of  that  venerable  old  Parish 
to  the  adjacent  parts,  and  the  rector  of  Walton  adds  to  his  own 
abundant  and  successful  labors  a  care  of  the  work  at  Deposit, 
where  there  is  nothing  yet  but  a  name  and  a  hope,  to  be  cherished 
and  nurtured  into  strength. 

In  Greene  county  the  Parishes  reported  in  the  Journal  are  well 
filled.     A  change  of  town  boundaries  has   put  Trinity  Church, 
Windham,  in  the  town  of  Ashland,  and  the  Parish  there  has  built 
a  little  Chapel  in  Windham,  which  is  served,  as  Prattsville  also  is, 
by  the  earnest  energy  of  the  Rev.  Mi\   Prout.     The  Rev.  Mr. 
Boone,  a  deacon  in  Canadian  orders,  has  just  left  Oak  Hill,  where 
he  has  done  a  very  excellent  work.     I  am  hoping  to  hear  every 
day  of  the  settlement  of  a  rector  over  this  Parish  and  Greenville. 
Two  nice  Churches,  the  one  at  Greenville  a  perfect  beauty,  with 
two  good  parsonages,  and  no  parson,  represent  a  state  of  things 
suggestive  of  the  diflSculties  of  the  Diocese,  the  anxieties  of  the 
Bishop,  and  the  duty  of  the  laity.     There  are  memorable  names 
associated  with  the  Churches  history  in  this  county.    Bishop  Chase 
wag  at  work  as  a  deacon,  in  1799,  at  Windham  and  Hobart;  Sam- 
uel Gunn,  the  Lay  Reader,  came  from  Connecticut  to  Delaware 
county  earlier  than  this.     Windham  is  associated  with  the  noble 
Bishop  of  Montana,  and  Deposit  with  the  prince  of  American  mis- 
sionary priests  and  pioneers,  Dr.  Breck.     The  Windham  Parish, 
1^  small  as  it  is,  has  given  one  to  the  Episcopate,  two  to  the  Priest- 
hood, and  two  young  men  to  the  General  Seminary,  preparing  for 
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Holy  Orders.  Why  will  not  other  Parishes  etaulate  the  example 
of  Westford  and  Windham? 

The  statistics  of  the  visitation  are  as  follows: 

On  Tuesdaj',  June  29,  Feast  of  St.  Peter,  in  the  evening,  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Oak  Hill,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Washburn,  Luson  and 
Wenman  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  baptized  four  adults  and  two 
infants,  and  received  two  infants,  preached,  confirmed  seven  per- 
sons, presented  by  the  missionary,  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Boone,  and 
addressed  them. 

On  Wednesday,  June  30,  in  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Luson,  Pidsley  and  Wenman  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I 
preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Johnson. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  Calvary  Church,  Cairo,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Prout  and  Luson  said  Evening  Prayer,  the  rector, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Pidsley,  baptized  an  adult,  and  I  preached,  confirmed 
eight  persons  and  addressed  them.  Mr.  Pidsley  is  turning  up  the 
ground  of  the  Church  at  South  Cairo  and  at  Acra,  and  cultivating 
very  thorougly  the  soil  of  his  own  Parish,  beside. 

On  Thursday,  July  1,  in  the  morning,  in  Trinity  Church,  Wind- 
ham, in  Ashland,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Pidsley,  Luson  and  Doty,  of 
Long  Island  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  five 
persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Prout. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  Windham,  the  Rev, 
Messrs.  Doty,  Pidsley  and  Prout  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached. 

On  Friday,  July  2,  in  Grace  Church,  Prattsville,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Luson  and  Prout  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  confirmed 
two  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

In  the  afternoon  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Ilobart,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Willes,  the  rector,  and  Mr.  Luson  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  addressed  them. 

On  Saturday,  July  3,  in  the  afternoon,  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Delhi,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Willes  and  Luson  said  Evening  Prayer, 
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and  I  baptized  an  adult,  preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  and 
addressed  them. 

At  Bloomville,  where  I  stopped  on  the  way,  I  found  nothing 
left  of  the  Church  once  started  there,  thoufi:h  I  hope  some  seed 
may  yet  be  waiting  care,  to  spring  up  and  bring  forth  fruit. 

On  Sunday,  sixth  after  Trinity,  July  4,  in  the  morning,  in  St. 
Paul's  Chui*ch,  Franklin,  where  the  new  rector  had  only  arrived 
the  night  before  to  welcome  me  and  take  care  of  this  noble  Church, 
the  rector,  the  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Ogden,  and  Mr.  Luson  said  Morning 
Prajer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

In  the  evening,  in  Christ  Church,  Walton,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Luson  and  Ogden  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed 
sixteen  persons  presented  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Huntington, 
and  addressed  them ;  one  was  afterwards  confirmed,  and  I 
baptized  the  infant  child  of  the  rector. 

On  Monday,  July  5,  in  the  morning,  in  the  Methodist  house 
of  worship,  in  Deposit,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Luson  and  Huntington. 

On  Wednesday,  July  7,  in  the  morning,  in  the  Chapel  of  St. 
Mary's  Church,  Luzerne,  after  a  day  of  welcome  rest  in  this  lovely 
lake-country,  I  said  Morning  Prayer,  preached,  confirmed  six 
persons'  (and  one  person  afterwards  at  Warrensburgh,  making 
seven),  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

Joined  with  Conklinville,  this  Mission  Station  must  soon  be 
firmly  fixed,  and  Colonel  Butler's  indomitable  energy  will  not  be 
wasted,  nor  the  good  work  done  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fisher,  while  at 
Schuylerville,  be  thrown  away. 

In  the  evening,  in  the  exquisite  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross, 
Warrensburgh,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Bostwick  and  Warren,  of  New  York, 
8aid  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  seven  persons 
presented  by  the  rector,  the  Rev,  Mr.  Capers  (besides  one  for 
Luzerne),  and  addressed  them.  Mr.  Capers'  resignation  of  the 
Parish,  although,  under  the  circumstances  inevitable,  is  greatly 

regretted. 
On  Thursday,  July  8,   in  the  morning,  in  Christ  Church,  Pot- 
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tersville,  the  Kov.  Mr.  Capers  said  MorniDg  Prayer,  I  baptized  an 
infant,  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  There  is 
a  forlorn  hope  here  ;  a  few  Church  people,  from  whom  pecuniaiy 
support  has  died  or  drifted  away.  The  Church  is  beautifully 
situated,  but,  as  it  seems  to  me  now  at  any  rate,  in  the  wrong 
place.  The  parsonage  is  sadly  out  of  repair.  The  congregation  was 
1  irge  and  interested,  and  we  must  try  the  Mission  once  more.  If 
the  Church  were  at  Chester,  or  if  a  generous  bequest,  not  yet  re- 
ceived, of  a  church  and  lot,  at  the  Glen,  four  miles  away,  could 
bj'  consent  be  applied  here,  I  should  have  more  hope.  It  is 
Isaac^s  duty  to  dig  again  the  wells  of  water  which  his  father 
had  digged,  as  well  as  to  open  the  new  wells  in  the  places  *'  where 
the  Lord  shall  make  room  for  us,  and  we  become  fruitful  in  the 
Land." 

In  the  evening,  in  the  lovely  little  Church  at  Caldwell,  the  Kev. 
Dr.  Warren,  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Matlack,  of  Pennsylvania,  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bostwlck. 

On  Friday  morning,  Julj'^  9,  I  consecrated  St.  Paul's  Chui-ch, 
Harrisena,  The  Instrument  of  Donation  (made  by  the  vestry  of 
the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  at  Glen's  Falls,  to  whom  the  property 
is  deeded,)  was  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Butler,  and  the  Sentence 
of  Consecration  by  the  Eev.  Dr.  Bostwick,  whose  early  missionary 
labors  covered  this  ground.  The  Rev.  Drs.  Bostwick  and  Warren 
said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Butler.  The  Church  is  a  memorial  to  the  piety  and  charity  of 
Mr.  John  J.  Harris,  whose  funeral  was  the  first  service  held  in  it. 
It  is  in  Mr.  Butler's  charge,  as  missionary,  and  gathers  a  goodly 
congregation.  A  special  Providence  of  God  preserved  it  from 
destruction  by  fire,  which  caught  in  the  basement  on  the  night  of 
Mr.  Harris'  burial,  burned  through  the  floor,  charring  the  beams, 
and  then,  as  we  say  in  our  heathen  way,  **  went  out." 

At  night,  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Glen's  Falls,  a  beautiful 
Church  made  more  beautiful  by  the  tasteful  profusion  of  lovely 
flowers,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bostwick  and  Messrs.  Babcock  and  Butler,

the  Rector,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  nine 
persons  (one  being  from  Sandy  Hill)  and  addressed  them.  Under 
Mr.  Butler's  admirable  ministry  here,  the  fine  stone  church  has 
been  built,  a  new  organ  is  now  l)uilding,  the  Parish  is  the  first  in 
the  Diocese  to  resign  the  missionary  stipend  and  support  itself, 
and  now  takes  care  of  Harrisena,  an  excellent  record  and  a  worthy 
example.     It  only  needs  a  Parsonage  now,  and  that  will  come. 

On  Sunday,  July  11,  seventh  after  Trinity,  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Albany,  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  and  in 
the  afternoon  catechized  the  children. 

On  Thursday,  July  15,  I  preached  the  sermon  by  the  Bishop's 

invitation,  in  Christ  Church,  New  Brunswick,  at  the  ordination  to 

the  Diaconate  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Stubbs,  the  son  of  my  father's 

old  and  faithful  friend,  who  has  lent  two  sons  to  this  Diocese. 

Mr.  Stubbs,  with  his  Bishop's  consent,  is  assisting  the  Rector  of 

Whitehall,  with  especial  interest  in   the  work  of  reviving  the 

Church  at  Ticonderoga.     He  is  not  yet  transferred  to  the  Diocese, 

bat  I  trust  he  will  be  and  as  many  more  like  him  and  his  brother 

as  there  are. 

On  Sunday,  July  18,  eighth  after  Trinity,  I  preached  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  in  St.  Peter's,  Albany,  and  assisted 
in  the  Evening  Prayer. 

On  Thursday,  July  22,  I  met  with  the  Standing  Committee  of 

the  Diocese,  in  St.  Peter's  Vestry  room,  to  consider  the  request 

of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  John's,  Cohoes,  to  take  down  their 

present  Church  building,  with  a  view  to  the  purchase  of  a  better 

site  and  the  erection  of  a  more  suitable  Church.     The  proposition 

of  the  Vestry  to  retnove  the  old  building  was  most  gratifying  to 

OS  all,  and  the  permission  was  promptly  given.     As  the  first  action 

in  the  Diocese,  under  the  new  and  admirable  Canon  of  the  late 

General  Convention  to  stop  the  desecration  of  churches,  it  was  an 

important  act. 

On  Tuesday,  July  20,  I  set  out  on  the  visitation  through  the 
counUes  comprising  the  Frontier  Convocation.  Brush's  Mills, 
Malone  and  Plattsburgh,  which  I  had  visited  before,  I  did  not 
include. 
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The  unrivalled  beauty  of  the  sail  down  Lake  Cbamplain  was 
only  clouded  by  the  sense  of  our  neglected  duties,  as  I  passed 
Port  Henry,  West  Port  and  Elizabethtown,  unoccupied  by  the 
Church  which  has  no  station  on  the  Lake  from  Whitehall  to  Essex. 

In  the  evening,  in  St.  John^s  Church,  Essex,  vacant  then  by  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weil,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fairbanks,  of 
Vermont,  the  former  Rector,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached 
to  a  large  and  thoughtful  congregation  gathered  in  this  pretty  vine- 
clad  chapel,  which  commands  (»ne  of  the  loveliest  possible  views, 
and  perpetuates  the  good  works  and  honorable  memory  of  Mr. 
Ross.  Mr.  Hopkins  is  now  the  missionary  here,  and  has  entered, 
with  his  own  energy  and  ability,  upon  a  field,  which  ought  to  be  in 
charge  of  an  associate  mission.  Boquet,  that  was  dead  already,  is 
alive  again.  Wadham's  Mills,  Whallonsburgh  and  Willsborough 
offer  excellent  openings  which  will  be  thoroughly  tested  soon. 

On  Wednesday,  July  21,  in  the  morning,  in  St.  Paul's  Churehf 
Keeseville,  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cook,  and  Mr.  Fairbanks  said 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion.  The  work  of  the  missionary,  here, 
is  another  instance  of  labor,  to  and  beyond  the  power  of  any  one 
man,  reaching  far  outside  of  any  requirements  of  pay  or  position: 
and  it  is  flavored  with  such  self  denial,  ability  and  devotion  as 
ensure  its  success  and  acceptance  with  God. 

Ausablc  Forks  is  fairly  under  weigh  with  admirable  promise;  and 
Peru,  Trout  Brook,  Black  Mountain  and  other  points  are  overlooked, 
in  the  Episcopizing  sense  of  the  word.  Not  meaning  to  put  two 
incongruous  things  together,  I  must  say  that  the  missionary,  here, 
ought  to  have  a  Deacon  and  a  horse.  I  should  like  to  send  him 
the  forjr.er  to  train  for  a  missionary,  and  I  shall  ask  the  means  to 
do  it  from  the  missionary  committee,  as  among  its  most  important 
duties.  The  generous  interest  of  a  churchman  in  Troy  has  secured 
him,  for  the  present,  a  house  to  live  in.  I  may  be  pardoned  for 
recalling  the  pleasure  with  which  I  found  here,  and  at  Ausable 
Forks,  in  the  presence  and  interest  of  two  noble  Church  women, 
graduates  of  St.  Mary's  Hall,  Burlington,  and,  therefore,  earnest 
upholders  of  the  Church,  the  fruit  of  the  good  seed  which  my 
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father  sowed  broadcast,  in  his  great  work  of  the  christian  education 
of  women. 

In  the  afternoon,  at  Ausable  Forks,  in  the  Methodist  house  of 
worship,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cook  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached, 
confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  prospect  here 
is  very  good,  and  I  hope  soon  to  find  a  Church  built. 

On  Thursday,  July  22,  I  consecrated  St.  PauPs  Church,  Chazy. 
The  lustrument  of  Donation  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Neide,  the 
missionarj',  and  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp. 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  Stewart,  Winkley  and  Cook  said  Morning  Prayer, 
and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Randall  and  Du  Vernet,  of  Clarence vi lie.  Rural 
Dean  of  the  Diocese  (»f  Montreal.     The  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins  took 
charge  of  the  music  which  was,  therefore,  churchly,  and,  therefore, 
hearty  and  good.     In  the  afternoon  I  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Frontier  Convocation,  and  rejoiced  in  its  good  work ;  and  in  the 
evening,  after  Evening  Prayer  in  the  Church,  atfa  missionary  meet- 
ing, Mr.  Cook,  Mr.  Winkley  and  I  made  the  addresses.     It  is  a 
very  pretty  Church,  built,  to   a   large  extent,  by  his   surviving 
family,  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Dr.  Stevenson,  "  who  found  favor 
before  God   and   desired  to  build  a  tabernacle   for  the  God  of 
Israel."     The  clergy  will  remember  gratefully  with  me  the  genial 
hospitality  of  our  two  days  visit  here,  and  I  trust  iho  good  people 
here  will  remember,  in  a  practical  way,  the  faithful  and  hitherto 
gratuitous  service  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Neide. 

On  Friday,  July  23,  in  Christ  Church,  Rouse's  Point,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Randall,  Winkley,  Neide  and  Hopkins  said  Morning 
Prayer,  Mr.  Stewart  saying  the  Litany,  and  I  preached,  confirmed 
forty-two  persons  (with  one  afterwards  in  private  and  two  at  Cham- 
plain,  making  forty-five),  addressed  them  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp,  the  Rector,  Dean  Du 
Vernet  and  Mr.  Cook. 

Here,  again,  I  find  the  concurrence  of  such  work  and  worship, 
as  explain  each  other.  The  whole  service  was  alive  with  devo- 
tioD  and  reverence.  The  children's  music  would  have  made  stones 
eiy  outf  if  such  hardness  could  have  stayed  unsoftened  in  that 
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atmosphere.  The  number  confirmed  speaks  for  itself.  Many  of 
them  were  children,  and,  if  I  read  rightly  the  precedents  and 
purposes  of  Confirmation,  it  is  especially  for  children  whose  age,  left 
undefined,  is  measured  riot  by  years  but  by  such  ripeness  in  reli- 
gion and  quickness  of  conscience  as  make  very  tender  years,  some- 
times, years  of  discretion,  of  discernment,  that  is,  between  right 
and  wrong  with  the  desire  to  serve  God,  and  the  need,  therefore,  of 
His  gi-ace.  Their  admission  to  so  solemn  a  position  implies  great 
discernment  before,  and  great  devotion  afterwards,  in  the  Pastor, 
and  these  both  were  here  ;  and,  these  being  present,  I  trust  that 
Christian  parents,  more  and  more,  will  learn  the  lesson  of  the 
Child  Samuel  and  the  Holy  Child  Jesus  in  the  Temple  of  the 
Lord. 

In  the  evening,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Champlain,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Camp  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Randall,  Cook  and  Winkley 
said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  six  persons 
(besides  the  two  reported  before  for  Rouse's  Parish)  and  addressed 
them.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Neide,  Stewart  and  Hopkins  were  present. 
This  was  another  fine  service,  betokening  faithful  work  under 
many  disadvantages  and  drawbacks.  A  car  load  of  Church  people 
from  Rouse's  Point  accompanied  us,  and  added  not  a  little  with  the 
cheer  of  their  company,  and  the  evidences  of  their  sympathy,  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  evening.  Mr.  Neide  has  been  far-reaching  in  his 
fidelity  to  our  Northern  Missions. 

On  Saturday,  July  24,  m  the  morning,  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Centreville,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Randall  and  Neide  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Neide  and  Hopkins. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Ellenburgh,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Randall  and  Neide  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  baptized 
an  infant  and  preached. 

These  are  sad  places  in  their  emptiness  and  desolation,  waste 
places  of  Jerusalem.  At  Centreville,  the  property,  through  the 
faithfulness  of  Mr.  Tomlinson,  the  Warden,  is  in  good  repair. 
But  here  **the  swallows  had  found  them  a  nest"  in  a  way 
undreamed  of  by  the  Psalmist,  and  their  fluttering  at  the  unusual 
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intrusion  into  their  undisturbed  dwelling  place  suggested  the  for- 
lorn desertion  of  this  house,  built  in  the  faith  and  fear  of  God  by 
the  devoted  exeitions  of  Dr.  Coit,  of  Concord.  The  people  here 
are  not  to  be  blamed,  for  they  are  few  and  weak,  and  the  name  of 
life  that  still  remains  is  due  to  the  faith  and  zeal  of  a  venerable 
Church  woman,  a  true  Mother  in  Israel,  who  waits,  as  it  were,  to 
see  the  salvation  of  God.  I  mean  that  she  shall  not  be  much 
longer  disappointed,  for  I  hope  to  establish  a  mission  in  these  two 
points,  adding  Chateaugay,  for  the  present,  to  them. 

At  this  point  I  dropped  the  last  of  the  clergy,  and  felt  greatly 
the  loss  of  their  delightful  companionship. 

On  Sunday,  July  25,  St.  James,  and  ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
in  Trinity  Church,  Potsdam,  the  Rev.  Mr.- Kidney  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  eleven  persons  and  addressed 
them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.     The  Parish  here  is 
strong  in  every  way,  clerical  and  laical,  in  spirit  and  in  substance. 
**  Thrust  out  a  little  from  the  land,''  on  an  island  in  the  Raquette 
river,  it  is  attractive  inside  for  its  service  and  outside  for  its  situa- 
tion and  beauty.     The  Frontier  Convocation  owes  its  energy,  if 
not  its  existence,  to  the  Rector  of  Potsdam,  and  we  all  owe  a  great 
deal  to  the  Frontier  Convocation. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Methodist  house  of  worship,  at  Pots- 
dam Junction,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Winkley,  the  Missionary,  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

On  Monday  morning,  July  26,  in  the  beautiful  stone  building, 
Grace  Church,  Norfolk,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Winkley  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Town  Hall,  at  Massena,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Winkley  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  four 
persons  and  addressed  them. 

These  three  points  cover  Mr.  Winkley 's  missionary  field,  in 
which  he  has  wrought,  with  an  untiring  energy  and  fidelity, 
through  difficulties  that  would  have  discouraged  a  man  of  less 
fiuth.     It  is  too  large  for  any  one  missionary,  and  yet,  for  the

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present,  it  cannot  be  divided.  At  Massena  and  Potsdam  Junction 
the  promise  is  good,  and  Norfolk  has  a  fair  congregation  and  an 
unusually  good  church,  needing  repairs  but  substantial.  A 
Parish  has  been  organized  at  Massena,  and  in  time  something  will 
come  of  it.  How  many  missionaries  will  be  worn  out  and  wearied 
out  first,  remains  to  be  seen,  and  depends  on  the  liberality  of 
churchmen  in  the  Diocese.  This  is  one  of  the  points  towards 
which  I  hope  to  attract  your  earnest  and  practical  interest  in  all 
this  year. 

On  Tuesday,  July  27,  I  consecrated  the?  little  cemetery  on  Barn- 
hardt's  Island;  and  afterwards,  in  the  upper  room  of  the  school 
house,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Kidney,  Winkley,  and  Laurens,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Ontario,  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Ven.  Archdeacon 
Patten.  It  is  pleasant  anywhere  to  record  the  interchange  of  courte- 
sies across  the  border;  but  in  this  instance  there  is  the  added  duty 
of  recognizing  the  faithful  service  of  several  years  which  the  Arch- 
deacon has  rendered  here.  The  Island,  though  belonging  to  us 
is  nearer  the  Canada  shore,  and  the  Archdeacon  or  his  curates, 
winter  and  summer,  often  through  inclement  and  difficult  cross- 
ings (there  is  a  tradition  of  his  swimming  it  once),  has  taken 
most  kind  charge  of  the  little  flock  here.  I  am  glad  to  say  he 
continues  the  care,  to  the  great  comfort  of  the  people,  and  to  my 
great  satisfaction.  The  services  here  were  primitive  and  simple, 
and  most  pleasant;  and  the  openhanded  and  whole-hearted  hos- 
pitality, the  almost  patriarchal  dignity  of  the  four  living  genera^ 
tions  of  the  family  who  own  and  name  the  island,  make  the  memo- 
ries of  the  day  very  fresh  and  fragrant.  It  was  a  Bishop's  first 
visit,  and  I  trust  it  may  not  be  my  last. 

On  Wednesday,  July  28,  in  St.  PauPs  Church,  Waddington,  the 
Ecv.  Mr.  Clemson  said  the  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  said  the  Litany, 
preached,  confirmed  fourteen  persons  and  addressed  them,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Clem- 
son and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Louckes,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ontario.  The 
Church  is  old  enough  to  be  historic  with  honorable  names  in  the 
past  and  present,  and  with  the  always  attractive  memorials  of 
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other  days.  It  is  St.  Paul's,  New  York,  in  miniature.  During 
the  vacancy,  now  I  am  glad  to  say  supplied,  while  the  lay  people 
have  done  well,  they  are  greatly  indebted,  as  I  am,  to  the  Kev. 
Mr.  Clemson  for  his  wise  and  earnest  interest,  and  energy  in  offi- 
ciating at  the  services  and  discharging  the  pastoral  duties  of  the 
Parish. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Universalist  house  of  worship,  at  Mad- 
rid, I  said  Evening  Prayer  and  preached,  and  afterwards  baptized 
an  infant. 

On  Thursday  morning,  July  29,  I  consecrated  Trinity  Church, 
Gouverneur.  The  Instrument  of  Donation  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
E.  DoUoway,  the  rector,  and  the  Sentence  of  (\)nsecration  by  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Kidney.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Neide,  Winslow,  of  Central  New  York,  Clemson,  of  New  York, 
and  Potter.  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed 
them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Babcock  and  Mr.  Ely,  of  Central  New  York,  Carter,  of  Min- 
nesota, and  Winkley.  Earnest  exertions  and  generous  giving 
must  have  combined  to  accomplish  the  result  of  building  this 
Church,  and  its  freeing  from  debt  during  the  last  year,  is  greatly 
doe  to  the  exertions  of  the  rector.  It  is  a  beautiful  building,  and 
the  whole  service  was  very  satisfactory  and  encouraging.  It  was 
pleasant,  too,  to  re-assemblc  the  clergy. 

On  Friday,  July  30,  in  Grace  Church,  Canton,  I  met  the  Sunday 
school  children,  and  received  and  acknowledged  their  gift  of  a 
very  handsome  Bishop's  chair  to  the  Parish;  and  afterwards  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Clemson,  Neide,  Ely  and  Carter  said  Morning  Prayer, 
the  Rev.  Francis  Harison,  of  New  York,  paying  the  Litany,  and  I 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the 
rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Potter,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Kidney  and  Wink- 
ley.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Atwell,  of  Massachusetts,  Rich  and  DoUo- 
way were  present. 

In  the  evening,  in  the  same  Church,  t!ie  Rev.  Messrs.  Dolloway, 
Atwell,  Ely  and  Carter  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  con- 
fiimed  fifteen  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  Church  is  strongly 
rooted  herefrom  the  best  New  York  stock,  in  a  thriving  and  beau- 
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tiful  village,  overshadowed  by  a  great  Universalist  college.  A  good 
work  is  doing  by  the  rector  and  some  christian  men  in  the  Parish 
at  the  county  almshouse,  and  Mr.  Potter's  energy  is  developing 
new  and  very  important  outside  missionary  fields.  All  who  were 
with  me,  here,  will  keep  long  in  mind  the  enjoyment  of  the  hospi- 
talities of  a  charming  christian  home. 

On  Saturday,  July  31,  in  the  evening,  in  the  little  school  house 
at  Morley  (which  looks  like  a  Church,  or  at  least  like  a  Church 
school,  as  I  wish  it  were),  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Potter  and  Frank  Har- 
ison  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  addressed  the 
children,  after  they  had  been  catechized  by  Mr.  Potter.  There  is 
a  noble  promise  of  work  here,  with  every  earnest  of  success.  Mad- 
rid and  Morley  will  be  joined,  and  I  shall  hope  to  send  a  missionary 
here  very  soon.  Mr.  Potter  has  looked  after  Morley,  as  he  has 
after  Clifton  and  the  county  almshouse,  besides  his  regular  duties 
at  Canton. 

In  the  evening,  in  the  Church  at  Lisbon,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Har- 
ison  and  Potter  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  baptized  four  infants 
and  preached.  The  Church  here  is  a  substantial  and  churchly 
building,  barring  the  chancel.  It  has  been  recently  repaired,  through 
the  exertions  of  a  New  York  Churchwoman,  and  a  lot  has  been 
bought  for  a  parsonage.  The  town  is  small,  and  not  increasing. 
It  stands  beautifully  on  the  banks  of  the  noblest  of  all  rivers,  the 
St.  Lawrence,  and  judging  from  the  earnest  interest  and  large  size 
of  the  congregation,  the  Parish  will  grow,  now  that  it  is  connected 
as  a  mission  with  St.  Paul's,  Waddington,  and  under  the  care  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Thorpe. 

On  Sunday,  August  1,  tenth  after  Trinity,  in  the  moniing,  in  St 
John's  Church,  Ogdensburgh,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ely,  of  Central  New 
York,  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  seventeen 
persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Peters.  There  is  real  strength  and  the  stir  of  life  in  the  Church 
here.  A  new  Church  is  in  immediate  prospect,  and  the  Parish  is 
second  in  influence  and  importance  to  none  in  the  Diocese.  I  could 
have  wished  that  the  new  Church  were  to  be  built  upon  another 
site,  so  that  more  accommodation  ought  to  have  been  secured. 
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But  every  outlay  and  enterprise  for  the  greater  glory  of  God  is  too 

gladly  bailed,  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  a  mission  Church  will  be 

built  soon  by  the  contagion  of  this  work.  The  future  of  the  Church 

in  Ogdensbur^h  I  believe  to  be  full  of  dignity  and  prominence  as 

the  cathedral  city  of  a  new  See.     And  I  am  glad  to  feel  that  this 

futui*e  is  laid  upon  the  best  of  all  foundations,  the  rare  token  of 

stability  in  the  residence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Peters,  who  has  grown 

into  the  deep  affections  of  his  people  by  a  rectorship  of  thirty  years. 

Here,  again,  the  old  New  Jersey  associations  were  most  grateful. 

In  the  afternoon,  by  the  courtesy  of  my  kind  host,  Mr.  Averell, 
the  vestry  and  some  of  the  parishioners  accompanied  me  in  his 
steam-yacht  to  Morristown,  eight  miles  up  the  St.  Lawrence, 
where  in  Christ  Church  the  Rev.  Dr.  Peters  and  the  Rev.  E.  L. 
Jones,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ontario,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  bap- 
tized an  infant,  preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and  addressed 
theoL 

The  music  and  the  whole  service  were  delightful.  The  font 
bloomed  with  lily  buds  born  in  the  water, 

'*  That  alternate  sink  and  heave 
Where  small  waves  ebb  and  flow ;" 

and  one  could  hardly  realize,  in  the  fact  and  faces  of  the  congre- 
gation, the  heaviness  of  heart  that  bad  been  with  them  in  the  long 
two  years'  illness  of  their  rector,  his  death  and  the  dreary  vacancy 
that  followed,  ended,  I  trust  now,  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Jas. 
a  Tyng. 

Of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Humphrey's  life  and  death,  I  know  but  little. 
The  deep  feeling  evinced  by  his  people  when  I  spoke  of  his  loss, 
their  reverent  recollections  of  him,  and  the  tradition  of  his  devo- 
tion in  work,  his  patience  in  suffering  and  his  faith  in  death,  are 
the  best  tribute  that  can  be  paid  to  any  priest.  His  is  the  only 
name  we  have  to  place  upon  the  list  of  the  clergy  entered,  out  of  this 
new  Diocese,  into  the  Paradise  of  God.  It  is  not  long,  I  know,  since 
we  were  here.  But  in  this  changeful  world  only  a  short  time  is 
needed  to  make  great  changes,  and  while  we  thank  the  good  Lord 
who  has  spared  us  all,  may  we  take  to  heart  the  warning,  and  emu- 
late the  example,  of  our  brother's  death  and  life. 
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On  Wednesday,  August  4, 1  confirmed  in  private  one  person,  a 
parishioner  of  Trinity  Church,  Albany. 

On  Thursday,  August  5,  in  the  morning,  in  Christ  Chui*ch, 
Cooperstown,  at  a  second  visitation  of  the  parish,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Buel,  the  Sector,  and  Dr.  Beach  of  New  York,  and  A.  H.  Stubbs, 
said  £vening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  five  persons. 

On  Friday,  August  6,  in  the  quaint  and  venerable  building  of 
Christ  Church,  Duanesburgh,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Eastman  and  I  said 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached.  The  old  Parish  misses  and 
mourns  its  beloved  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lowell,  as  well  it  may, 
and  as  we  all  do.  1  trust  that  the  place  may  soon  be  supplied. 
Its  filling  is  another  question.  Meanwhile  it  is  to  the  credit  of 
past  training  and  present  practice,  that  in  the  middle  of  **  haying" 
such  a  congregation  of  farmers  gathered  for  the  service.  There  is 
a  fine  parsonage  and  a  glebe,  and  the  situation  is  beautiful.  The 
work  ahead  involves,  I  hope  soon,  the  fulfilment  of  a  cherished 
hope  of  Mr.  Duane,  the  building  of  a  chapel  at  Esperance,  six 
miles  away,  where  already  he  has  gathered  and  sustains  a  success- 
ful Sunday-school. 

On  Sunday,  August  8,  the  twelfth  after  Trinity,  I  celebrated 
and  preached  in  St.  Peter's,  Albany,  and  said  the  Evening  Prayer. 

On  Tuesday,  August  10,  I  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  new 
Trinity  Church,  Lansingburgh,  whose  beauty  will  be  given  to  Grod 
for  the  ashes  and  from  tJie  ashes  of  the  old  wooden  building,  sacred 
with  venerable  associations,  but  far  less  worthy  of  its  sacred  use 
than  this  will  be.  The  clergy  present  wore  the  Rev.  Drs.  Nelson 
of  Maryland,  Fairbairn  of  New  York,  Tucker  and  Potter  ;  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Hall  (the  Rector),  Widdemer,  Ferguson,  Brown,  Cary, 
Danker,  Adams,  Thorpe,  Walker,  Fisher  and  Tripp,  of  New  York. 
Immediately  afterwards  I  consecrated  the  chapel  of  the  Parish  to 
be  used  at  present  for  the  services,  and  afterwards  for  the  Sunday- 
school  and  other  sacred  uses.  The  Instrument  of  Donation  was 
read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hall,  and  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Brown.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion, assisted  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Nelson,  Fairbairn  and  Tucker,  and 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Cary  and  Danker,  the  Morning  Prayer  having 
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been  said  by  the  other  clergy  present.  The  example  of  this  Par- 
ish cannot  be  too  strongly  commended  for  practical  good  sense 
and  prompt  energy,  and  for  pious  liberality.  The  service  was 
delightful,  and  the  Vestry  entertained  the  Clergy  afterwards  most 
hospitably. 

During  my  two  weeks'  holiday,  I  preached  three  times  in  Cal- 
Tary  Church,  Cairo,  and  celebrated  and  preached  once  in  Christ 
Charch,  Greenville. 

On  Sunday,  August  29,  fourteenth  after  Trinity  (the  only 
Sunday  on  which  St.  Peter's  was  closed),  I  said  Morning  Prayer, 
and  preached,  and  said  Evening  Prayer  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Albany. 

On  Monday,  August  30,  I  confirmed  in  private  one  person,  a 
parishioner  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany. 

On  Thursday,  September  2, 1  consecrated  the  Church  of  St.  Sacra- 
ment, at  Bolton,  Lake  George.     The  Instrument  of  Donation  was 
read  by  the  Kev.  Wm.  F.  Lewis,  of  Maryland,  minister  in  charge, 
and  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  by  the  Rev.  Fred.  B.  Van  Kleeck, 
of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  one  of  the  trustees.     The  service 
was  choral  throughout  and  beautifully  rendered,  Mr.  Mcsssiter 
and  one  of  the  boys  from  Trinity,  New  York,  leading  the  music. 
Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ferguson  and  Messrs. 
Oberly,  Stevenson  and  Locke,  of  New  York.     The  Rev.  Dr.  Van 
Kleeck  preached  the  sermon.     I  confirmed  four  persons  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tuttle  and 
Mr.  Crary,  of  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Potter,  D.  D.,  E.  E. 
Butler,  Luson  and  Danker.     It  is  only  the  truth,  and  it  is  the 
highest  praise,  to  say  that  the  Church,  the  service  and  the  spirit  of 
the  day,  were  worthy  of  the  place.     On  the  shore  of  Lake  George, 
where  everything  is  beautiful,  Bolton  is  most  beautiful  of  all.     Of 
all  that  lingers  in  the  memory,  it  is  hard  to  say  what  is  the  most 
lovely,  the  day,  the  situation,  the  Church  itself,  the  service,  the 
sweet  memory  of  the  departed   "by  the  sea  of  glass  ;"  or  the 
thankful,  well  earned,  unassuming  joy  of  one  heart  in  whose  lov- 
ing and  pious  purpose  this  exquisite  work    was  born,  and  the 
holy-day  hospitality,  with  waving  flags,  pealing  bells  and  boom- 
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ing  guns  that  welcomed  us  to  the  beauty  of  this  almost  conse- 
crated lake. 

On  Friday,  September  3,  iu  the  Academy  at  Ticonderoga,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Luson,  the  Missionary,  said  the  Litany,  and  I  preached  and 
confirmed  seven  persons,  and  immediately  after  I  laid  the  corner- 
stone of  the  Church  of  the  Cross,  and  made  the  addresses,  the 

■ 

Eev.  Mr.  Luson  and  Francis  Stubbs  being  present.  This  is  emin- 
ently a  work  of  restoration.  The  pious  hopes  and  efforts  of  the 
X^ast,  thwarted  for  a  time  by  disaster  and  desertion,  are  waking  to 
life  and  growth. 

On  Saturday,  September  4, 1  consecrated  St.  James'  Church,  Cald- 
well, Lake  George.  The  Instrument  of  Donation  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  R.  F.  Crary,  of  New  York  (once  the  Rector),  and  the  Sentence 
of  Consecration  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  VanKleeck,  of  the  Diocese  of  Long 
Island.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Crary  and 
Locke,  of  New  York,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Tuttle  and  Van  Kleeck. 
The  very  beautiful  church,  fitting  in  suitably  with  the  unrivalled 
beauty  of  its  surroundings,  replaces  a  smaller  wooden  building, 
blown  down  instantly  upon  its  consecration.  It  completeness  is  due, 
under  God,  not  more  to  the  generous  givings  of  churchmen  from 
without,  than  to  the  patient  persevering  faith  of  the  few  resident 
churchmen  here,  whose  number  I  am  glad  to  say  is  growing. 

On  Sunday,  September  5,  fifteenth  after  Trinity,  I  said  Morning 
Prayer,  preached  and  celebrated,  and  said  Evening  Prayer  in  St. 
Peter's,  Albany;  and  also  said  Evening  Prayer  and  preached  in 
Trinity  Church,  Albany. 

On  Monday,  September  6,  in  the  evening,  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Charlton,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wainwright  and  Carey  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  baptized  the  Rector's  infant  child,  preached,  con- 
firmed three  persons  (one  in  private),  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Payne  and  the  Rector,  the 
Rev.  Elias  Weil.  Two  of  the  three  confirmed  were  from  the  mis- 
sion at  Glenville,  which  the  separation  from  Burnt  Hills  enables 
and  encourages  the  Rector  to  develope. 

On  Thursday,  September  9,  I  consecrated  Christ  Church,  West 
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Burlington.  The  Instrument  of  Donation  was  read  by  the  Bev.  Joel 
Davis,  the  Missionary,  and  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Rulison.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Stubbs  and  H.  G.  Perry,  of  the  Diocese  of  California,  and  I 
preached,  confirmed  nine  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hughes, 
Bnel,  Rulison  and  Davis.  Many  things  have  contributed  to  the 
success  of  this  work,  in  the  beautiful  building  and  spirited 
dervioe.  The  chapel  is  largely  a  memorial  building,  to  which  Mr. 
Moss  has  generously  contributed.  But  the  people  all  willingly 
offered  themselves,  and  the  present  missionary  treads  faithfully  in 
the  footsteps  of  the  venerable  Mr.  Hughes,  as  the  builder  up  of 
the  Churches  in  Otsego  county. 

On  Friday,  September  10,  I  consecrated  the  Morris  Memorial 
and  All  Saints'  Chapel,  at  Morris.  The  Instrument  of  Donation 
was  read  hy  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lighthipe,  and  the  Sentence  of  Conse- 
cration by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rulison.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  hy 
and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Scofield,  Stubbs,  Davis,  Perry,  of  California, 
and  Lewis  of  Central  New  York,  and  I  baptized  an  infant,  preached 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Ayranlt,  of  Central  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hughes  and 
Kulison. 

The  chapel  complete,  substantial  and  beautiful,  is  built  in  mem. 
ory  of  Gen.  Jacob  Morris,  by  his  lineal  descendants.  His  name  is 
most  honorably  connected  with  the  verj'  beginning  of  the  Church 
iu  this  county,  and  lives  still,  in  something  more  than  name,  in 
those  who  do  him  honor  and  carry  on  his  work.  It  is  the  All 
Saints'  memorial  as  well,  linking  in  other  names,  as  well  as  his,  in  the 
communion  of  saints.  The  little  child,  knit  together  with  them  all 
in  the  baptismal  service  to-day,  was  one  of  Gen.  Morris'  descend- 
ants, and  bore  in  part  his  name. 

In  the  evening,  in  Christ  Church,  Butternuts,  at  my  second  visi- 
tation, the  Rev.  Messrs.  Perry  and  Lighthipe,  the  rector,  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  contirmod  two  persons. 

On  Sunday,  September  12,  sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in

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the  morning,  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany,  and  in  the  afternoon  1  said  Evening 
Prayer  and  catechized  the  children. 

On  Monday,  September  13,  I  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the 
Church  of  St.  Augustine,  Ilion.  The  Rev.  Drs.  Van  Deusen  and 
Gibson,  of  Central  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wood,  Thomas, 
Stanley  and  Lancaster,  the  missionary,  were  present,  and  I  made 
the  address.  The  faithful  labors  of  Hedges  and  Wood  are  fol- 
lowed up  by  the  admirable  missionary  here,  and  the  spirit  of  the 
people  and  the  promise  of  the  place  are  most  encouraging.  The 
arrangement  for  the  service  and  for  the  entertainment  were  per- 
fect, and  will  set  the  fashion,  I  hope,  for  all  such  occasions. 

September  14,  in  the  Vestry  Room  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Al- 
bany, I  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

On  Friday  and  Saturday,  September  17  and  18,  I  held  the 
Canonical  examination  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Bogert  Walker,  Deacon, 
and  the  Rev.  Joel  Davis,  Deacon,  candidates  for  Priest's  Order. 
The  examinations  were  conducted  very  thoroughly,  by  the  Rev. 
Drs.  Coit  and  Tucker,  my  examining  Chaplains,  and  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fairbairn  and  Messrs.  Selkirk  and  Russell. 

And  on  Sunday,  Septeml)er  19,  the  seventeenth  Sunday  after 
Trinity,  and  the  Autumnal  Ember  Sunday,  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Albany,  I  advanced  the  Rev.  Wm.  Bogert  Walker  and  the  Rev. 
Joel  Davis,  Deacons,  to  the  sacred  order  of  Priesthood. 
Morning  Prayer  had  been  said  at  an  earlier  hour  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Fairbairn  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fisher.  The  sermon  was  preached 
and  the  candidates  were  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fairbairn,  and 
I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hall, 
of  Long  Island  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nelson,  of  Maryland  ;  the  other 
priests  present,  and  joining  in  the  laying  on  of  hands,  being  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Selkirk,  Russell  and  Marshall. 

This  completes  the  record  of  the  work  done  in  the  ten  months 
that  make  up  our  Canonical  year;  or,  more  accurately  speaking, 
in  the  eight  months  since  my  consecration.  I  have  not,  of  course, 
counted  what  has  been  my  privilege  for  more  than  twenty  years, 
and  my  great  refreshment  and  comfort  on  my  returns  home,  the

attendance  at  the  Daily  Prayer  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany.  It 
18  the  best  soother,  and  the  best  systematizer  of  a  busy  life  that 
can  be  devised.  I  have  to  thank  God  for  His  gracious  provi- 
dence which  has  enabled  me  to  accomplish,  with  a  single  excep- 
tion, the  visitation  of  all  the  Parishes  in  the  Diocese.  The  tem- 
porary absence  from  duty  of  the  rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Hoosac,  has  led  me  to  postpone  my  visit  to  his  Parish  until  his 
restoration  to  health,  now,  I  am  glad  to  say,  completed,  returns 
him  to  his  work. 

To  have  travelled  4,126  miles,  1,028  of  it  in  carriages  and  sleighs, 
in  perfect  health  and  safety,  with  the  bountiful  gift  of  pleasant 
weather,  cordial  welcomes  and  tokens  of  earnest  work,  crowned 
by  the  rich  blessings  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  is  matter  of  devout 
thankfulness  to  God. 

I  have  made  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  visitations,  visiting 
twice  the  Parishes  of  Centreville,  Ilion,  Butternuts,  Morris,  West 
Burlington,  Cooperstown,  Lansingburgh  and  Caldwell. 

The  results  of  the  visitations,  in  statistical  statement,  are  as 
follows  :

You  will  bear  with  me  a  little  longer,  my  brethren,  while  I 
speak  to  you  plainly  upon  a  few  points  which  I  consider  of  great 
practical  importance  to  our  work. 

The  number  of  changes  among  our  clergy  during  these  eight 
months  is  to  me  a  matter  of  very  serious  concern.  Among  our 
eighty-four  clergy  there  have  been  no  less  than  thirty-seven 
changes.  Such  a  state  of  things  destroys  the  stability  of  Parishes, 
breaks  up  and  mars  the  efficiency  of  clergymen,  and  washes  out 
all  characteristic  c(»lor  and  tone  from  the  Diocese.  Nothing  has 
so  barrassed  and  troubled  me.  There  must  be  fault  on  both  sides, 
it  seems  to  me,  to  account  for  such  a  state  of  things;  allowing 
for  the  rightful  and  iuevital)le  changes,  and  acknowledging  the 
restless  tendency  of  the  times,  that  makes  Albany  no  excep- 
tion. One  cause  is  the  discreditable  insufficiency  of  salaries. 
This  is  an  old  story,  but  it  is  a  sad  one  for  a  Bishop  to  see  and 
feel.  The  laymen  do  not  realize  their  own  ability,  if  they  would 
give  systematically  and  frequently,  and  according  to  the  only 
standard  owned  or  known  by  God — not  rich  men  in  proportion  to 
their  means — but  ever}/  man,  poor  as  well  as  rich,  according  to  his 
several  ability.  And  they  do  not  know  the  straits  of  the 
clergy,  who  are  men  and  will  not  whimper,  who  are  gentlemen 
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and  will  not  beg,  who  are  Christians  and  will  '*  endure  hardness." 
No  clergyman's  salary  ought  to  be  permitted  to  be  less  than 
$1,000.     No  Parish  ought  to  be  without  a  parsonage.     And  bad  as 
I  think  the  compulsory  celibacy  of  Rome  is,  and  I  think  it  is  very 
bad,  I  think  it  is  surpassed  by  the  meanness  that  sets  a  premium  on 
an  unmarried  priest  because  he  is  cheap,  or  looks  out  for  a  clergy- 
man who  has  inherited  or  married  a  pittance  of  property,  where- 
with he  can  eke  out  the  dolings  of  a  stinted  support.     I  tell  you, 
my  beloved,  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,  and  the  "  hire  of  the 
laborers  who  have  reaped"  down  God's  golden  fields  of  saved  souls, 
which  is  of  you  kept  back  by  fraud  (so  far  as  you  can  pay  or  can 
withhold  the  wages  of  such  work),  crieth,  **  and  the  cries  of 
those  which  have  reaped,  are  entered  into  the  ears  of  the  Lord  of 
Sabaoth."     What  is  the  reason  of  the  cankered  silver  and  the 
rusted  gold?     What  is  the  meaning  of  corrupted  riches  and  gar- 
ments moth  eaten?     Why  are  the  fortunes  of  the  hard  and  hoarding 
hand  scattered,  to  the  dogs  of  dissipation,  by  the  loose  and  lavish 
hands  of  degenerate  sons?     Why  are  so  many  *i  names  put  out  in 
the  next  generation  "  that  were  known  and  read  of  all  men  in  the 
last?     Why  can  the  homes,  and  commercial  centres,  and  fortunes, 
and  hopes  of  a  continent  be  shaken  to  their  tottering,  whenever 
the  reckless  licentiousness  of  wanton  profligates  decides  to  play 
its  desperate  game  of  chance,  with  stakes  of  millions  of  other  peo- 
ple's money ,  as  a  variation  from  its  customary  ^'points"  of  woman's 
virtue  and  man's  honor?  ''The  silver  is  ii:ine  and  the  gold  is  mine, 
saith  the  Lord."  ''  The  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  the  fullness  thereof." 
These  are  the  forgotten  lessons,  of  an  age  that  stints  its  religious 
tithes,  starves  its  religious  teachers  and  spends  upon  itself,  whose 
echoes  come  back  to  us  from  the  disasters  and  distresses  that  sur- 
round us  on  every  side.    There  are  magnificent  monuments  in  this 
Diocese,  and  living  witnesses,  thank  God,  too,  of  the  liberality  of 
laymen  in  the  surviving   works,  or   in   the  prolonged    lives  of 
Warren,  and  DeWitt,  and  Marshall,  and  Stott,  and  Bnrhans,  and 
Cushney,  and  Harris,  and  Stevenson,  and  Paine,  and  Brush,  and 
fiosBe,  and  Thurman,  and  Morris,  and  Farnam.     May  their  noble 
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examples  find  repeated  imitation,  and  muko  us  all,  in  all  ways, 
wortliy  of  and  up  to  their  standard. 

The  irregularity  of  payment  of  salaries  is  another  serious  evil, 
and  I  would  suggest  to  the  Parishes,  not  merely  in  general  terms 
a  regular  payment,  but  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  payments, 
either  quarterly  or  by  a  monthly  cheque,  put  in  the  offertory  on 
the  first  Sunday  in  the  month.     But  this  is  not  all. 

The  selfishness  that  half  supports  the  clergy  is  the  correlative  of 
the  self-will  that  sets  up  an  authoritative  censorship  of  them,  in  the 
personal  tastes  of  every  parishioner,  especially  if  he  be  rich  and 
hires  a  pew.  It  has  come  to  that  pass,  that  the  **  I  like,  or  1  do  not 
li  kc  a  clergyman,"  is  the  signal  for  his  dismissal,  or  for  such  with- 
drawal of  support,  pecuniary  and  personal,  as  involves  his  resigna- 
tion. It  is  even  worse  than  this,  for  in  these  days  of  suspicion,  a 
single  practice,  however  harmless,  however  private  or  however 
proper,  a  single  expression  misunderstood,  often,  by  the  imper- 
fect theological  knowledge  of  the  hearer,  becomes  the  ready 
TTov  aro),  the  point  on  which  to  place  the  lever  of  criticism,  com- 
plaint, accusation,  scandal,  with  which  to  pry  out  of  his  place  a 
man  perhaps  unwise  (but  who  is  always  wise);  perhaps  over- 
zealous  (but  excess  must  somewhere  counterbalance  defect  of 
interest);  perhaps  not  exactly  agreeing  with  every  one  else's  dif- 
fering views;  perhaps  not  suiting  every  one  else's  varying  tastes; 
but  still  earnest,  faithful,  laborious,  and  at  any  rate  so  far  sound 
in  doctrine  and  loyal  in  practice  that  his  opposers  dare  not 
resort  to  the  only  rightful  method  of  faulting  him;  namely,  com- 
plaint to,  and  investigation  and  decision  by,  the  Ordinary.  I  be- 
seech you,  my  beloved  brethren  of  the  laity,  to  banish  from  the 
Church  this  arbitrary  egotism,  this  despotic  individualism.  In  a 
well  ordered  Christian  household  servants  are  not  treated  so,  and 
though  we  are  your  servants  for  Jesu's  sake,  yet  are  we,  in  such 
sort  "ambassadors  for  Christ  that  He  doth  beseech  you  by  us."  Fancy 
what  your  position  would  be,  if  the  clergyman  neglected,  con- 
demned, excommunicated  every  one  of  you  whom  he  did  not  like, 
or  disagreed  with.  Fancy  what  the  end  would  be  if  lawyers  and 
jurors  so  treated  a  judge  with  whom  they  disagreed,  or  company 
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officers  and  regimeuts,  a  general  of  whom  they  disapproved.  Fancy 
what  the  result  is  to  be,  so  far  as  unity  is  concerned,  so  far  as 
peace,  so  far  as  work,  if,  for  the  tyranny  of  the  papacy,  or  the 
worse  tyranny  of  the  popular  frenzy  of  a  day,  is  to  be  substituted 
the  worst  tyranny  still  of  self-will,  a  hydra  hundred-headed  (if 
there  are  a  hundred  parishioners),  a  pope  whose  claim  to  infallible 
sovereignty  is  its  ignorance,  its  tenacity,   or  its  balance  in  the 
bank.     There  can  be  no  hope  of  a  restoration  of  the  legitimate 
confidence  and  stability  in  the  relation  between  pastor  and  people, 
until  pei'sonal  preferences  and  prejudices  are  left  out;  until  for- 
bearance takes  the  place  of  fault-finding;  until  ideals  of  perfection 
are  recognized  as  unattainable;  until  differences  of  tastes,  temper 
and  training  are  allowed  for;  until  the  little  point,  the  thin  sharp 
edge  of  individualism  is  forsaken,  for  the  broad  and  catholic  stand- 
point of  charity. 

The    other    side    of    this   I   may   not   fail   to   urge   on   you, 
beloved  brethren  of  the  clergy.     The  forbearance  that  I  ask  for 
you,  you  must  extend  to  all  the   people  of  your  cures.     In  these 
unsettled  days,  when  rumors  are   rife  and  suspicions  fill  the  air, 
when    we   are    dealing    with    a    people,    many   of    whom    were 
uever  grounded  in  the  faith,  and  many  of  whom  accept  it  on  out- 
ride and  aesthetic  grounds,  rather  than  from  examination  and  con- 
viction, our  duty  demands  a  cautious  courage,  a  discreet  decision, 
which  only  love  of  souls  and  for  the   Saviour  of  our  souls  can 
inspire.     Doctrinal  definitness  and  reverence  in  ritual,  the  trum- 
pet's certain   sound,  and  the  wrought-gold  raiment  of  the  King's 
(laughter — these  things  maintain  and  exhibit;  but  avoid  the  use 
of  easily  misunderstood  words,  however  capable  of  sound  and  safe 
explanations — of  things  that  may  look  like  symbols  of  error,  how- 
ever much  your  use  of  them  means  only  truth.     As  you  love  your 
Lord,  your  people  and  your  own  souls,  deny  yourselves  in  mat- 
ters of  mere  individual  taste,  that  you  may  not  cause  your  brother 
to  offend.     Let  not  your  thought  or  talk  be  of  the  outward  acts 
of  religion,  and  let  the  world  attest  that  all  your  care  for  such 
things  is  for  the  substance  that  they  shadow,  and  for  the  reverence 
of  which  they  ai*e  the  ritual. 
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I  greatly  desire  to  cultivate  in  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese  an 
esprit  du  corpSj  a  love  for  and  a  loyalty  to  this  portion  of  the  Church 

of  Christ — 

Inaprav  eXaxe^  ravrav   icoofjiei. 

Our  lot  has  fallen  in  Albany.  Let  us,  therefore,  elevate,  adorn, 
dignify,  advance  Albany.  You  are  not,  I  know,  related  to  the 
Diocese  as  I  am  till  death  us  do  part.  But  I  pray  you,  stand  with 
me,  as  I  will  stand  by  you,  God  helping  me ;  and  let  men  see 
that  you  do  not  deserve,  as  I  know  the  clergy  do  not  deserve,  the 
accusations,  that  a  larger  salary,  a  more  prominent  position,  an 
easier  field,  are  providential  calls  to  changes.  One  year  of  work  in 
this  Diocese,  with  the  men  that  are  with  me  now;  no  loss,  if  Grod 
will  grant  it,  to  us  by  death;  no  falling  away,  if  you  will  give  it 
to  me,  by  changes,  and  another  Convention  will  see  such  results 
as  this  year's  blessings  foreshadow,  only,  as  the  handful  of  the 
first  fruits  promises  the  barn's  full  of  the  harvest;  only  as  the  tiny 
grass  blades  of  March  paint  the  emerald  hope,  of  waving  plains 
and  hillsides  kissed  by  the  July  sun. 

But,  of  course,  I  cannot  hope  for  this  Diocese  an  exemption  alto- 
gether from  the  changes  and  chances  of  life,,  and  I  desire  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  laity  to  the  evident  expectation  of  our  Canon 
Law,  in  reference  to  the  filling  and  emptying  of  Parishes. 
Canon  4,  section  1,  title  II  of  the  ** Digest"  requires  the  consent 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  to  any  dissolution  of 
the  pastoral  relation,  making  both  sides,  the  clergyman  and  the 
people,  amenable  to  discipline,  as  the  Bishop  and  Convention 
may  determine.  And  Canon  XI*  of  the  Diocese  requires  immedi- 
ate notice  to  be  given  to  the  Bishop,  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Parish. 


*  CANON  XT. 
Of  Vacant  Parishes. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  a  Parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry 
to  jrive  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  who  can 
with  the  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  vacant  Parishes  as 
have  been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper. 
At  every  such  Convention,  the  Clergy  so  appointed  shall  be  called  on  for  an  account 
of  the  fulfillment  of  the  duty,  and  to  make  a  full  report  concerning  the  state  of  the 
Parishes  which  they  have  visited.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Parishes 
thus  supplied,  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incident  to  such  occasional  services. 
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It  seems  to  me  that  much  difficulty  would  be  avoided  by  a  com- 
pliance with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  these  laws;  that  fewer  Par- 
ishes would  be  vacated;  that  Parishes  would  be  better  and  sooner 
filled.  For,  while,  of  course,  the  Bishop  could  not  compel  the 
retention  in,  or  the  reception  into  a  Parish,  of  an  unwelcome  Rector, 
lie  can  often  in  the  first  instance  remove  misunderstanding;  and 
do  the  second,  with  his  intimate  knowledge  of  his  Parishes,  and 
2u8  larger  acquaintance  with  clergymen,  he  is  far  more  likely  to 
suggest  the  suitable  man,  than  the  source  from  which  the  sugges- 
tion usually  comes — some  irresponsible  party,  some  prejudiced 
inend,  some  self-seeking  clergyman  ;  or  the  resort  to  that  most  un- 
worthy of  all  absurdities,  the  trial  of  a  clergyman  preaching  single 
show-oflT  sermons,  as  a  proof  of  pastoral  fitness  or  power.  As  a  priest 
or  a  layman,  in  politics  or  in  religion,  I  never  believed  in  with- 
drawing power  where  responsibility  is  put.  The  latter  oflsets 
and  outweighs  the  former.  I  believe  I  was  always  an  obedient 
citizen,  a  dutiful  Deacon,  and  a  loyal  Priest.  If  a  General  has  to 
fight  a  battle,  he  ought  to  select  his  corps  commanders,  to  post  his 
pickets  and  to  choose  his  reserves.  And  a  Bishop  requires  and 
deserves  the  advisory  control,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  over  the  men 
who  work  in  his  Diocese.  If  he  has  it,  and  advises  unwisely,  the 
responsibility  and  a  large  part  of  the  injury  are  his.  If  he  does 
not  have  it,  the  general  work  suflFers,  and  in  its  suflFering,  every 
place  and  part  of  it  are  hurt.  I  do  not  believe  in  Hectors  without 
Vestries,  or  Bishops  without  Conventions,  or  any  irresponsible 
control;  neither  do  I  believe  in  Vestries,  Conventions,  Convoca- 
tions, without  the  Bishop;  the  Bishop,  like  everybody  else,  being 
under  the  law.  In  fact,  I  believe  that  an  Episcopal  Church  (sav- 
ing the  tautology)  has  an  Episcopate.  Granting  the  worst  ele- 
ment in  a  Bishop  (or  in  anybody),  self-seeking,  self-interest,  what 
is  his  self,  what  is  his  interest,  but  the  Diocese?  Neither  his  suc- 
cess, his  comfort,  his  influence  nor  his  good  name,  is  enhanced  by 
Parishes  in  hot  water  with  their  clergymen,  and  clergymen  failing 
to  accomplish  their  work.  His  interest  and  the  interest  of  the 
Diocese  are  identical,  unless  he  is  unprincipled  and  worthy  of 
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degradation.  And  while  certain  fourth-ofJuly  laymen  and  a  few 
Exctcr-Hall  clergymen  waste  their  breath  in  denouncing  the  tyr- 
anny and  autocracy  and  aristocracy  of  prelatical  pretension  and 
Episcopal  assumption,  my  knowledge  of  Bishops,  and  yours,  too; 
and  my  sense  of  the  effect  of  the  office  shows,  that  it  tends  to  bow  men 
down  with  a  weight  of  harassing  cares  and  crushing  accountability, 
till  those  who  are  fit  for  the  office,  grow  lowly  and  humble  and 
conciliatory,  and  those  who  are  not,  are  cowed  into  inoffensive- 
ness,  and  timidity,  and  compromise. 

I  am  thankful  to  find  in  the  Diocese  an  approximation  towards, 
and  an  appreciation  of  the  rightful  position  of  music  in  the  worship 
of  God,  and  the  right  ideas  of  music  as  an  act  of  worship.  It  is 
natural  enough  for  Eome  to  resort  to  a  style  of  music,  gaudy  and 
showy  as  the  tinsel  and  artificial  flowers  and  soiled  lace  of  her 
churches;  and  as  she  takes  her  prayers  out  of  people's  mouths  by 
an  unvernacular  language,  to  rob  them  also  of  their  praises,  by 
the  intrusion  of  operatic  choirs.  And  it  is  the  spirit  of  all  the 
Protestant  services,  except  the  Methodist,  to  make  the  congrega- 
tion listeners  and  lookers  on.  But  for  our  liturgical  Church,  with 
her  manual  of  antiphonal  worship,  of  common  praise  and  prayer, 
and  her  heritage  of  tones  and  chants,  of  tunes  and  anthems,  Gre- 
gorian and  Anglican,  to  submit  to  the  tyrany  of  organists  and  ftolo 
singers,  advertising  and  admiring  themselves  instead  of  edifying 
the  people  and  adoring  God,  and  to  allow  the  arbitrariness  of  musical 
committees,  who  prostitute  the  service  of  song,  to  raise  the  pew 
rents  and  attract  the  wealthiness  and  worldliness  of  men,  is  a 
miracle  of  degeneration  and  a  surrender  of  principle  which  cannot 
be  condoned.  I  hope  the  clergy  will  remember  that  they  cannot 
escape  their  responsibility  in  this  matter ;  theirs,  as  the  ordained 
leaders  of  the  people's  worship,  as  well  as  by  the  plain  Rubric  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  I  know  that  sometimes  their  igno- 
rance or  their  peculiar  tastes  will  lead  to  queer  and  undesirable 
results.  But,  with  no  end  in  view  except  the  glory  of  God  in  the 
public  worship  of  the  congregation,  with  the  ability  to  call  in 
competent  advisers  and  assistants,  and  with  their  legitimate  respon- 
sibility and  their  concern  for  the  peace  of  the  Parishes,  the  matter 
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is  safer  with  them  than  it  can  be  in  any  other  hands.  I  am  glad 
to  call  attention  to  the  wise  and  well  timed  opinion  of  the  Bishop 
of  Pennsylvania. 

"  The  Rector  has  the  right  to  control  such  arrangements,  both 
ia  Church  and  in  Sunday  School,  as  in  his  judgment  shall  be  for 
the  best  interests  of  each.  The  building  and  all  the  appurtenances 
of  the  building  being  designed  for  promoting  the  spiritual  good 
of  the  Parish,  the  Rector  has  the  undoubted  right  to  use  it,  and  to 
control  the  arrangement  of  it  in  such  wise  as  shall  best  subserve 
the  religious  welfare  of  the  people  committed  to  his  charge. 

**The  vestry  are  the  legal  trustees  of  the  Church  property. 
They  have,  or  should  have,  the  sole  control  of  the  finances.     They 
are  to  direct  and  supervise  repairs.     They  are  to  secure  all  such 
material  aid  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Parish  require.  .  They  are  to 
elect  the  Rector,  but  they  must  remember  that  the  money  matters 
confided  to  them' pertain  to  the  Lord's  treasury;  that  the  clergy- 
man whom  they  elect  Rector  is  set  over  them  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  hence  all  their  trusteeship  has  a  spiritual  bearing,  and  should 
work  in  with,  and  be  in  subservience  to,  the  great  object  of  paro- 
chial organization,  viz  :  the  ingathering  of  souls  into  the  fold  of 
Christ. 

**  As  it  respects  the  music  of  the  Church,  this  also  is,  by  the 
Rubric  of  the  Prayer  Book,  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Rector, 
who  is  especially  charged  with  the  oversight  thereof.  He  has  the 
full  right  to  select  the  choir,  to  choose  the  tunes,  to  suppress  what 
he  deems  *  light  and  unseemly  music,'  and  consequently  introduce 
such  as  he  shall  hold  to  be  suitable  for  divine  worship.  Where 
there  is  a  paid  organist  or  choir,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  vestry  to  pay 
them.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Rector  to  direct  them  ;  but  not  to 
pay  them..  As  it  is  the  duty  of  the  vestry  to  guard  with  care  the 
revenues  of  the  Church,  it  is  also  their  duty  to  apportion  out  the 
salaries  of  the  elected  officers  of  the  Church  in  the  wisest  and 
most  economical  manner,  yet  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  salary 
of  a  Rector,  and  to  make  no  changes  without  consulting  with  him. 
It  is  not  a  good  spirit  which  would  seek  to  express  its  dissatisfac- 
tion with  a  Rector  by  suddenly  reducing  his  stipend.     Such  a 
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course  is  always  unwise,  and  brings  discredit  on  the  Church  which 
does  it. 

The  subject  of  theological  education  is  one  of  vital  importance 
to  us.  We  must,  out  of  ourselves,  supply  to  a  great  extent  our 
own  wants.  I  have  already  alluded  to  the  importance  of  Christian 
parents  devoting  their  children  to  the  Master's  service  in  their 
prayers,  their  purposes  and  their  training,  and  I  have  spoken  in 
emphatic  tenns  of  St.  Stephen's  College,  Annandale,  as  deserving 
and  demanding  your  confidence  and  support.  I  desire  to  call 
your  attention  again  to  this.  It  divides  with  Hobart  College  the 
Church  collegiate  education  of  the  State.  Seventeen  young  men 
from  this  Diocese  are  there  preparing  for  the  ministry.  The 
institution  lies  just  outside  our  border.  Though  zn,  it  is  not  exclu- 
sively ofy  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  The  Bishops  of  the  three 
Dioceses  of  New  York  are  among  its  trustees,  and  the  president 
of  the  board,  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn,  is  a  layman  of  Albany, 
retained  in  office,  in  spite  of  his  proposal  to  withdraw,  partly  to 
prove  the  college  to  be  co-extensive  in  its  sympathies  and  services, 
if  not  with  the  whole  State,  at  least  with  the  Diocese  of  New  York, 
as  it  was  before  division.  And  I  beg  you  to  bear  in  mind  there- 
fore the  claims  of  Annandale.  It  needs  money,  and  it  has  a  right 
to  look  to  us  for  it ;  and  whatever  is  given  in  this  Diocese  for 
Theological  Education,  will,  I  hope,  go  there,  or  to  the  General 
Seminary,  or  to  both  these  schools  of  the  Prophets,  through  the 
venerable  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Beligion  and  Learning, 
whose  benefactions  are,  and  whose  support  ought  to  be  coterminous 
with  the  State  of  New  York. 

With  one  last  word  I  leave  you,  to  return  to  the  labors  which  lie 
before  us  in  the  Convention.  There  are  three  things  closely  con- 
nected with  each  other,  which  sometimes  need  defining : 

"  Crcdcnda,  oranda  ct  agenda." 

Our  faith,  thank  God,  is  fixed  and  settled  upon  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  which  are  the  Word  of  God, 
as  witnessed  to  by  the  undivided  Church,  defined  by  the  six  Gen- 
eral Councils,  and  contained  in  the  Catholic  Creeds.    The  Divine 
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Author  of  the  Faith,  and  the  appointed  Witness  and  Keeper  of  the 
Truth,  have  taught  us  also  how  to  pray.  And  the  Church  Liturgy 
ringing  the  changes  of  its  continual  services  upon  the  lord's  own 
prayer,  is  the  manual  and  cordial,  in  the  hearts  and  in  the  hands 
of  all  her  children.  These  things  are  the  same  to  all,  and  so  in 
one  sense  are  the  agenda  the  duties,  the  things  that  ovght  to  be 
and  that  are  to  be  done.  But  with  peculiar  circumstances  they 
Tary,  and  I  beg  to  leave  with  you  a  summary  of  the  matters  of 
special  importance,  which  demand  of  us,  as  churchmen  of  this 
X>iocese,  prompt  and  liberal  efforts  and  attention. 

A  Church  school  for  girls,  to  be  founded  near  this  city,  and 
<^red  for  by  Christian  women  demoted,  for  the  love  of  Christ,  to 
their  great  work : 

Houses  of  mercy  for  the  sick,  for  the  fallen,  and  for  orphans  and 
lor  the  aged,  to  be  established  where  the  best  openings  may  occur, 
or  developed  out  of  existing  institutions,  such  as  the  Church  Home 
in  Troy,  and  the  Orphanage  beginning  now  at  Cooperstown  : 

And  such  an  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  as  will  make  assess- 
ments on  the  Parish  unnecessary  : 

The  building  of  the  Churches  already  undertaken  at  Ticonde- 
roga,  at  Garrattsville,  at  Ilion  and  at  Middleville,  and  to  be  com- 
menced at  Schoharie  Court  House,  Springfield,  Madrid,  Morley, 
Gloversville,  Lawrence,  Schenevus,  Mohawk,  Oneonta,  Exeter, 
Ifewport,  Chateaugay,  Canajobarie,  Conklinville,  Ausable  Forks, 
Potsdam  Junction,  Massena  and  Hart's  Falls  : 

The  payment  of  the  debt  on  the  Church  at  Portlandville,  and 
the  establishment  of  missions  at  Cobleskill,  Clifton,  Canajobarie, 
Fort  Plain,  Chateaugay,  and  in  the  Holderberg  region. 

I  propose  to  assign  the  collection  of  funds  for  the  Church 
buildings  to  the  different  Convocations  in  which  they  are  situated, 
taking  for  this  year's  work,  Ticonderoga,  Garrattsville,  Ilion, 
Middleville  and  Gloversville,  and  to  suggest  to  the  Convocations 
that  they  should  make  it  their  duty  to  employ  itinerant  mis- 
sionaries in  the  Diocese,  while  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 
pays  the  salary  of  all  missionaries  at  our  regular  points  of  work. 
We  shall  need  much  giving,  much  prayer,  much  denying  our- 
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selves,  much  -working  shoulder  to  shoulder.  We  shall  learn,  in 
sympathy  of  interest,  to  forego  diflFerences  of  opinion,  and  in  engross- 
ment in  vfovk^  to  forget  anger  and  controversy,  and  contention. 
And  we  shall  need,  all  of  us,  a  deeper  and  more  devout  con- 
secration of  ourselves  to  the  service  of  our  dear  and  divine  Lord; 
living  more  holily  and  more  humbly;  illustrating,  more  and  more, 
our  faith  by  our  works,  and  our  precepts  by  our  practices,  seeking 
such  spirituality  of  motive,  work  and  life,  as  shall  make  us,  and  all 
we  are,  more  and  more  instruments  in  the  hands  of  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church,  Whose  we  are  and  Whom  we  serve;  avoiding 
strifes  about  words,  suspicions  and  evil,  surmisings,  angry 
vindications  of  ourselves  and  self  assertion  (as  though  ourselves 
were  anything  at  all);  cultivating  in  ourselves,  and  seeking  to 
secure  in  others,  what  has  been  lately  urged  by  one  of  the  foremost 
living  saints  and  doctors  of  the  Church,  the  venerable  Dr.  Pusey, 
"  Self  Denial  in  Speech."  For  our  warning  and  for  our  encourag- 
ing, I  cannot  leave  with  you  wiser  words  of  entreaty  or  worthier 
words  of  hope,  than  these  golden  sayings  of  his  : 

**If  we  would  overcome  the  world,  our  weapons  must  not  be  of  this 
world.  Sarcasm,  contempt,  sharp  retort  may  make  a  gladiatorial  fight 
to  amuse  spectators  or  delight  partizans.  They  cannot  win  to  the 
faith  in  the  Crucified.  We  must  rule  ourselves  if  we  would  win 
others.  Petulance,  bitterness,  wrath,  hard  speaking,  are  but  tokens  of 
weakness.  The  wrath  of  man  workcth  not  the  righteousness  of 
God.  To  the  meek  our  Lord  has  promised  the  inheritance  of  the 
earth;  for  so  Ho  Himself  won  it.  Who,  **whcn  He  was  reviled, 
reviled  not  again;  when  He  suffered.  He  threatened  not,  but  com- 
mitted Himself  to  Him  that  judgeth  righteously."  And  here,  too, 
the  deep  convictions  of  the  truth  for  whose  sake  we  are  called  in 
question  will  aid  us.  For  knowing,  as  we  know,  in  our  inmost 
hearts,  that  they  who  have  not  those  blessed  truths  are  under  a 
loss,  we  cannot  but  be  sorry  for  them,  and  sorrow  is  incompatible 
with  anger.  And  so,  as  having  a  good  future  before  you,  you  can 
afford  to  march  on,  heedless  of  contempt,  reviling,  charges  of  dis- 
honesty, of  unfaithfulness  to  the  Church  and  to  our  trust,  of  mean- 
ing what  we  do  not  profess,  and  of  all  the  other  missiles  of  that 
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warfare.  They  will  glance  by  harmless,  if  only  we  are  not  pro- 
voked to  do  the  like.  Self-possession  is  strength,  because  it  is 
upheld  by  Him  whose  strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness.  We 
have  the  might  of  the  faith  amid  discordant  **  opinions  ; "  we  have 
the  truth  of  God  amid  the  Babel-sounds  of  error;  we  can  tell  men 
of  a  healing  of  their  wounds,  a  forgiveness  of  sins,  an  union  with 
God,  a  presence  of  His  love,  nearer,  closer,  more  direct  than  they 
know  of,  who  impugn  us.  We  have,  by  virtue  of  the  truth  wo 
teach,  directer  access  to  the  soul.  Only  in  patience  possess  we  our 
souls.  They  who  assail  us  mu^t,  if  they  persevere,  sustain  a  great 
defeat;  and  if  we  alienate  them  not  by  indulgence  of  feelings,  or 
ways,  or  words  of  this  world,  that  shall  again  be  fulfilled,  as  so 
often  in  the  History  of  the  Church,  **  They  shall  surely  gather 
together,  but  not  by  Me;  whosoever  shall  gather  together  against 
thee,  shall  fall  unto  thee.  No  weapon  that  is  formed  against  thee 
shall  prosper,  and  every  tongue  that  shall  arise  against  thee  in 
judgment  thou  shalt  defeat.  This  is  the  judgment  for  the  ser- 
vants of  the  Lord,  and  their  righteousness  of  Me,  saith  the  Lord." 

May  we  go  out  from  this  Convention  revived  and  enabled 
for  the  toils  and  trials  of  the  coming  year.  In  all  our  de- 
liberations to-day,  and  in  all  our  labors  for  the  time  to  come,  may 
we  remember  and  rely  on  His  Holy  Presence,  who  alone  can 
make  the  devisings  and  the  doings  of  men,  well-timed  and 
wise,  and  working  out  His  glory.  Who  is  our  Alpha  and  Omega, 
the  one  foundation  other  than  which  no  man  can  lay;  our 
chief  Bishop,  our  Great  High  Priest,  our  Head,  our  Lord,  our 
King,  our  shield  and  our  exceeding  great  reward,  our  joy  in  life, 
our  hope  in  death,  our  delight  through  all  eternity,  the  end  of 
our  conversation,  the  examplar  of  our  lives,  Jesus  Christ  the  same 
yesterday,  to-day  and  forever.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  respond  to 
the  telegrams  from  the  Dioceses  of  Long  Island  and  New  York. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  said  committee  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Coit, 
D.  D.,  LL.D.,  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Bostwick,  D.  D.,  Orlando  Meads, 
Esq.,  Maj.  S.  H.  Webb,  and  the  Rev.  N.  S.  Riilison. 

The  order  of  the  day  having  been  taken  up  for  consideration, 
the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  as  proposed  by  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  was  read,  as  follows  : 

Cozistitutioxi  ortlie  X>ioce8e  ori^l'ban.y. 

ARTICLE  1. 
There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese, 
on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  in  each  year,  in  such  place  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being ;  or,  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  of  a 
Tacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.  In  the  event  of  the  pre- 
Talenoe  of  any  epidemic  disease,  or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after  the 
designation  of  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the  Bishop,  or  in 
Cifle  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee may  appoint  another  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II. 
The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  may  judge  it 
oondadve  to  the  good  of  the  Church,  and  shall  do  so  when  applied  to  for  that  pur- 
pose, by  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the 
Staoding  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  III. 
The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  when  there  is  one;  oftbe 
Assistant  Bishop,  when   there  is  one;  the  officiating  Ministers  being  rc^arly 
admitted  and  settled  in  some  Church  within  this  Diocese,  which  is  in  union  witb 
the  Convention ;  of  other  Clergymen  canonicallj  resident  in  the  Diocese,  who  9S^ 
employed  as  Missionaries  under  the  direction  of  this  Convention;  or  engaged  b^ 
Chaplains,  Professors,  or  Instructors  of  Youth,  in  any  College,  Academy,  Gcner»^ 
Seminary  of  Learning,  or  Institution  of  Benevolence,  duly  incorporated ;  or  serrioS 
as  Chaplains  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States ;  or  who  have  beea 
abled  from  active  duty  by  age  or  illness,  after  not  less  than  five  years  service 
the  Diocese ;  and  of  Lay  Members,  consisting  of  not  more  than  three  Del^ate^ 
from  each  Church,  who  shall  be  Communicants,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry 
or  Congregation. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Morning  Prayer,  a  Sermon  and  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  the  preacher  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  hii9 
inability  to  act,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention ;  but  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  or  neces- 
sary absence,  the  members  shall  elect  a  President  from  among  the  Clergy,  by" 
ballot,  unless  such  ballot  shall  be  dispensed  with,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Convention,  from 
among  the  members  thereof,  by  ballot,  after  viva  voce  nominations  of  the  candidates, 
unless  such  ballot  shall  be  dispensed  with,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Conven- 
tion. The  Secretary  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention, 
and  a  new  election  is  made ;  and  he  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  imposed 
upon  and  required  of  him,  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Rules  of  Order  of 
the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
shall  deliberate  in  one  body ;  and  in  voting,  the  Clergy  shall  vote  by  individual, 
and  the  Laity  by  congregations ;  and  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  two  orders  jointly, 
shall  be  decisive ;  but  if  in  any  case  it  be  requu*ed  by  five  votes,  the  two  orders 
shall  vote  separately  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  the  case  of  electing  a 
Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall  always  vote  separately,  agreeably  to  the  mode  last 
prescribed. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows :  A  proposition  for 
an  amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  writing  and  considered  in  the  Convention ; 
and  if  approved  of,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  Convention  ;  and  if  again  approved  of 
in  such  next  Convention,  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  voting  thereon,  separate- 
ly, the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and 
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The  Eev.  Dr.  Coit  offered  the  following  draft  of  a  Constitution 
for  the  Diocese  of  Albany  : 

ARTICLE  T. 

The  Diocese  claims  to  be  and  declares  itself  an  integral  portion  of  the  One  Holy 
Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  of  Christ. 

ARTICLE  II. 

As  such  it  is  prepared  to  offer  and  accept  communion  with  any  other  portion  of 
this  Church,  on  the  basis,  for  Doctrine,  of  the  Apostles,  Nicene  and  A  than- 
asian  Creeds,  with  the  Expositions  and  Definitions  of  Faith  put- forth  by  the  first 
six  Ecumenical  Councils  of  the  Church  Catholic,  viz  :  The  Council  of  Nice,  A.  D. 
325;  the  Council  of  Constantinople,  A.  D.  881 ;  the  Council  of  Ephestks,  A.  D. 
431 ;  the  Council  of  Chalcedon,  A.  D.  451 ;  the  second  of  Constantinople,  A.  D. 
553 ;  the  third  of  ConsUntinople,  A.  D.  680. 

As  a  basis  for  Discipline  it  offers  and  will  accept  the  Apostolic  Episcopacy,  re- 
oeived  and  acted  on  by  the  Councils  aforesaid. 

The  subject  of  Worship  the  Diocese  is  willing  to  consign  to  the  action  and  de- 
termination of  Provincial  Councils. 

For  the  present  the  Diocese  declares  itself  in  full  communion  with  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States,  and  accepts  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  its  General  Convention— or  Provincial  Synod — as  a  paramount  authority. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Legislation  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  intrusted  to  a  Convention,  to  be  cabled 
uinually  or  specially. 

ARTICLE  IT. 

The  permanent  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Bishop,  an  Assistant  Bishop, 
when  necessary,  a  Standing  Committee,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop  shall  be  appointed  at  an  Annual  or  Special 
Convention,  after  month's  notice,  in  the  following  manner : 

The  votes  of  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the 

Parish  represented,  shall  be  necessary  to  secure  an  election. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen,  to  be 
elected  by  ballot,  and  to  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their 
places. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  either  clergymen  or  lajrmen,  to  be  chosen 
from  among  the  members  of  the  Convention  or  otherwise,  and  by  ballot  or  other- 
vise,  as  the  Convention  shall  direct. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Forsyth  the  report  of  Dr.  Coit  was  accept- 
ed as  a  minority  report. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Coit,  the  majority  and  minority 
reports  on  the  Constitution  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Constitution  and  Canons,  to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Canons  be  considered  seriatim. 

On  motion,  Canon  I  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons. 

On  motion,  Canon  II  was  referred  to  the  same  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Fitch,  of  Catskill,  Canon  III  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev  J.  H.  Hopkins,  Jr.,  Canon  IV  was 
adopted. 

Judge  Forsyth,  of  Troy,  moved  that  Canon  V  be  adopted. 

The  Hon.  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn  moved  that  Canon  V  be  so  amended 
as  to  require  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the 
( ^invention  in  three  of  the  public  papers  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany.

imrihli  or  Church,  and  also  the  amount  of  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for 
ffiinhioiiK,  diocesan,  domestic  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church  purposes 
III  ^iriH^ral,  ind  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same,  it 
\0  Smrahy  further  ordered  that  in  reporting  the  number  of  communicants,  he  shall

reporting  the  *' contributions  for  Church  purposes  in  general,"  he  shall  include  the 
amount  received  for  sittings  in  the  Church,  and  moneys  raised  for  all  Church 
mnd  parish  purposes,  other  than  those  enumerated  in  this  section. 

Rev.  Mr.  Selkirk  moved  to  amend  amendment  to  Canon  YII, 
•Section  1,  by  adding  after  the  names  of  parties  married,  their  age, 
birth-place  and  residence,  and  the  names  of  two  witnesses.

7b  the  Right  Reverend  ,  Bisltop  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany : 

We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of  the  town  of  ,  county  of  ,  Diocese 

of  Albany,  being  desirous  of  obtaining  the  services  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  do  hereby  request  you  to  provide  them  for  us,  as  you  think  lit.  For 
which  benefits  we  do  hereby  agree  to  put  ourselves  under  your  charge,  promising 
eonfonnity  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  said 
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Church,  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  and  to  the  nkf 
regulating  Missionary  Stations  in  this  Diocese.    And  in  accordance  with  thne 
rules,  we  are  now  desirous  to  be  organized  as  a  Mission,  under  the  name  of 
Mission  .    Furthermore,  we  hereby  agree  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  th« 

Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  in  four  equal  quarterly  installments,  the  sum  of 
at  least  for  the  first  year. 

Respectfully,  your  obedient  servants. 

This  application  should  be  signed  by  all  the  adults  who  pro- 
pose to  be  members  of  the  Mission. 

The  following  proposed  amendments  to  Canon  XVI,  were  r^^ 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  : 

(II).  In  case  such  town,  village  or  district,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  shi 
be  within  the  limits  of  any  organized  Parish  or  Parishes,  the  said  application  shi 
be  accompanied  by  the  written  consent  of  the  rector  or  rectors  thereof,  or  by 
statement  that  such  consent  is  refused,  or  cannot  be  obtained ;  in  which  case 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  inquire  why  such  consent  is  refused  or  cani 
be  had,  and  to  consider  the  reasons  thereof. 

Section  2.  (I.)  Upon  any  such  application,  the  Bishop  may,  in  his  discretioi 
proceed,  or  may  refuse,  to  organize  a  Mission ;  and  if  he  shall  decide  so  to 
he  shall  appoint  the  following  officers,  who  shall  serve  for  the  first  year, 
which  they  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  congregation,  on  Tuesday,  in  £aste^3 
week,  in  the  same  manner  as  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  are  elected  in  Parishes, 
A  Warden,  &c.

On  motion,  Canon  XVI,  as  amended,  was  adopted.    . 

The  following  proposed  amendtaents  to  Canon  XVII  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  : 

Amendment  offered  by  the  Secretary  : 

To  Section  2,  after  the  words  ^'systematic  way,"  insert  ''at  least  one-tenth  of 
the  gross  income  of  the  Parish  to  the  Common  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  paid 
quarterly  by  the  Clergyman  or  Treasurer  of  each  Parish  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  and  by  him  to  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Funds,  Societies, 
Incorporations,  Trustees  or  Committees  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  in  the  propor- 
tions as  directed  by  the  Convention,  to  wit :  One-tenth  to  be  equally  divided 
among  the  funds  for  which  contributions  are  demanded  by  the  Canons  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention ;  one-tenth  to  the  Diocesan  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany ;  one- 
half-tenth  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society,  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learn- 
ing in  the  State  of  New  York ;  one-half-tenth  to  the  Bible  and  Common  Prayer 
Book  Society  of  Albany  and  its  vicinity  ;  one-tenth  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Aged  and  Tnfirm  Clergy  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York ;  one-tenth  to  Trustees 
of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese 
of  Albany ;  and  five-tenths  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany ;  the 
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aforesaid  contributions  to  be  in  lieu  of  all  collections  for  General  or  Diocesan  pur- 
poses now  required  by  the  Canons,  with  the  exception  of  the  yearly  assessment, 
so  long  as  it  may  be  needed,  to  supply  the  deficiency  in  the  income  of  the  fund  for 
the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Amendment  offered  by  G.  P.  Keese,  Esq.,  lay  delegate  of  Christ 
Church,  Cooperstown  : 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  charge  of  a  Parish  or  Con- 
tion  in  this  Diocese,  to  cause  a  collection  to  be  made  at  least  once  in  every 
r,  within  his  cure,  for  each  of  the  objects  named  in  Section  2  of  this  Canon,  and 
14>  forward  the  amount  so  collected  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  respective  Funds,  as 
t^lierein  provided.

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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  D.  Hillhouse  Buel,  it  wafl 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons,  with  the  addition  of  the  Bishop  as 
chairman,  he  instructed  to  reconsider  the  Constitution,  together  with  all  the  pro- 
posed amendments  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  referred  to  them ;  and  that  they 
cause  their  report  to  he  printed  and  sent  to  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  at  least 
sixty  days  before  the  time  of  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  that  the 
Convention  shall  then  take  final  action  upon  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  the  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  Convention,  voting  either  together  or  by  orders,  as  the  Con- 
vention shall  then  determine,  being  decisive.

The  committee  appointed  to  answer  the  telegram  from  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island,  offered  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted,  as  the  answer  of  this  Convention  : 

The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany  have  received,  with  lively  emotions  of 
fraternal  sympathy,  the  telegram  of  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island.  May  grace, 
mercy  and  peace  be  ever  with  the  honored  Bishop  and  brethren  of  our  sister 
Diocese,  and  may  our  common  labors  for  the  promotion  of  Catholic  truth,  unity 
and  peace,  be  ever  under  the  guidance,  sanction  and  blessing  of  the  Holy  Ghost.

We  naturally  await 
the  lead  of  the  mother  Diocese.  The  funds,  therefore,  remain  in  the  same  condi- 
tion as  at  the  close  of  the  Convention  of  New  York  in  1868.

That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  i*eport  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Con> 
mention,  from  which  they  ascertained  that  up  to  the  meeting  of  the  Convention 
toy-two  (42)  Parishes  had  paid  their  assessments  to  the  Diocesan  Fund,  amount- 
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ing  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $572.17.  Further,  that  ahout  fifty  (50)  Par- 
ishes had  not  paid.  However,  during  the  session  a  few  additional  Parishes  htn 
paid,  the  sum  amounting  to  about  8150. 

There  has  been  paid  out  of  the  Fund  for  various  items,  as  per  the  Treasorer't 
Report,  the  sum  of  8^12.89,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $59.28. 

There  is  still  due  a  bill  for  printing,  &c.,  amounting  to  $410.53,  which  must  be 
provided  for  out  of  the  funds  yet  to  be  received. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  Parishes  pay  in  the  pro] 
assessment  of  two  per  cent  on  their  Rector's  salaries,  the  expenses  for  this 
can  be  met,  and  the  mileage  of  the  clergy  be  paid. 

They  offer  the  following  resolutions :

The  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  presented  the  follow- 
ing report: 

The  Missionary  Committee  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report. 

That  their  first  meeting  was  held  on  the  21st  day  of  December,  when  letters  of 
resignation  were  received  from  two  of  the  lay  members,  Mr.  Joseph  M.  Warren 
and  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Fuller,  which  being  accepted,  the  yacancies  were  filled  by  the 
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ekction  of  the  Hon.  Uri  Gilbert,  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Troy,  and  the  Hon.  James 
Gibson,  of  St.  Paul's  Chiu^ch,  Salem.  The  Rev.  J.  B.  Gibson  was  elected  Presi- 
dent pro  tem.y  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Walsh,  Secretary,  and  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Johnson, 
Treasurer. 

The  Committee  as  thus  organized  immediately  addressed  themselves  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  important  interests  committed  to  their  care.  An  accurate  survey 
of  the  missionary  field  was  made,  and  the  result  deeply  impressed  the  Committee 
with  the  necessity  of  immediate  action  in  providing  the  waste  places  of  the  Diocese 
with  "the  means  of  grace,"  and  in  strengthening  those  Parishes  which  were  still 
feeble  and  ready  to  die. 

Of  the  eighty  clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  forty,  or  one-half,  are  in  part 
dependent  on  the  Missionary  Fund.  Pledges  amounting  to  about  84,000  wvre 
made  at  the  Primary  Convention  for  this  object,  and  when  it  is  remembered  that 
the  pecuniary  ability  of  the  Parishes  outside  of  the  larger  cities  and  towns  is 
exceedingly  limited,  we  must  regard  those  pledges  as  very  generous.  And  yet 
these  were  found  altogether  inadequate  to  meet  our  growing  necessities.  The  mis- 
sionary work  is  continually  extending  on  every  hand,  and  if  it  is  to  prove  success- 
ful in  the  establishment  of  the  Church  on  a  permanent  foundation,  those  to  whom 
this  work  has  been  committed  must  be  liberally  supported.  The  means  thus 
placed  at  our  disposal  were  found  quite  insufficient  to  meet  our  obligations,  and  we 
were  therefore  compeUed  to  turn  for  help  to  the  Mother  Diocese,  and  we  are  happy 
and  thankful  to  report  that  our  appeal  met  with  a  hearty  and  generous  response. 
An  appropriation  at  the  rate  of  $5,000  per  annum  was  made  by  the  Missionary 
Committee  of  New  York  for  the  work  of  missions  in  our  yet  infant  Diocese.  This, 
with  the  pledges  already  referred  to,  has  enabled  us  to  discharge  every  claim  up  to 
the  first  day  of  July. 

The  Treasurer  has  received  during  the  Conventional  year  to  this  date,  90,573.99, 
of  which  sum  92,527  was  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  New  York  Missionary 
Committee.  There  has  been  paid  out  to  this  date,  9^,953.03,  leaving  91,620.96 
to  meet- the  payments  now  due. 

According  to  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Committee,  and  which  are  by  no 
means  as  liberal  as  they  should  be,  at  least  910,000  will  be  required  for  the  next 
Conventional  year. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  amount  thus  needed  to  carry  on  efficiently  the  mission- 
ary work  of  the  Diocese,  the  Committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

Retolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  presented  to  the  Missionary 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  for  their  liberal  appropriation  to  the  work 
of  missions  in  this  Diocese,  and  respectfully  request  that  it  be  continued  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

JUsolved,  That  the  success  of  our  Diocesan  missions  depends,  under  God,  upon 
the  hearty  sympathies,  the  earnest  prayers,  and  the  systematic  and  hberal  offerings 
of  the  churchmen  of  the  Diocese.

JUsolvedy  That  to  provide  for  the  deficiency  of  the  income  from  the  '*  Endow- 
ment Fund"  for  support  of  the  Bishop  for  the  present  Diocesan  year,  an 
assessment  of  $2,500  be  laid  on  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany. 

Resolved,  That  a  sub-committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  assess  the  Parishes  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  resolution,  and  as  nearly  as  possible  with  regard  to 
their  substantial  strength  and  with  due  regard  for  the  contributions  of  the  respec- 
tive Paru^hes  to  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  and  said  assessments  be  made 
payable  to  J.  H.  Van  Antwerp,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  salary  fund. 

In  accordance  with  said  resolution,  the  sub-committee  assessed  the  Parishes  of 
the  Diocese  as  follows :  On  the  basis  of  four-tenths  of  one  per  cent  of  the  estimate 
Taluation  of  Church  property,  with  an  allowance  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per 
annum  on  the  contributions  made,  and  a  proper  consideration  of  the  substantial 
strength  of  the  Parishes  as  set  forth  in  the  resolutions,  viz :

At  the  request  of  the  Committee,  the  following  communication 
from  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Hudson,  was  received  as  a  part 
of  their  report. 

The  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  desire  to  explain  why  they 
have  fiuled  to  contribute  the  assessment  made  on  this  Parish  to  pay  the  Bishop's 
salary. 

When  the  effort  was  made  to  raise  forty  thousand  dollars  as  a  Diocesan  fund, 
the  proportion  of  this  Parish  was  fixed  at  91>400  as  the  minimum  sum ;  91)129.60 
was  raised  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  this  fund,  when  it  was  ascertained  that 
some  of  the  wealthy  Parishes  had  failed  to  raise  any  part  of  their  proportion  of 
the  fund,  and  we  took  no  further  steps  to  raise  the  balance  to  make  up  the  91>400. 
The  sum  raised  by  us  was  upon  the  understandmg  that  the  whole  sum  of  $40,000 
would  be  raised  in  this  Diocese,  and  that  a  like  sum  would  be  contributed  by  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  and  that  the  fund  thus  to  be  obtained  would  produce  an 
income  su£Bcient  to  pay  the  Bishop's  salary,  and  that  this  Parish  would  not  be 
called  upon  to  contribute  any  more  for  that  purpose. 
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We  are  ignorant  of  the  basis  on  which  the  assessment  of  850  on  this  Parish  is 
made.  If  it  is  our  full  proportion  of  the  deficiency  without  r^ard  to  the  amounts 
paid,  then  it  is  claimed  to  be  unjust,  and  the  Parishes  which  have  not  contributed 
to  the  fund  should  pay  a  larger  sum  than  those  that  have. 

This  Parish  is  ready  at  any  time  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  sum  required  of  them 
to  make  up  the  9^>000,  and  the  Vestry  pledge  themselves  to  do  so  when  the  whole 
amount  is  raised. 

They  desire  further  to  state,  that  their  failure  to  provide  for  this  assessment  is 
not  owing  to  any  unfriendly  feeling  towards  their  Diocesan.  On  the  contrary,  he 
was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Rector  and  delegates  in  the  Convention  which 
elected  him,  and  their  action  was  approved  by  this  Parish. 

They  respectfully  ask  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  salarj",  to 

annex  this  paper  to  his  report,  or  to  furnish  the  same  to  the  Convention  soon  to 

assemble,  when  this  report  shall  be  made.

The  Superintendent  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  as  the  canonical  agent  for  distributing  all  funds  raised  for 
theological  education,  would  most  respectfully  report. 

That  by  Canon  XV  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  adopted  in  1842,  and  which  is 
still  unrepealed,  the  business  of  distributing  all  funds  that  may  be  raised  for  the 
educating  of  young  men  for  holy  orders  is  committed  to  the  society  styled  "  The 
Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of 
New  York,"  which  shall  make  a  full  annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  all  moneys 
paid  into  its  treasury  under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  or  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention  from  any  source. 

In  accordance  with  these  canonical  provisions  the  undersigned  feels  it  to  be  his 
duty  and  privilege  to  submit  the  following  brief  report,  in  behalf  of  the  above  named 
society,  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  and  most  respectfully  to  invite 
the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  a  consideration  of  the  subject  of  the  support  of 
theological  education  as  provided  for  by  the  Canon,  and  to  request  that  such  action 
may  be  taken  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  in  view  of  the  change  of  relation  between 
the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  and  the  present  Diocese  of 
Albany,  consequent  upon  its  separation  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York.

In  conclusion  the  Superintendent  would  say  that  several  students,  both  at  St. 
Stephen's  College  and  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  thus  aided,  belong  to  the 
Diocese  4>f  Albany,  and  that  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Society  to  make  no  distinction  in 
granting  its  benefactions,  on  the  ground  of  Diocesan  divisions,  within  the  limits  of 
the  State  of  New  York.  It  is  greatly  to  be  lamented  that  the  contributions  to  the 
treasury  of  the  Society  are  so  very  small.  The  Society  does  all  that  it  can  do.  It 
gives  until  it  has  no  more  to  give.  Applicants  remain  unprovided  for  in  large  num- 
bers, and  are  on  the  increase.  The  churches  of  the  Dioceses  are  expected  to  sup- 
plement the  twenty-one  thousand  dollars  given  by  the  Society  for  Promoting 
Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York.  The  response  to  this  expectation 
comes  in  at  last,  and  the  whole  amount  contributed  by  the  Parishes  of  the  Dioceses 
of  Albany,  New  York  and  Long  Island  in  the  cause  of  theological  education,  as 
provided  fcr  by  Canon,  will  not  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars.

I  received  and  accepted  a  call  to  this  Parish  the  1st  of  March  last.  I  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  duty  about  the  20th,  which  must  be  my  apology  for  the  scanty 
array  of  statistics  presented.  It  has  been  my  invariable  wont  to  contribute  some- 
thing to  every  fund,  specifically  mentioned,  during  the  year ;  but  not  being  able  to 
do  this,  I  have  selected  the  most  prominent  as  our  beneficiaries  for  this  season,  in- 
tending that  hereafter,  when  my  report  shall  include  a  whole  Conventional  year, 
each  one  shall  be  enriched  in  some  small  sum  at  least.  St.  Peter's,  Ilobart,  is  one 
of  the  oldest  Parishes  in  the  Diocese.  It  was  organized  in  1795,  and  the  present 
Church  erected  in  1801.  Its  first  rector  was  one  of  the  Presiding  Bishops  of  the 
American  Church,  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase,  D.  D. ;  but  like  most  of  the  older 
Parishes  of  our  land,  it  has  suffered  fearfully  from  removals,  and  to-day  has  not 
half  the  effective  strength  it  had  twenty  years  since.

At  my  first  taking  charge  of  the  Mission,  in  July  last  year,  the  Church  edifice 
was  far  from  completion,  and  though  the  work  thenceforward  went  onward  with- 
out material  interruption,  yet  it  was  not  until  Christmas  eve  >hat  we  were  enabled 
to  hold  our  first  service  therein.  Since  getting  into  r.he  new  Church,  the  congr^a- 
tions  have  been  better  and  greater  interest  manifested  in  the  services.  There  was, 
until  quite  recently,  a  debt  of  §100  on  the  building,  due  II.  C.  Brush,  Esq.,  but 
he  has  most  liberally  given  it  to  the  Parish,  so  that  nothing  is  no^  )wing.  This  is 
exclusive  of  the  $200  just  reported  as  raised  on  the  building  by  the  Parish  during 
the  past  year,  and  also  exclusive  of  a  donation  from  Mrs.  H.  M.  Brush  (through 
whose  efforts  and  instrumentality,  the  Church  here  mainly  owes  its  existence),  of 
§80,  for  chancel  carpet  and  Communion  set. 

1  can  only  report  about  fifteen  families,  and  some  of  these  reside  at  a  distance  of 
eighty  or  twelve  miles,  so  that  they  cannot  all  attend  the  Church  here,  or  only,  at 
most,  occasionally.  I  have,  therefore,  been  obliged  to  hold  services  on  Sunday 
afternoons,  alternately  at  Lawrenccville  and  North  Lawrence,  at  a  distance  each  of 
eight  miles.  But  these  services  have  not  been  as  regular  as  I  could  wish,  from  the 
difliculty,  at  times,  of  obtaining  a  conveyance.  Besides,  they  have  to  be  holden  at 
those  places  under  considerable  embarrassment,  and  are  liable  at  any  time  to  be 
interrupted,  as  we  are  only  allowed  to  officiate  in  the  buildings  we  now  occupy,  on 
sufferance. 

Since  my  arrival  here,  the  prevailing  denominations  around  have  shown  greater 
activity,  and  in  the  village  the  Christians,  soTcalled,  are  erecting  a  place  of  worship 
for  themselves,  in  which  the  Methodists  are  to  have  a  share ;  so  that  the  growth  of 
the  Church  must  necessarily  be  slower,  until  old  prejudices  abate,  and  the  people 
become  l)etter  acquainted  with  its  principles.

The  present  Rector  entered  upon  the  charge  of  this  Parish  the  22d  of  last  Nov- 
ember. He  desires  to  record  his  grateful  appreciation  of  the  sympathy  and  zealous 
co-operation  of  the  Vestry  and  parishioners,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  wel- 
&re  of  the  Parish  itself,  and  to  the  work  of  the  Church  at  large,  and  especially  to 
the  work  of  Missions  within  the  bounds  of  the  Frontier  Convocation. 

The  ladies  have  been  unremitting  in  their  efibrts  to  aid  the  Rector  and  Vestry  in 
forwarding  the  interests  of  the  Parish,  and  through  their  sewing  society  have  con- 
tributed the  entire  sum  ($550.82)  expended  for  repairs  on  Church  and  parsonage. 

The  large  reduction  of  numbers  in  the  list  of  families,  individuals  and  communi- 
cants from  the  last  report,  arises  from  a  careful  revision  of  the  Parish  register,  and 
not  from  any  decrease  in  actual  numbers,  for  the  Parish  is  really  stronger,  and  the 
attendance  upon  the  services  larger,  than  a  year  ago. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Bishop's  visitation,  in  May  last,  a  beautiful  chair,  pur- 
chased by  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School,  was  presented  for  his  use,  and  placed 
in  the  sanctuary.  During  the  summer,  a  silver  Communion  service  of  chaste 
ecclesiastical  design,  was  purchased  with  the  offerings  of  the  communicants,  and 
devoted  to  its  sacred  use.

GLOVERSVILLE.

At  Gloversyille  the  attendance  has,  for  the  last  year,  been  remarkablj  good. 
Irrespective  of  the  weather,  the  people  have  turned  out  in  fair  numbers,  and  seem 
to  take  a  lively  interest  in  all  Church  matters.  They  would  like  to  have  more  fre- 
quent services  than  I  have  been  able  to  render.  If  possible,  it  would  be  better 
could  they  be  connected  either  with  the  Johnstown  ministry,  or  have  the  services 
of  a  Missionary  between  themselves  and  some  nearer  locality  than  Fonda. 

The  congregation  is  made  up  principally  of  laboring  men  in  very  moderate  djt- 
cumstances,  who  are  willing  to  do  all  in  their  power  towards  helping  to  pay  the 
salary  of  the  Missionary,  but  they  authorize  me  to  say  that  8150  is  the  utmost 
they  can  raise  per  annum  among  themselves,  as  yet.

but  in  the  present  emergency  it  must  appeal  for  assistance  to  Parishes  or  individu- 
als blessed  with  more  abundant  means. 

The  rector's  salary  is  paid  quarterly,  through  the  offertory.  The  "current  ex- 
penses "  are  reported  only  from  Easter,  the  late  Treasurer  having  failed  to  supply 
the  requisite  statistics.

E.  Johnson,  who  served  both  Athens  and  Cozsackie  until  the  middle  of  August 
last.  Mr.  Johnson  resided  at  the  former  place,  and  drove  over  to  Cozsackie  Sun- 
day afternoon  for  service.  The  Church  people  here  have  made  what  bids  fiur  to  be 
a  successful  effort  to  support  a  rector  and  have  services  of  their  own.  A  class  is 
nearly  ready  for  confirmation.  The  congregations  are  good ;  in  the  evening  the 
Church  is  densely  crowded.  .The  vestry  are  taking  immediate  steps  (D.  Y.)  to 
finish  the  edifice,  in  conformity  w^ith  the  original  design  of  Dudley,  by  adding  a 
chancel,  besides  painting  the  walls,  hanging  a  bell,  re-carpeting,  &c.

his  widow,  now  residing  in  a  neighboring  Diocese. 

It  is  in  contemplation  to  erect  a  church  at  Middlevillc,  in  the  course  of  the  e 
ingyear. 

The  four  stations  of  this  Mission  are  from  three  to  five  miles  apart,  and  i 
lines  being  drawn  between  them,  would  enclose  a  quadrangular  space  of  about 
teen  square  miles.  Within  this  space,  and  without  it  for  a  distance  of  from  oi 
two  miles,  reside  the  fiunilies  to  which  the  ministrations  of  the  Church,  thn 
the  Missionary,  have  extended.  The  Sunday  services  have  involved  jour 
(usually  on  foot),  of  six  miles  for  one-half  of  the  time,  and  of  fifteen  miles  foi 
remainder.

Since  my  last  report  the  new  Church  at  Fonda  has  been  finished  and  consecrated. 
The  occasion  of  the  consecration  was  one  of  deep  interest  to  the  congregation,  the 
Bishop  and  eight  clergymen  being  present  and  taking  part  in  the  services.  As  I 
remarked  Ixjfore,  to  the  Hon.  R.  H.  Cushney  and  lady  are  we  principally  indebted 
for  this  beautiful  little  structure. 

The  congregation  in  regular  connection  with  the  Parish  Church  is  small  as  yet. 
There  are  still  much  prejudice  and  opposition  from  the  religious  bodies  around  us, 
which  we  hope  will  be  overcome  by  patience  and  continued  faithful  effort.  But  this 
state  of  affairs  exists  throughout  the  whole  valley  of  the  Mohawk,  where  the  Church 
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is  but  little  known,  and  misunderstood.  People  have  been  taught  to  regard  us  as 
part  and  parcel  of  the  Romish  Church,  and  consequently  look  upon  us  with  more 
or  less  suspicion.  Several  who  at  first  were  quite  hostile  to  the  Church,  have  on 
subsequent  attendance  on  her  ministrations  expressed  themselves  as  having  been 
deceived,  and  have  become  more  charitable  in  their  opinions  and  feelings.  It  will 
require  time  and  much  labor  to  get  for  the  Church  a  good  establishment  here ;  but 
the  day  must  come,  sooner  or  later,  by  the  blessing  of  God.  The  rising  generation 
is  the  source  from  whence  we  hope  to  obtain  an  increase  and  strength.

The  Church  in  West  Burlington  is  now  in  a  prosperous  condition,  having  recently 
completed  their  new  Church,  and  by  the  Divine  blessing  freed  it  from  debt  and  all 
incumbrance.  It  was  solemnly  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Albany,  on  Thursday,  Sept.  9,  A.  D.  1869,  whidi  service  was 
intensely  interesting  to  the  very  large  and  appreciative  congregation  which  assem- 
bled from  adjacent  Parishes  to  participate  in  it.  The  day  will  long  be  remembered 
by  the  inhabitants  of  West  Burlington,  and  especially  by  the  little  flock  of  Christ 
Church,  as  one  of  the  brightest  and  most  glorious  days  in  the  history  of  the  past. 
And,  last  Sunday's,  being  the  first  Sunday  service  held  in  it,  all  seemed  to  feel 
truly  that  God  was  in  His  Holy  Temple,  and  that  it  was  good  to  be  there.

On  the  morning  of  the  23d  of  December,  1868,  Trinity  Church,  Lansingburgh, 
burned  to  the  ground.

C.  Doane,  S.  T.  D.,  consecrated  the  chapel,  on  the  10th  of  August, 
1869 ;  also  laid  the  comer-stone  of  a  new  stone  church,  which  will  cost  about 
840,000,  when  finished  as  contemplated.  The  Church  will  be  inclosed  this  autunm. 
God  helping  us,  we  hope  to  worship  Him  in  the  new  Trinity  Church  next  autumn. 
My  good  people  have  worked  well  and  faithfully,  and  God  has  blessed  them  in  their 
labors.  The  Rector  has  great  reason  to  be  encouraged  in  his  work,  and  hopes  and 
prays  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  will  continue  to  bless  him  and  his  good 
people,  and  enable  them  to  finish  the  great  and  good  work  they  have  begun.

He 
has  honored  and  venerated  names  to  bear,  in  behalf  of  his  father,  the  late  Bishop 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  his  grand  &ther,  the  late  President  of  Union  College,  at  Sche- 
nectady.   He  bids  &ir  to  do  them  no  discredit. 

The  Parish  are  now  erecting  a  beautiful  building,  in  the  rear  of  the  Church  edi- 
fice, to  be  used  for  the  Sunday  School,  Parish  School,  Ladies'  Sewing  Society,  &c. 
It  will  cost  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars.  We  hope  to  occupy  it  at  Christ- 
mas or  soon  after. 
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A  gentleman  of  the  Parish,  in  the  spirit  of  a  truly  christian  and  noble  liberality, 
is  erecting,  at  his  owm  expense,  on  Ida  Hill,  an  edifice  to  be  called  the  Church  of 
the  Ascension.  The  sittings  in  this  Church  are  to  be  free.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will 
be  completed,  consecrated  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  (7onyention,  when 
another  year  shall  have  passed  by.

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Thnn^h  the  efforts  of  the  ladies  of  the  Parish  $700  were  raised,  with  which  a 
solid  silTer  Communion  Service  was  purchased,  which  was  used  for  the  first  time 
on  Easter  Bay. 

During  the  summer  the  Church  was  decorated  and  newly  carpeted  at  a  cost  of 
95,000,  and  it  may  now  be  justly  regarded,  in  all  its  appointments,  as  one  of  the 
finest  edifices  in  the  State. 

St.  John's  Mission,  Ida  Hill,  established  February  14,  1868,  is  still  in  a  most 
prosperous  condition.  Weekly  services  have  been  held  through  the  greater  part  of 
the  year,  and  the  large  attendance  has  given  evidence  of  the  deep  interest  they  have 
awakened.  The  Sunday  School  has  increased  in  numbers,  and,  through  the 
efficiency  of  its  devoted  superintendent  and  a  faithful  corps  of  teachers,  will  com- 
pare very  favorably  with  schools  that  have  been  longer  established.  One  adult 
and  eighteen  children  have  been  baptised  and  five  persons  confirmed,  while  another 
class  is  awaiting  the  apostolic  rite. 

Through  the  large  hearted  benevolence  of  a  gentleman  residing  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  Mission,  a  beautiful  stone  Church  is  now  being  erected,  which  is  to  be 
donated,  as  soon  as  completed,  for  the  use  of  St.  John's  Mission,  and  when  occu- 
pied is  to  be  known  as  the  Free  Church  of  the  Ascension.  The  comer  stone  will 
be  laid  (God  willing)  in  a  few  days. 

Mr.  Howard  T.  Widdemer,  a  candidate  for  orders,  has,  by  license  of  the  Bishop, 
rendered  efficient  service  as  lay  reader  and  visitor  at  the  Mission  during  the 
summer.

The  present  rector  took  charge  of  the  Parish  one  year  ago.  In  addition  to  the 
r^ular  Sunday  services  in  the  Church,  besides  superintending  the  Sunday  School 
personally,  he  has  held  a  third  service  every  Lord's  day  in  some  one  of  the  outlying 
portions  of  the  Parish.  These  missions  promise  much  fruit,  especially  among  the 
fiuming  population. 

The  Sunday  School  on  what  is  known  as  the  "  Island,"  within  the  village  limits, 
is  carefully  superintended  by  James  W.  Horton,  Esq.,  senior  warden,  and  numbers 
25  children.  That  at  West  Milton,  numbering  30  scholars,  is  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Hannah  Richards.    These  schools  are  not  included  in  the  above  report. 

During  the  past  year  the  Church  organ  has  been  repaired  and  rendered  as  good 
as  new.  The  interior  of  the  parsonage  has  also  been  greatly  improved,  and  one  of 
the  parlors  handsomely  furnished  by  the  ladies  of  the  Parish. 

Over  two  hundred  neat  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Sunday  School  library. 

At  present  the  great  needs  felt  in  the  Parish  are  the  enlargement  of  the  Church 
edifice,  and  the  erection  of  a  Parish  school  house  or  Chapel.  To  assist  in  meeting 
these  wants,  members  of  the  Parish  have  organized  themselves,  imder  the  rector, 
into  a  Church  Aid  Society.

Located  on  a  ledge  over  which  waters  run 
under  the  foundation,  which  cannot  be  drained,  say  the  committee,  on  account  of 
the  ledge,  and  hence  the  frozen  waters  annually  upheave  the  edifice,  which  is  rent 
from  top  to  bottom,  and  is  in  a  dilapidated  condition.  The  location  is,  on  this 
account  bad.     Inside,  the  church  edifice  is  a  pretty  little  temple. 

Church  lot  at  Potsdam  Junction  :  This  we  expected  to  get  free,  but  misfortunes 
have  cramped  the  resources  of  the  kind-hearted  owner,  who  is  willing  to  deed, 
on  condition  of  receiving  interest  on  the  market  value  at  this  time,  such  interest  to 
be  paid  for  a  term  of  years,  and  then  to  cease. 

Amount  pledged  the  clergyman  in  Norfolk,  by  members  of  the  Church,  sub- 
scribed in  order  to  secure  the  services  of  a  missionary,  in  June  1868,  036,  of  which 
$9  remain  unpaid.  One  cause  of  this  may  be  poverty,  but  another  is  that  the 
Church  services  have  never  been  continued  every  Sunday  since  the  incorporation, 
and  the  people  take  part  in  and  work  with  other  religious  bodies. 

Lay  reading  commenced  here  as  far  back  as  1817,  and  continued  with  some  inter- 
ruptions to  1825,  during  which  time  L.  S.  Ives,  afterwards  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Ives, 
found  his  home  in  the  Church.

TI16  Parish  organized  in  1825,  and  in  four  years  had  three  different  clergymen. 
^hen  it  lay  dead  thirteen  years.  In  1842  it  revived,  and  in  1847,  on  Friday,  July 
30,  the  comer-stone  of  the  edifice  was  laid  by  the  late  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Delancoy. 
*!Fwenty-four  years  have  passed  since  that  time.  Worthy  and  holy  men  have 
lubored  here.  Beardsley,  Adams,  Atwater,  Childs,  Hanson  and  Burrows,  have  in 
-^iim  tilled  this  soil,  and  for  fifteen  months  your  unworthy  Missionary  has  been 
Isere  and  done  what  he  could. 

Yet  the  above  meagre  report  is  the  present  fruit  of  53  years  more  or  less.   Would 

-t^liis  have  been  the  state  of  the  case  to-day,  had  there  been  services  and  preacliing 

^nd  Sunday  School  every  Sunday  1    I  humbly  opine  not.     There  may  be,  and  no 

doubt  are,  other  causes,  but  none,  I  believe,  that  would  not  yield  to  well  directed, 

Mthfiil  effort.     If  I  may  l>e  permitted  to  suggest,  it  appears  to  be  "false  economy" 

to  give  the  Missionary  more  miles  to  travel  over  than  he  can  well  attend  to,  and 

hold  weekly  services,  if  not  a  weekly  Eucharist. 

Amount  pledged  at  Potsdam  Junction,  was  $65,  and  I  cannot  now  state  how 
much  more  remains  due,  but  do  not  doubt  all  will  be  paid.  And  here,  1  owe  it  to 
parties  outside  the  Church  and  warm  hearts  within  the  fold,  who,  for  reasons  not 
now  and  here  specified,  did  not  give  their  names  to  the  subscription  list,  but  have  come 
to  the  aid  of  the  Missionary  as  they  were  able,  and  one  especially  liberally,  so 
that  the  formal  part,  or  contract,  or  pledge,  dwindles  to  insignificance,  in  \iew  of  that 
generous  support  which  sprang  spontaneously  from  piety  and  sympathy  and  godly 
love.  I  find  the  number  of  persons  baptised  between  1825  and  1868 — 43  years — 
is  87,  and  that  during  the  same  time  60  were  confirmed.  The  entire  list  of  com- 
municants, for  the  time,  is  59,  of  whom  6  only  remained  in  communion  with  the 
Church  at  Norfolk,  in  June,  1868.

The  Rev.  Charles  A.  Wenman  served  this  Parish  as  rector  until  the  Bishop's 
visitation,  on  Tuesday  after  the  Third  Sunday  after  Easter.  Upon  his  resignation 
at  that  time,  the  Rev.  Henry  M.  Davis  took  charge  of  this  Church,  in  connection 
n-ith  that  of  St.  Paul's,  Salem.  He  has  preached  in  St.  Luke's,  Cambridge,  every 
Sunflay  afternoon  for  the  last  twenty-two  weeks.  In  that  Church  he  has  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion  five  times,  baptized  three  children,  and  buried  one 
adult.

ADOPTED  SEPTEMBBR  ZO,  A.  D.  1869. 


CANON  I. 

A  LIST  TO  BE  MADB  OF  THE  MINISTERS  IK  THE  DIOCESE. 

Sec.  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  all  the  Ministers  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the 
names  of  their  respective  Cures,  or  Parishes,  or  Stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of 
the  Colleges,  Academies,  or  other  Seminaries  of  Learning,  in  which  they  are 
engaged ;  or,  in  regard  to  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  Parishes,  Missions,  or 
Institutions  of  Learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only ;  but  no  Clergy- 
man, while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  And 
such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and  be 
prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention, 
shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  article  of 
the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the 
list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON  II. 

OF  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE   CONVENTION,  AND   THE   EVIDENCE  OF  THEIR  RIGHTS  TO 

SEATS. 

Sbc.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  of 
his  inability  or  disability  to  act,  then  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  to 
prepare  and  submit  to  the  Convention,  at  its  next  session,  a  list  of  all  the  qualified 
Ministers  of  this  Church,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Canon,  are  regu- 
larly admitted  and  settled  in  some  Church  within  this  Diocese,  which  is  in  union 
with  this  Convention,  specifying  the  names  of  the  several  Churches  in  which  they 
ire  admitted  or  settled,  which  list  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  Bishop  or  Stand- 
mg  Committee ;  and  after  having  been  submitted  to  the  Convention — which  may 
correct  the  same  if  inaccurate,  in  any  particular — shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secre- 
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tary  of  the  Convention,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  him,  and  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  2d  Section  of  Canon  XXX,  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832.* 

And  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  in  all  cases  hereafter  arising,  of  a  contested  right 
to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  of  any  Minister,  claiming  by  virtue  of  any  settlement 
or  admission  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Canon,  the  said  list  or  record  shall  be 
taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of  the  right  of  those  whose  names  shall  appear 
thereon,  and  of  the  right  of  none  others — liable,  however,  to  be  rebutted  by  other 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  record  in  the  book  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  Section,  all  certificates  that  shall  be  transmitted  to  him,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  said  2d  Section  of  Canon  XXX,  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832.* 
And  in  case  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  any  Clergyman  who 
shall  have  been  elected  to  any  Church  or  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  after  the  passage 
of  this  Canon,  the  evidence  of  settlement  shall  consist  in  the  said  record ;  or  in 
the  production  to  the  Convention  of  the  certificate  required  by  the  said  Canon 
together  with  a  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Standing  Committee,  of  his  or 
their  being  satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  this  Church. 
"Which  certificate?',  if  not  previously  recorded,  shall  thereupon  be  recorded  by  the 
Secretary  in  the  aforesaid  book. 

Sec.  3.  Every  Minister  who  may  be  received  into  this  Diocese  after  the  passage 
of  this  Canon,  shall  procure  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  his  disability  or  ina- 
bility to  act,  from  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
duly  convened,  a  certificate  that  he  has  been  received  into  this  Diocese,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention.  And  before  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  he  shall  cause  such  certificate  to  be  recorded  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  the  lx>ok  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections.  And 
in  case  of  the  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  any  Minister  who  may 
be  received  into  this  Diocese  after  the  adoption  of  this  Canon,  the  production  of 
such  record,  or  of  such  certificate,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  regular  admis- 
sion— w^hich  certificate,  if  not  previously  recorded,  shall  thereupon  be  recorded  by 
the  Secretary  in  the  said  Book. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  of  a  Clergyman 
claiming  such  right,  by  virtue  of  his  being  employed  as  a  Missionary  under  the 
direction  of  this  Convention,  the  evidence  of  such  employment  shall  consist  in  the 
written  certificate  of  the  Bishop  ;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  or  of 
the  inability  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  in  the  written  certificate  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  a  Clergyman 
claiming  such  right  by  virtue  of  his  being  engaged  as  a  Professor  or  Instructor  of 
youth  in  a  College,  Academy,  or  General  Seminary  of  Learning,  duly  incorporated, 
the  evidence  of  his  connection  with  such  College,  Academy  or  Seminary,  shall  con- 
sist in  the  written  certificate  of  the  President  or  Secretary  of  such  Corporation, 
that  he  is  so  employed. 

Sec.  6.  The  appointment  of  I^ay  Delegates  to  the  Convention,  if  they  be  chosen 
by  the  Vestry  of  any  Church,  shall  be  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  such  Vestry, 
held  according  to  law ;  if  they  be  chosen  by  the  Congregation,  the  like  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  election  shall  be  previously  given,  and  the  electors 
must  have  the  like  legal  qualifications,  and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
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like  manner,  as  prescribed  by  laws  for  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of 
the  Parishes  respectively  in  which  they  are  held. 

The  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate,  if  made  by  the  A^'estry,  shall 
consist  in  a  written  certificate,  signed  both  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church,  if  there 
be  one ;  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector,  then  by  the  Warden  who  presides  at  the  meet- 
ing at  which  such  Delegate  is  appointed,  and  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry.  If  the 
appointment  be  made  by  the  Congregation,  the  evidence  of  such  appointment  shall 
consist  in  a  certificate  signed  by  the  same  persons,  who  are  required  by  law  to 
certify  or  attest  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  the  respective  Parishes. 
Every  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  shall  show  upon  its  face 
that  the  appointment  has  been  made  in  pursuance  of  all  the  requirements  of  this 
Section,  and  shall  certify  that  the  Delegate  has  the  qualifications  required  by  the 
Third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  and  by  the  next  succeeding  section  of  this  Canon- 
And  no  other  certificate  or  evidence  of  appointment  of  any  Lay  Delegate,  than 
such  as  is  herein  required,  shall  be  allowed  or  received. 

Sec.  7.  No  Lay  Delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  unless  he 
be  entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  which  he  is  appointed 
to  represent. 

Sec.  8.  A  copy  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  sections  of  this  Canon  shall  be  annually 
transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  together  with  a  blank  printed 
form  of  certificate  of  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates,  to  every  Church  in  this  Dio- 
4xse  in  union  with  the  Convention,  in  the  same  manner  with  the  notice,  which  by 
the  Constitution  he  is  or  may  be  required  to  give  of  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  meeting  of  the  succeeding  Convention. 

Sec.  9.  The  presence  of  at  least  thirty  Clerg3rmen  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Con- 
Tention,  and  of  Delegates  from  at  least  thirty  congregations,  shall  be  necessary  to 
the  transaction  of  business — except  that  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day 
to  day. 

Sec.  10.  If  the  President  tx-officio  of  the  Convention  is  not  present  at  its  opening, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  call  the  members  who  present  themselves,  to 
order,  when  the  Senior  Presbyter  present,  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention, 
shall  take  the  Chair  and  shall  preside  until  a  President  be  elected,  as  provided  by 
Article  V  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  or, 
in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  seats. 

Sec.  12.  He  shall  call  over  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation,  when  the 
Xay  Delegates  shall  present  their  certificates ;  which  certificates  shall  be  examined 
"hj  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  members  appointed  by  the  Presiding 
Officer.  Irregular  or  defective  certificates,  and  certificates  and  documents  referring 
to  contested  seats,  shall  be  temporarily  laid  aside.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Dele- 
gates duly  appointed  shall  then  be  called,  after  which  the  certificates  and  docu- 
ments laid  aside  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention,  which  shall  decide  on  the 
admission  of  the  deputies  named  therein. 

Sec.  13.  A  constitutional  quorum  (thirty  Clergymen  and  thirty  Delegations) 
being  present,  the  President  ex  officio,  if  present,  shall  declare  the  Convention  duly 
organized.  If  he  be  not  present,  or  unable  to  act,  the  temporary  President  shall 
direct  that  the  members  proceed  to  vote  for  a  President,  as  provided  in  Article  V 
of  the  Constitution,  which  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  dispensed  with  by  the 
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unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present.  The  President  being  elected,  shall  de- 
clare the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

Sec.  14.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  by  ballot,  unless  dispensed  with  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  members  present.  The  Secretary  shall  appoint  an  Assistant,  and  an- 
nounce his  name  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  15.  The  existing  Rules  of  Order,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  to  the  pre- 
liminary proceedings  for  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  deemed  in 
force  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  said  Rules  of  Order,  except  such  of  them  as  pre- 
scribe the  mode  of  altering  the  same,  shall  regulate  the  proceedings  after  the  organi- 
zation, until  altered  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  17.  (I.)  When  a  Church  or  Corx>oration  incorporated  under  any  law  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  other  than  the  General  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Churches, 
passed  April,  1813,  and  its  amendments,  has  been  admitted  into  union  with  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  the  Minister  of  said  Church  or  Congregation  shall  be 
admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  provided  that  he  shall  have  presented  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  such  a  certificate  of  settlement  as  is  required  in  Canon  XII, 
Section  1,  Title  1,  of  the  *'  Digest,"  except  that  the  same  may  be  signed  by  the  Pre- 
siding and  Recording  ofScers  of  the  body  electing  the  Minister;  and  provided  that 
the  Bishop  being  satisfied  that  such  Minister  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  this  Church, 
has  transmitted  such  certificate  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  to  be  recorded 
by  him  in  the  book  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  Canon. 

(II.)  And  each  Church  or  Congregation  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  Lay  Dele- 
gates to  this  Convention,  not  exceeding  three  in  number,  who  shaU  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  said  Church  or  Congregation  for  at  least  twelve  months  previous 
to  the  election ;  to  be  chosen  by  the  male  members  of  full  legal  age  of  the  Church  or 
Congregation,  and  who  shall  have  been  connected  therewith  as  stated  worshippers 
for  the  space  of  one  year  previous  to  the  election. 

The  time,  place  and  manner  of  holding  such  election,  and  the  notice  for  holding 
the  same  (which  shall  be  ten  days  at  least),  shall  be  fixed  by  rules  or  by  laws, 
made  by  the  Trustees  of  said  Church  or  Congregation,  or  by  the  members  of  the 
same,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  at  a  meeting  duly  convened. 

(III.)  A  written  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  such  Delegates  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Convention,  signed  by  the  Minister  of  such  Church  or  Congr^ation, 
if  there  be  one,  or  if  there  be  no  Minister,  by  the  presiding  officer  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Congregation  by  which  they  were  appointed,  and  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  of 
such  meeting ;  which  certificate  shall  declare  that  the  persons  so  appointed  Lay 
Delegates  have  been  duly  chosen  by  such  Church  or  Congregation,  are  members  of 
such  Church  or  Congregation,  and  have  been  such  members  for  twelve  months 
preceding ;  and  further,  that  all  the  requirements  of  this  Canon,  and  of  the  general 
rules  or  laws  governing  the  election,  have  been  duly  observed. 

No  other  certificate  or  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  any  Lay  Delegates  than 
such  as  is  here  required,  shall  be  allowed  or  received. 

CANON  III. 

OP  THE   CALL  OP  THE   CONVBXTIOX. 

Unless  it  be  otherwise  directed  by  the  Convention,  the  mode  of  giving  notice  of 
the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be  by  an  advertisement  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  meeting,  signed  by  the  Secretary,  and  published  in  three  of  the  puUic 
papers  printed  in  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  and  by  a  printed  notice  sent  to  every 
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Clerg3rnuui>  and  Congregation  of  the  Diooesc.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution,  a  Special  Convention  is  called  for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  in  the  notice  thereof,  to  specify  such  purpose. 


CANON  IV. 

OF  THB  ADMISSION  OF  A  CHURCH  INTO  UNION  WITH  THE  CHURCH   IN  THIS  DIOCESE, 

AND   MAINTAINING   SUCH   UNION. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Church  or  congregation  desiring  admission  into  union  with  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  shall  present  a  written  application  therefor  to  the  Conven- 
tion, together  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  congregation 
authorizing  such  application ;  in  which  resolution  the  said  Church,  by  its  Vestry 
or  congregation,  shall  agree  to  abide  by,  and  conform  to,  and  observe  all  the  Canons 
of  the  Church,  and  all  the  rules,  orders  and  regulations  of  the  Convention ;  which 
copy  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the  presiding  oflBcer  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  meeting 
of  the  congregation  at  which  the  resolution  was  adopted,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Vestry  or  Secretary  of  the  meeting ;  und  shall^be  authenticated  by  the  seal  of 
the  Corporation. 

The  said  application  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation 
of  the  Church,  duly  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  the  oflBcer  whose  duty 
it  may  be  to  record  or  file  the  same ;  and  alaOy  by  a  Certificate  of  the  Bishop,  or  in 
case  of  his  absence,  or  of  his  inability  or  disability  to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  or  they  approve  of  the  Incorpora- 
tion of  such  Church,  and  that  such  Church,  in  his  or  their  judgment,  ib  duly  and 
satisfactorily  established ;  and  every  Church  or  congregation  applying  for  admis- 
sion, shall  produce  satisfactory  evidence  that  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons, 
members  of  such  Church,  have  habitually,  for  at  least  one  year  preceding  such 
application,  attended  divine  service  in  such  Church  or  congregation. 

Sec.  2.  (I.)  No  application  for  the  admission  of  a  Church  into  union  with  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,- shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  unless  the  same  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion at  least  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

(II.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  least  twenty 
days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  deliver  to  a  Committee,  to  be  annually 
appointed  (to  be  called  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Admission  of 
Churches),  all  applications  for  admission  into  union,  which  shall  have  been  re- 
ceived by  him,  to  be  by  such  Committee  examined,  considered  and  reported  upon 
to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  hereafter  any  Church,  in  union  with  this  Convention,  shall 
neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a  Parochial  Report,  no  Missionary 
Report  being  made  on  its  behalf,  and  shall  not,  during  the  same  period,  have  em- 
ployed a  Clergyman  as  its  Parish  Minister,  nor  requested  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  to  have  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  such  Church  shall  be  regarded  as 
having  forfeited  its  connection  with  the  Convention,  and  shall  no  longer  have  a  right 
to  send  a  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  the  same. 

The  Bishop  shall  report  such  Church  to  the  Convention  in  his  Annual  Address. 
Such  Church,  however,  may  be  re-admitted,  upon  application  to  the  Convention, 
accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and  on  such  terms  as  shall  appear  just : 
such  re-admission  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  consent- 
ing to  such  admission. 
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CANON  V. 

OF   THE   SECRETARY   OF   THE   COKVEXTION. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  take  and  keep  the  Minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention,  to  preserve  its  Journals  and  Records,  to  attest  the 
public  acts  of  the  Body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all 
books  and  papers  relating  to  the  business  and  concerns  of  the  Convention  which 
may  be  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  give 
due  notice  to  each  Minister,  and  Vestry  or  congregation,  of  the  time  and  place 
appointed  for  the  meetings  of  each  succeeding  Convention,  and  to  publish  notice  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  three  of  the  public  papers  of  the  Diocese  of  Al- 
bany, and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Rules  of 
Order  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every 
Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention ;  and  shall  request 
the  last  to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in  addition  to  the 
documents  mentioned  in  Canon  XV,  §  3,  Title  I  of  the  "  Digest,"  a  certificate  to  be 
signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  the 
amount  of  funds  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing  them)  to  the  Greneral 
Theological  Seminary,  together  with  the  nomination  of  Trustees  of  that  Seminary; 
and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  4.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  third  section  of  this 
Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be 
one ;  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  VI. 

OF  THE  TREASURER  OF  THE  CONVEXTIOX. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  a  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  stated  Convention,  and 
until  a  successor  is  appointed.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all 
moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection 
and  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated. 

Sec.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall  be 
examined  by  a  Committee  acting  under  its  authority. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  an 
appointment  to  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  the  person  so  appointed 
shall  continue  to  act  until  an  appointment  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  VII. 

OF  PARISH  REGISTERS  AND  PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

Whereas,  by  the  XXIXth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832,*  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  each  Clergyman  of  this  Church  to  keep  a  Register  of  Baptisms,  Con- 
firmations, Communicants,  Marriages,  and  Funerals  within  his  Cure ;  agreeably  to 


•  Now  Canon  XII,  §  5,  Title  I. 
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such  mles  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  where  his  Cure 
lies : — ^it  is  hereby  ordered,  that, 

Ssc.  1.  The  Record  shall  specify  the  name,  and  the  time  of  the  birth  of  the  child 
baptized,  with  the  name  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ;  the  name  of  the  adult  bap- 
tized ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married ;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried ;  and 
also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed.  These  Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Minister  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each 
Church ;  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the 
Vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Church. 

The  list  of  Communicants  shall  embrace  all  within  his  Cure  as  nearly  as  can  be 
ascertained,  and  he  shall  also  keep  a  list  of  the  families  and  adult  persons  in  his 
Cure,  as  far  as  practicable;  and  also  an  accurate  list  of  the  persons  confirmed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas,  by  the  Vllth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1835,* 
every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  when 
there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number 
of  Baptisms,  Confirmations  and  Funerals ;  and  of  the  number  of  Communicants  in 
his  Parish  or  Church,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of 
the  same ;  it  is  hereby  further  ordered,  that  in  reporting  the  number  of  Communis 
cants,  he  shall  distinguish  the  additions,  removals  and  deaths,  since  the  last 
report. 

Sbc.  3.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  the  Register  con- 
templated by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for 
that  purpose ;  and  the  annual  Parochial  Reports  shall  be  presented  or  forwarded 
to  the  Bishop  by  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish. 

CANON  VIII. 

OP  PREPARING  A  REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OP  THE  CHURCH. 

Whereas,  by  Canon  XV,  §  5,  Title  I,  of  the  "Digest,"  "  it  is  recommended  that 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Church  in  every  Diocese  prepare  a  condensed 
report  and  a  tabular  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  their  Diocese,  previously 
to  the  meeting  of  every  General  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  State  of  the  Church,  appointed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties, in  drafting  their  report;"  therefore  a  Committee  of  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  shall  be  appointed  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every 
stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  to  assist  the  Bishop  in  preparing  a  report 
of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  a  list  of  the  Clergy,  to  be  presented 
to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  IX. 

OP  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Sec.  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  second  regular  annual  meeting  next  suc- 
ceeding a  stated  mectini;  of  the  General  Convention,  elect,  by  the  concurrent  ballot 
of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  members,  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  to  act  as  Depu- 
ties from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention.  It  shall  also,  in  like  manner, 
elect  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  as  Provisional  Deputies,  to  act  in  the  case 
hereinafter  mentioned ;  which  Deputies  and  Provisional  Deputies  shall  hold  their 
respective  stations  until  successors  are  appointed,  and  shall  be  Deputies,  or  Provi- 
sional Deputies,  for  any  General  Convention  which  may  be  held  during  their  con- 
tinuance in  ofBce. 
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Sec.  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  resignation,  removal  from  the  Diooese^  defttfa, 
or  otherwise,  among  the  Deputies  or  Provisional  Deputies,  between  the  stated  times 
of  election,  the  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  by  any  Convention,  during  or  prior  to 
which  such  vacancy  shall  occur. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect,  to  signify  to  the  Bishop,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  their  acceptance  of  the 
appointment,  and  their  intention  to  perform  its  duties ;  in  de&ult  of  which,  the 
Bishop  shall  designate  from  the  list  of  Provisional  Deputies,  so  many  as  may  be 
necessary  to  insure,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese.    And 
the  Bishop  shall,  in  like  manner,  designate  from  the  same  list  of  Provisional  Depu- 
ties, one  or  more,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  supply  any  deficiency  in  the  representa 
tion  of  this  Diocese  which  may  in  any  way  occur.    And  the  person  or  persons  so 
designated  by  the  Bishop,  being  furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  have  alL 
the  power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability  of  the  Bishop  to— 
act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon  shall  be  exercised  by  the  -^ 
Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEB. 

Whereas,  by  Canon  11,  Section  1,  Title  3,  of  the  <'  Digest,"  it  is  required  that 
there  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  in  each 
Diocese,  whose  duties,  except  so  far  as  provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention,  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the  respective  Dioceses ;  therefore, 
in  addition  to  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  touching  Standing  Commit- 
tees, it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  Standing  Committee  in  the  Diocese  of  Albany 
shall  be  constituted  in  the  manner,  and  perform  the  duties,  hereinafi«r  prescribed. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  an  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  shall  be 
made ;  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  of  the  Clergy  and  four  of  the  Laity, 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  members  of  each  order. 
Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occurring  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by 
the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical  members  and  lay  members  of  the  Conmiittee. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability  or  disability  of 
the  Bishop,  the  powers  and  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of 
discipline,  shall  be  performed  by  the  Standing  Committee,  except  in  those  cases 
where  such  powers  and  duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegated  to,  or  enjoined  upon 
the  Clerical  members  of  said  Committee ;  in  which  cases,  such  powers  and  duties 
shall  be  exercised  by  said  Clerical  members  alone ;  provided,  that  no  sentence  shall 
be  pronounced  on  a  Clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a  Clergymai^  shall 
be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  for  that  purpose  shall,  after  a  final 
decision,  be  delivered  to  their  Secretary. 

Sec.  4.  Should  a  stated  Convention,  from  any  cause,  not  be  held  at  the  appointed 
time,  or,  if  such  Convention  should  be  held,  but  no  election  be  made  pursuant  to 
Section  1  of  this  Canon,  then  the  last  Standing  Committee  elected  shall  continue  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  office  until  a  new  election  takes  place. 

CANON  XI. 

OP  vacant  parishes. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  a  Parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to 
give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 
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Seo.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  who  can 
with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  vacant  Parishes  as  have 
been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper.  And 
at  every  Convention,  the  Clergy  so  appointed  shall  be  called  on  for  an  account  of 
the  fiilfillment  of  the  duty,  and  to  make  a  full  report  concerning  the  state  of  the 
Parishes  which  they  have  visited.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Parishes 
thus  supplied,  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incident  to  such  occasional  services. 

CANON  XII. 

CONCERNING   ELECTIONS. 

Elections  by  ballot,  when  required  by  these  Canons,  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention.  And  when  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  majority 
of  the  votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election. 

CANON  XIII. 

OF  THE   EPISCOPAL   FUND. 

Sec.  1.  The  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  this  Diocese,  now  pro- 
Tided,  together  with  that  which  may  be  hereafter  contributed  or  acquired,  and  any 
accumulation  acc^iiing  from  the  investment  thereof,  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Corpo- 
ration entitled  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  for  the  Diocese  of  Albany," 
incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  May, 
1869.  The  Trustees  composing  said  Corporation  shall  be  five  in  number,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of,  the  Convention, 
and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  their  number  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  said  fund  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trus- 
tees upon  security  of  real  estate,  or  invested  in  stock  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  State,  or  of  the  City  of  New  York,  at  their  discretion ;  and  all  securities  and 
investments  shall  be  taken  or  made  in  their  corporate  name  above  mentioned,  and 
they  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  change  such  investments.  A  state- 
ment, exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  said  fund  and  securities,  together  with  all 
receipts  and  disbursements,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Couvention  at  every  stated 
meeting  thereof,  signed  by  the  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

CANON  XIV. 

OF   THE   DIOCESAN   FUND. 

Sec.  1.  Whereas  it  is  indispensable  to  provide  a  fund  for  defraying  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  Convention,  and  particularly  the  expenses  of  those  of  the  Clergy 
who  may  have  to  travel  from  a  distance  to  the  Convention ;  it  is  hereby  required  of 
every  congregation  in  this  Diocese  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  on  or 
before  the  day  of  its  annual  meeting,  a  contribution  of  not  less  than  two  per  cent 
on  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  its  Clergyman.  Which  fund  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  appropriated  in  part  b>  a  Committee  of  the  Convention  to  the  purposes  above 
mentioned. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas,  by  Canon  I,  §  5,  Title  III,  of  the  **  Digest,"  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  to  forward  to  the  Trciisurer  of  the  Gene- 
ral Convention,  at  each  meeting  of  the  same,  three  dollars  for  each  Clergyman 
within  the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  said 
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Convention  ;  therefore,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  appro- 
priate tlie  moneys  paid  in  to  the  Diocesan  Fund,  to  retain  annually  out  of  such 
moneys  one  dollar  fur  eai'h  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese.  The  moneys  thus  arising 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  to  be  by  him  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention  at  each  meeting  ^f  the  same. 

CANON  XV. 

OF   THE   MISSIONS   OP   THE    DIOCESE. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  acknowledging  her  responsibility  in  common  with  the 
whole  Church,  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  charge  of  our  Lord,  to  preach  the  Gospel 
to  every  creature,  and  her  special  obligation  to  extend  the  Church  throughout  the 
Diocese,  in  order  to  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  enacts  the  following  proyisions : 

Sec.  1.  The  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  of  Albany  is  composed  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese ;  but  shall  be,  for  all  purposes  of  transacting 
business,  represented  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  the 
Diocesan  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  at  the  place  of  the  meeting  of 
the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  on  th:;  evening  of  the  first  day  of  its 
session,  the  Bishop  presiding,  if  there  be  one ;  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
being  its  Secretary ;  and  the  members  of  the  Convention,  Clerical  and  Lay,  a 
quorum  being  present,  shall  be  competent  to  transact  its  business.  At  this  meet- 
ing, after  the  reading  of  the  Missionary  reports,  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  com- 
ing year  shall  be  elected,  as  hereafter  provided,  and  Missionary  addresses  shall  be 
made. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  composed  of  five  Clergymen  and  five  Lay- 
men, to  be  chosen,  one  from  each  Missionary  district  of  the  Diocese,  as  hereafter 
provided ;  the  Bishop  being,  ex-officiOy  a  member  and  the  President  of  the  .Board 
and  having  the  sole  power  of  nominating  Missionaries  for  appointment  by  the 
Board. 

Sec.  4.  (I.)  The  Diocese  shall  be  distributed  into  five  Missionary  Convocations; 
the  first  consisting  of  the  counties  of  Albany,  Herkimer,  Greene  and  Columbia; 
the  second  consisting  of  the  counties  of  Rensselaer,  Washington,  Saratoga  and 
Warren ;  the  third  consisting  of  the  counties  of  Essex,  Clinton,  Franklin  and  St. 
Lawrence ;  the  fourth  consisting  of  the  counties  of  Schenectady,  Montgomery,  Ful- 
ton and  Hamilton ;  and  tlie  fifth  consisting  of  the  counties  of  Otsego,  Delaware  and 
Sclioharie.  These  Convoc^itions  shall  all  be  organized  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  who  shall  preside  in  them  when  present ;  but  each  Convocation  shall  have  a 
President,  to  be  apj)ointed  by  the  Bishop,  on  the  nomination  of  the  members  of  the 
Convocation. 

(II.)  Each  Convocation  shall  be  composed  of  the  Clergymen  residing  within  its 
limits,  and  of  Laymen,  not  exceeding  three  in  number,  chosen  in  each  Parith  and 
Missionary  station,  by  the  Vestry  or  congregation.  It  shall  meet  at  least  twice 
during  the  year,  and  shall  be  chargeable  with  the  Missionary  work  in  its  own  dis- 
trict, under  its  President ;  who  may  also  be  present,  without  a  vote,  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

Skc.  5.  (1.)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  ten  persons, 
menil)ers  of  the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  one-half  of  whom  shall  be  Clergymen, 
and  the  other  half  Laymen,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  one  Clergyman  and  one  Lay- 
man from  every  Convocation  in  the  Diocese,  who,  with  the  Bishop,  shall  compose  a 
Board  to  be  called  "  The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany." 
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(II.)  The  Board  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly,  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese, 
at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  appoint.  They  shall  elect  their  own  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer;  adopt  their  own  by-laws;  de^iiignatc  stations  and  appoint  ^lis- 
sionaries  on  the  Bishop's  nomination ;  devise  means  for  securing  funds  for  Mission- 
ary uses,  and  distribute  them ;  publish,  from  time  to  time,  statements  of  their 
work ;  and  make  a  full  report  to  each  annual  Convention,  which  report  shall  con- 
tain the  names  of  all  stations  and  Missionaries,  the  annual  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, the  names  of  congregations  and  individuals  contributing,  and  a  list  of  non- 
contributing  Parishes,  if  any,  and  shall  }>e  entered  in  full  upon  the  Journal. 

(III.)  All  moneys  for  Diocesan  missions  shall  be  appropriated  imder  the  direc- 
tion of  this  Board ;  any  congregation  or  individual  being  allowed  to  designate  the 
station  to  which  half  of  their  contributions  shall  be  applied;  and  the  Treasurer 
shall  report  each  year,  besides  these  general  funds,  all  sums  certified  to  him  by  the 
Rector  of  any  Parish,  as  expended  in  the  local  missionary  work  of  that  Parish,  and 
all  sums  certified  by  the  President  of  any  of  the  Missionary  Convocations,  as 
expended  in  their  local  missionary  work. 

(IV.)  The  travelling  expenses  of  Missionaries  and  members  of  the  Board  to  the 
stated  quarterly  meetings,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Society,  if  the 
funds  are  suflScient. 

CANON  XVI. 

OP  THE   ORGANIZATIOX  OF   MISSIONS. 

Sbc.  1.  Any  residents  of  any  town,  village  or  district,  in  which  there  is  no  organ- 
ized Parish,  may  make  application  to  the  Bishop  to  organize  a  ^fission  in  and  for 
such  town,  village  or  district,  which  application  shall  be  in  the  following  or  similar 
ibrm,  viz : 

To  the  Right  Reverend  ,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany  : 

We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of  the  town  of  ,  county  of  , 

Diocese  of  Albany,  boing  desirous  of  obtaining  the  services  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  do  hereby  request  you  to  provide  them  for  us,  as  you  think  fit. 
For  which  benefits  wo  do  hereby  agree  to  put  ourselves  under  your  charge,  promis- 
ing conformity  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship  of 
said  Church,  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  and  to  the 
rules  r^ulating  Missionary  stations  in  this  Diocese.  And  in  accordance  with  these 
rules,  we  are  now  desirous  to  be  organized  as  a  Mission,  under  the  name  of 

Mission  .    Furthermore,  we  hereby  agree  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 

of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  in  four  equal  cjuarterly  installments,  the 
sum  of  at  least  for  the  first  year. 

Respectfully,  your  obedient  servants. 

This  application  should  be  signed  by  all  the  adults  who  propose  to  be  members 
of  the  Mission. 

Skc.  2.  (I.)  If  the  Bishop  consent  to  the  organization  of  a  Mission,  he  shall 
appoint,  on  consultatiov.  with  the  Missionary,  the  following  officers,  to  serve  for 
the  first  year,  after  which  they  shall  be  elected  annually,  in  Easter  week,  by  the 
people :  A  Warden,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Clerk ;  or,  if  it  be  deemed  expedient  by  the 
Bishop,  a  Warden  and  Treasurer  only  shall  be  appointed. 

(II.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  room  or  house  to  be  used 
fts  a  place  of  public  worship,  and  to  see  that  the  same  be  kept  clean  and  in  good 
repair,  and  that  it  be  provided  with  all  things  necessary  for  conducting  the  services 
of  thft  Church  decently  and  in  order.    He  shall  also  provide  the  bread  and  wine 
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for  the  Iloly  Communion;  take  charge  of  the  Communion  service,  the  linen,  hooliE,^^ 
&c.,  belonging  to  the  Mission;  and  shall  endeavor,  in  the  absence  of  the  Missionai^^  « 
at  any  time,  to  keep  up  the  regularity  of  the  services. 

(III.)  The  Warden  shall  be  constituted  delegate  exoj^ctoto  the  Conventions^  , 
where  he  shall  have  a  seat  and  voice,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote.  He  shal^^Cl 
also  be  entitled  to  a  scat  and  vote  in  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Society. 

(IV.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk,  or,  if  no  Clerk  be  appointed  or  elected 
of  the  Treasurer,  to  keep  a  record  of  events  of  importance  to  the  Mission,  and  a  lis 
of  its  families  and  meml>er8,  and  in  case  the  Missionary  be  non-resident,  to  hav 
the  custody  of  the  Register  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  &c.;  but  not  to  mak 
entries  therein,  except  by  the  Missionary's  request,  or  in  his  absence;  and  to  attend 
to  any  correspondence  required  by  or  for  the  Mission. 

(V.)  The  Missionary,  on  consultation  with  the  officers,  shall  appoint  the  sexton, 
organist,  choir-leader,  Sunday  School  superintendent,  and  any  other  helper  he  may 
find  necessary.  But  in  his  absence,  the  right  of  such  appointment  shall  rest  with 
the  officers  previously  named. 

Sec.  3.  (I .)  Every  person  becoming  a  member  of  the  Mission,  and  willing  to  aid 
in  its  support,  is  expected  to  name  a  certain  sum  per  week,  which  he  will  contribute 
through  the  offertory,  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  whether  it  be  large  or  small,  aooord- 
ing  as  God  hath  blessed  him. 

(II.)  The  weekly  offertory  is  to  be  established  at  the  commencement  of  the 
Mission ;  not  only  as  the  easiest  way  of  raising  money  and  of  dividing  the  expenses 
equitably  among  the  i)eople,  but  also  that  the  duty  and  habit  of  Christian  giving 
may  be  practically  inculcated. 

Sec.  4.  The  title  of  real  estate  given  to,  or  purchased  by  the  Mission  for  Church 
purposes,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  to  be 
held  by  them  until  such  time  as  the  Mission  shall  become  a  duly  organized  Parish, 
or  longer,  if  the  parishioners  shall  so  elect. 

Sec.  5.  ^Missions  duly  organized  shall  report  to  the  Bishop  annually,  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  through  their  Missionaries,  or,  if  there  be  none  in 
charge,  through  their  Clerk,  or»  if  there  be  no  Clerk,  through  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  G.  (I.)  The  change  from  "Mission"  to  "Parish"  maybe  made  when, 
first,  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  male  persons,  qualified  to  act  as  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  ;  and  when,  secondly ,  the  station  is  provided  with  a  Church  or  Rec- 
tory, and  is  able  to  furnish  half  the  salary  of  the  Rector. 

(II.)  Any  existing  Parish,  reduced  to  the  condition  described  in  Section  1  (I)  of 
this  Canon,  may,  upon  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  an 
election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  take  advantage  of  all  the  provisions  of  this 
Canon. 

CANON  XVII. 

OF  OFFERINGS. 

Sec.  I.  WheiLJis,  il  is  the  duty  of  all  Christians,  as  faithful  stewards  of  God,  to 
set  apart  regularly,  u  poi-tion  of  their  income,  as  God*s  portion^  "  every  one  as  God 
hath  prospered  hiui,''  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance  and  extension  of  His  kingdom, 
an<l  the  rLlielof  His  poor;  this  Church  enjoins  this  duty  upon  all  her  members. 

Skc.  2.  It  shall  \ni  the  duty  of  every  congregation  of  this  Diocese  regularly  to 
contribute  every  year,  by  weekly  or  monthly  offerings,  or  in  some  other  tystiwuitic 
way,  to  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese;  the  General  Missions  of  the  Church  in  the 
United  States ;  tlie  Bible  and  Common   Prayer  Book  Society ;  the  educmlion  of 
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joung  men  for  the  Holy  ministry ;  and  the  relief  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen, 
and  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen :  the  offerings  to  be  sent  to 
the  Treasurers  respectively  of  the  yarious  funds  for  which  they  are  design<ited ;  and 
the  amount  and  destination  of  all  such  contributions  to  form  a  distinct  item  in  the 
minnal  Parochial  report. 

Skc.  3.  The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany  shall  be  the  organ  of  the 
Diooese  for  the  distribution  of  all  the  moneys  collected  for  Diocesan  missions. 

Sec.  4.  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  in  which  we  have  an  interest  in  common  with  our  mother 
Diocese,  shall  be  the  organ  of  this  Diocese  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  Holy 
orders.  A  copy  of  its  annual  report,  if  obtained  from  its  Superintendent,  shall  be 
laid  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  before  each  annual  Conyention. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Albany  and  its  vicinity 
shall  be  the  organ  of  this  Diocese  for  the  distribution  of  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books, 
and  shall  present  a  full  report  of  its  proceedings  to  each  annual  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  New  York,  in  which  we  retain  a  common  interest  with  our  mother  Diocese, 
shall  be  the  orgaQ  of  this  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  that  fund,  and  shall  receive  its 
contributions.  The  report  of  the  Trustees,  if  obtained  from  them,  shall  be  laid  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  before  each  annual  Convention. 

Sec.  7.  The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  shall  be  the  organ  of  this  Diocese  for 
this  charitable  purpose,  and  shall  receive  its  contributions.  The  Trustees  shall 
present  a  report  of  the  Fund  to  each  annual  Convention. 

CANON  XVIII. 

OF  THE  FUND  FOR  TUE  WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS  OF  DECEASED  CLERGYMEN. 

Sec.  1.  Three  Lay  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Convention, 
who,  with  the  Bishop  and  the  Treasurer  uf  the  Convention,  shall  constitute  a 
Board,  to  be  called  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Widows  and  Orjihans  of  De- 
ceased Clergymen,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  apphcations  for  relief,  and 
to  administer  it  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  Trustees, 
with  the  approbation  of  this  Convention,  shall  from  time  to  time  adopt. 

Sec.  2.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  number  of  the  above  named  three  Lay  Trus- 
tees, by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  may 
be  supplied  by  the  remaining  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  All  contributions  or  donations  to  this  object  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention ;  and  funds  not  wanted  for  current  use  shall  be  invested 
and  held  in  trust  by  the  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIX. 

OF  THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN  NOT  BEING  A  BISHOP. 

Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop  thereof,  shall  become 
"liable  to  presentment  and  trial"  under  the  provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  Gene- 
ral or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows, viz : 

Sec.  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  ofi'enses  of  which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty, 
with  reasonable  certiinty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances.    Such  presentment 
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may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of  anj 
Church  of  which  the  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  three  Presbyters  of  this  Dio- 
cese entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  as  hereinafter  mentioned.  Wheneyer 
from  public  nunor,  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any 
Clergyman  is  under  the  imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  ofiense  or  miscon- 
duct, for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  requires 
an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  five  persons,  of  whom  three  at  least 
shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case ;  a  majority  of  whom  may  make  such  ex- 
amination ;  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  shall 
present  the  Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes  above  prescribed,  the 
Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an 
offense,  may  dismiss  it ;  or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which 
do  not,  constitute  an  offense,  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he 
may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused ;  and  shall  also  nominate 
twelve  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  l>e  served  on  the 
accused ;  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not  give  such  notifica- 
tion to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and  the 
Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  aocuFed,  and  shall 
meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place  (but  always  within  this  Dio- 
cese), as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  plaoe  of  their  first  meeting  shall  be 
served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of 
the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  4.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Presbyters, 
the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  then  those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time ;  and  if,  afler  one  adjournment  or  more,  it  shall  appear  to  them 
improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  those 
who  do  attend,  not  being  less  than  three,  shall  constitute  the  Board,  and  proceed 
to  the  trial,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  alleged  in 
the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence ; 
and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as 
before  mentioned,  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  G.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall  not  appear 
before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  nevertheless 
proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn 
till  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as 
shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the 
witnesses  respectively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths 
may  at  the  desire  of  cither  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation 
to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but 
the  truth,  concerning  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment.  If  on  or  during  the 
trial  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  as  stated  in  the  present- 
ment, the  Board  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at 
once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pro- 
nounced. 
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Ssc.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it  being  made 
satisfiictorilj  to  appear  to  him  that  any  material  witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon 
the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  any  such 
witness.  Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Layman,  and  the 
party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days'  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be 
served,  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  addi. 
tional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  dis- 
tance. And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness,  and  the  questions 
and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Commissary,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before' 
such  Commissary,  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a 
writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  con- 
tained in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not 
guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in  their 
opinion  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without  delay 
communicated  to  the  accused ;  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evi- 
dence, shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sen- 
tence as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in 
severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final. 
^Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any 
three  or  more  ^f  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be 
most  convenient,  in  some  Church  to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that 
purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sen- 
tence shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused, 
in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  be- 
fore whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon,  may  be  served  by  a 
summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and 
whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  ser>'ice  by 
any  other  person,  the  facts  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A 
written  notice  or  paper  dehvered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence, 
shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper. 

Sec.  11.  The  defendant  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  coimsel ;  in  case 
of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  otherwise,  those  who  present  shall  also 
have  the  like  privilege. 

CANON  XX. 

COXCBRNING   ALTBRATIOXS   IN   THE   CANONS,   AND   ADDITIONS  THERETO. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Canons,  shall  hereafter  be  consid- 
ered by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  days'  previous  notice  be  given  thereof 
in  open  Convention ;  nor,  unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until  such  alteration  or 
addition  shall  have  been  referred  to,  and  reported  upon,  by  a  Committee  of  at  least 
two  Presbyters  and  two  Laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted 
during  the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  both  orders,  taken  sepa- 
rately, shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  such  case,  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present)  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention.

The  Rev.  W.  D.  Boone,  Deacon. 

I  beg  to  giye  you  the  following  account  of  the  work  done  by  me  as  clergyman  in 
charge  of  the  Parish  of  Oakhill,  Greene  county,  from  September  27, 1868,  to  June 
29,  1869 : 

Services  in  Parish  Church  with  sermon,  96 ;  services  with  course  lectures,  25 ; 
services  and  sermon  at  Cooksburg,  9 — total,  130.  Burials,  3.  Baptisms :  by  me, 
6 ;  by  the  Bishop,  4.  Marriages,  4,  of  which  duly  attested  records  are  preserved 
m  the  Parish  register,  and  certified  copies  given  to  the  parties.  Sunday  School, 
every  Sunday  at  1-2.  Communicants,  44.  The  Rev.  Robert  Washbon  was  our 
celebrant.  During  the  months  of  November,  December,  January  and  February,  I 
kept  school  in  the  rectory.  Number  confirmed  during  the  year,  7.  I  resigned  my 
official  position  on  March  19,  but  by  request  continued  three  months.  The  ground 
is,  in  itself,  of  great  consequence.    Salary  guaranteed  by  the  Vestry,  $300.

I. 

INSTRUCTIONS  AND  FORMS  FOR  THE  INCORPORATION  OF  A  CHURCH 

IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NEW  YORK. 


(Reprinted  from  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  1968.) 

I.    PRELIMINARY   REQUISITES. 

In  order  to  become  incorporated  under  the  amended  act  of  18C8,  it  is  requisite  : 

I.  That  there  be  a  congregation  actually  existing,  in  communion  with  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New  York,  containing  not  less  than  six  male 
persons,  of  full  age,  belonging  to  such  congregation,  and  not  already  incorporated 
in  some  other  Church  or  congregation. 

II.  The  congregation  must  have  been  habitually  worshipping  together,  and  must 
have  some  usual  place  of  worship — not  necessarily  a  Church — but  some  place  in 
which  they  have  habitually  gathered  for  Divine  worship. 

II.    PROCEEDINGS   PREVIOUS    TO    HOLDING    A    MEETING   FOR  THE   PURPOSE   OF   BE- 
COMING   INCORPORATED. 

The  first  proceeding  toward  becoming  incorporated  is  a  notice  of  a  meeting  to  be 
held  for  that  purpose. 

This  notice  should  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  at  least  two  copies  should  be  made. 
It  must  specify  the  object  of  the  meeting,  and  the  time  and  place  thereof.  The 
place  of  meeting  must  be  at  the  usual  place  of  public  worship  of  the  Church  or 
congregation  about  to  be  incorporated.  The  notice  must  be  publicly  read  in  the 
time  of  morning  service,  on  two  Sundays  next  previous  to  the  time  of  meeting,  by 
the  Hector,  or  by  the  qffkiaiing  minister;  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector^  or  officiating 
minister,  then  by  some  other  person  belonging  to  the  congregation.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  in  case  there  be  no  Rector,  and  no  officiating  minister,  some  one  repu- 
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tabic  person  of  the  congregation  be  designated  to  read  this  notice  on  both  Sundays 
immediately  preceding  the  meeting.  It  must  be  remembered  that  it  must  be  read 
in  the  time  of  morning  service, 

A  suggested  form  for  this  notice  is  submitted  herewith,  marked  A. 

Besides  reading  the  notice,  a  copy  must  also  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place,  on 
the  outside  door,  near  the  main  entrance  to  the  place  of  worship  in  which  the  con- 
gregation assemble.  It  will  be  advisable  to  post  this  notice,  as  required,  before  the 
commencement  of  the  services  on  the  former  of  the  two  Sundays  on  which  the 
notice  is  to  be  read ;  and  to  keep  it  thus  posted  until  the  meeting  is  held. 

The  notice /)08/c(/,  should  be  a  precise  copy  of  that  read  to  the  congregation. 

Before  the  meeting  is  held,  it  is  recommended  that  a  well-bound  and  suitable 
blank  book  be  procured,  to  be  used  as  a  Book  of  Minutes  for  the  Vestry  of  the 
Church,  in  which  the  proceedings  toward  the  incorporation  of  the  Church  should 
form  the  first  entry. 

A  form  for  this  entry  is  suggested,  and  accompanies  these  instructions,  marked  C. 

It  has  been  usual  to  insert  in  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation  under  the  former 
act,  that  the  notice  required  by  law,  of  the  meeting,  had  been  given.  The  same  is 
done  in  the  form  of  certificate  herewith  presented ;  but  as  the  statute  does  not  re^ 
quire  this,  the  statement  of  it  in  the  certificate  would  not  be  evidence  of  it.  It  is 
important,  therefore,  to  preserve  the  notice  which  was  read  in  time  of  morning  ser- 
vice on  the  two  Sundays  next  previous  to  the  meeting,  and  of  which  a  copy  wajj 
posted,  as  above  directed. 

An  affidavit  should  be  endorsed  on  the  notice  that  it  was  publicly  read  and 
posted,  (as  required  by  the  statute,)  and  sworn  to  before  a  judge  of  some  court  of 
record,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  some  other  officer  authorized  to  administer 
oaths  within  the  County  in  which  the  Church  is  situate. 

A  form  of  this  affidavit  is  given,  accompanying  these  instructions,  marked  B. 

For  greater  precaution,  it  is  recommended  that  this  notice  and  affidavit  he  attached 
to,  and  form  a  part  of,  the  papers  on  which   the  Certificate  of  Incor|)oration  is 
written.     JJlsOy  that  a  copy  of  the  notice,  and  another  affidavit,  (a  precise  copy  of 
the  other,)  also  to  be  sworn  to  and  certified  by  the  judge  or  officer,  (so  as  to  be  of 
itself  an  original  and  duly  certified  affidavit,)  be  entered  in  the  Book  of  Minutes 
The  party  making  the  oath,  and  the  judge  or  officer,  will,  in  this  case,  sign  the 
affidavit  and  the  jurat  t7i  the  book,  as  well  as  that  in  the  paper  attached  to  the  Cer- 
tificate of  Incorporation. 

III.    PROCEEDIXGS   AT   THE   MEETING. 

At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting,  there  must  be  present  not  less 
than  six  male  persons  of  full  age;  they  must  belong  to  the  Church  or  congregation 
about  to  be  incorporated,  and  must  themselves  not  be  already  incorporated,  (t.  e., 
must  not  belong  to  any  other  incorporated  Church  or  congregation.)  The  presence 
of  persons  already  incorporated,  or  belonging  to  other  congregations,  is  not  to  be 
understood  as  prohibited ;  but  there  must  be  (in  addition  to  any  who  may  thus 
belong  to  an  existing  incorporated  Church)  six  male  per.sons  of  full  age  belonging 
to  the  Church  about  to  be  incorporated,  who  do  not  belong,  at  the  time,  to  any  other 
incorporated  congregation . 

If  there  bo  a  Rector  of  the  Church  or  congregation  about  to  be  incorporate<l,  he 
must  preside  at  the  meeting.  But  if  there  l>c  no  Rector,  or  if  he  be  necessarily 
absent,  then  one  of  the  Churchwardens  or  Vestrymen,  or  any  other  person  called 
to  the  chair,  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  and  receive  the  votes. 
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If  there  be  a  Rector,  the  meeting  ought  to  bo  called  with  a  reasonable  certainty 
of  his  being  able  to  attend,  as  the  question  of  the  necessity  of  his  absence  may  lead 
to  embarrassment  and  future  difficulty. 

But  if  there  be  no  Rector,  or,  there  being  one,  and  he  is  "  necessarily  absent," 
the  persons  present,  entitled  to  vote,  must  call  to  the  chair  either  one  of  the 
Churchwardens  or  a  Vestryman,  or  some  other  person.  If  there  be  a  Warden 
present,  it  is  recommended  to  call  him,  (but  it  is  not  required  by  the  statute  that  a 
Warden  or  Vestryman  be  called  in  preference  of  some  other  person;)  if  no  War- 
den, then  call  a  Vestryman ;  if  neither  Warden  nor  Vestryman,  call  some  other 
person  to  preside. 

It  will  be  found  convenient  to  appoint  a  Secretary  of  the  meeting,  (although  the 
statute  does  not  require  it,)  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting.  He  should 
also  record  the  names  of  all  the  persons  attending  the  meeting  qualified  to  vote  and 
act  therein. 

The  meeting  being  properly  convened  and  organized,  is  to  proceed  to  the  business 
for  which  it  was  called. 
The  persons  entitled  to  vote  must  be — 

I.  Male  persons. 

II.  Of  fuU  age. 

III.  They  must  belong  to  the  Church  or  congregation  about  to  be  incorporated. 

IV.  And  they  must  have  been  eitfier-^ 

(a.)  Baptized  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church ; 

(6.)  Or  been  received  therein  either  by  the  lite  of  Confirmation,  or  by  receiving 
the  Holy  Communion ; 

(c.)  Or  they  must  have  purchased,  and  for  not  less  than  twelve  months  next 
prior  to  such  meeting  have  owned,  a  pew  or  seat  in  the  Church  about  to  be  incor- 
porated ; 

(rf.)  Or  they  must,  for  not  less  than  twelve  months  next  prior  to  such  meeting, 
have  hired  and  paid  for  a  pew  or  seat  in  such  Church ; 

(e.)  Or  they  must,  during  the  whole  period  of  twelve  months  next  prior  to  such 
meetingy  have  been  contributors  in  money  to  the  supi>ort  of  the  Church  about  to 
be  incorporated. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  each  voter  must  possess  four  qualifications — the  first 
three  being  common  to  all — the  fourth  being  divisible  into  five  several  conditions, 
either  one  of  which  will  satisfy  that  qualification. 

The  persons  thus  qualified,  shall  then,  at  such  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  votes, 
determine  the  following  questions  : 

I.  By  what  name  or  title  the  Church  or  congregation  about  to  be  incorporated 
shall  be  known  in  law. 

II.  On  what  day  in  Easter  week  the  annual  election  for  Churchwardens  and 
Vestrymen  shall  thereafter  take  place. 

III.  What  number  of  Vestrymen,  not  less  than  four  or  more  than  eight,  shall 
annually  be  elected,  and  shall,  together  with  the  Rector  (if  there  be  one)  and  the 
two  Churchwardens,  constitute  the  Vestry  of  the  Church. 

This  is  a  new  feature  in  the  incorporatian  of  Churches ;  formerly  the  number  of 
Vestrymen  was  fixed  by  the  statute,  in  all  c-.ses,  at  eight.  Under  the  present  law, 
the  congregation  may,  at  its  organization,  fix  the  number  at  either  four,  five,  six, 
seven  or  eight.     There  must,  however,  still,  as  formerly,  be  two  Churchwardens. 
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IV.  The  meeting  shall  then,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  elect  two  Gharchwardenfl 
and  as  many  Vestrymen  as  it  shall  have  been  determined,  under  the  last  preceding 
head,  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  be  by  baUol 
— possibly  a  different  mode  of  voting  may  not  be  in  contravention  of  the  act ;  bot 
an  election  by  ballot  will  be,  beyond  question,  within  the  contemplation  of  the  act. 

The  polls  must  continue  open  for  one  hour,  and  may  be  continued  open  longer, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  presiding  officer ;  and  mvst  be  continued  open  longer  if  re- 
.^uired  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  present. 

Before  the  polls  are  closed  two  discreet  persons,  members  of  the  congregation, 
should  be  called  to  assist  the  presiding  officer  in  counting  the  votes,  in  order  that 
they  may  join  in  the  certificate.  It  is  advisable  that  they  be  persons  qualified  to 
vote  at  the  meeting — they  may  either  be  named  by  the  presiding  officer  or  be 
designated  by  the  meeting. 

An  entry  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting,  step  by  step,  should  be  carefully 
made  on  the  minutes ;  and  it  is  recommended  that  this  entry  be  signed  by  the  pre- 
siding officer,  and  by  the  two  persons  who  are  to  join  with  him  in  signing  the 
Certificate  of  Incorporation ;  and  be  also  attested  by  the  Secretary.  If  this  be 
done,  and  any  accident  happen  to  the  certificate,  or  it  should  prove  imperfect,  a 
new  certificate  may  })e  made  without  calling  another  meeting  of  the  congregation. 

Afler  the  polls  are  closed,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  are  completed,  the 
presiding  officer,  together  with  two  other  persons  (who  should  be  of  those  present, 
and  taking  part  in  and  cognizant  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting)  must  then 
make  out  a  certificate  under  their  hands  and  seals,  setting  forth — 

I.  The  names  of  the  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  elected. 

These  names  should  be  written  out  in  full ;  not  by  the  mere  initials  of  the 
Christian  name. 

II.  The  day  in  Easter  Week  fixed  for  the  annual  election  of  their  successors. 

III.  The  number  of  Vestrymen  (not  less  than  four,  nor  more  than  eight)  deter- 
mined upon  to  be  annually  elected  to  constitute  part  of  the  Vestry. 

IV.  The  name  or  title  by  which  the  Church  or  congregation  shall  be  known  in 
law. 

A  form  for  this  certificate  is  suggested,  and  accompanies  these  instructions, 
marked  D. 

The  seals  to  be  attached  to  the  certificate  must  be  of  wax,  or  wafer,  or  other 
material  capable  of  receiving  an  impression,  and  constituting  what  is  ordinarily 
known  as  a  *'  seal  *'  to  deeds,  &c.,  in  the  State ;  not  unfrequently  use  is  made  of 

the  scroll,  [l.  s.,]  which  is  not  sufficient,  and  does  not  answer  the  legal  require- 
ment of  '*  a  seal ''  in  this  State. 

The  certificate  thus  made  out,  and  signed  and  sealed,  must  be  duly  acknowledged 
by  the  parties  signing  and  sealing  the  same,  or  the  execution  and  acknowledgment 
thereof  must  be  duly  proven  before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  the  acknowledg- 
ment or  proof  of  deeds  or  conveyances  of  real  estate,  to  be  recorded  in  the  county 
where  the  Church  or  place  of  worship  is  situate. 

The  proper  United  States  internal  revenue  stamp  must  be  fiffixed,  which,  at 
present  [May,  18G8,]  is  a  five  cent  stamp. 

Being  thus  signed,  sealed,  acknowledged  or  proven,  and  stamped,  the  certificate 
must  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County,  or  by  the  officer  whose  duty  it  is. 
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or  may  hereafter  be  made,  to  record  such  instruments  in  the  County  in  which  the 
Chorch  ia  situate. 

In  New  York,  Kings  and  Westchester  Counties,  these  certificates  are  to  be  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  Register ;  possibly  a  simiUr  office  may  hereafter  bo  cre- 
ated in  other  Counties ;  and  it  will  be  important  in  all  cases  to  see  whether  the 
duty  of  recording  such  instruments  has  been  transferred  to  any  other  officer  than 
the  County  Glerk. 

IV.   REMARKS. 

Canon  IV.  of  this  Diocese,  (as  amended,  November,  1867,)  requires  that  a 
Church  or  congregation,  applying  for  admission  into  union  with  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  shall  produce  "  a  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence, 
or  of  his  inability  or  disability  to  act,  or  if  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  that  he  or  they  approve  of  the  incorporation  of  said  Church, 
and  that  said  Church,  in  his  or  their  judgment,  is  duly  and  satisfactorily  estab- 
lished." 

Although  the  latter  part  of  this  certificate  could  not  be  given  previous  to  the 
incorporation,  it  is  advisable  in  all  cases  to  be  assured  of  the  approval  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  of  the  Diocese  before  proceeding  to  incorporation. 

In  case  the  now  Church  is  formed  within  the  Parochial  limits  of  any  existing 

f^arish  or  Cure,  the  consent  of  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  or  Cure  within  which 

^lie  proposed  new  Church  is  to  be  established,  or,  m  his  absence,  the  consent  of  the 

Ohurchwardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  the  congregation,  or  a  majority  of 

^liem,  is  required  by  Clause  I.,  Section  VI.,  Canon  XII.,  Title  I.,  of  the  General 

Cl^onvention,  to  a  Minister's  officiating  within  said  Parish,  with  a  view  to  such  in- 

<2«rporation.    Such  consent  should,  in  all  cases,  be  applied  for.    If  it  cannot  be 

btained,  the  establishment  of  new  Churches  or  congregations  within  the  limits  of 

ther  Parishes  is  vested  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  acting  by  and  with  the 

dvice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee. — (Clause  2,  Section  II.,  Canon  V., 

itle  III.,  of  the  General  Convention.)     If  there  be  no  Bishop,  this  power  is  in 

lie  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  corporation  dates  its  existence  frmi  the  record- 
ing of  the  certificate  ;  and  this  must  be  an  authenticated  recording  in  accordance 
ith  laws.  An  instrument  may  be  transcribed  and  copied  into  the  books  of  the 
roper  office,  and  yet  not  be  legally  recorded ;  the  absence  of  a  stamp,  if  the  law 
^v^aakes  one  necessary  to  the  recording,  or  a  material  defect  in  the  certificate  of 
^^u^knowledgment  or  proof  of  execution,  will  prevent  its  being  a  legal  recording.

ADVICE   AND    INSTRUCTIONS   TO    CHURCHES    APPLYING   FOR  ADMISSION  INTO  UNION 
WITH  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NEW  YORK. 

Under  Canon  IV  (on  the  admission  of  Churches  into  union  with  the  Church  of 
this  Diocese),  as  amended  at  the  Convention  held  in  November,  1867,  it  is  necssary 
for  a  Church  applying  to  be  admitted — 

I.  That  it  be  duly  incorporated. 
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IT.  That  there  have  been  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  members  of  sudi 
Church  or  congregation,  habitually  attending  Divine  Service  in  such  Church  or  oon- 
gicgation,  for  at  least  one  year  preceding  the  application  to  bo  admitted. 

III.  That  it  have  a  corporate  seal. 

In  order  to  be  admitted,  the  Church  or  congregation  must  (in  sufficient  time  to 
allow  the  papers  to  be  transmitted  to,  and  be  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention at  least  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention)  adopt  a  resolu- 
tion, at  a  legally  convened  and  held  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  or  (in  the  case  of 
Churches  incorporated  T^ithout  Vestries)  of  the  congregation  authorizing  the  appli- 
cation for  such  admission  to  be  made,  and  agreeing  to  abide  by,  and  conform  to, 
and  observe  all  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  all  the  rules,  orders  and  regulations 
of  the  Convention.  A  copy  of  this  resolution  must  be  duly  certified  by  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  Ve-stry,  or  of  the  meeting  of  the  congregation  at  which  the  resolu- 
tion was  adopted,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  Secretary  of  the  meeting 
of  the  congregation,  and  must  also  be  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  corporation. 

In  Churches  having  Vestries,  this  resolution  should  be  adopted  by  the  Vestry. 
In  Churches  incorporated  without  Vestries,  it  should  be  adopted  by  the  congrega- 
tion. 

The  following  form  of  resolution  is  recommended : 

Resolved,  That  [here  set  forth  the  corporate  name  or  title  by  which  the  Church 
is  known  in  law,  as  the  same  is  described  in  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation],  de-

The  resolution  must  be  entered  accurately  and  at  length  on  the  minutes  of  the 
Vestry,  or  of  the  meeting  of  the  congregation,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  Canon  requires  an  application,  in  writing,  to  the  Convention,  asking  admis- 
sion, which  must  then  be  made  out.  Tliis  may  be  signed  by  the  Rector  (if  there 
be  one),  and  by  one  or  both  of  the  Wardens,  and  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry ;  or, 
in  the  case  of  Churches  without  Vestries,  by  the  Minister,  or  by  the  presiding  offi- 
cer of  the  meeting  at  which  the  resolution  was  adopted,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  of 
such  meeting.

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CHAPTER  398. 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  TRUSTEES  FOR  THE  MANAGEMENT  AND 
CARE  OF  THE  PROPERTY  FOR  THE  SUPPORT  OP  THE  EPISCOPATE  OF 
THE  DIOCESE  OF  ALBANY. 

Passed  April  28, 1869. 

Tlie  People  of  ike  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  aa  follows : 

Section  1.  WilUfun  H.  DeWitt,  Harmon  Pumpelly  and  John  H.  Van  Antwerp, 
of  the  city  of  Albany,  and  Jonas  C.  Heartt  and  James  Forsyth,  of  the  city  of  Troy, 
and  their  successors,  duly  elected  and  appointed,  in  the  manner  hereafter  pre- 
scribed, are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  <*  The  Trustees  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  by  gift,  grant,  devise  or 
purchase  (subject  to  all  provisions  of  law  relating  to  devises  and  bequests  by  last 
will  and  testament),  and  of  conveying  such  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  provided  the  yearly  value  or  income 
of  the  same  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

Sec  2.  The  object  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  management  and  care  of 
the  fund  now  provided,  together  with  such  property  as  may  hereafter  be  con- 
tributed or  acquired,  and  any  accimiulation  accruing  from  the  investment  or  in- 
come thereof  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
in  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  and  the  appropriation  of  the  income  of  said  fund  and 
property  to  that  purpose,  according  to  the  directions  to  be  from  time  to  time 
given  by  the  Convention  of  said  Church  in  said  Diocese. 

Sec  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  be  five  in  number,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  the  pleasure  of  said  Convention ;  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  said  trustees 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  by  said  Convention.  The  said  trustees  shall 
appoint  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  from  their  number.  No  act  of  said 
trustees  shall  be  valid  unless  authorized  by  a  resolution,  adopted  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  said  trustees,  by  a  majority  of  the  same,  and  recorded  by  the  Secretary, 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  which  book  shall  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  said  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  trustees,  hereby  incorporated, 
exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  fund  and  property  intrusted  to  their  charge,  to- 
gether with  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  shall  be  reported  to  each  Annual 
Convention  and  signed  by  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them.

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Sec.  5.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  no  power  to  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
which  they  may  acquire  under  the  powers  given  to  them  by  this  act,  unless  under 
the  directions  of  the  said  Convention ;  and  the  said  trustees  shall  conform  to  any 
instructions  that  shall  be  given  to  them  by  the  said  Convention  touching  the  man- 
agement of  such  real  estate  and  the  disposition  of  the  same,  and  of  the  rents,  issues 
and  profits  thereof,  provided  that  such  instructions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  said  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  The  provisions  of  title  thu-d  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  shall  apply  to  the  corporation  hereby  created,  so  far  as  the 
same  are  applicable  and  have  not  been  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THS 

MISSIONARY  CONVOCATIONS  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ALBANY. 


Article  I. 


This  Body,  being  the  Missionary  Convocation  of  the  Diocese  of 

Albany,  comprising  the  counties  of ,  shall  be  styled  "  The  Convoca- 
tion of ." 

Article  II. 

All  Clergymen  of  the  Chnrch,  residents  in  these  counties,  shall  be  con- 
sidered members ;  and  each  Parish  or  Missionary  Station  therein  shall  be 
entitled  to  send  a  Lay  delegation  of  not  exceeding  three  members,  which 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Article  III. 

Its  object  shall  be  to  assist  and  further,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church  within  its  bounds ;  and 
for  this  design  all  its  funds,  after  the  payment  of  its  necessary  expenses, 
shall  be  used. 

Article  IV. 

Its  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on of  each  year,  at  such  placet 

as  the  President,  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop,  shall  appoint. 

Article  V. 

At  the  regular  meeting  in of  each  year,  the  Convocation  shall 

nominate,  for  appointment  by  the  Bishop,  a  President,  whose  duties  shall 
be  defined  by  him. 
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Article  VI. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Convocation  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall 

also  be  its  Treasurer,  and  who  shall  present,  at  each meeting,  an 

account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year  previous. 

Artiole  VIL 

At  each  stated  meeting  there  shall  be  one  or  more  public  services,  appro- 
priate to  the  object  of  the  Convocation,  to  be  arranged  by  the  incumbent  of 
the  Parish  or  Mission  where  it  is  held ;  and  if  there  be  no  incumbent,  then 
by  the  President,  and  an  offertory  made  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Convo- 
cation. 

Article  VIII. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  but  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing, and  unless  notice  of  the  proposed  change  shall  have  been  given  at  a 
regular  meeting  previous. 


The  following  resolution  has  been  adopted  by  the  Convocations : 

Jiesolvedy  That  Lay  Delegates  may  be  elected  at  a  meeting  of  the  Congregation 
any  Parish  or  Mission,  of  which  one  public  notice  has  been  given  on  the  Sunday 
revious ;  and  that  in  this  case  the  evidence  entitling  them  to  seats  shall  be  a  cer- 
"^  •jflcate  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  such  meeting. 

NoTS. — The  first  CoDvooation  meets  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  April  and  October. 
The  seoond  Convocation  meets  on  the  Wednesday  after  the  second  Sundays  of  May  and 
Oetober. 

The  third  Convocation  meets  at  the  call  of  the  President,  in  February,  May,  August  and 
^OTtmber. 

The  fourth  Convocation  meets  on  the  Wednesday  after  the  seoond  Sundays  in  June  and

The  fifth  Convocation  meets  on  the  evening  of  the  second  Tuesdays  in  January  and  June. 
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APPEAL  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

Diocese  op  Albany,  November  6,  A,  D.  1869. 
To  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  of  the  Diocese  ofjflbany : 

Dearly  Beloved — Having  been  charged  by  you  with  the  administra- 
tion of  your  missionary  work  during  the  coming  year,  we  address  ourselves 
to  you  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Canon,  not  so  much  as 
your  agents,  but  rather  as  your  fellow-workers  unto  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

We  feel  the  need  of  facing  fully  the  demands  and  duties  of  our  position ; 
of  realizing  the  responsibilities  and  the  resources  of  the  Diocese ;  and  of 
setting  about  our  work  with  a  clear  sense  of  what  we  have  to  do,  and  what 

we  have  to  do  it  with. 

The  present  missionary  field  is  distributed  now  over  the  five  Convoca- 
tions, which  are  now  fully  organized  and  have  begun  their  work. 

There  are  eighty-one  Mission  Stations,  served  by  thirty-nine  Mission- 
aries, nine  of  the  stations  being  vacant.  The  support  of  these  is  of  coarse 
our  first  duty.  But  it  by  no  means  covers  all  we  ought  to  do.  The  waste 
places  in  the  Diocese  outnumber  altogether  the  points  already  reached.  A 
reference  to  the  annexed  tables  will  show  that  there  are  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  townships  in  the  Diocese,  with  over  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants 
in  each,  where  we  have,  as  yet,  no  Stations  at  all. 

The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  not,  however,  to  interest  the  Diocese  in 
these  yet  unreached  points.  The  Convocations  propose,  for  the  present,  to 
look  after  these  by  tentative  services,  held  in  them  by  the  parochial  and 
missionary  Clergy,  and  the  Board  earnestly  ask  the  cooperation  of  all  the 
Clergy  in  this  effort.  We  turn  to  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
means  to  sustain  the  work  already  undertaken. 

For  this  we  need  thirteen  thousand  dollars,  this  year,  in  all. 

So  far  as  we  know,  we  may  expect  three  thousand  dollars  from  the  Diocese 
of  New  York,  this  year.  One  thousand  more  of  unpaid  pledges  from  the 
Primary  Convention,  and  three  thousand  pledged  at  the  last  Convention, 
make  our  expectations  seven  thousand  dollars.  It  will  be  safe  for  the 
Parishes  to  undertake,  in  addition  to  what  is  pledged  already,  an  amount 
of  seven  thousand  dollars  this  year.  It  is  not  the  province  of  the  Board  to 
indicate  the  way  in  which  this  money  shall  be  raised.  It  is  of  course  far 
better  to  avoid  the  temporary  expedients  of  pledges,  subscription  lists,  etc. 
But  if  they  are  needed,  until  the  principle  of  giving  has  become  a  kabit,  at 
least  let  the  Clergy  and  people  adopt  some  system  and  standard  of  giving, 
equal  to  our  urgent  want. 

If  an  average  of  $1.50  a  year  were  given  by  every  Communicant  in  the 
Diocese,  we  should  have  twelve  thousand  dollars  this  year. 
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If  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese  would  give  to  Diocesan  purposes  one-tenth 
of  its  offerings,  one-half  of  which  should  go  to  our  Missions,  we  should  have 
had,  hist  year,  for  our  Mission  work,  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

If  all  the  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  would  fairly  bring  them- 
selves, for  this  and  all  other  giving,  up  to  the  Scriptural  standard,  the 
amount  would  be  far  larger.  We  are  constrained  to  set  before  us,  as  the 
only  sure  and  certain  way  of  attaining  our  end,  the  Scriptural  rule,  of  the 
-weekly  offertory.  And  if  provision  is  not  made  for  the  weekly  giving,  as 
-we  hope  one  day  it  will  be  made,  the  people  at  least,  rich  and  poor,  can 
every  one  of  them,  "  lay  by  him  in  store  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  as 
<^od  hath  prospered  him." 

The  Board  of  Missions  is  content  to  leave  to  every  Clergyman  the  selec- 
tion of  the  way  in  which  the  money  is  to  be  secured ;  though  we  urge  upon 
the  Clergy  and  Parishes  the  adoption  of  the  weekly  offertory  as  the  Scrip- 
"tural  and  Churchly,  as  well  as  the  easy  and  practical  way.  But  we  earnest- 
ly call  the  attention  of  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  to  the  present  need ; 
"that  as  they  have  laid  upon  us,  who  arc  their  willing  instruments,  the 
l>urthen  of  this  charge,  so  they  will  enable  us  to  discharge  our  trust. 

We  venture  also,  now,  in  the  beginning  of  our  Conventional  year,  to  ask 
^  general  offering  throughout  the  Diocese,  for  the  Diocesan  Missions.  The 
Advent  Season  is  just  upon  us.  It  sets  before  us  the  great  object  for  which 
^e  are  all  praying  and  working,  the  consummation  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ. 
In  it  comes  the  Ember  Season,  when  the  Clergy  are  especially  in  the 
people's  prayers.  Let  your  alms  go  up  with  your  prayers,  dearly  beloved, 
ZLs  a  memorial  before  Grod.  In  every  Parish  where  it  can  be  done,  give  us 
the  offertory  on  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent.  Let  this  appeal,  with  its 
tabular  statements,  be  read  and  distributed  early  in  the  Advent  Season. 
And  let  the  savings  of  the  self-denial  of  this  Advent-tide,  either  given 
through  the  offertory  on  the  day  appointed,  or  gathered  as  the  Rector  may 
prefer  at  the  end  of  the  season,  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  our  Missionary 
-work. 

The  responsibility  and  the  resources  are  both  ours,  and  ours  may  be  the 
cixceeding  great  reward.  Let  us,  **  with  one  mind,  strive  together  for  the 
faith  of  the  Gospel,"  for  **  Woe  is  unto  us  if  we  preach  "  it  "  not "  in  these 
desolate  districts ;  and  there  are  those  **  of  our  own  household  "  of  faith,  for 
^vrhom  we  must  provide.

Diocese  of  Albany. 
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Constitution. 

Article  I. 

Of  the  Members  of  the  Convention. 

The  Diocese  of  Albany  entrusts  its  legislation  to  a  Convention,  to  consist  as 
ibUows  :  First,  of  the  Bishop,  when  there  is  one  ;  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when 
there  is  one.  Secondly,  of  all  clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  for 
six  months  previous  to  the  Convention,  the  restriction  of  time  not  to  apply  to 
rectors  duly  elected  or  missionaries  duly  appointed  (provided  that  no  clergyman 
suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  seat) ;  and  thirdly,  of  lay  delegations, 
consisting  of  not  more  than  three  deputies  from  each  church  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  who  shall  be  communicants,  and  shall  have  been  chosen  by  the 
vestry  or  congregation  of  the  same. 

Article  II. 

Of  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  shall  assemble  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  of  each 
jear,  in  such  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  appoint,  giving  fifteen  days  notice 
thereof  In  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one, 
shall  appoint  the  place  ;  and,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  appoint  The  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  for  sufliciint  reason  after 
tiaving  been  appointed,  provided  that  ten  days  notice  of  such  change  shall  be 
given.  I 

Article  III. 

Of  Special  Conventions. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions,  giving  thirty  days 
notice  thereof ;  and  shall  do  so  when  requested  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  giving  ninety  days  notice  thereof. 

Article  IV. 

Of  the  Opening  Services  of  the  Convention. 

Hvery  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Morning  Prayer,  a  Sermon,  and  the 
^oly  Commimion  ;  and  the  preacher  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  in 
^^^^e  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Article  V. 

Of  the  Permanent  Officers  of  the  Diocese. 

The  permanent  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  :  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
\^ith  right  to  preside,  when  present  in  Convention ;  and  when  there  is  an 
Assistant  Bishop,  he  shall  have  right  to  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop), 
^  Standing  Committee,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Registrar. 
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Article  VI. 

Of  the  Election  of  a  Bishop. 

When  a  Bishop  or  an  Assistant  Bishop  is  to  be  elected,  the  election  shall  be 
at  the  regular  Annual  Convention,  or  at  a  Special  Convention  duly  called  for 
that  purpose  ;   and  such  election  shall  require  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  th^ 
clergymen  and  of^the  lay  delegations  entitled  to  seats  in  Uie  Convention,  eacl:^ 
order  voting  separately. 

Article  VII. 
Of  the  President  of  the  Convention. 


If  there  be  no  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  its  ex  officio  presiding  officer 
absent,  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  President  from  among  the  clergy,  by  baOc:^ 
(unless  the  ballot  be  dispensed  with  by  unanimous*  vote). 

Article  VIII. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen,  t*:^- 
be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  Annual  Convention,  by  a  majority  of  the  clergy  am  mt 
lay  delegations  present,  and  shall  serve  until  the  next  Aimual  Convention  aD-  s= 
until  a  new  election  is  made,  the  functions  of  which  Committee,  beside  thos^a 
provided  for  in  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and  in  this  ConstitutioHK: 
shall  be  determined  by  Canon  or  Resolution  of  the  Convention.  But  vacaoci^^ 
in  the  Standing  Committee  may  be  filled  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
remaining  members  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Article  IX. 
Of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Registrar. 

The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Convention  from  the  memb^ 
thereof,  by  ballot,  after  nominations  (unless  the  ballot  be  dispensed  with  ^^ 
unanimous  vote),  and  by  a  majority  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegations  present 
and  he  shall  remain  in  office  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected.     His  duti^' 
shall  be  those  required  by  the  Canons,  Resolutions  and  Rules  of  Order  of  t)^^ 
Convention. 

The  Treasurer  and  the  Registrar  shall  be  elected  in  a  similar  manner,  ^^^ 
are  not  required  to  be  members  of  the  Convention.  They  shall  remain  in  o^^' 
until  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Article  X. 
Of  the  Deliberations  of  the  Convention,  and  of  Votes. 

The  clergymen  and  la3rmen  constituting  the  Convention  shall  deliberate  ^' 
one  body,  and  each  clergyman  shall  have  one  vote,  and  each  lay  delegation  a^^ 
vote,  and  a  majority  of  the  aggregate  votes  shall  be  decisive,  except  in  the  ca$^^ 
provided  for  in  Articles  VI,  IX  and  XI. 

If  five  votes  require  a  division,  than  the  voting  shall  be  by  orders  separate!// 
and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  make  ^ 
deci  iion.    But  no  alteration  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  shall  be  valid  without 
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the  concuiTtnce  of  the  Bishop  and  of  a  majoritj  of  the  clergy  and  of  a  majority 
of  the  lay  delegations  ;  and  the  Bishop's  concurrence  shall  be  presumed  unless 
the  contrary  be  openly  expressed  by  him  to  the  Convention  after  the  vote  of  the 
clergy  and  laity  and  before  the  adjournment  tine  die. 

Article  XI. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

The  mode  of  altering  the  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows :  A  proposition  for 
an  amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  nrriting  and  considered  in  the  Convention ; 
and,  il  approved  by  a  majority,  shall  lie  over  till  the  next  Convention,  and,  if  then 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegations  present,  with  the 
Bishop's  concurrence,  the  Constitution  shall  be  changed  accordingly. 


Canons. 

Canon  I. 

The  List  of  the  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  i.  On  the  first  day  of  each  Convention,  regular  or  special,  the  Bishop, 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  present  to  the  Conven- 
tion a  List  of  the  Clergy  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the 
names  of  their  respective  Parishes,  or  Stations  as  Missionaries  or  ChaplainSi 
or  of  the  Seminaries  or  Institutions  in  which  they  are  occupied. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Convention  to  revise  and  correct  thi* 
list  according  to  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  record  this  list  of  names,  thus  approvred,  in    '^ 
book  to  be  provided  by  him,  and  kept  in  accordance  with  Sections  i  and  ii  ^^ 
Canon  12  of  Title  I.  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Conventioi 
and  this  record  shall  determine  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in 
Convention. 

Canon  II. 
Of  the  Lay  Delegations,  and  the  Right  of  Deputies  to  Seats. 

Section  i.  Lay  Deputies  from  Churches  having  Vestries  maybe  appointed  b^;.^'^ 
the  Vestry  at  a  regular  meeting  held  according  to  law. 

Or  they  may  be  appointed,  in  Churches  having  no  Vestries,  incoiporatec::::^^ 
since  April,  1813,  or  hereafter  to  be  incorporated  under  any  laws  of  the 
of  New  York  other  than  the  general  act  for  the  incorporation  of  Religious 
Societies  passed  April,  18 13,  and  its  amendments,  they  shall  be  appointed,  at 
meeting  of  the  congregation,  of  the  time  and  place  of  which  public  notice  shall' 
have  been  given,  during  the  time  of  Divine  Service,  on  the  two  Sundays  pre- 
vious ;  the  qualifications  for  voting  at  such  meeting  being  the  same  as  those 
required  by  the  law  of  the  State  for  voting  at  a  Parish  meeting  to  elect  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  2.  When  Lay  Deputies  are  elected  by  a  Vestry,  the  evidence  of  their 
appointment  shall  be  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church  they  are 
chosen  to  represent,  and  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry ;  and  if  there  be  no  Rector 
then  the  certificate  shall  state  that  fact,  and  shall  be  signed  instead  by  the 
Warden  presiding,  and  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry.  The  certificate  must  state 
the  time  and  place  of  the  election ;  must  show  upon  its  face  that  the  appoint- 
ment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Canons ; 
and  shall  certify  that  the  Deputy  is  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  and  entitled 
to  vote  at  a  meeting  of  the  congregation  held  according  to  law. 

When  Lay  Deputies  are  elected  by  the  congregation  of  any  Church,  the 
evidence  of  their  appointment  shall  be  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  Rector  or 
Minister  having  charge  of  said  Church,  and  by  the  Secretary  of  the  meeting; 
or,  if  there  be  no  such  Rector  or  Minister,  then  the  certificate  shall  state  that 
fact,  and  shall  be  signed  instead  by  the  officer  legally  presiding  at  such  meet- 
ing, and  by  the  Secretary  of  the  same.  The  certificate  shall  state  the  time  and 
place  of  the  election,  and  must  show  that  the  appointment  has  been  made  in 
accordance  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Canons ;  and  must  certify  that  each 
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Deputy  chosen  is  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  and  either  that  he  is  entitled 
to  vote  at  a  meeting  of  the  congregation  held  according  to  law,  or  that  he  has 
belonged  for  twelve  months  to  the  congregation  he  is  chosen  to  represent 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  when  he  shall  send  to  any  Church 
or  Parish  the  required  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  any  Conven- 
tion to  be  held,  shall  transmit  with  the  same  a  copy  of  the  first  and  second  sec- 
tions of  this  Canon,  and  blank  printed  forms  of  certificates  of  appointment  of 
Lay  Deputies. 

Canon  III. 

Organization  of  the  Convention. 

Section  i.  If  the  ex  officio  presiding  officer  be  not  present  at  the  opening  of  the 
Convention,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  members  present  to  order ;  then  the 
senior  Presbyter  present,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Convention,  shall  take  the 
chair,  and  shall  preside  until  a  President  is  elected  as  provided  by  Article  VII 
of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats, 
as  contained  in  the  list  presented  by  the  Bishop,  or  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  then  call  the  Churches  entitled  to  send  Delegations,  when 
the  Lay  Deputies  shall  present  their  certificates,  which  shall  be  examined  by 
the  Secretary,  and  a  committee  of  two  members  appointed  by  the  presiding 
officer.  Irregular  or  defective  certificates,  and  certificates  and  documents  refer- 
ring to  contested  seats,  shall  be  temporarily  laid  aside.  The  names  of  the  Lay 
Deputies  duly  appointed  shall  then  be  called,  after  which  the  certificates  and 
documents  laid  aside  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention,  which  shall  decide 
upon  the  admission  of  the  Deputies  named  therein. 

Sec  4.  If  twenty  Clergymen  entitled  to  vote,  and  twenty  Lay  Delegations  be 
present,  they  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  and  the  presiding  officer  ex  officio 
shall  declare  the  Convention  duly  organized.  The  same  number  of  Clergymen 
and  of  Lay  Delegations  shall,  at  any  time,  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  except  that  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  presiding  officer  ex  officio  be  not  present  before  the  Convention 
is  declared  to  be  organized,  the  temporary  Chairman  shall  direct  that  the  mem- 
bers proceed  to  vote  for  a  President,  according  to  Article  VII  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, who,  when  elected,  and  taking  the  Chair,  shall  declare  the  Convention 
organized  for  business. 

Sec.  6.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer  and  a  Registrar,  according  to  the  Constitution.  The  Secretary  may 
appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  also  any  other  assistants  he  may  require, 
announcing  their  names  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  7.  Any  system  of  Rules  of  Order  which  shall  have  been  previously 
adopted  or  sanctioned  in  the  Convention,  except  such  as  prescribe  the  mode  of 
altering  the  same,  shall  be  in  force  until  changed  by  the  Convention,  after  hav- 
ing been  duly  organized. 

Canon  IV. 

Of  the  Admission  of  a  Church  into  Union  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and 

Maintaining  such  Union. 

Section  i.  Every  Church  or  congregation  desiring  admission  into  Union  with 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  shall  present  a  written  application  therefor  to  the 
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Convention,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  con- 
gregation authorizing  such  application  ;  in  which  resolution  the  said  Church,  bj 
its  Vestry  or  congregation,  shall  agree  to  abide  by,  and  conform  to,  and  observe, 
all  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  all  the  rules,  orders  and  regulations  of  the 
Convention ;  which  copy  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Vestry,  or  of  the  meeting  of  the  Congregation  at  which  the  resolution  was 
adopted,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  or  Secretary  of  the  meeting ;  and 
shall  be  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 

The  said  application  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  the  Certificate  of  Incorpo- 
ration of  the  Church,  duly  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  the  officer, 
whose  duty  it  may  be  to  record  or  file  the  same ;  and  also,  by  a  Certificate  of 
the  Bishop  (or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  his  inability  or  disability  to  act,  or 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate)  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  or  thejr 
approve  of  the  Incorporation  of  such  Church,  and  that  such  Church,  in  his  or 
their  judgment,  is  duly  and  satisfactorily  established;  and  every  Church  oc 
congregation  applying  for  admission,  shall  produce  satis&ctory  evidence  tha^ 
not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  members  of  such  Church,  have  habitually,  for — 
at  least  one  year  preceding  such  application,  attended  divine  service  in  such. — 
Church  or  congregation. 

Sec.  2.  No  application  for  the  admission  of  a  Church  into  union  with  the  '^ 
Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon,  at  any  meeting  o 
the  Convention,  unless  the  same  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  least  twenty 
days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  deliver  to  a  Committee,  to  be 
annually  appointed  (to  be  called  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Admis- 
sion of  Churches),  all  applications  for  admission  into  union  which  shall  have 
been  received  by  him,  to  be  by  such  Committee  examined,  considered  and 
reported  upon  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  hereafter  any  Church  in  union  with  this  Convention  shall 
neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a  Parochial  Report,  no  Missionary 
report  being  made  on  its  behalf,  and  shall  not,  during  the  same  period,  have 
employed  a  Clergyman  as  its  Parish  Minister,  nor  requested  of  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  to  have  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  such  Church  shall  be 
regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  connection  with  the  Convention,  and  shall  no 
longer  have  a  right  to  send  a  delegation  to  the  same. 

The  Bishop  sli.ill  report  such  Church  to  the  Convention  in  his  Annual 
Address. 

Such  Church,  however,  may  be  re- admitted,  upon  application  to  the  Conven- 
tion, accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and  on  such  terms  as  shall  appear 
just ;  such  re-admission  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of  the  Conven- 
tion consenting  to  such  admission. 

Canon  V. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  take  and  keep  the  Minutes 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  to  attest  its  public  acts,  and  filithfuUy  to 
deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relating  to  the 
business  and  concerns  of  the  Convention  which  may  be  in  his  possession  or 


ander  his  control.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  send  a  printed  notice  to  each 
Minister,  and  to  each  Vestry  or  Congregation,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  meetings  of  each  succeeding  Convention,  and  to  publish  a  notice  of  the 
meeting  in  three  of  the  public  papers  published  in  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  and 
to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  House 
of  Oerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary 
of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention ;  and 
shall  request  the  last  to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in  addition  to  the 
documents  mentioned  in  Section  iii  of  Canon  15  of  Title  I.  of  the  Digest  of  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  a  certificate,  to  be  signed  by  himself,  con- 
'Kainiag  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid  or 
secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing  them)  to  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
together  with  the  nomination  of  Trustees  of  that  Seminary ;  and  also  a  like  cer- 
tificate of  the  appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  4.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  this  Canon  shall  be  paid 
»ut  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 
Sec.  5.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the 
'onvention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if 
"^iliere  be  one  ;  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  a  Special  Con- 
"^Tention  is  called  for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary, 
^  n  the  notice  thereof^  to  specify  such  purpose. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  record,  in  a  book  to  be  pro- 
"^ded  by  him,  all  certificates  that  shall  be  transmitted  to  him,  in  accordance  with 
Sections  i  and  ii  of  Canon  12  of  Title  L  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention.    And  in  case  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention 
^Df  any  clergyman  who  shall  have  been  elected  to  any  Church  or  Parish  in  this 
X^iocese  after  the  passage  of  this  Canon,  the  evidence  of  settlement  shall  con- 
^sist  in  the  said  record  ;  or  in  the  production  to  the  Convention  of  the  certificate 
required  by  the  said  Canon,  together  with  a  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  of  his  or  their  being  satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen  is 
^  qualified  Minister  of  this   Church.     Which  certificate,  if  not  previously 
icorded,  shall  thereupon  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  in  the  aforesaid  book. 


Canon  VI. 
Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  receive  and 
disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of 
which  the  collection  and  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated. 

He  shall  report,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  names  of  the 
parishes  which  have  failed  to  make  the  required  contributions  to  any  of  the 
Diocesan  funds,  specifying  the  funds  to  which  they  have  failed  to  contribute, 
and  the  amount  of  such  deficiency. 

Sec.  X  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall 
be  ejamined  by  a  committee  acting  under  its  authority. 
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Sec.  3.  If  a  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  die  or  resign  his  office,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer  ad  anterimy  to  continue  in  office 
until  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

Canon  VII.' 

Of  the  Registrar. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  preserve  all 
documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  Diocese  ;  and  also  to  collect  and  pre- 
serve the  Journals  and  public  documents  of  other  Diocesan  Conventions  and 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  of  such  pamphlets  and  publications  connected 
with  the  Church  at  large  as  he  may  be  able  to  collect,  to  become  the  property 
of  the  Convention,  and  to  prepare  annually  a  summary  of  Diocesan  work,  to  be 
known  as  ''  The  Annals  of  the  Diocese,"  and  to  be  published  in  the  Appendix 
of  the  Journal 

Canon  VIII 
Of  Parish  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Whereas,  by  Section  v  of  Canon  12  of  Title  1.  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  ^ 
the  General  Convention,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  each  Cergyman  of  this  Churc^ 
to  keep  a  Register  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Communicants,  Marriages  ar^- 
Funerals  within  his  Cure,  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  may  be  provided  by  tl^ 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  where  his  Cure  lies  ;  it  is  hereby  ^dered,  that. 

Section  I.  The  record  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the  birth  of  th 
child  or  adult  baptized,  with  the  name  of  the  parents  and  sponsors,  or  witnesses 
the  names  of  parties  married,  their  age,  birthplace  and  residences — also  tb^^ 
names  of  at  least  two  witnesses  ;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried,  and  theii^ 
ages  ;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed.  These  Registers  shal^ 
be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  .that  purpose,  belonging  to^ 
the  Vestry  of  each  Church  ;  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  ^ 
be  preserved  by  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  clerk  in  organized  missions,  as  a  part  of  the  ' 
records  of  the  Church. 

The  list  of  communicants  shall  embrace  all  within  his  Cure,  as  nearly  as  can 
be  ascertained,  and  he  shall  also  keep  a  list  of  the  families  and  adult  persons  in 
his  Cure,  as  far  as  practicable ;  and  also  an  accurate  list  of  the  persons  confirmed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas,  by  Section  i  of  Canon  15  of  Title  I.  of  the  Digest  of  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  every  minister  of  this  Church  shall  present, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention, 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President 
of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  mar- 
riages, funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church  ; 
also  the  state  and  condition  of  Sunday-schools  in  his  Parish  ;  and  also  the 
amount  of  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic 
and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  church  purposes  in  general,  and  all  other 
matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same ;  it  is  hereby  further 
ordered  that,  in  reporting  the  number  of  communicants,  he  shall  distinguish  the 
additions,  removals  and  deaths  since  the  last  report ;  and  that,  in  reporting  the 
'*  contributions  for  Church  purposes  in  general,"  he  shall  include  the  amount 
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eceived  for  sittings  in  the  Church  and  moneys  raised  for  all  Giurch  and  Parish 
urposesy  other  than  those  enumerated  in  this  section.  . 
Sec.  3.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  the  Register 
on  tern  plated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by  the 
''estry  or  MissionSlry  or  Trustees  for  that  purpose  ;  and  the  annual  Parochial 
Reports  shall  be  presented  or  forwarded  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Wardens  or 
Trustees  of  the  Parish. 

Canon  IX. 

Of  Preparing  a  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Whereas,  by  Section  v  of  Canon  1 5  of  Title  I.  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the 
!>eneral  Convention,  "it  is  recommended  that  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Ihurch  in  every  Diocese  prepare  a  condensed  report  and  a  tabular  view  of 
he  state  of  the  Church  in  their  Diocese,  previously  to  the  meeting  of  every 
!^neral  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
niurch,  appointed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  drafting  their 
eport ;"  therefore  r^  Committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be 
ippointed  by  the  B  'lop,  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every 
;ta(ed  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  to  assist  him  in  preparing  a  report 
>f  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 


Canon  X. 
Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  i.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  second  regular  annual  meeting  next 
ucceeding  a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  elect,  by  the  concurrent 
»a]lot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  members,  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  to 
ict  as  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention.  It  shall  also,  in 
ike  manner,  elect  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen  as  Provisional  Deputies,  to 
ict  in  the  case  hereinafter  mentioned ;  which  Deputies  and  Provisional  Depu- 
ies  shall  hold  their  respective  stations  until  successors  are  appointed,  and  shall 
)e  Deputies,  or  Provisional  Deputies,  for  any  General  Convention  which  may 
)e  held  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sec.  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  resignation,  removal  from  the  Diocese, 
leath,  or  otherwise,  among  the  Deputies  or  Provisional  Deputies,  between  the 
itated  times  of  election,  the  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  by  any  Convention, 
luring  or  prior  to  which  such  vacancy  shall  occur. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  thejduty  of  the.  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop,  at 
east  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  their  acceptance 
>f  the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  perform  its  duties  ;  in  default  of  which 
he  Bishop  shall  designate,  from  the  list  of  Provisional  Deputies,  so  many  as 
nay  be  necessary  to  insure,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  full  representation  of  the 
Diocese.  And  the  Bishop  shall,  in  like  manner,  designate,  from  the  same  list 
>f  Provisional  Deputies,  one  or  more,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  supply  any 
ledciency  in  the  representation  of  this  Diocese  which  may  in  any  way  occur. 
Vnd  the  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the  Bishop,  being  famished  with 
I  certificate  thereof^  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly 
fleeted  by  the  Conventioii* 


Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability  of  the  Bishop 
to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon  shall  be  exercised 
by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Canon  XI. 
Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  authority  and  duties  of  the  Standing  Committee,  over  and  above  those 
given  and  prescribed  by  Canon  2  of  Title  III.  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Albany,  are  further  defined  in  this  Canon,  to  wit : 

Section  i.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  the  inability 
or  disability  of  both,  the  powers  and  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in 
matters  of  discipline  shall  be  performed  by  the  Standing  Committee,  except 
in  those  cases  where  such  powers  and  duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegated 
to,  or  enjoined  upon,  the  Clerical  members  of  said  Committee  ;  in  which  cases, 
such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  by  said  Clerical  members  alone ; 
provided,  that  no  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  on  a  Gergyman  but  by  a  Bisbop. 

Sec.  2.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a  Clergyman, 
shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  make  a  full  report  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings at  every  Annual  Convention. 

Canon  XII. 
Of  Vacant  Parishes. 

Section  i.  Whenever  a  Parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  xt^^ 
Vestry  or  Trustees  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  who 
with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  vacant  Parishes 
have  been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  an^ 
proper.  And,  at  every  Convention,  the  Clergy  so  appointed  shall  be  called  01 
for  an  account  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  duty,  and  to  make  a  full  report  concerning 
the  state  of  the  Parishes  which  they  have  visited.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such^^ 
vacant  Parishes  thus  supplied  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incident  to  sud^ 
occasional  services. 

Canon  XIII. 

Concerning  Elections. 

Elections  by  ballot,  when  required  by  these  Canons,  may  be  dispensed  with 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention.  And  when  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a 
majority  of  the  votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election. 

Canon  XIV. 

Of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

Section  i.  The  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  this  Diocese,  now 
provided,  together  with  that  which  may  be  hereafter  contributed  or  acquired, 
and  any  accumulation  accruing  from  the  investment  thereof,  shall  be  entrusted 
to  tlie  Corporation  entitled  ''The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the 
Diocese  of  Albany,"  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
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Few  York,  passed  May,  1869.  The  Trustees  composing  said  Corporation  shall 
e  five  io  number,  who  shall  be  appointed  by,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
le  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  their  numbers 
ball  be  filled  up  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  All  mone3rs  belonging  to  the  said  fund  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said 
'rustees  upon  security  of  real  estate,  or  invested  in  stock  of  the  United  States, 
r  of  this  State,  or  of  the  City  of  New  York,  at  their  discretion ;  and  all  secu- 
ities  and  investments  shall  be  taken  or  made  in  their  corporate  name  above 
lentioned,  and  they  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  change  such  invest- 
lents.  A  statement,  exhibiting  the  condition  of  said  fund  and  securities,  shall 
c  rtported  to  the  Convention  at  every  annual  meeting  thereof  signed  by  the 
Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Canon  XV. 
Of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Section  i.  Whereas,  it  is  indispensable  to  provide  a  fund  for  defraying  the 
lecessary  expenses  of  the  Convention,  and  particularly  the  expenses  of  those  of 
he  Oergy  who  may  have  to  travel  from  a  distance  to  the  Convention ;  it  is 
lereby  required  of  ever}*  congregation  in  this  Diocese  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
>f  the  Convention,  on  or  before  the  day  of  its  annual  meeting,  a  contribution  of 
lot  less  than  two  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  its  Clergyman.  Which 
md  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  appropriated,  in  part,  by  a  Committee  of  the 
'onvention,  to  the  purposes  above  mentioned. 

Sec  2.  And  whereas,  by  Section  v  of  Canon  i  of  Title  III.  of  the  Digest  of  the 
!anons  of  the  General  Convention,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  several  Diocesan 
Conventions  to  forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention,  at  each 
leeting  of  the  same,  three  dollars  for  each  Clergyman  within  the  Diocese,  for 
le  purpose  of  defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  said  Convention ;  there- 
>re,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  appropriate  the  moneys 
aid  in  to  the  Diocesan  Fund,  to  retain  annually  out  of  such  moneys  one  dollar 
>r  each  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese.  The  moneys  thus  arising  shall  be  paid  to 
le  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  to  be  by  him  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of 
le  General  Convention  at  each  meeting  of  the  same. 

Canon  XVI. 
Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese,  acknowledging  her  responsibility  in  common  with 
le  whole  Church  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  charge  of  our  Lord  to  preach  the 
rospel  to  every  creature,  and  her  special  obligation  to  extend  the  Church 
iroughout  the  Diocese,  in  order  to  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  enacts  the 
blowing  provisions : 

Section  i.  The  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  of  Albany  is  composed  of  all 
le  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese ;  but  shall  be,  for  all  purposes  of 
ansacting  business,  represented  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Clerical  and  Lay 
[embers  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Sec  2.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  at  the  place  of  the  meeting 
'  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day 
^  its  session,  the  Bishop  presiding,  if  there  be  one ;  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
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vention  being  its  Secretary ;  and  the  members  of  the  Convention,  Clerical  and 
Lay,  a  quorum  being  present,  shall  be  competent  to  transact  its  business.  At 
this  meeting,  after  the  reading  of  the  Missionary  reports,  the  Board  of  Missions 
for  the  coming  year  shall  be  elected,  as  hereafter  provided,  and  Missionary 
addresses  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  consist  of 
ten  members,  to  wit :  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  each  Missionary 
district  hereafter  described,  and  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Lajonan  from  the 
Diocese  at  large ;  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Church,  and  actiudly 
resident  in  the  Missionary  district  they  are  chosen  to  represent  The  deigy- 
men  to  be  canonically  resident  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  The  Diocese  shall  comprise  four  Missionary  districts :  The  first  to 
consist  of  the  counties  of  Albany,  Greene,  Schenectady,  Montgomery,  Fulton, 
Hamilton  and  Herkimer ;  the  second  to  consist  of  the  counties  of  Columbia, 
Rensselaer,  Saratoga,  Washington  and  Warren;  the  third  to  consist  of  the 
counties  of  Delaware,  Otsego  and  Schoharie ;  and  the  fourth  to  consist  of  the 
counties  of  St  Lawrence,  Franklin,  Clinton  and  Essex. 

These  Missionary  Districts  shall  be  represented  by  Convocations,  ead)  to 
be  composed  of  the  Clergymen  residing  within  its  limits,  and  of  Laymen,  not 
exceeding  three  in  number,  chosen  in  each  Parish  and  Missionary  station  by 
the  Vestry  or  congregation.  These  Convocations  shall  be  organized  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  preside  in  them  when  present ;  but  each  Con- 
vocation shall  have  its  own  President,  with  the  title  of  Archdeacon,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Convocation.  It  shall  meet 
at  least  twice  during  the  year,  and  shall  be  chargeable  with  the  Missionary 
work  in  its  own  district,  under  its  President  who  may  also  be  present  without 
a  vote,  at  all  meetings  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  be  a  member  and  President  ex  officio  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  nominating  Missionaries  for 
appointment  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly,  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese, 
at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  appoint    They  shall  elect  their  own 
Secretary  and  Treasurer ;  adopt  their  own  by-laws  ;    designate  stations  and 
appoint  Missionaries  on  the  Bishop's  nomination ;  devise  means  for  securing 
funds  for  missionary  uses,  and  distribute  them  ;   publish,  from  time  to  time, 
statements  of  their  work  ;  and  make  a  full  report  to  each  Annual  Convention, 
which  report  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  stations  and  Missionaries,  the 
annual  receipts  and  expenditures,  the  names  of  congregations  and  individuals 
contributing,  and  a  list  of  non-contributing  Parishes,  if  any,  and  shall  be  entered 
in  full  upon  the  Journal. 

All  moneys  for  Diocesan  missions  shall  be  appropriated  under  the  direc- 
tion of  this  Board,  any  congregation  or  individual  being  allowed  to  desig- 
nate the  station  to  which  half  of  their  contributions  shall  be  applied  ;  and  the 
Treasurer  shall  report  each  year,  besides  these  general  funds,  all  sums  certified 
to  him  by  the  Rector  of  any  Parish  as  expended  in  the  local  missionary  work 
of  that  Parish,  and  all  sums  certified  by  the  Treasurer  of  any  of  the  Missionary 
Convocations  as  expended  in  their  local  missionary  work. 

The  traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries  and  members  of  the  Board  to  the 
stated  quarterly  meetings,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Society,  if 
the  funds  are  sufficient 
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Canon  XVII. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Section  i.  Any  residents  of  any  town,  village  or  district,  may  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Bishop  to  organize  a  Mission  in  and  for  such  town,  village  or 
district,  which  application  shall  be  in  the  following  or  similar  form,  viz : 

To  the  Right  Reverend  ,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany : 

We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of  the  town  of  ,  county  of  , 

Diocese  of  Albany,  being  desirous  of  obtaining  the  services  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  do  hereby  request  you  to  provide  them  for  us  as  you  think 
fit  For  which  benefits,  we  do  hereby  agree  to  put  ourselves  under  your  charge, 
promising  conformity  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrines,  Discipline  and 
Worship  of  said  Church,  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of 
Albany,  and  to  the  rules  regulating  missionary  stations  in  this  Diocese.  And, 
in  accordance  with  these  rules,  we  are  now  desirous  to  be  organized  as  a  Mis- 
sion, under  the  name  of  Mission,  Furthermore,  we  hereby 
agree  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  in  four 
equal  quarterly  installments,  the  sum  of  at  least  for  the  first  year. 

Respectfully,  your  obedient  servants. 

This  application  should  be  signed  by  all  the  adults  who  propose  to  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Mission. 

In  case  such  town,  village  or  district,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof^  shall 
be  within  the  limits  of  any  organized  Parish  or  Parishes,  the  said  application 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  written  consent  of  the  rector  or  a  majority  of 
the  rectors  thereof,  or  by  a  statement  that  such  consent  is  refused,  or  cannot 
be  obtained  ;  in  which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  inquire 
why  such  consent  is  refused  or  cannot  be  had,  and  to  consider  the  reasons 
thereof. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  Bishop  consent  to  the  organization  of  a  Mission,  he  shall 
appoint,  on  consultation  with  the  Missionary,  the  following  officers  to  serve  for 
the  first  year,  after  which  they  shall  be  elected  annually,  in  Easter  week,  by  the 
people  :  a  Warden,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Clerk  ;  or,  if  it  be  deemed  expedient  by 
the  Bishop,  a  Warden  and  Treasurer  only  shall  be  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  room  or  house  to  be 
used  as  a  place  of  public  worship,  and  to  see  that  the  same  be  kept  clean  and 
in  good  repair,  and  that  it  be  provided  with  all  things  necessary  for  conducting 
the  services  of  the  Church  decently  and  in  order.  He  shall  also  provide  the 
bread  and  wine  for  the  Holy  Communion,  and  take  charge  of  the  Communion 
service,  the  linen,  books  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  Mission. 

The  Warden  shall  be  constituted  delegate,  ex  officio,  to  the  Convention, 
where  he  shall  have  a  seat  and  voice,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote.  He  shall 
also  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Society. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk,  or,  if  no  Clerk  be  appointed  or  elected, 
of  the  Treasurer,  to  keep  a  record  of  events  of  importance  to  the  Mission,  and 
a  list  of  its  families  and  members,  and,  in  case  the  Missionary  be  non-resident, 
to  have  the  custody  of  the  Register  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  etc.,  but  not 
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to  make  entries  therein  except  by  the  Missionary's  request,  or  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  of  the  Mission,  and  to  attend  to  any  correspondence  required  by  or  for 
the  Mission. 

The  Missionary  shall  appoint  the  sexton,  organist,  choir-leader,  Sunday- 
school  superintendent,  and  any  other  helper  he  may  find  necessary ;  but,  during 
a  vacancy  of  the  Mission,  the  right  of  such  appointment  shall  rest  with  the 
officers  previously  named. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  becoming  a  member  of  the  Mission,  and  willing  to 
aid  in  its  support,  is  expected  to  name  a  certain  sum  per  week,  which  he  will 
contribute  through  the  offertory  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  whether  it  be  large 
or  small,  according  as  God  hath  blessed  him. 

The  weekly  offertory  is  to  be  established  at  the  commencement  of  the 
Mission ;  not  only  as  the  easiest  way  of  raising  money  and  of  dividing  the 
expenses  equitably  among  the  people,  but  also  that  the  duty  and  habit  of  Chris- 
tian giving  may  be  practically  inculcated. 

Sec  4.  The  title  of  real  estate  given  to  or  purchased  by  the  Mission  for 
Church  purposes,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of 
Albany,  to  be  held  by  them  until  such  time  as  the  Mission  shall  become  a  duly 
organized  Parish,  or  longer,  if  the  parishioners  shall  so  elect 

Sec.  5.  Missions  duly  organized  shall  report  to  the  Bishop  annually,  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  through  their  Missionaries  ;  or,  if  there  be  none  in 
charge,  through  their  Cerk ;  or,  if  there  be  no  Qerk,  through  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  The  change  from  "  Mission "  to  "  Parish "  may  be  made  when, 
first,  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  persons  qualified  to  act  as  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen ;  and  when,  secondly,  the  station  is  provided  with  a  Church  or 
Rectory,  and  is  able  to  furnish  half  the  salary  of  the  Rector. 

Canon  XVIII. 
Of  Offerings. 

Section  i.  Whereas,  it  is  the  duty  of  all  Christians,  as  faithful  stewards  of 
God,  to  set  apart,  regularly,  a  portion  of  their  income  as  God's  portion,  *<  every 
one  as  God  hath  prospered  him,"  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance  and  extension 
of  His  kingdom,  and  the  relief  of  His  poor:  this  Church  enjoins  this  duty  upon 
all  her  members. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  congregation  of  this  Diocese  regularly 
to  contribute,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  by  weekly  or  monthly  offerings,  or  in 
some  other  systematic  way,  to  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese ;  the  General  Mis- 
sions of  the  Church  in  the  United  States ;  the  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book 
Society  of  Albany  and  its  vicinity ;  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  Holy 
ministry  ;  and  the  relief  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen,  and  of  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen ;  and  the  Orphan  House  of  the  Holy  Saviour, 
at  or  near  Cooperstown  ;  the  offerings  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurers  respect- 
ively of  the  various  funds  for  which  they  are  designated;  and  the  amount 
and  destination  of  all  such  contributions  to  form  a  distinct  item  in  the  annual 
Parochial  report 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany  shall  be  the  organ 
of  th^  Diocese  for  the  distribution  of  all  the  moneys  collected  for  Diocesan 
missions. 


Sec  4.  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learn- 
ing in  the  State  of  New  York,  in  which  we  have  an  interest  in  common  with  our 
mother  Diocese,  shall  be  the  organ  of  this  Diocese  for  the  education  of  young 
men  for  Holy  Orders.  A  cppy  of  its  annual  report,  if  obtained  from  its  Super- 
intendent, shall  be  laid  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  before  each  annual 
Convention. 

Sec  5.  The  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Albany  and  its 
vicinity  shall  be  the  organ  of  this  Diocese  for  the  distribution  of  the  Bible  and 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  shall  present  a  full  report  of  its  proceedings 
to  each  Annual  Convention. 

Sec  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Cergy  Fund  of  the 
Diocese  of  Albany  shall  be  the  organ  of  this  Diocese  for  the  purposes  of  that 
fund,  and  shall  receive  its  contributions.  The  report  of  the  Trustees  shall  be 
laid  before  each  annual  Convention. 

Sec  7.  The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany  shall  be  the  organ  of  this 
Diocese  for  this  charitable  purpose,  and  shall  receive  its  contributions.  The 
Trustees  shall  present  a  report  of  the  fund  to  each  annual  Convention. 

,  Canon  XIX. 

Of  the  Fund  for  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen. 

Section  i.  Three  Lay  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Conven- 
tion, who,  with  the  Bishop  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  shall  constitute 
a  Board,  to  be  called  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Deceased  Clergymen,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications  for 
relief^  and  to  administer  it  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said 
Trustees,  with  the  approbation  of  this  Convention,  shall  from  time  to  time 
adopt 

Sec  2.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  number  of  the  above  named  three  Lay 
Trustees,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Conven- 
tion, may  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  Trustees. 

Sec  3.  All  contributions  or  donations  to  this  object  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention :  and  funds  not  wanted  for  current  use  shall  be 
invested  and  held  in  trust  by  the  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

Canon  XX. 
Of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clerg)rmen. 

Section  i.  Three  Lay  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Conven- 
tion, who,  with  the  Bishop  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  shall  constitute 
a  Board,  to  be  called  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen, 
and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications  for  relief^  and  to  administer  it 
in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  Trustees,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  this  Convention,  shall  from  time  to  time  adopt 

Sec  2.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  number  of  the  above  named  three  Lay 
Trustees,  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Conven- 
tion, may  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  Trustees. 

Sec  3.  All  contributions  or  donations  to  this  object  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  ;  and  funds  not  wanted  for  current  use  shall 
be  invested  and  held  in  trust  by  the  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Convention. 
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Canon  XXI. 
Of  the  Trial  of  a  Oergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop  thereof  shall 
become  **  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  "  under  the  provisions  of  any  Canon 
of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Diocese 
shall  be  as  follows,  viz : 

Section  i.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offences  of  which  the  accused  is  alleged 
to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances. 
Such  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of  the  members 
of  the  Vestry  of  any  Church  of  which  the  accused  is  Minister,  or  by  any  three 
Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  as  hereinafter 
mentioned.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  have 
reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is  under  the  imputation  of  having  been 
guilty  of  any  offence  or  misconduct  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that 
the  interest  of  the  Church  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
appoint  five  persons,  of  whom  three  at  least  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine 
the  case ;  a  majority  of  whom  may  make  such  examination ;  and  if  there  is,  in 
their  opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  they  shall  present  the  Clergy- 
man accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes  above  prescribed, 
the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute 
an  offence,  may  dismiss  it ;  or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do  and  some  of 
which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the 
residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole 
or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused  ;  and 
shall  also  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their 
names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such 
service,  select  five  of  them,  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ; 
and  if  he  shall  not  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty 
days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five ;  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a 
Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and 
from  place  to  place  (but  always  within  the  Diocese),  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meeting  shall  be 
served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on 
one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment 

Sec.  4.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Presby- 
ters, the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  then  those  who  do  attend  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  ;  and  if,  after  one  adjournment  or  more,  it  shall  appear 
to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time, 
then  those  who  do  attend,  not  being  less  than  three,  shall  constitute  the  Board, 
and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  alleged 
in  the  presentment,  and  shall  not  demur  thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before 
th9  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  mentioned,  he  shall  be  con- 
iidered  as  denying  them. 
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Sec  6.  If  a  Qergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall  not 
ppear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may 
evertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see 
t  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as 
hall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the 
ritnesses  respectively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
lay,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirma- 
ion  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing 
ut  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment.  If,  on  or  during 
he  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  as  stated  in  the  pre- 
entment,  the  Board  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  pro- 
eed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought 
3  be  pronounced. 

Sec  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it  being  made 
atisfactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any  material  witnesses  cannot  be  procured 
pon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of 
ny  such  witness.  Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Layman, 
nd  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days  notice  of  the 
me  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice 
hall  be  served  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examina- 
on,  notice  of  an  additional  day  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles 
f  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
nd  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the 
itness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary,  :md  inclosed  under  his  seal, 
nd  transmitted  to  the  Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A 
itness  examined  before  such  Commissary,  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
foresaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall  declare 
a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges 
x)ntained  in  the  presentment,  distincdy  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or 
lot  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which,  in 
heir  opinion,  should  be  pronounced  ;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be, 
vithout  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused ;  and  the  original  decision,  together 
vith  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such 
:anonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  shall 
lot  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board  ;  and  such  sen- 
ence  shall  be  final  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon 
he  accused,  and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as 
nay,  in  his  opinion,  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  to  be  designated  by 
jim,  which  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may 
:hoose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced 
)y  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it. 
nay  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters 
ihall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  j^efore 
nentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon,  may  be  served 
)y  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
md  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of 
^rvice  by  any  other  person,  the  facts  shall  be  proved  by  tV\e  affid?LV\\.  oi  vqlOcv 
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person.    A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  p 
of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper. 

Sec.  1 1.  The  defendant  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel 
case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  otherwise,  those  who  pre 
shall  also  have  the  like  privilege. 

Canon  XXII. 

Concerning  Alterations  in  the  Canons,  and  Additions  thereto. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Canons,  shall  hereafter  be 
sidered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  day's  previous  notice  be  g 
thereof  in  open  Convention ;  nor,  unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until  : 
alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  referred  to,  and  reported  upon,  by  a  C 
mittee  of  at  least  two  Presbyters  and  two  Laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alten 
or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  > 
of  both  orders,  taken  separately,  shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  sucli  < 
the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present)  slial 
over  for  consideration  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention.

To  the  Diocese  of  Albany : 

Herewith  I  transmit  the  Annual  Report  of  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  Conventional  year  ending  October  i, 
A.  D.  1870.  The  receipts  are  $1,324.16,  and  the  disburse- 
ments, $  1 ,  267. 1 3,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $5  7.03. 

There  is  due  from  the  Diocese  to  Charles  van  Benthuysen 
&  Sons  a  balance  of  $899.27,  for  printing  the  Journal  of  the 
last  Convention,  for  the  payment  of  which  immediate  pro- 
vision should  be  made. 

The  Convention  at  its  first  session  fixed,  as  the  obliga- 
tion of  the  parishes  to  the  Diocesan  Fund,  an  assessment 
of  one  and  one-half  per  cent  on  the  salary  paid  the  rector, 
assistant  minister  or  missionary,  by  the  said  parish  or  mis- 
sion station,  not  including  the  stipend  paid  by  the  Board  of 
Missions.  At  the  last  Convention,  said  assessment  was 
raised  to  two  per  cent  Some  of  the  parishes,  in  making 
remittances,  are  evidently  governed  by  the  first  action  of 
the  Convention  in  the  sums  sent  For  the  past  year  all 
parishes  and  missionary  stations  should  pay  the  sum  of  two 
per  cent  upon  the  local  salaries  paid. 

The  rectors  and  vestries  of  churches  should  regard  the 
payment  of  the  assessment  to  the  Diocesan  Fund  as  of 
special  import.  It  more  properly  belongs  to  the  vestry  of  a 
church  to  meet  this  demand ;  it  is  an  annual  tax  on  the 
salary  of  the  rector,  and  should  be  collected  and  paid  from 
the  same  source* 

From  the  annual  returns  made  to  the  last  Convention  by 
the  several  parishes,  I  gather  the  fact,  that  upon  the  salaries 
reported,  a  percentage  of  two  per  cent  would  furnish  a  sum 
necessary  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  It  is 
discouraging  to  the  officers  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  its  affairs,  to  be  constantly  reminded  of  an  indebt- 
edness of  long  standing.     The  Treasury  should  be  in  a 


:ondition  at  all  times  to  meet  the  ordinary  demands  liable 
:o  be  made  upon  it,  and  to  the  securing  of  this  end,  the 
/^estries  of  each  parish  should  make  prompt  and  full  remit- 
ances  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  of  the  amount  of  the 
issessments  on  their  parishes. 

It  will  be  impossible  for  the  Treasurer,  in  the  face  of  the 
arge  indebtedness  now  standing  against  the  Diocese,  to  pay 
my  mileage  to  the  Clergy,  unless  some  extraordinary  means 
u"e  resorted  to,  to  secure  a  sum  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

By  a  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  this  Diocese  is 
•equired  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  General  Conven- 
ion,  at  its  next  session  in  1871,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  each 
)er  year  for  every  clergyman  officiating  within  its  limits. 
This  tax  will  require  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
lollars. 

I  hope  the  Convention  will  take  such  favorable  action  as 
vill  place  the  Treasurer  in  funds  sufficient  to  meet  all  the 
existing  liabilities.

you  can  conveniently  remit  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  H.  Van

The  assessments  have  been  increased  this  year  twent)'- 
five  per  cent  over  that  of  last  year,  for  the  reason  that  the 
assessment  of  1 869  did  not  provide  for  the  Bishop's  salary 
beyond  the  Conventional  year.

To  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany : 

Right  Reverend  and  Dear  Sir : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  III  of 
Canon  I  of  Tide  III  of  the  Digest,  I  would  hereby  give  par- 
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icular  notice  that  the  following  alteration  of  the  Constitu- 
ion  of  the  Church  is  proposed,  to  wit,  that  comprised  in  the 
esolution  subjoined,  said  resolution  having  been  adopted  by 
constitutional  majority  of  both  Houses  of  the  General 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  October, 
i.  D.  1868: 

Resolved,  That  the  alteration  of  the  Constitution  recom- 
lended  in  the  following  resolution  be  proposed,  and  that  the 
ame  be  made  known  to  the  several  diocesan  conventions,  in 
pursuance  of  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  article  5  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
o  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz : 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United 
itates,  or  any  territory  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may 
t  any  time  hereafter  be  admitted  on  acceding  to  this  Con- 
titution ;  and  a  new  diocese,  to  be  formed  from  one  or 
lore  existing  dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  follow- 
ig  restrictions,  viz : 

No  new  diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the 
.mits  of  any  other  diocese,  nor  shall  any  diocese  be  formed 
►y  the  junction  of  two  or  more  dioceses,  or  parts  of  dioceses, 
nless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of 
ach  of  the  dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General 
Convention,  and  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the 
j^neral  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a 
uitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the 
ontemplated  new  diocese. 

No  such  new  diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain 
ess  than  six  parishes,  or  less  than  six  presbyters  who  have 
)een  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resident  within  the 
)ounds  of  such  new  diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a  parish 
)r  congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop.  Nor 
hall  such  new  diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any  existing 
liocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  twelve 
parishes,  or  less  than  twelve   presbyters  who  have  been 
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residing  therein,  and  settled  and  qualified,  as  above  men- 
tioned ;  provided  that  no  city  shall  form  more  than  one 
diocese. 

In  case  one  diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more 
dioceses,  the  diocesan  of  the  diocese  divided  may  elect  the 
one  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  shall  thereupon 
become  the  diocesan  thereof  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  if 
there  be  one,  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached ; 
and  if  it  be  not  the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be 
the  diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  a  diocese  into  two  or  more 
dioceses  shall  be  ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  eadi 
of  the  dioceses  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and 
canons  of  the  diocese  so  divided,  except  as  local  circum- 
stances may  prevent,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  in  either 
diocese  by  the  Convention  thereof.  And  whenever  a  dio- 
cese shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  diOceses, 
the  new  diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and 
canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  dioceses  to  which  the 
greater  number  of  clergymen  shall  have  belonged  prior  to 
the  erection  of  such  new  diocese,  until  the  same  may  be 
altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  diocese. 

And  also  that  the  changes  in  "A  Table  of  the  Days  on 
which  Easter  will  fall  for  Thirty-eight  Years,"  proposed  in 
the  following  resolutions  adopted  by  both  Houses  of  the 
General  Convention,  are  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  accompanying  additional  cycle  be 
made  known  to  the  Convention  of  every  diocese,  agreeably 
to  the  eighth  article  of  the  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  an  additional  cycle  completing  the  present 
century  be  inserted  in  the  table  for  finding  Easter ;  and  that 
the  cycle  from  1843  ^^  1861  inclusive,  which  has  already 
expired,  be  hereafter  omitted.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  entire  amount  contributed  for 
the  cause   of  theological  education,  and  entrusted  to  the 
Society  for  distribution,  was  directly  applied  to  the  object 
for  which  it  was  given ;   nothing  was  absorbed  in  the  pro- 
cess of  gathering  and  disbursing;    every  dollar  bestowed 
went  at  once,  without  diminution,  for  salaries,  fees  or  per- 
quisites, to  aid  young  men  pursuing  their  studies  for  the 
sacred  ministry.     This  distinguishing  feature  of  the  Soci- 
ety's work,  the  absence  of  all  machinery  between  the  donor 
and  the  recipient  to  consume  at  least  a  part  of  the  offer- 
ings, ought  to  commend  it  to  the  generous  support  of  the 
parishes  of  the  Diocese  and  the  liberality  of  earnest  lay- 
men.    Certainly,  an  appeal  of  some  kind  seems  to  be  called 
for  when  the  grand  sum  total  of  all  the  money  given  by  the 
Diocese  of  Albany  during  the  past  year,  for  theological 
education,  to  its  own  self-chosen  agent  for  receiving  and 
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distributing  the  same  amounts,  to  two  hundred  and  five  dol- 
lars and  ninety-eight  cents,  a  sum  insufficient  to  support  a 
single  student  at  a  very  economical  estimate  at  any  school, 
college  or  theological  seminary.     The  Society  for  Promot- 
ing Religion  and  Learning  devotes  its  whole  income  to  the 
cause  ;  it  gave  last  year,  and  is  pledged  to  give  this,  all  it 
has  to  give  to  aid  those  looking  forward  to  Holy  Orders. 
The  Society  can  do  no  more ;   and  yet  there  are  now  over 
twenty  young  men  whose  applications  for  pecuniary  assist- 
ance are  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent,  who  must  be 
refused  unless  at  least  three  thousand  dollars  are  raised  or 
pledged  before  the  first  of  November  next     Will  not  the 
rectors  of  our  churches,  to  conclude  with  the  words  which 
closed  his  last  report,  since  the  Superintendent  can  find  none 
stronger  or  more  persuasive ;  will  not  the  rectors  of  our 
churches,   will   not   those  clergymen  who,  when  students, 
knew  what  it  was  to  want,  and  better  still  knew  what  it 
was  to  be  helped  by  the  fiinds  of  the  Society  for  Promoting 
Religion  and  Learning;  will  not  the  laity,  who  have  the 
ability  and  the  disposition ;  make  it  their  paramount  duty 
to  see  that  these  applicants,  now  this  day  asking  for  help, 
are  not  sent  empty  away  ?

The  Trustees  have  received  two  bonds  and  mortgages 
of  five  thousand  dollars  each,  both  part  due,  upon  which 
interest  is  paid  semi-annually,  and  upon  property  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  which  were  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Aged 
and  Infirm  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  which 
by  said  Trustees  have  been  assigned  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany. 

A  receipt  describing  said  bonds  and  mortgage  has  been 
transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy 
Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

Whether  this  is  the  full  sum  of  this  fiind  due  from  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  is  left  to  the  determination  of  the 
Convention.

Diocese  of  Albany. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Committee,  appointed  to 
procure  a  residence  for  the  Bishop,  held  at  the  vestry-room 
of  S.  Peter's  Church,  Albany,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  June, 
1870,  at  ten  A.  M. 

Present — Messrs.  Pruyn,  Roy,  Forsyth. 

Mr.  Forsyth  stated  that  Mr.  Tillinghast  had  informed  him 
that  he  could  not  conveniently  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee. 

Mr.  John  S.  Perry,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed 
in  Albany  to  collect  fiinds  for  the  purchase  of  a  residence 
for  the  Bishop,  attended  before  the  Committee,  and  stated 
that  a  residence  had  been  purchased  for  the  Bishop  on  the 
northerly  side  of  Elk  street,  near  Hawk  street,  in  the  city  of 
Albany,  for  the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars,  of  which 
thirteen  thousand  dollars  (represented,  or  nearly  so,  by 
subscription)  had  been  paid  in  cash,  leaving  five  thousand 
dollars  unpaid,  secured  by  an  existing  mortgage  on  the 
premises,  and  that  the  purchase  had  been  made  with  the 
cordial  approval  of  the  Bishop. 

A  copy  of  the  deed  for  the  premises,  executed  by  Mar- 
garet Stimson  to  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of 
the  Diocese  of  Albany,"  dated  13th  June,  1870^  was  laid 
before  the  Committee,  and  read ;  whereupon  it  was  Resolved, 
That  the  purchase  thus  made  of  a  residence  for  the  Bishop 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved  by  the  Committee, 
who  desire  to  express  their  gratification  that  a  satis&ctory 
arrangement  in  this  behalf  has  been  made. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  be 
requested  to  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  proper  by 
way  of  recognition  and  approval  of  the  said  purchase,  and 
to  provide  for  the  permanent  use  and  occupation  of  the 
premises  by  the  Bishop. 

Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  present  meeting 
of  this  Committee  be  reported  to  the  next  Convention  of 
the  Diocese,  with  the  request  that  the  Committee  be  dis- 
charged.

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese : 

The  special  Committee,  appointed  under  a  resolution  of 
the  Convention  of  1869  (see  printed  minutes,  page  27)  to 
take  such  steps  as  might  be  deemed  expedient  to  procure  a 
residence  for  the  Bishop,  respectfully  report,  that  they  held 
several  meetings  at  the  vestry-room  of  S.  Peter's  Church, 
Albany,  and  received  communications  and  heard  sugges- 
tions on  the  subjects  referred  to  them  from  various  parties. 
For  some  time  it  seemed  to  be  doubtful  whether  it  would  be 
possible,  in  view  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  to  make 
arrangements  to  procure  a  house  for  the  Bishop,  by  pur- 
chase, and  the  project  of  hiring  one  began  to  be  entertained. 
In  this  condition  of  things,  a  fund  of  about  thirteen  thou- 
sand dollars  was  raised,  chiefly  by  members  of  the  congre- 
gation at  S.  Peter's,  Albany,  toward  the  purchase  of  the 
desired  residence,  and  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  was 
thereupon  held,  in  regard  to  the  matter,  on  the  i6th  day  of 
June  last  A  copy  of  the  minutes  of  that  meeting  is  hereto 
annexed,  to  which  your  Committee  beg  to  call  attention. 
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With  these  proceedings,  the  action  of  your  Committee 
terminated. 

The  title  to  the  property  was  taken,  as  your  Committee 
learn,  in  the  name  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,"  subject  to  the  mortgage  of  five 
thousand  dollars  referred  to  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Com- 
mittee. The  trustees  of  that  corporation  will,  your  Commit- 
tee presume,  state  their  action  in  the  premises  in  thdr  annual 
report  to  the  present  Convention. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  say,  that  the  premises  referred  to 
are  well  situated ;  the  house  is  of  good  dimensions ;  the  lot 
is  spacious,  being  about  fifty-two  feet  front  by  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  in  depth,  from  Elk  street  to  Spruce  street,  and 
that  the  purchase  met  with  the  cordial  approval  of  the  Bishop. 

A  communication  in  regard  to  certain  repairs  and  improve- 
ments made  to  the  house,  with  which,  however,  your  Com- 
mittee had  no  connection,  will,  they  believe,  be  made  to  the 
Convention.

The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of 
Albany  beg  leave  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  Con- 
vention, that  in  pursuance  of  the  object  contemplated  in  the 
enactment  by  the  Legislature  of  1870  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  enable  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of 
the  Diocese  of  Albany  to  obtain  an  equitable  portion  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,"  passed  May 
12,  1870,  they  have  caused  a  notice  in  writing  to  be  served 
on  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  in  the  Diocese  of 
New  York,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy : 
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To  William  E.  Dunscomb,  Esq.,  and  others,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York : 

Gents — Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  an 
act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  (chap.  783, 
soon  to  be  published  in  the  volume  of  Laws),  authorizing 
legal  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  undersigned,  as  Trustees 
of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  against 
your  Board  for  an  equitable  portion  of  the  fund  held  by  you, 
to  be  paid  over  to  the  undersigned  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  in  the  Diocese  of  Albany.  And  you  will  please 
to  take  notice  that  we  hereby  demand  of  you,  as  a  prelimi- 
nary measure,  before  availing  ourselves  of  the  provisions  of 
said  act,  the  payment  to  us  as  such  Trustees  of  such  equita- 
ble portion  of  said  fund,  to  the  end  that  the  sum  of  forty 
thousand  dollars,  which  was  contemplated  and  named  at  the 
time  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese  as  the  proper  and  equita- 
ble portion  to  be  contributed  by  the  mother  Diocese  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  new  Diocese  of  Albany, 
may  be  as  soon  as  possible  realized  and  invested  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid.

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The  report  was  laid  over  for  consideration. 

Rev.  S.  B.  Bostwick,  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Conference  with  a  similar  Committee 
of  the  Dioceses  of  New  York  and  Long  Island. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  this  Convention  on  the 
apportionment  of  the  Charitable  Funds  belonging  to  the 
Diocese  of  New  York  before  its  late  division,  beg  leave  to 
present  the  following  report : 

Although  your  Committe  was  appointed  to  act  in  confer- 
ence with  similar  committees  on  the  part  of  the  Dioceses  of 
New  York  and  Long  Island,  yet  no  conference  has  been 
held.  At  the  Convention  before  the  division  in  1868,  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  report  on  this  subject  to  the 
next  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  They  made 
their  repprt,  and  it  is  to  be  found  at  page  59  of  the  Journal 
of  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese  for  1869.  The  Dioceses 
of  Albany  and  Long  Island  had  no  voice  in  that  Committee, 
and,  of  course,  no  opportunity  to  express  their  views  upon 
the  proposed  plan  of  apportionment 

There  are  two  funds  included  within  the  scope  of  your 
Committee's  consideration.  They  are,  the  Fund  for  the 
Relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,  and  the  Parochial 
Fund.  At  the  time  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  the 
first  of  these  funds  amounted  to  $54,700,  and  the  second 
to  $4,400. 

As  a  basis  on  which  to  make  their  proposed  apportion- 
ment, the  Committee  appointed  in  the  New  York  Conven- 
tion of  1 868  instituted  an  inquiry  into  the  amounts  that  had 
been  contributed  to  these  fimds  from  each  of  the  territories 
included  within  the  limits  of  the  present  Dioceses  of  New 
York,  Albany  and  Long  Island.  In  order  that  this  Con- 
vention may  fiiUy  understand  the  views  of  that  Committee^ 
and  their  proposed  plan  of  apportionment,  your  Committee 
present  the  following  extract  from  their  report : 


43 

"  The  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  was  com- 
menced in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1 842.  From  an  examina- 
tion of  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  «  *  *  it  is 
ascertained  that  the  contributions  by  collections  in  the 
churches  during  that  period  amounted  to  $92,669.03,  and 
that  there  was  received  from  legacies  the  additional  sum  of 
$6,500,  making  an  aggregate  of  $99, 169.03  ;  and  it  further 
appears,  that  of  these  contributions,  there  came  from  that  part 
of  the  Diocese  constituting  the  present  Diocese  of  New  York, 
the  sum  of  $67,809.06 ;  from  what  is  now  the  Diocese  of 
Long  Island,  $15,019.20 ;  and  from  what  is  now  the  Diocese 
of  Albany,  $9,840.77;  while,  of  the  $6,500  received  by 
bequest,  above  $5,500  was  given  within  the  limits  of  this 
Diocese,  besides  the  sum  above  stated  of  contributions  from 
its  churches.  In  other  words,  about  seventy-five  per  cent 
of  the  aggregate  of  contributions  came  from  the  present 
Diocese  of  New  York,  about  fifteen  per  cent  from  the 
Diocese  of  Long  Island  as  now  constituted,  and  about  ten 
per  cent  from  the  Diocese  of  Albany. 

"  From  the  report  made  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Conven- 
tion, in  1 868,  it  appears  that  the  invested  fiind  then  amounted 
to  $54,700,  including  the  amounts  received  by  bequest  This 
is  the  sum  to  be  now  apportioned,  the  remainder  of  the 
aggregate  of  nearly  $100,000  having  been  disbursed,  from 
year  to  year,  for  the  charitable  purposes  of  the  trust 

"After  due  consideration  and  deliberation,  the  Committee, 
desiring  to  deal  with  the  subject  referred  to  them  in  the  most 
liberal  manner,  and  to  secure  the  largest  results  for  good  to 
all  parties  concerned,  have  decided  to  recommend  that  there 
be  returned  to  the  Dioceses  of  Long  Island  and  Albany, 
respectively,  from  the  present  invested  fimds,  amounts  equal 
to  the  sums  of  the  contributions  of  the  whole  fiind  since  its 
foundation,  from  churches  in  those  parts  of  the  old  Diocese 
now  comprised  within  the  new  ones ;  or,  in  other  words, 
that  the  Diocese  of  New  York  assume  to  itself  the  entire 
disbursement  thus  far,  and  retain  of  the  invested  balance  a 
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part  very  much  less  than  one-half  of  its  whole  contributions 
to  the  aggregate  receipts  up  to  this  time." 

Such  is  the  view  which  that  Committee  take  of  the  rule 
that  should  be  applied  to  the  apportionment  of  these  funds. 
But  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  another  view  of 
this  subject  Instead  of  reckoning  up  what  each  portion  of 
the  original  Diocese  has  contributed  to  these  funds,  without 
regard  to  the  Sibility  or  inability  of  such  portion,  we  place 
ourselves  upon  the  ground  that  we  are  an  equal  and  co- 
ordinate Diocese  with  the  other  two  of  which  the  former 
Diocese  was  composed,  and  that  we  have  equal  rights  and 
privileges  in  the  common  heritage. 

The  funds  under  consideration  were  raised  by  the  original 
Diocese,  and  became  its  common  property.  There  was  no 
sectional  or  territorial  claim  put  upon  them.  No  condition 
was  attached  to  them  directing  that,  in  the  event  of  a  divi- 
sion of  the  Diocese,  this  or  that  portion  of  them  shotild 
belong  to  this  or  that  new  Diocese.  The  sole  condition 
upon  which  they  were  accumulated  was,  that  they  should  be 
applied  to  the  objects  for  which  they  were  raised 

In  order,  therefore,  to  justify  the  proposed  territorial 
apportionment,  it  should  be  shown  that  at  the  origin  of  those 
funds,  or  in  the  course  of  their  accumulation,  there  was  a 
stipulation  made  that,  in  the  event  of  a  division  of  the  Dio- 
cese, each  portion  of  the  original  Diocese  should  receive 
back  what  it  had  contributed.  If,  for  example,  it  can  be 
shown  that  any  contribution  has  been  made  upon  the  con- 
dition that  it  shall  ultimately  belong  to  the  Diocese  in  which 
the  city  of  Albany  is  situated,  then  we  claim  that  contribu- 
tion.    And  we  accord  the  same  right  to  the  other  Dioceses. 

There  are  funds  belonging  to  the  original  Diocese  which 
were  given  upon  conditions.  This  is  true  of  the  "  Sands 
Fund,"  and  of  a  portion  of  the  Episcopal  Fund.  The 
"  Sands  Fund "  was  given  with  this  stipulation,  that,  "  in 
case  the  present  Diocese  of  New  York  should  at  any  future 
time  be  divided,  this  fund  shall  always  belong  to  that  per- 
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Hon  of  the  Diocese  of  which  the  city  of  New  York  shall 
form  a  part"  So  of  the  Episcopal  Fund.  Trinity  Church 
contributed  $65,000  to  it  upon  a  like  condition.  We  lay  no 
claim  to  the  "  Sands  Fund,"  or  to  that  portion  of  the  Epis- 
copal Fund  which  is  thus  conditioned.  But  upon  the  uncon- 
ditional funds  of  the  original  Diocese  we  lay  an  equal  claim 
with  the  other  two  Dioceses. 

We  cannot  admit  that  either  of  the  three  Dioceses  takes 
precedence  of  the  others  in  these  matters,  or  succeeds  to 
any  peculiar  rights  and  privileges.  The  present  Diocese 
of  New  York  is  not  the  original  Diocese,  or  identical  with 
it  It  can  prefer  no  special  claims.  It  has  taken  an  equal 
part  in  effecting  the  division,  and  must  share  in  its  necessary 
consequences.  Two  equal,  independent  and  co-ordinate 
Dioceses  stand  with  it  as  component  parts  of  the  original 
Diocese,  and  common  partners  in  it  It  shares  with  them 
the  common  territory — it  must  share  the  common  funds. 
To  discriminate  in  the  acquisition  of  these  funds,  and  limit 
their  distribution  to  the  particular  sections  from  which  they 
originated,  is  but  an  after-thought,  never  contemplated 
either  in  their  origin  or  their  accumulation. 

Nor  has  any  such  principle  ever  been  recognized  in  their 
actual  distribution.  If  a  disabled  minister  appealed  to  the 
Fund  for  the  relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,  it  was 
never  asked  to  what  part  of  the  Diocese  he  belonged,  nor 
how  much  his  parish  had  contributed  to  that  fund.  He 
might  have  been  the  minister  of  a  feeble  missionary  station 
that  had  never  contributed  anything ;  yet  its  clergyman 
fared  equally  with  the  rest 

At  the  original  division  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  in 
1838,  a  very  liberal  policy  was  pursued  towards  the  new 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York.  She  received  $35,000  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund,  which  was  all  that  could  be  given  her, 
the  remaining  $65,000  being  necessarily  retained  to  the 
Diocese  in  which  the  city  of  New  York  was  situated,  by 
virtue  of  the  stipulation  with  Trinity  Church.     The  whole 
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of  the  permanent  Missionary  Fund  was  also  given  her, 
together  with  additional  aid  for  several  years.  We  do  not 
expect  any  such  generosity  towards  ourselves,  but  we  ask, 
at  least,  what  we  consider  is  jusdy  due  to  an  equal  and 
co-ordinate  Diocese. 

Your  Committee,  in  conclusion,  beg  leave  to  offer  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief 
of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  apply  to  the  Trustees  now  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  which 
belonged  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York  at  the  time  of  its 
division  in  1868,  and  request  the  payment  to  them  of  one- 
third  of  the  said  fund,  being  the  proportion  which  this  Con- 
vention considers  due  to  the  Diocese  of  Albany. 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  b^ 
and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  apply  to  the  Trustees  now 
in  possession  of  the  Parochial  Fund  belonging  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  New  York  at  the  time  of  its  division  in  1868,  and 
request  the  payment  to  them  of  one-third  of  the  said  fiind, 
being  the  proportion  which  this  Convention  considers  due 
to  the  Diocese  of  Albany.

On  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  laid  over 
for  consideration. 

The  Tellers  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Vote  for 
Provisional  Deputies  reported  that  the  following 
persons,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast,  were  elected :

There  being  still  two  vacancies  in  the  Clerical

The  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Rev.  J.  S. 
Kidney  and  Rev.  E.  N.  Potter,  D.D.,  were  elected. 

The  Bishop  then  declared  elected,  as  Provisional 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention — 

Clerical — Rev.  G.  H.  Walsh,  Rev.  E.  N.  Potter, 
D.D.,  Rev.  J.  S.  Kidney,  Rev.  J.  H.  H.  Brown. 
Lay — R.  H.  Cushney,  Samuel  Nelson,  George  B. 
Warren,  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn. 

The  delegation  from  S.  Peter's,  Albany,  an- 
nounced, that  after  consultations  with  the  delega- 
tions from  West  Troy,  S.  Paul's  and  S.  John's, 
Troy,  S.  Paul's,  Albany,  that  the  five  parishes  above 
named  presented  the  Diocese  with  the  mileage  of 
the  Clergy. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Wenman,  Resolved,  That 
the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  hereby  tendered 
to  the  churches  in  Albany,  Troy  and  West  Troy, 
for  so  generously  contributing  to  the  Diocesan  Fund 
for  the  mileage  of  the  Clergy  attending  this  Con- 
vention. 

James  Forsyth  presented  and  read  the  majority 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Division  of  the  Diocese, 
and  Rev.  J.  S.  Kidney  presented  and  read  a  minor- 
ity report. 

The  Committee,  appointed  under  a  resolution  of  the  last 
annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  to  whom  was  referred 
those  portions  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  suggest  a 
division  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  to  consider  and  report 
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thereon  to  the  next  annual  Convention,  beg  leave  to  present 
the  following  report : 

The  Committee  have  endeavored  to  give  the  subject 
referred  to  them  all  the  consideration  its  importance  de- 
mands. They  have  had  two  meetings.  The  first,  on  the 
1 5th  of  September  instant,  was  but  partially  attended.  The 
second,  an  adjourned  meeting,  held  on  the  27th  instant 

Those  portions  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  suggest  a 
division  of  the  Diocese,  may  be  found  on  pages  32  and  33 
of  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention,  where  the  Bishop, 
in  speaking  of  the  necessary  hurriedness  of  his  visitations, 
says :  "  I  must  give  due  notice,  that  until  this  Diocese  is 
broken  into  three,  and  Troy  becomes  one  See  city  for  the 
counties  across  the  river,  and  either  Ogdensburgh  or  Platts- 
burgh  the  other,  the  Bishop's  work  will  not,  and  cannot,  be 
done  here  as  it  ought  to  be.  I  speak  of  this  in  passing,  but 
it  is  a  necessity  which  you  will  feel  yourselves  soon,  as  I 
feel  it  now ;  and  I  hope  you  will  take  such  measures  of  pre- 
paration as  will  find  you  ready  for  it  when  it  comes." 

It  will  be  observed,  that  by  these  words  of  the  Bishop, 
not  only  is  the  necessity  for  a  division  of  the  Diocese 
asserted,  in  order  that  the  Bishop's  work  may  be  done  as  it 
ought  to  be  in  his  Diocese  after  the  division,  but  the  erection 
of  two  new  Dioceses  out  of  the  present  Diocese  of  Albany 
is  suggested. 

The  Committee  thus  find  themselves  in  possession  of  the 
whole  subject  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  and  they  pro- 
ceed to  give  the  Convention  the  result  of  their  investiga- 
tions bearing  upon  this  subject,  and  also  their  opinion  as  to 
what  is  best  to  be  done,  after  as  full  a  consideration  of  the 
whole  case  as  the  circumstances  admit  of 

The  statistics  bearing  upon  this  subject  which  the  Com- 
mittee have  availed  themselves  of,  are  furnished  by  the 
records  and  journals  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Albany,  the  mother  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  also  those 
of  the  General  Convention  of   1868,  together  with  such 
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recent  statistics  of  other  new  Dioceses  which  were  erected 
simultaneously  with  our  own,  as  have  been  duly  authenti- 
cated and  published. 

The  question  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  erecting  more 
than  one  new  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  a  Diocese,  at  one 
and  the  same  time,  the  Committee  consider  to  have  been  put 
at  rest  by  the  action  of  the  mother  Diocese  in  erecting  the 
two  Dioceses  of  Albany  and  Long  Island  within  her  own 
limits  at  the  same  time  (1867),  and  also  by  the  recent  action 
of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois  in  erecting  two 
new  Dioceses  at  the  same  time  within  her  own  limits,  at  its 
late  session  held  during  the  current  month. 

Again,  what  might  appear  to  be  a  constitutional  objection 
under  the  fifth  article  of  the  Constitution,  which  declares 
"  that  no  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  within  the  limits  of 
any  other  Diocese,  which  shall  contain  less  than  fifteen  self- 
supporting  parishes,  or  less  than  fifteen  presbyters  who  have 
been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resident  within  the 
bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a  parish  or 
congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  bishop,"  is  removed 
beyond  any  reasonable  ground  of  apprehension,  when  we 
consider  that  the  General  Convention  in  1 868  reformed  this 
article  in  this  respect  (so  far  as  it  was  competent  for  one 
General  Convention  to  alter  or  amend  the  Constitution),  so 
as  to  declare,  "that  no  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  within 
the  limits  of  another  Diocese  which  shall  contain  less  than 
six  parishes,  or  less  than  six  presbyters,  who  have  been  for 
at  least  one  year  canonically  resident  within  the  bounds  of 
such  new  Diocese  regularly  settled  in  a  parish  or  congrega- 
tion, and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  bishop.'* 

The  subject  is  thus  cleared  of  all  doubts  and  difficulties, 
as  to  the  right  and  power  of  this  Convention  to  take  mea- 
sures, initiatory,  to  divide  the  Diocese,  and  to  erect  two  new 
Dioceses  within  its  limits.  And  we  may  now  direct  our 
attention  to  the  practicability  and  expediency  of  the  Bishop's 
suggestions. 
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1 1  would  seem  to  be  quite  conclusive  on  the  point,  as  to 
the  necessity  for  a  division,  when  the  chief  pastor  of  this 
Diocese  —  a  person  so  distinguished  for  his  talents,  energy 
and  devotion  in  the  cause  of  the  church  in  this  Diocese  — 
declares,  that  his  work  cannot  be  done  as  it  ought  to  be,  in 
the  present  extended  limits  of  the  Diocese.  No  one  knows 
so  well  as  he,  what  that  work  is ;  no  one  can  bring  more 
ability,  industry  and  devotion  to  its  faithful  performance, 
and  if  the  work  cannot  be  done  by  him  as  it  ought  to  be 
dope,  the  reason  —  why  not? — must  be  sought  for  outside 
of  what  human  faculties,  in  their  best  condition,  may 
attain  to. 

It  is  found,  however,  in  the  fact,  that  our  Diocese  is  geo- 
graphically too  large  for  any  one  bishop  to  administer  with 
efficiency.  It  still  contains  nearly  double  the  number  of 
square  miles  of  the  next  largest  Diocese  in  the  State, 
and  more  than  three  other  Dioceses  together,  which  may 
be  named,  in  the  State.  It  is  spread  over  21,000  square 
miles  in  nineteen  counties,  and  lacks  compactness;  it  is 
long,  and  with  its  See  city  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from 
its  frontier,  and  it  has  at  least  three  or  four  distinct  systems 
of  trade  and  intercourse,  and  each  system  having  a  leading 
town  for  its  center  or  radiating  point  With  a  population 
of  824,000,  it  has  8,000  communicants,  or  one  communicant 
to  each  one  hundred  and  four  people,  spread  over  this  large 
area. 

There  are  other  considerations  which  have  had  force  with 
the  Committee,  on  the  expediency  of  a  division  of  the 
Diocese.  A  spirit  of  emulation  between  the  Dioceses, 
situated  as  these  would  be,  might  be  turned  to  the  account 
of  the  church.  Much  of  church  enterprise,  zeal  and  liberality 
would  be  evoked  by  the  proposed  division. 

And  Ogdensburgh,  as  the  four  northernmost  counties  may 
be  designated,  is  not  as  favorably  placed  as  it  would  be  with 
a  Diocese  of  its  own.  It  is  largely  made  up  of  missionary 
ground,   and  the  pulsations  of  church  life  have  been  for 
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eighty  years  feebly  felt  in  this  district,  so  remote  from  the 
centers  of  strength  and  vitality.  It  is  a  part  of  this  Diocese, 
and  this  Diocese  is  less  able  to  do  for  it  than  the  old 
Diocese  was,  from  which  it  was  recently  shaken  off.  Situ- 
ated as  it  is,  it  cannot  successfully  appeal  for  aid  to  the 
church  at  large,  for  its  entreaties  are  repulsed  on  the  ground 
that  it  belongs  to  Albany,  and  Albany  should  take  care  of 
its  own.  Put  away  by  the  common  mother,  and  put  upon 
a  shorter  allowance  than  ever  before,  and  with  the  rivulets 
of  foreign  sympathy  and  support  dried  up,  or  turned  from  it 
in  this  way,  what  is  to  become  of  this  district  which  has 
tried  belonging  to  a  great  Diocese  for  eighty  years  ? 

The  opinion  is  respectfully  submitted,  that  if  this  district 
was  erected  into  a  Diocese,  all  these  conditions  would  be 
changed,  and  it  would  become  a  field  of  church  life,  activity 
and  liberality. 

With  an  independent  organization,  a  center  of  operations 
of  its  own,  a  bishop  and  clergy  near  to,  and  among  the 
people,  a  sense  of  strength,  self-reliance  and  activity  would 
spring  up ;  life,  zeal  and  liberality  in  church  work  be  stimu- 
lated at  home,  and  confidence  given  and  sympathy  aroused 
in  her  behalf  abroad. 

In  view  of  the  church's  recent  experience  in  the  division 
of  Dioceses,  the  Committee  cannot  regard  these  views  as 
speculative. 

The  comparative  efficiency  of  the  church  in  any  given 
district  of  country  may  be  measured  or  tested  by  observing 
the  proportion  which  the  clergy  and  communicants  bear  to 
the  whole  population. 

The  present  Diocese  of  Albany  may  be  broken  into  three, 
so  that  the  counties  of  St.  Lawrence,  Franklin,  Clinton  and 
Essex,  now  forming  the  Convocation  of  Ogdensburgh,  may 
be  erected  into  a  Diocese ;  the  counties  of  Warren,  Saratoga, 
Washington,  Rensselaer  and  Columbia,  all  (except  Colum- 
bia) in  the  present  Convocation  of  Troy,  may  also  be 
erected  into  a  Diocese,  leaving   the   Diocese  of  Albany, 
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embracing  the  counties  of  Albany,  Schenectady,  Greene, 
Schoharie,  Montgomery,  Fulton,  Delaware,  Otsego,  Her- 
kimer and  Hamilton. 

After  the  proposed  division,  Albany  will  have  ten  coun- 
ties;  area,  9, 2 1 4  square  miles.

And  each  of  the  three  Dioceses  will  be  compact  and  con- 
centric, having,  to  a  good  degree,  both  natural  and  artificial 
means  of  communication  with  their  respective  chief  towns, 
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and  also  be  in  a  great  measure  homogeneous,  with  well 
established  business  and  social  relations. 

The  statistics  of  ten  or  eleven  Dioceses  have  been  col- 
lated, with  a  view  to  a  comparison,  so  as  to  show  how  the 
new  Dioceses  will  stand  relatively,  which  may  aid  the  Con- 
vention in  forming  a  judgment  upon  this  subject.  They 
show  the  population,  number  of  clergymen,  population  to 
each  clergyman,  the  number  of  communicants,  and  the 
population  to  each  communicant. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  proposed  new  Dioceses  will 
stand  respectable  aixiong  our  older  Dioceses.

To  show  what  small  Dioceses  may  do  in  the  way  of 
church  work.  Here  is  Nebraska,  the  latest  erected,  and 
with  the  smallest  population  of  this  list. 

It  is  not  quite  five  years  since  she  got  a  Bishop  (Clark- 
son),  and  with  a  population  of  100,000,  a  number  not  so 
large  but  that  the  Bishop  could  attend  to  them  thoroughly. 

Nearly  two  years  ago,  the  Bishop  reported  that  he  had 
raised,  by  personal  appeal,  from  the  Church  at  large,  about 
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$75»ooo,  besides  what  the  Domestic  Committee  had  appro- 
priated to  him ;  that  he  had  founded  both  boys'  and  girls' 
schools,  and  that  there  was  not  a  place  in  his  Diocese  having 
a  population  of  five  hundred  in  which  there  was  not  either 
an  organized  parish  or  a  mission  station ! 

Now,  what  is  the  result  in  our  four  northern  counties 
(which  could  be  put  into  a  Diocese,  and  the  Bishop  could 
attend  to  them  thoroughly)  ?  They  have  been  over  eighty 
years  under  the  Bishop  of  New  York.  To-day  they  have 
nearly  double  the  population  of  Nebraska  (viz :  1 84,cxx:)  to 
100,000),  and  only  two-thirds  the  number  of  clergy  (14  to 
22).  Nebraska  has  over  two-thirds  as  many  communicants 
(843)  in  four  years,  out  of  100,000  people,  as  Ogdensburgh 
has  (viz :  i ,  208)  in  eighty  years  of  toiling  at  the  New  York 
Diocese,  out  of  184,000  people! 

Nebraska  has  one  communicant  out  of  1 19  people. 

Ogdensburgh  has  one  communicant  out  of  152  people. 

Ogdensburgh,  proceeding  upon  the  ratio  which  Nebraska 
has  shown,  ought  to  have  now  forty  clergymen  instead  of 
fourteen,  and  1,517  communicants  instead  of  1,200,  and 
then  only  show  in  eighty  years'  work  what  Nebraska  has 
done  in  four  years  !  Nor  should  it  be  overlooked,  that  in 
all  that  time  not  a  single  Church  school  has  been  established 
in  those  four  counties,  or  the  attempt  made  to  start  one. 

Again,  look  at  the  desolation  in  those  four  counties  for 
want  of  Church  work. 

Out  of  a  population  of  183,926  in  Ogdensburgh,  the 
total  uncared  for  by  the  Church  is  93,651,  or  over  50  per 
cent  of  population.     Offerings,  $16,830. 

Out  of  a  population  of  250,379  in  Troy,  1 22,646,  or  about 
49  per  cent  of  population.     Offerings,  $71,499. 

Out  of  a  population  of  389,565  in  Albany,  160,340,  or 
over  41  per  cent  of  population.     Offerings,  $96,874.

Forty-seven  towns  in  these  four  counties  and  93,000  peo- 
ple who  are  not  reached  by  the  Church. 

The  foregoing  list  of  towns,  in  which  the  Church  is  not 
doing  anything,  had  they  been  in  Nebraska,  would  all  have 
had  parishes  or  mission  stations. 

And  who  doubts  but  that  if  they  were  in  a  Diocese  by 
themselves,  they  would  be  better  off  in  this  respect  ? 

It  is  evident  that  this  district  (of  four  counties,  184,000 
population),  after  eighty  years  of  Episcopacy,  in  a  large 
Diocese,  is  nothing  like  as  well  off,  and  shows  far  less 
church  vigor  than  the  Diocese  of  Nebraska,  with  100,000 
population,  but  which  has  a  bishop  to  see  to  it 

And,  in  the  proposed  Diocese  of  Troy,  of  five  counties 
and  250,000  people,  where  the  Church,  at  a  few  points  is 
active  and  influential,  yet  the  aggregate  population  of  towns 
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Still  neglected,   in  these  five  counties,   is  greater  than  in 
Ogdensburgh  ;  it  is  no  less  than  122,546. 

The  old  Diocese  of  New  York  could  do  nothing  to  per- 
meate these  masses,  and  the  new  Diocese  of  Albany  can  do 
little  more.     See  Bishop's  Address,  Journal,  1869,  p.  32. 

It  is  not  so  much  for  the  lack  of  money,  but  for  the  lack 
of  church  machinery  and  organization  to  use  money  advan- 
tageously, and  judiciously  brought  to  bear  direcdy  on  these 
people  by  the  personal  presence  of  a  bishop  and  his  clergy 
among  them.  These  masses  can  only  be  worked  up  in  this 
way  to  pay  for  their  own  religious  privileges  and  church 
services,  by  organizing  Dioceses,  not  so  much  over  them  as 
among  them.  If  the  United  States  government  is  weak  in 
some  far  wilderness  among  the  settlers,  it  organizes  a  terri- 
torial government  at  once,  and  sends  a  governor,  judge  and 
marshal,  to  preserve  order  in  their  midst,  and  so  they  grow 
up  into  a  State  and  become  a  loyal  tax-paying  people. 
So  must  the  Church  go  right  amongst  these  masses,  and 
assert  itself,  through  its  organization  of  bishops  and  clergy. 

An  assault  must  be  made  by  the  Church,  and  it  cannot 
be  successfully  made  by  the  general  at  Albany  using  a 
picket  guard  on  the  frontier,  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles 
away,  who  are  looking  to  Albany  for  their  pay  and  supplies. 
But  it  must  be  made  by  a  general  and  troops  upon  the  spot, 
who  know  "  the  situation  "  and  how  to  take  advantage  of  it, 
and  who  are  ready  and  prepared  to  forage  upon  the  enemy, 
as  their  main  source  of  pay  and  supplies. 

Supposing  the  two  Dioceses  of  Troy  and  Ogdensburgh 
to  be  erected,  let  us  see  how  they  would  compare  with  some 
of  the  existing  Dioceses. 

Ogdensburgh,  with  only  its  present  number  of  clergy 
(fourteen),  would  be  the  smallest  organized  Diocese  on  the 
list.  But  many  of  the  Dioceses  have  numbered  less  clergy 
than  that,  until  a  year  or  two  ago. 

In  1868,  Florida  had  only  ten,  and  Kansas  only  twelve, 
and  now  Kansas  has  only  fifteen,  Florida  sixteen,  Maine 
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iineteen,  Texas  twenty,  and  New  Hampshire  and  Nebraska 
iach  twenty-two.  But  each  of  these,  and  many  others,  at 
the  time  of  electing  their  first  bishop,  had  less  than  Ogdens- 
Durgh  has  now.  Probably  Ogdensburgh  would  have  twenty 
3r  twenty-five  to  go  into  the  election  of  the  first  bishop,  if 
erected  now  into  a  Diocese. 

If  the  number  of  communicants  is  taken  as  the  standard 
3f  comparison,  Ogdensburgh,  with  one  thousand  two  hundred 
ind  eight,  will  now  outrank  Florida,  Kansas,  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Nebraska. 

If  we  make  the  amount  of  contributions  the  standard, 
Dgdensburgh  will  outrank  Florida,  Kansas,  Mississippi, 
Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire,  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas  ajid  Vermont  —  eleven 
Dioceses,  This  would  be  at  least  a  respectable  position  for 
Dgdensburgh  among  the  Dioceses. 

Let  us  see  how  Troy,  with  its  five  counties,  would  stand 
imong  the  Dioceses. 

In  the  number  of  clergy  (twenty-eight)  it  would  be  equal 
:o  Alabama  and  Vermont,  and  would  exceed  Delaware, 
Eastern,  Florida,  Kansas,  Maine,  Mississippi,  Nebraska, 
New  Hampshire  and  Texas  -^  nine  Dioceses. 

In  the  number  of  its  communicants  (two  thousand  eight, 
lundred  and  ninety),  it  would  outrank  Alabama,  California, 
Delaware,  Easton,  Florida,  Georgia,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas, 
Louisiana,  Maine,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Ne- 
braska, New  Hampshire,  Tennessee,  Texas  and  Vermont  — 
iineteen  Dioceses. 

In  the  amount  of  its  contributions,  Troy  would  outrank 
\labama,  California,  Delaware,  Easton,  Florida,  Georgia, 
Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Minnesota,  Mis- 
>issippi,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire,  North  Caro- 
ina,  Sguth  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Vermont  and 
i/irginia  —  twenty-two  Dioceses. 

Probably  Troy  could  provide  for  a  bishop. 

We  may  here  anticipate  the  old  standing  objection  of 
loubtful  and  timid  men,  toward  every  forward  movement 
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of  the  Church,  viz:  the  burden  of  supporting  the  Epis- 
copate. 

The  short  answer  to  it  is  the  fact,  that  the  increase  of 
energy,  zeal  and  liberality  in  every  such  new  organization 
is,  invariably,  many  times  as  much,  even  in  the  first  year, 
as  the  cost  of  a  bishop's  support. 

No  outlay  or  investment  pays  larger  or  prompter  returns. 
The  first  year  of  the  Bishop  of  Albany  showed  a  total  of 
contributions  in  his  Diocese  of  nearly  $200,000!  Who 
would  have  believed  it  possible  four  years  ago  ? 

So  it  is  in  Pittsburg,  in  Long  Island  and  in  Central  New 
York.  It  seems  to  be  a  general  law,  and  in  view  of  it, 
what  becomes  of  this  convenient  subterfuge  of  timid  men  ? 

Besides,  the  Episcopate,  in  our  new  Dioceses,  has  no 
occasion  to  assume  such  proportions  as  are  indulged  in  the 
older  Dioceses.  They  are  the  growth  of  time,  and  the 
**  fashion  of  the  world  "  will  gain  sway  fast  enough,  even  in 
the  Church,  without  giving  it  too  great  an  advantage  on  the 
start. 

It  seems  to  be  the  invariable  result  of  the  creation  of  a 
new  Diocese  out  of  an  old  one,  that  a  more  vigorous  growth 
than  before  is  imparted  to  the  new  one,  and  also  to  that 
which  is  left  of  the  old  one.  "^ 

Look  at  the  old  Diocese  of  New  York  before  the  first 
division  in  1838. 

Three  years  before,  in  1835,  when  it  was  determined  to 
divide,  the  whole  State  of  New  York,  for  each  of  the  three 
previous  years,  had  averaged  2,027  baptisms,  829  confirma- 
tions, and  there  were  9,738  communicants. 

Within  three  years  after  the  division,  the  eastern  Diocese 
reported  for  those  three  years  an  annual  average  of  3,314 
baptisms,  1,022  confirmations,  10,272  communicants.  They 
had  more  than  made  up  the  loss  of  the  whole  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York. 

In  the  same  time,  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York, 
starting  in  1838,  had  got  an  annual  average  in  three  years 
of  787  baptisms,   503  confirmations,  4,412  communicants; 
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and  in  three  years  more,  they  had  got  an  annual  average 
of  1,006  baptisms,  568  confirmations,  5,369  communicants, 
in  the  new  Diocese  of  Western  New  York. 

That  is  what  division  did  in  the  State  of  New  York  thirty 
years  ago. 

2.  Take  the  case  of  Pennsylvania  and  Pittsburg. 

In  1864,  when  the  statistics  were  taken,  upon  which  the 
division  of  1865  was  made,  that  portion  of  the  Diocese  of 
Pennsylvania  which  was  set  off  into  Pittsburg  Diocese,  had 
only  431  baptisms,  197  confirmations,  1,963  communicants, 
and  $32,000  contributions  in  a  year. 

After  it  got  a  Bishop  of  its  own,  its  baptisms  are  from 
700  to  800,  confirmations,  400  to  500,  each  year,  and  the 
communicants  have  gone  over  3,000 ;  and  its  contributions 
have  run  up  from  $32,000  to  $98,000,  $130,000  and 
$145,243. 

Meanwhile,  the  old  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  had  taken 
in  new  vigor ;  and  she  that  in  1865,  the  year  of  the  division, 
reported  3,737  baptisms,  1,553  confirmations,  22,041  com- 
municants, has  in  five  years  caught  up  in  these  items  of 
growth,  and  this  year  reports  3,604  baptisms,  1,665  con- 
firmations, 22,035  communicants;  while  the  contributions, 
which  in  1865  were  only  $235,729  from  the  whole  State, 
are  now  no  less  than  $891,052  from  the  old  Diocese  alone. 

Now  look  at  Maryland  and  the  new  Diocese  of  Easton, 
comprising  the  counties  on  the  eastern  shore  of  that  State, 
erected  in  1868. 

In  that  year,  the  whole  State  of  Maryland  reported  2,182 
baptisms,  1,085  confirmations,  12,269  communicants,  and 
$145,348  contributions. 

In  two  years  the  old  Diocese  made  up  for  the  loss  of  the 
whole  Diocese  of  Easton,  and  beat  her  old  statistics  on 
every  point,  showing  this  year  2,194  baptisms,  1,907  con- 
firmations, 12,743  communicants,  and  $173,709  of  contri- 
butions. 

Meantime,  the  new  Diocese  of  Easton,  covering  a  rural 
population  and  no  large  towns  or  cities,  shows  3 1  o  baptisms 
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(240  last  year),  192  confirmations,  1,726  communicants,  and 
$11,581  contributions.  Besides,  she  has  got  an  Episcopal 
Fund  of  $52,460,  and  only  $7,630  of  this  came  fix)m  the 
old  Diocese. 

Again,  take  the  case  of  the  last  division  here  in  New 
York,  although  we  have  not  full  statistics  for  this  year. 
But  the  old,  undivided  Diocese  in  1868  (the  year  of  division) 
reported  3,891  baptisms,  1,974  confirmations,  22,177  com- 
municants. And  the  very  next  year  (1869),  after  losing 
two  whole  Dioceses,  yet  reports  for  the  remainder  almost  as 
much,  viz:  3,661  baptisms,  an  increase  of  confirmations, 
viz  :  2, 140,  and  almost  as  many  communicants  as  before,  viz : 
20,155;  while,  in  contributions,  the  year  before  division 
(1867)  gave  $494,983,  and  the  year  after  division  (1869) 
gave  568,351. 

So  Long  Island,  the  first  year  of  its  existence  as  a  new 
Diocese,  increased  its  number  of  baptisms  from  1,694  to 
1,950,  its  confirmations  from  725  to  1,255,  ^^  communicants 
from  9,014  to  10,307,  and  its  contributions  from  $211,815 
to  $318,786. 

As  to  Albany,  its  first  year  has  increased  its  baptisms 
from  1,130  to  1,354,  its  communicants  from  6,534  to  7,946, 
and  its  contributions  from  $117,273  to  $191,403. 

As  to  Central  New  York,  we  have  not  the  means  at  hand 
for  so  full  a  comparison.  But  the  first  year  of  the  new 
Diocese  has  carried  up  the  contributions  to  $181,425  (a  very 
large  figure  for  that  district,  we  must  say). 

And  taking  the  contributions  of  the  two  Dioceses  together 
(Western  and  Central  New  York),  showing  in  one  year 
a  clear  money  gain  of  $66,720  by  starting  the  new 
Diocese. 

These  are  all  the  divisions  of  dioceses  that  have  yet 
occurred.  And  these  facts  and  results  all  tell  one  story, 
which  is,  that  to  divide  a  diocese  increases  gready,  and 
increases  immediately,  the  strength  of  the  Church  in  both 
parts,  and  stimulates  liberality  even  more  than  the  other 
work  of  the  Church. 
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Wherefore,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
uggestions  of  the  Bishop  in  regard  to  the  division  of  this 
diocese,  contained  in  his  last  annual  address  to  the  Con- 
tention, are  wise,  practicable  and  expedient,  and  should 
eceive  the  approval  of  this  Convention,  together  with  its 
prompt  action  in  carrying  the  same  into  effect 

The  Committee  would  recommend,  in  case  the  proposed 
livision  takes  place,  that  the  contributions  to  the  Episcopal 
^und  of  this  Diocese  heretofore  made  from  each  of  the 
listricts  now  proposed  to  be  erected  into  a  Diocese,  should 
>e  returned  to  them  respectively,  to  form  a  nucleus  of  an 
i^piscopal  Fund  in  each  of  the  said  new  Dioceses.  And 
hat  one-third  of  all  that  may  be  realized  out  of  the  Epis- 
opal  Fund  of  the  old  Diocese  of  New  York,  or  from  con- 
ributions  from  that  Diocese  towards  the  endowment  of  the 
episcopate  in  Albany,  shall  be  paid  to  each  of  the  three 
)iocese3,  viz :  of  Albany  and  the  two  new  Dioceses  which 
nay  be  erected  therefrom,  for  the  endowment  of  the  Epis- 
opate  in  each  respectively. 

In  regard  to  the  names  by  which  the  proposed  new  Dio- 
eses  should  be  called,  in  the  event  of  their  being  formed. 
The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  should  be  left  to  the 
dioceses  respectively,  to  be  determined  by  them  at  their 
)rimary  conventions,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop 
>f  Albany. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  say  that  the  Bishop  has  left 
his  subject  where  his  address  left  it,  entirely  to  them,  and 
hat  even  those  valued  members  of  the  Committee  who  are 
lergymen  have  not  interposed  to  give  form  or  complexion 
o  this  report ;  and,  much  as  we  may  regret  the  want  of 
heir  valuable  knowledge  and  assistance  in  projecting  a  plan 
)f  this  nature,  they  have,  from  motives  of  delicacy,  abstained, 
ind  the  report  must  be  regarded  as  an  emanation  from  the 
ay  members  of  the  Committee,  and  its  errors  and  short- 
omings  are  chargeable  to  them. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  for  adoption  the 
Dllowing  resolutions : 
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I.  That  a  new  Diocese  be  erected  in  the  present  Diocese 
of  Albany,  to  consist  of  the  counties  of  Columbia,  Rensse- 
laer, Washington,  Saratoga  and  Warren ;  that  such  division 
take  effect  on  the  15th  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1871,  and 
that  the  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion present  this  resolution,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the 
foregoing  report,  duly  authenticated,  to  that  body,  and 
request  its  consent  to  and  ratification  of  the  same. 

II.  That  a  new  Diocese  be  erected  in  the  present  Diocese 
of  Albany,  to  consist  of  the  counties  of  St  Lawrence,  Frank- 
lin, Clinton  and  Essex ;  that  such  division  take  effect  on  the 
15th  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1871,  and  that  the  Delegates 
from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention  present  this 
resolution,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  report, 
duly  authenticated,  to  that  body,  and  request  its  consent  to 
and  ratification  of  the  same. 

III.  That  the  names  of  the  new  Dioceses  respectively  be 
determined  by  the  primary  convention  thereof,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop  of  Albany. 

IV.  That,  in  case  of  a  division,  the  fiinds  heretofore  con- 
tributed to  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany, 
from  each  of  the  districts  therein  erected  into  a  Diocese, 
shall  be  returned  to  them  respectively,  to  be  held  for  the 
uses  and  purposes  of  a  fund  towards  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  in  each,  and  that  one-third  part  of  all  that  may 
be  realized  out  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  York,  or  from  contributions  from  that  Diocese  towards 
the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  of  Albany,  shall  be  paid 
to  each  of  the  three  Dioceses,  viz :  of  Albany  and  the  two 
new  Dioceses  which  may  be  erected  therefrom,  for  the 
endowment  of  the  Episcopate  in  each  respectively. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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The  undersigned  members  of  the  Committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop  s  address  to  the  Con- 
vention of  1869,  as  relates  to  the  division  of  the  Diocese, 
respectfully  report,  that  they  are  unable  to  sign  the  report 
prepared  and  read  by  the  majority  of  said  Committee,  for 
reasons  which  they  will  briefly  indicate.  In  the  first  place, 
because  it  does  not  appear  that  the  clergy  and  laity  within 
the  counties  recommended  to  be  associated  with  the  county 
of  Rensselaer  in  the  formation  of  a  new  Diocese,  have 
expressed  their  willingness  or  desire  for  any  such  division ; 
on  which  account  the  undersigned  members  of  your  Com- 
mittee cannot  recommend  the  passage  of  the  first  resolution 
in  the  majority  report,  believing  such  action,  on  the  part  of 
the  Convention,  premature;  that  the  Committee  should  have 
confined  itself  to  the  expression  of  an  opinion,  and  that  the 
first  action  should  spring  from  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the 
proposed  Diocese,  after  full  consultation  among  themselves. 

The  undersigned,  however,  would  be  willing  to  consent  to 
recommend  the  resolution,  did  it  appear  in  the  report  that 
the  clergy  and  the  laity  within  those  counties  were  desirous 
of  such  division,  and  were  willing  and  able  to  undertake  the 
support  of  its  Bishop. 

The  undersigned  being  resident  within  the  bounds  of  the 
counties  named  in  the  second  resolution  of  the  majority 
report,  do  emphatically  dissent  from  recommending  the 
passage  of  said  resolution,  on  the  ground  that  neither  clergy 
nor  laity  generally  therein  desire  any  such  division ;  that  while 
some  such  separation  may  be  desirable  in  time  to  come, 
and  perhaps  before  many  years ;  the  proposition  to  make  it, 
and,  indeed,  the  discussion  of  it,  is  premature,  and  not  likely 
to  result  in  the  benefit  of  the  Church  within  those  counties. 

The  undersigned  not  being  able  to  express  all  the  reasons 
of  this  report  without  a  full  discussion,  into  which  they  do 
not  find  they  have  time  to  enter,  content  themselves  with 
the  above  reasons  for  dissent,  which  they  consider  irrefragable. 

They,  therefore,  do  not  recommend  any  action  on  the  part 
of  this  Convention.  J.  S.  Kidney,

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The  reports  were  accepted  and  made  the  special 
order  of  the  day,  for  eight  o'clock  this  evening. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  until  four 
o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Convention  then  reassembled. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said,  Rev.  Messrs.  Hale, 
Hall,  Gregory,  Hobbie,  officiating. 

After  the  services,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took 
the  Chair  and  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

Rev.  John  Townsend  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Diocesan  Fund : 

The  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  Fund  respectfully  report, 
that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer,  from  which  they  have  ascertained  that  there  is  a 
large  amount  owed  by  the  Diocese  for  printing  and  other 
matters,  which  should  claim  the  attention  of  the  Convention 
before  any  further  appropriations  are  made.  The  gross 
amount  of  this  indebtedness  is  about  $900. 

They  also  find  that  sixty-five  Parishes  have  paid  the  whole 
or  part  of  the  assessments  made  upon  them  for  this  Fund. 
Some  Parishes  seem  to  have  misunderstood  the  rate  of 
assessment  laid  upon  them,  and  so  have  not  paid  all  that 
was  due.     Others  have  neglected  the  matter  altogether. 

The  gross  amount  which  ought  to  be  expected  from  the 
assessment,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  is  about  $1,450. 
The  amount  received  this  year  has  been  $1,324.16.  A  por- 
tion of  this  sum  has  been  paid  on  account  of  back  assess- 
ments. 

In  addition  to  the  indebtedness  of  $900  already  men- 
tioned, the  sum  of  $250  has  also  to  be  provided  for  to  meet 
the  assessment  laid  upon  the  Diocese  for  the  expenses  of 
the  General  Convention. 

As  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  if  the  assessments  still 
due  are  paid  up,  and  the  full  amount  of  assessments  levied 
for  this  year  are  also  paid,  it  is  supposed  that  the  necessary 
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expenses  for  printing  the  Journal,  incidental  expenses,  and 
some  $400  on  the  present  indebtedness  can  be  met  This 
still  leaves  $500  of  indebtedness  to  be  provided  for,  and 
allows  no  provision  for  paying  anything  for  the  mileage  of 
the  Clergy. 

In  view  of  the  present  condition  of  the  finances  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Committee  can  only  recommend  the  immediate 
provision  for  meeting  existing  indebtedness,  and  the  utmost 
economy  in  making  appropriations. 

The  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

That  the  existing  indebtedness  of  the  Diocese  be  made 
a  first  charge  upon  any  fiinds  coming  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  That  the  Treasurer  be  directed 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  this  Convention,  for  the  printing  of 
the  Journal,  and  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  toward  the 
expenses  of  the  General  Convention,  out  of  any  balance 
remaining  in  his  hands. 

Resolved,  In  view  of  the  fact  that  certain  Parishes  in 
Albany,  Troy  and  West  Troy,  having  made  a  special  sub- 
scription to  the  Diocesan  Fund,  to  provide  for  the  purpose, 
that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  pay  to  the  Clergy  who  reside 
more  than  twenty  miles  from  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  seven  cents  per  mile  for  every  mile  of  the  dis- 
tance fi'om  their  respective  Parishes.

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Fund 
Committee  be  authorized  to  make  a  special  assess- 
ment for  the  coming  year — the  present  deficiency  in 
the  fund— on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Babcock  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Church  Education. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  in  1869,  to  report  upon  "  the  subject  of  a  Church 
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School  for  girls,  and  also  upon  the  general  subject  of  Church 
Education,"  respectfully  report: 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  churchmen  do  not 
yet  begin  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  Christian  educa- 
tion. Notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  said  and  written 
by  clergy  and  laity  in  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions, 
at  Convocations,  and  in  numerous  periodicals,  we  seem  not 
to  realize  our  duty,  and  not  to  be  conscious  of  the  impor- 
tance of  the  position  that  we  might  hold,  if  we  would  only 
go  in  and  possess  the  vantage  ground  that  lies  open  for  us 
to  occupy.  The  actual  influence  which  the  Church  in  this 
country  does  exert  upon  the  public  mind,  compared  with 
that  which  she  might  exert ;  the  comparatively  small  effect 
upon  the  national  mode  of  thought  and  views  of  life  that  is 
produced  by  a  religious  body  which  has  such  an  admirable 
system  of  training  as  we  have ;  the  little  that  we  have  thus 
far  done  in  comparison  with  what  it  might  justly  have  been 
expected  we  would  do  in  determining  the  character  and  tone 
of  the  nation, — lead  your  Committee  to  the  conclusion,  that 
churchmen  do  not  feel  their  duty  and  perceive  their 
advantage. 

I.  Such  being  our  opinion,  the  Committee  beg  to  revert 
to  a  few  general  principles  which  are  admitted  to  be  correct 
by  all  Christians  who  receive  the  Gospel  as  it  was  given. 

1.  As  declared  by  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  last  General  Convention,  "The 
Christian  education  of  her  children  is  a  work  which  the 
Church  is  bound  to  promote  in  her  orgarfic,  corporate 
capacity,  and  as  of  co-ordinate  importance  with  the  mis- 
sionary work." 

2.  The  only  proper  basis  of  right  education  is  God's 
word ;  the  only  safe  guide  in  it  is  the  Gospel.  As  a  conse- 
quence of  this  axiom,  the  only  duly  authorized  teacher  is  the 
Church,  which  is  "the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth" — 
"  the  witness  and  keeper  of  Holy  Writ."  This  consequence, 
we  are  aware,  is  contrary  to  the  view  on  which  our  common 
school  system  is  based,  viz.:  that  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of 
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the  State  to  educate  the  children  of  the  State.  Still,  we 
maintain  that  our  principle  is  correct,  because  it  is  the 
Christian  principle.  Every  one  admits  that  the  sphere 
of  education  includes  something  more  than  the  physical  and 
mental  parts  of  man's  nature.  Education  is  a  moral  work ; 
and,  as  such,  rightly  possesses  the  authority  to  direct  the 
manner  in  which  even  the  faculties  of  body  and  mind  shall 
be  developed  and  guided.  And,  accordingly,  being  of  a 
moral  and  religious  character,  education  does  not  come 
within  the  province  of  the  State  to  conduct ;  the  State  has 
no  more  right  to  educate  than  it  has  to  preach.  God  has 
"  ordained  "  the  State  as  a  "  power  "  to  govern ;  the  "  power  " 
that  He  has  "  ordained  "  for  the  other  duty  of  educating,  is 
His  Church. 

3.  The  only  way  of  accomplishing  anything  in  this  mat- 
ter is  training — the  constant,  uniform,  thorough  carrying 
out  of  some  definite  system.  The  "  twig  "  must  not  merely 
be  "bent"  as  we  pass  by  it,  it  must  be  kept  "bent" 

Proceeding  from  these  principles  to  the  consideration  of 
the  much  discussed  question,  as  to  which  is  the  best  and  right 
way  of  fulfilling  our  duty  in  this  matter,  and  which  are  the 
best  instruments  to  be  employed,  your  Committee  fiirther 
remark:  We  fully  admit  the  excellencies  of  our  present 
Common  School  system ;  we  are  thankful  that  it  has  been 
made  the  means  of  doing  so  much  good ;  we  would  not  in 
any  degree  hinder  its  usefulness ;  above  all,  we  never  would 
permit  it  to  be  overthrown  by  either  a  godless  infidelity  or 
a  corrupt  religious  system,  any  more  than  we  would,  as  good 
citizens,  allow  any  means  of  possible  public  benefit  to  be 
given  into  the  hands  of  those  who  would  destroy  or  pervert 
it  But,  yet,  it  must  also  be  admitted,  that  this  system  is 
not  one  that  ought  to  be  adopted  by  the  servants  of  God's 
kingdom ;  because  it  is  not  in  any  degree  Christian.  Being 
a  creature  of  the  State,  and  being  liable  to  be  used — as  it 
now  is  greatly  used — as  a  political  tool  to  effect  the  purposes 
of  selfish  political  partisans,  it  cannot,  under  a  government 
like  ours,  be  Christian.     It  does  not  pretend  to  be ;  but  ex- 
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pressly  separates  religion  and  learning,  and  claims  to  impart 
nothing  more  than  human  science,  entirely  ignoring  the 
divine  knowledge  which  "  makes  wise  unto  salvation." 

The  Church,  on  the  other  hand,  has  a  system  which  is 
based  upon,  and  built  in  accordance  with,  the  religion  of 
Christ  The  system  laid  down  in  the  Baptismal  Office,  the 
Catechism,  and  the  preface  to  the  Order  for  Confirmation, 
is  the  same  in  method,  arid  spirit,  and  faithful  enforcement 
of  the  teaching  of  our  Divine  Master,  as  that  system  which 
was  established  and  followed  in  the  Offices  and  Catechetical 
Schools  of  the  Church  in  her  early  days.  And,  moreover, 
besides  being  thus  thoroughly  Christian  and  scriptural,  it 
is  also  natural.  By  it  the  child  is  diligently  and  carefully 
trained  in  all  respects,  spiritually,  mentally,  and  physically. 

When,  therefore,  it  is  asked,  Which  is  the  system  that 
Christians  are  to  adopt  ?  it  seems  to  your  Committee  that 
there  is  no  room  for  doubt  or  hesitation  as  to  the  answer. 
Even  if  the  Common  School  system  were  as  faultless  as  it 
could  be,  still  we  ought  rather  to  maintain  ours ;  because 
that  is  of  human  origin,  and,  consequently,  inadequate  to 
properly  train  any  part  of  our  nature  but  the  body ;  while 
our  system  is  founded  upon  Divine  doctrine,  authorized  by 
Apostolic  usage,  and  handed  down  to  us  as  a  heritage  whidi 
we  are  to  use  and  transmit  It  is  simply  a  duty  for  us  to 
carry  out  the  Church  system  fully  and  faithfully. 

And  herein,  also,  is  our  advantage.  The  religious  sys- 
tem that  shall,  in  all  respects,  so  educate  the  young  that 
they  will  become  the  best  citizens  of  the  State,  and  will  best 
"do  their  duty  in  the  state  of  life  to  which  God  calls  them," 
is  surely  the  one  that  will  have  the  nurture  of  the  great 
mass  of  the  children.  And  the  system  that  thus  shall  secure 
the  training  of  the  children,  is  the  one  that  will  mould  and 
guide  the  welfare  of  the  vast  multitudes  that  are  soon  to  fill 
this  land. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  express  the  hope  that  Church- 
men will  awake  to  the  sense  and  performance  of  this  duty. 
The  great  advantages  for  ourselves — to  say  nothing  of  the 
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iat  opportunities  for  promoting  our  Lord's  honor — that 
let  slip  away,  will  be  seized  and  improved  by  others, 
►er  if  not  more  faithful  than  we  are.  If  the  Gospel  of 
rist  is  to  be  brought  to  the  hearts  of  our  countrymen,  as 
ought  to  bring  it  to  them,  we  must  make  Christian  Edu- 
ion  the  primary  consideration — the  one  main,  chief  thing 
be  done  first,  last,  and  all  the  time.  The  Master  himself 
s  known  as  the  Great  Teachef — the  "Teacher  sent  from 
►d."  One  part  of  His  last  command  to  His  messengers 
:o  "  teach."  His  servants,  in  trying  various  ways  of  best 
tying  His  command,  have  found,  by  experience,  that 
ching  is  scarcely  less  effective  in  influencing  the  life  of 
h  old  and  young  than  preaching  is — such  preaching,  at 
St,  as  is  generally  expected  and  given  in  these  days. 
The  school  is,  perhaps,  almost  equal  to  the  pulpit  as  the 
ce  for  inculcating  truth  and  guiding  to  the  right  use  of 
:  faculties.  And  the  work  of  educating  can,  moreover, 
^ays  be  done  just  as  easily  as  that  of  evangelizing ;  wher- 
jr  we  can  gather  enough  people  to  preach  to,  there  also 
Idren  enough  can  be  found  to  "train  in  the  nurture  and 
Tionition  of  the  Lord." 

[I.  To  carry  on  this  work  will,  of  course,  require  money 
d  men.  Most  of  us  will  have  to  make  no  small  sacrifice 
order  to  pay  rates  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools, 
d,  at  the  same  time,  maintain  the  Church  school.  But 
it  is  a  burden  which  every  true  disciple  will  cheerfully 
ir  for  the  Lord's  sake ;  while  its  weight  will  become  less 
d  less,  in  proportion  as  the  Christian  system  shall  acquire 
•re  and  more  the  training  of  the  masses.  We  need  not 
r  but  that  all  the  money  that  will  be  needed  will  be  fur- 
hed  as  soon  as  our  duty  and  the  necessity  of  at  once 
dertaking  the  duty  are  perceived. 

The  greater  need,  however,  is  that  of  qualified  teachers. 
;ere  is  a  need  of  men  and  women  who  regard  the  office 
the  Christian  teacher  as  equal  in  importance,  and  only 
:ond  in  sacredness,  to  that  of  the  Evangelist  and  the  Pas- 
who  minister  the  Word  and  Sacraments,  and  who,  from 
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this  due  sense  of  its  dignity  and  blessedness,  are  willing  to 
devote  to  it  the  labor  of  their  lives.  And  certainly  there 
are  those  who,  from'  the  love  of  Christ,  would  give  up  them- 
selves to  the  teaching  of  His  little  ones,  asking  no  more 
pay  than  their  proper  support,  with  the  assurance  that  they 
should  be  provided  for  in  case  of  sickness  and  old  age. 
There  are  many  such,  especially  of  Christian  women ;  and 
these  would  supply  another  urgent  need,  that  of  conducting 
the  schools  at  a  moderate  expense. 

But  to  secure  such  teachers,  it  is  necessary  that  they 
should  have  the  aids  and  benefits  that  come  from  an  organ- 
ized body.  We  feel  that  we  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the 
formation  of  such  an  association  of  these  laborers.  Call  it 
by  any  name  that  sounds  proper  in  Christian  ears,  only  let 
it  be  an  organization — as  the  Church  is,  and  as  all  success- 
ful human  enterprises  possess — ^which  shall  be  to  its  mem- 
bers a  bond  of  union  and  a  source  of  encouragement  while 
they  are  laboring  in  separated  fields,  and  shall  furnish  them 
a  place  of  rest  when  the  Lord  shall  see  fit  to  put  an  end  to 
what  we  consider  their  active  service.  Its  members  need 
assume  no  vows  in  addition  to  that  "  solemn  promise  and 
vow  "  made  at  their  baptism  and  renewed  at  their  confirma- 
tion ;  they  will  only  declare  their  determination  to  especially 
keep,  in  this  one  respect,  the  o"bligation  that  rests  upon  us 
all.  They  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  and 
under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  clergymen  in  whose  cure  they 
are  assigned  to  work.  The  details  of  such  a  body  can  be 
very  easily  arranged,  so  that  it  can  be  made  to  accomplish 
this  important  duty  systematically,  thoroughly,  and  with 
great  economy  of  means  and  strength.  Biit  the  body  itself 
is  indispensable  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  work  of 
Christian  Education. 

III.  We  congratulate  the  Diocese  that  one  of  the  sub- 
jects referred  to  the  Committee — that  of  a  Church  school 
for  girls — ^has  happily  been  placed  beyond  the  need  of  being 
urged  or  advised.  The  school  is  in  existence ;  and  exists 
in  a  manner  that  shows  how  great  was  the  necessity  and 
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^mand  for  it  **St  Agnes  School"  was  opened  early  in 
le  present  month,  with  seven  teachers  and  sixty  scholars, 
'  whom  forty  are  boarders.  This  successful  beginning  is 
ving  to  the  foresight  and  energy  and  faith  of  our  Right 
everend  Father.  He  may  justly  ask  that  we  shall  now 
le  to  it  that  the  school  shall  be  enabled;  year  after  year,  to 
ctend  its  blessed  work,  until  it  shall  provide  for  the  educa- 
3n  of,  at  least,  all  the  daughters  of  the  Church  in  our 
diocese. 

When  shall  we  rejoice  at  the  equally  prosperous  opening 
"  a  Diocesan  school  for  boys  ? 

IV.  The  number  of  Parish  schools  in  our  one  hundred 
id  fifteen  Parishes  reported  at  the  last  Convention  is  six, 
ith  seventeen  teachers  and  four  hundred  and  twenty-three 
holars. 

We  have  no  Church  college  of  our  own.  As  long  as  this 
lall  be  the  case,  the  Committee  think  that  all  our  support 
ight  to  be  given  to  the  two  Church  colleges  within  the 
nits  of  our  State,  Hobart  College  at  Geneva,  and  S.  Ste- 
len's  College,  Annandale,  both  of  which  deserve  the  most 
sarty  encouragement  Our  relations  to  them,  and  what  we 
-e  fairly  bound  to  do  for  them,  are  matters  that  may  prop- 
•ly  be  decided  by  the  Federate  Council.  But  we  need  not 
ait  for  that  to  aid  these  Institutions  to  the  extent  of  our 
>ility.  They  are  both  doing  the  Diocese  good  service,  the 
tter,  as  it  happens,  to  the  larger  extent,  in  the  care  of  our 
Dung  men  who  are  looking  toward  the  sacred  ministry. 

V.  We  suggest  that  there  should  be  a  regular  standing 
>nimittee,  to  be  styled  "The  Committee  on  Education  and 
iterature ;"  and  that  one  of  its  duties  shall  be  to  provide  a 
raded,  systematic  series  of  books  of  instruction  in  Christian 
DCtrine,  which,  when  approved  by  the  Bishop,  may  be  used 
I  the  Sunday  and  parish  schools  throughout  the  Diocese, 
uch  a  series  is  gready  to  be  desired.  We  learn  that  an 
jcperienced  presbyter  of  the  Diocese  has  something  of  the 
ind  in  preparation,  and  hope  that  the  Church  at  large  may 
ave  the  benefit  of  his  valuable  labors. 
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This  Committee  might  also  be  authorized  to  recommend 
suitable  text-books  in  all  the  branches  of  study  pursued  in 
parish  schools.  Of  the  making  of  this  class  of  books,  there 
is,  truly,  no  end ;  and  the  study  of  them  is  indeed  a  weari- 
ness of  the  flesh,  vain  and  unprofitable.  The  opinion  of  a 
qualified  censor  in  this  department  would  be  of  great  bene- 
fit to  both  teachers  and  scholars. 

And  the  Committee  might  fiirther  be  appointed  by  the 
Convention,  its  visitors  of  any  diocesan  schools. 

VI.  The  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions  for  the 
action  of  the  Convention  : 

1 .  Resolved,  That  one  of  the  standing  committees  shall 
be  "  The  Committee  on  Education  and  Literature." 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  and  the  Committee  on 
Education  and  Literature  be  and  hereby  are  requested  to 
organize  a  guild  of  Christian  teachers,  and  to  report  their 
action  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  recommend  the  forma- 
tion of  Church  schools  in  every  parish  and  missionary  sta- 
tion where  it  may  be  practicable.

Rev.  D.  H.  Buel  presented  a  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Church  Orphanage  at  Cooperstown. 

The  following  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Orphan 
House  of  the  Holy  Saviour,  at  Cooperstown,  Otsego 
county,  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  Albany : 
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An  act  for  the  incorporation  of  the  Orphan  House  of  the 
loly  Saviour,  a  home  and  industrial  school  for  orphans, 
alf-orphans  and  destitute  children,  passed  the  Legislature 
f  this  State,  March  28,  1870;  and  a  copy  of  the  act 
::companies  this  report 

The  Trustees  named  in  the  act  of  incorporation  met, 
g^reeably  to  the  call  of  the  Bishop,  at  the  rectory  of  Christ 
'hurch,  Cooperstown,  August  29,  1870.  The  Bishop  opened 
le  meeting  with  prayers.  Mr.  D.  A.  Avery  was  appointed 
reasurer.     The  following  statutes  were  adopted : 

I.  The  Trustees  shall  meet  annually,  at  Cooperstown,  on 
le  Tuesday  after  Trinity  Sunday,  The  Bishop  may  call 
>ecial  meetings,  at  his  discretion.  Any  number  of  Trustees, 
ot  less  than  three,  present  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting, 
lall  constitute  a  quorum. 

I I.  The  Trustees  shall,  at  each  annual  meeting,  appoint  a 
ecretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  five 
lembers  of  the  Board,  who  shall  execute  the  instructions 
f  the  Trustees,  and,  during  the  interim  of  the  meetings  of 
le  Board,  shall,  under  their  authority,  have  the  adminis- 
-ation  of  the  affairs  of  the  Orphan  House. 

ni.  The  religious  services  and  instruction  of  the  children 
lall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
ooperstown.  No  rules  for  the  internal  regulation  of  the 
[ouse,  nor  appointments  to  office  in  it,  made  by  the  Execu- 
ve  Committee,  shall  be  final  until  approved  by  the  Bishop 
r  the  Diocese. 

IV.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Associate  Managers  for 
►rwarding  the  work,  one  in  each  parish  of  the  Diocese,  to 
*  appointed  by  its  rector,  and  these  associate  managers 
lall  aid  in  collecting  fiinds,  clothing,  provisions,  etc,  for 
le  use  of  the  institution,  and  shall  also  aid  in  the  selec- 
on  of  children  and  in  forwarding  them  to  the  Orphan 
[ouse. 

There  shall  also  be  a  Board  of  Assistant  Managers,  to  be 
ppointed  by  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Cooperstown, 

»r  the  special  purpose  of  aiding  the  Executive  Committee 
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in  the  details  and  different  departments  of  the  work,  subject 
to  the  direction  of  that  committee. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  with  fiill  power 
to  negotiate  for  a  site  for  the  Orphan  House,  and  to  take  a 
deed  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees,  and  to  execute  a  mort- 
gage for  the  unpaid  purchase-money ;  and  that  said  com- 
mittee be  further  empowered  to  make  such  arrangements  as 
may  be  necessary  for  securing  a  temporary  home. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Buel  and  Messrs.  Keese  and  Avery  were 
appointed  the  committee  under  this  resolution. 

The  Board  visited  the  proposed  site  for  the  orphanage, 
and  a  solemn  service,  inaugurating  the  work  in  the  name  of 
God  and  dedicating  it  to  His  praise  and  glory,  was  held  by 
the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  and  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Brown,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fisher  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Davis.  The  choir  of  the  parish  and  a  number  of  the  laity 
took  part  in  the  service. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Board,  a  site  has  been 
secured  for  the  Orphan  House,  comprising  twenty  acres  of 
land  in  the  outskirts  of  the  village  of  Cooperstown.  The 
price  of  the  property  is  $5,000,  of  which  the  sum  of  $1,500 
is  to  be  paid  at  once,  and  the  remainder  to  continue  on  bond 
and  mortgage  for  ten  years,  but  payable  at  an  earlier  period 
in  instalments,  at  our  option.  The  situation  is  beautiful  and 
very  convenient,  and  the  property  must  continue  to  increase 
in  value  with  the  growth  of  the  village.  No  general  effort 
at  collecting  fiinds  for  this  work  of  piety  and  charity  has  yet 
been  attempted.  The  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer 
thus  far  is  $1,814.92.  Of  this  sum,  $1,037  have  been  col- 
lected at  Cooperstown,  where  other  subscriptions  are  still 
unpaid.  Seven  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and 
ninety-two  cents  have  been  received  from  a  few  friends  of 
the  orphan  in  other  parts  of  the  Diocese. 

It  is  the  earnest  hope  of  the  Trustees  that  a  building  may 
be  put  up  during  the  next  summer  on  the  property  pur- 
chased, and  that,  until  the  proposed  building  is  in  a  oondi- 
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tion  to  receive  the  children,  a  house  may  be  rented,  and  the 

work  commenced,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  at  the  earliest 

day  possible.

The  statutes  adopted  by  the  Trustees  at  their  primary 
meeting  are  entirely  in  harmony  with  its  diocesan  character, 
and  seem  well  fitted  to  develop  its  general  usefulness  to  the 
Diocese.  Your  Committee  are  deeply  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  thi^  charitable  undertaking.  The  Diocese  of 
Albany  should  certainly  possess  a  Christian  home  to  which 
its  orphaned  and  needy  children  may  be  sent,  and  in  which 
they  may  be  rescued  from  the  broad  ways  of  vice  which  are 
drawing  to  destruction  so  many  of  the  youth  of  our  land, 
and  may  be  nurtured  in  the  fear  of  God  and  in  the  path  of 
virtue  and  industry.

On  motion,  the  ballot"^  was  dispensed  with,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Pennell  was  unanimously  elected. 

On  motion  of  James  Forsyth,  Resolved,  That  the 
Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  be  authorized  and 
directed  to  transfer  the  title  of  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Diocese,  to 
be  held  and  used  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
and  as  a  place  of  residence  for  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese,  and  that  the  said  Board  of  Missions  be 
authorized  and  directed  to  make  a  bond  and  mortgage 
on  the  Episcopal  Residence  to  secure  the  payment  of 
the  incumbrance  thereon  of  $5,000,  and  also  the  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  advanced  for  the  repairs  and  fitting 
\ip  of  the  same  for  the  Episcopal  Residence. 

The  Committee  on  the  Salary  of  the  Bishop  was, 
on  nomination,  appointed  as  follows :     Rev.  J.  H.  H.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  of 
the  Charitable  Funds  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York 
was  then  taken  up. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Hopkins  offered  the  following  substitute 
for  the  resolutions  appended  to  the  report  by  that 
Committee,  which  was  adopted. 

Whereas,  it  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  establish 
any  principle  on  which  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Aged  and 
Infirm  Clergymen,  the  Parochial  Fund,  and  other  like  funds, 
may  be  divided  between  the  three  Dioceses  of  New  York, 
Long  Island  and  Albany,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all,  therefore, 

^  Resolved,  That  the  subject  be  laid  before  the  Provincial 
Synod  of  New  York,  or  Federate  Council  now  about  to 
meet,  by  our  delegates  in  that  Synod,  with  the  request  that 
the  said  funds  may  be  left  undivided,  or  be  reunited  in  one, 
to  be  contributed  to  hereafter  by  all  the  Dioceses  in  the 
Province,  and  with  a  fair  representation  of  each  Diocese  in 
the  management  thereof;  and  that  the  same  principle  ought 
to  be  applied  to  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion 
and  Learning. 

On  motion.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop  to  consider  the  relations  of 
the  Bible  and  Prayer- Book  Society  of  Albany  and 
its  vicinity  to  the  Diocese  of  Albany, 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  F.  Potter,  Resolved,  That 
the  sincere  thanks  of  the  clergy  attending  this  Con- 
vention are  hereby  given  to  the  churchmen  of 
Albany  for  their  kind  and  liberal  hospitalities  extended 
them  during  its  session.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are 
lereby  offered  to  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  S.  Peter's 
Church  for  the  admirable  arrangements  made  by 
:hem  for  this  body  during  its  session. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  its 
iccompanying  documents,  was  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration. 

The  Board  of  Missions  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report, 
:hat,  by  the  adoption  of  the  fifteenth  Canon,  entitled,  "  Of 
the  Missions  of  the  Church,"  the  Missionary  Committee  was 
superseded  by  the  Board  of  Missions ;  and  the  wisdom  of 
this  new  arrangement  has  already  been  apiply  demonstrated. 
A.  larger  representation  from  the  different  sections  of  the 
Diocese  has  thus  been  secured,  and  the  Board  has  been 
enabled  to  avail  itself  of  fuller  information  of  the  condition 
smd  wants  of  our  extended  missionary  field. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  have  generally  been  well 
Eittended,  and  its  deliberations  marked  with  an  earnest 
desire  to  discharge  as  faithfully  as  possible  the  heavy 
resjx)nsibility  which  the  Diocese,  through  the  Convention, 
has  laid  upon  it  Its  wishes,  however,  have  been  largely  in 
excess  of  the  means  placed  at  its  disposal  for  the  efficient 
prosecution  of  the  mission  work.  With  growing  wants 
there  has  not  been  a  corresponding  increase  of  contributions, 
and  to-day  we  stand  before  the  Convention  with  a  depleted 
treasury,  and,  therefore,  without  resources  to  meet  the  pay- 
ments due  our  missionaries  the  ist  of  October. 

This  condition  of  things,  which  has  so  often  occurred 
before,  to  the  great  embarrassment  of  the  Diocese,  has  been 
a  subject  of  serious  and  careful  consideration  with  the 
Board,  and  it  submits  to  the  Convention  the  following 
resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  as  it  is  the  plain  duty  of  each  parish  in 
union  with  this  Convention  to  take  part,  as  equally"  as 
possible,  in  all  diocesan  obligations;  therefore,  this  Con- 
vention requests  each  parish  in  the  Diocese  to  take  such 
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measures  as  it  may  see  fit  to  make  its  annual  contributions 
for  diocesan  purposes,  equal  to  at  least  one-eighth  part  of 
its  ordinary  gross  annual  income,  as  reported  to  the  Con- 
vention of  the  previous  year,  and  the  same  to  be  paid 
quarterly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  one-half  of  such  annual  contributions 
should  be  for  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese. 

The  number  of  mission  stations  is  seventy-six,  and  the 
number  of  missionaries,  fifty. 

We  regret  tb  report  that  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Johnson,  mis- 
sionary at  Fairfield,  Norway,  Newport  and  Middleville,  and 
the  Rev.  E.  Slade,  missionary  at  Middleburgh  and  Scho- 
harie, have  been  obliged  to  resign  their  respective  charges 
on  account  of  failmg  health.  The  Church  will  not  forget 
their  self-denying  labors,  and  will  fervently  pray  that  they 
may  be  speedily  restored  to  health  and  the  renewed  dis- 
charge of  their  ministry. 

The  receipts  for  the  Conventional  year  have  been 
$9,083.38,  and  the  disbursements,  $9,176.24,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $92.86  now  due  the  Treasurer. 

While  this  statement  shows  an  increase  of  contributions 
amounting  to  about  $2,500,  the  Board  is  obliged  to  call  for 
still  greater  liberality,  as  $12,000  will  be  needed  to  meet  the 
necessities  of  the  coming  year.  Brethren,  the  work  is 
your  s.  Will  you  suffer  it  to  languish,  or  fail  to  be  accom- 
plished for  want  of  the  necessary  means  ?  May  God  stir  up 
the  wills  of  his  faithful  people,  that  they  plenteously  bring- 
ing forth  the  fruit  of  good  works,  may  by  Him  be  plenteously 
rewarded,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  that  of  the  Treasurer,  and  also 

a  communication  addressed  to  the  Board  by  the  Vestry  of 

S.  Paul's  Church,  Albany,  and  which  has  been  ordered  by 

the  board  to  be  laid  before  the  Convention.

The  load  has  either  been 
by  a  few,  or  else  the  amount  has  been  made  up  by 
undue  efforts  on  the  part  of  feeble  places.  The 
it  parishes  have,  in  general,  contributed  more,  pro  rata, 
lose  abundantly  able.  Even  the  insignificant  mission 
s  have,  by  liberal  donations,  placed  themselves  in 
)le  contrast  with  some  of  the  largest  parishes  in  the 
e. 
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The  Church  can  only  grow  in  the  Diocese  by  the  united 
efforts  of  all ;  and  they  who  would  encourage  the  stand-still 
policy,  or  confine  their  interest  and  liberality  to  their  imme- 
diate neighborhood,  are  not  its  true  and  faithful  adherents 
and  supporters. 

Some  of  the  largest  parishes  have  contributed  but  a  very 
small  amount  in  proportion  to  their  ability,  while  many  of 
the  smaller  have  done  proportionally  more  than  their  share. 

I  have  presumed  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee 

to  a  condition  of  affairs,  gained  by  experience,  that  with 

this  knowledge,  such  recommendations  may  be  made  to  the 

Convention,  in  reference  to  the  coming  year,  as  will  enable 

the  Treasurer  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  missionaries  by 

prompt  and  regular  payments.

In  Vestry  of  S.  Paul's  Church, 
Albany,  Feb.  11,  1870. 

Whereas,  the  members  of  this  Vestry  have  separately 
been  notified  that  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  of 
this  Diocese,  have  (on  what  they  assume  to  be  a  fair  "  esti- 
mate of  the  ability "  of  S.  Paul's  Parish,  Albany)  fixed  the 
sum  expected  of  this  Parish  at  $600  this  year,  for  Missions 
in  this  Diocese ;  and, 

Whereas,  the  Committee,  in  making  their  estimate,  have 
obviously  overlooked  or  forgotten  that  this  Parish  is  now 
engaged  in  supporting  mission  work  (as  it  has  been  the  past 
two  years)  in  this  city,  at  a  cost  of  about  $2,500  per  annum ; 
md  also  overlooked  or  forgotten,  that  this  Parish  is  the  sole 
supporter  of  the  Mission  for  Deaf  Mutes  in  this  section  of 
jie  State,  established  some  years  since ;  and, 

Whereas,  engagements  might  be  made  by  the  Missionary 
ITommittee,  based  on  the  expectation  of  this  Parish  cpn- 
ributing  the  $600  per  annum  to  the  Diocesan  Mission 
Fund,  unless  our  inability  to  do  so  is  immediately  made 
cnown ; 

Resolved,  that  this  Parish,  always  desiring  to  co-operate 
leartily  and  push  forward  the  good  work,  and  sympathizing 
vith  the  present  efforts  of  the  Board,  are,  nevertheless,  com- 
>elled,  by  pressure  of  engagements  made  in  the  past  and 
:ontinuous  for  the  future,  for  the  two  missions  referred  t6 
ronnected  with  this  Parish,  to  declare,  by  its  Vestry,  its 
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inability  to  meet  the  apportionment  on  it  of  $600  per 
annum,  for  general  purposes ;  but  is  prepared  to  pay  the  sum 
pledged  for  it  at  the  last  Convention,  with  such  farther  sums 
as  may  be  collected  from  the  congregation  beyond  the 
amount  needed  to  support  the  missions  it  voluntarily  under- 
took some  time  since,  and  which  now  look  to  it  for  con- 
tinuance. 

Resolved,  that  the  clerk  of  the  Vestry  furnish  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese  a  copy  of  the 
above  preambles  and  resolutions  duly  certified.

md  missions  which  have  entirely  or  partially  failed 
o  contribute  the  amounts  assessed  on  them  for  the 
;alary  of  the  Bishop,  and  urge  their  immediate  pay- 
nent,  and  also  to  take  any  further  steps  which  they 
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may  deem  necessary  to  make  up  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible day  the  present  deficiency  of  the  Salary  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed 
by  the  Chair,  to  consider  the  financial  needs  of  the 
Diocese,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Convention,  im- 
mediately after  the  organization  thereof,  some  plan 
by  which  the  pecuniary  responsibilities  of  the  Dio- 
cese may  be  promptly  and  fully  met. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  J.  H.  Hobart  Brown, 
James  Forsyth  and  Orlando  Meads  as  such  Com- 
mittee.

Address. 

Missing  many  familiar  faces  of  those  whom  I 
brieve  to  lose,  and  greeting  the  larger  number  that 
•etum,  with  a  warmth  of  confidence  and  affection 
ieeper  and  truer  as  the  years  go  on,  I  welcome  you, 
beloved  brethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  to  our  third 
mnual  council  here,  praying  God  to  overrule  our 
ieliberations  and  discussions  to  His  glory.  Meet- 
ng  as  men,  with  strong  and  positive  convictions,  I 
lave  no  desire  to  cultivate  among  us  the  dead  level 
)f  a  listless  uniformity  of  thought.  Our  very  dif- 
"erences  of  view  give  spirit  to  our  work  and  our 
.vords ;  while  the  common  purpose  animates  us  all. 
3o  God  will  keep  from  us  the  pettiness  and  bitter- 
less  of  personal  animosities  and  mere  partisan 
Drejudice.  I  hold  my  own  convictions  too  strongly 
:o  be  intolerant  of  any  other  man's  honest  opinions 
ind  avowed  views;  and  I  am  free  to  say,  that  I 
ivelcome  all  open  discussion  of  principles,  because 
3f  my  conviction,  that  the  complete  outspokenness 
3f  catholic  truth  and  churchly  principle  must,  in  the 
^nd,  prevail  over  all  the  timidities  and  temporizings 
Df  amiable  efforts  to  pander  to  popularity  and  con- 
ciliate the  irreconcilable  and  incompatible  opposites 
Df  Catholicity  and  Romanism ;  of  the  Church  of  the 
sect  idea,  of  ante-mediaeval  primitiveness  and  anti- 
catholic  protestantism.  You  will  form  your  own 
judgment  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  from  the 
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Statistics  which  I  proceed  to  lay  before  you.  When 
I  tell  you,  in  brief,  that  our  clergy  list  has  gained, 
in  number,  fifteen ;  that,  although  I  have  been  provi- 
dentially prevented  from  visiting  twenty-nine  of  the 
parishes  and  stations,  the  number  of  persons  con- 
firmed exceeds  last  year's  number  by  seventy-one ; 
that  we  have  only  six,  really  only  five,  parishes 
vacant  -this  year,  against  sixteen  that  were  empty 
last  year;  that  the  Episcopal  residence  has  been 
purchased  and  almost  paid  for  (by  the  gifts,  with 
three  exceptions,  of  parishioners  of  this  parish); 
that  St  Agnes'  School  has  opened  with  so  large  a 
patronage,  as  to  oblige  the  renting  of  another  house, 
and  to  promise  good  success ;  and  that  of  the  work 
I  set  before  you  to  be  done  this  year — ^the  agenda, 
you  may  remember,  of  the  last  address— everything 
has  been  either  inaugurated  or  completed,  except 
the  mission  at  Schoharie,  the  work  at  Canajoharie 
and  Fort  Plain,  and  the  added  laborer  sent  to  Mr. 
Cook  at  Keeseville ;  that  the  churches  at  Portland- 
ville  and  Cambridge  are  consecrated;  the  church 
building  completed  at  Ilion,  and  begun  at  Cohoes, 
Middleville,  Morley,  Ticonderoga,  Springfield  and 
New  Lebanon ;  that  missions  have  been  planted  at 
Oneonta,  Hancock,  Chateaugay  and  Hogansburg, 
and  organized  fully,  besides,  at  six  other  and  older 
points ;  that  the  Massena  mission  is  divided  into  two 
manageable  points;  that  Richfield  is  reclaimed, 
Kinderhook  and  Copake  supplied,  and  Ellenburgh 
and  Centerville  revived ;  you  will  pause  with  me  a 
moment  to  thank  the  Lord  who  hitherto  has  helped 
us,  and  to  take  new  courage  for  what  duties  and 
difficulties  still  lie  ahead.

We  shall  look  more  fully  at  the  dark  things  which 
must  offset  this  cheerful  retrospect  I  desire  only  to 
speak  now  of  a  cloud  which  I  confess  I  had  left  out 
of  sight  in  our  horizon.  I  am  getting  used,  I  hope 
I  shall  not  get  hardened,  to  the  loss  of  clergymen. 
When  dioceses  grow  tired  of  bishops,  as  fast  as 
parishes  of  clergymen,  from  individual  differences 
of  opinion,  we  shall  have  the  Methodist*  system 
complete,  of  itinerant  ministers  and  transitory 
pseudo-bishops,  without  the  Methodists'  organiza- 
tion, enthusiasm  or  authority.  I  have  had  this  year 
to  begin  to  feel  fully  the  loss  of  laymen.  House 
has  gone  from  Lansingburgh,  leaving  his  monument 
behind  him  in  the  beautiful  church,  whose  building 
is  so  largely  due  to  his  generous  interest,  and  leav- 
ing in  many  a  heart — I  am  sure  leaving  very  deeply 
in  mine — ^the  recollection  of  a  courteous,  cordial. 
Christian  gentleman,  the  like  of  whom  are  rarely 
met  with  now-a-days.  Clark  has  gone  from  Coop- 
erstown,  where,  in  his  quiet,  sterling  integrity,  he 
edified  and  adorned  the  parish  that  surely  sorely 
misses  him  now.  And  from  another,  the  quieter 
sphere  of  life,  the  home  circle,  which  a  bishop,  who 
is  almost  a  homeless  man,  gets  to  know  and  value, 
as  year  by  year  he  finds  his  welcome  warmer  and 
his  place  more  familiar  in  his  parish  homes — from 
the  home  circle  of  the  Diocese  hais  gone  a  dear  old 
lady,  Mrs.  Ann  Pomeroy,  a  very  Anna  in  her  love 
of  the  temple,  and  a  very  Dorcas  in  her  industrious 
interest  in  the  poor.  Mrs.  Pomeroy  belonged  to 
another  generation,  of  more  simple,  more  capable, 
more  energetic  women.  She  was  the  repository  of 
recollections  that  would  delight  an  antiquary,  as  they 
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charmed  every  listener.  She  was  a  part  of  days, 
and  scenes,  and  men  that  are  historic  now.  She 
was  infirm  and  feeble  since  ever  I  knew  her ;  but  to 
the  last,  the  Church  was  first  in  her  love  and 
thoughts,  and  she  really  went  up  stairs,  from  a  labor 
of  love,  in  connection  with  an  organization  of 
Christian  women,  laid  aside  a  bit  of  unfinished 
work,  went  to  her  bed,. and  lying  quietly  down,  in 
the  eighty-seventh  year  of  her  age,  she  entered 
Paradise,  with  all  its  rest  and  peace,  almost  in  an 
instant,  and  without  a  word. 

I  had,  perhaps,  better  finish  here  the  inscriptions 
on  our  diocesan  diptychs.  Of  our  own  clergy, 
strictly  speaking,  but  one  has  passed  away,  the  Rev. 
Henry  Stanley,  Rector  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Little 
Falls.  I  have  something  more  to  say  of  him  by- 
and-by.  Two  others  have  entered  into  rest,  one  in 
the  ripe  maturity  of  a  well-spent  life,  the  other  in 
the  first  flush  and  freshness  of  youth.  The  Rev. 
Henry  Peck  died  at  Mount  Upton,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Central  New  York,  early  in  May.  He  was  a 
Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  properly 
speaking,  at  the  time ;  but  his  last  work  had  been  in 
our  Diocese,  and  it  is  right  to  record  his  death  here. 
He  was  eighty-one  years  old,  and  had  been  long 
disabled  from  active  service,  and  living  in  great 
obscurity.  Bishop  Huntington  made  his  visitation 
to  Mount  Upton  on  the  day  of  Mr.  Peck's  burial. 
He  writes:  ''Some  obstacle  prevented  sending  for 
a  Church  clergyman,  and  a  Methodist  minister  offi- 
ciated, though  I  might  have  reached  there  in  season. 
At  the  evening  service  I  had  an  opportunity  to  refer 
to  him,  and  offered  the  burial  prayers.     You  may 
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know  the  circumstances  from  other  quarters,  but  it 
struck  me  that  the  depth  of  his  seclusion  might  pre- 
vent even  this."  I  add  simply  to  this  reverent 
notice  of  a  good  man's  death,  an  extract  from  a 
letter  of  the  Rev.  J.  V.  Hughes,  who  was  long  his 
neighbor  for  many  years,  in  Butternuts:  ''Mr. 
Peck,  for  many  years,  was  a  Methodist,  and  for 
eleven  years  was  a  licensed  traveling  preacher.  In 
1833  ^^  became,  by  reading  some  books  on  Epis- 
copacy, which  I  had  given  him,  convinced  of  the 
invalidity  of  his  ordination.  Then  he  turned  his 
attention  to  the  Church  and  became  a  communicant 
of  Christ  Church,  Butternuts.  In  November,  1833, 
I  introduced  him  to  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onder- 
donk,  when  he  became  a  candidate  for  deacon's 
order.  In  June,  1834,  he  was  ordained  to  the 
Diaconate  in  Grace  Church,  Mount  Upton.  He 
studied  and  read  with  me  for  eight  months,  and  was 
confirmed  in  my  house  on  the  day  of  his  ordination. 
Mr.  Peck  commenced  his  ministry  at  Constantia,  on 
Oneida  Lake.  He  remained  there  a  few  years ;  from 
there  he  removed  to  Paris  Hill,  and  in  S.  Paul's 
Church,  in  that  place,  he  officiated  for  six  years. 
Removing  to  Butternuts  he  became  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  in  this  village,  and  officiated  here  five  years. 
At  this  time  his  health  failed,  and  he  was  not  able 
afterward  to  take  any  permanent  charge,  but  offi- 
ciated occasionally.  Mr.  Peck  was  a  sound  theolo- 
gian, true  Christian,  sincere  friend,  pure  in  motive, 
diligent  in  duty,  and  a  lover  of  the  doctrines,  disci- 
pline and  liturgy  of  the  Church.  He  died  in  the 
communion  of  the  Catholic  Church,  in  favor  with 
God,  and  in  perfect  charity  with  the  world." 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Skene  entered  into  rest  on  the 
Feast  of  the  Ascension  of  our  dear  Lofd.  He  had 
been  obHged  to  leave  Nashotah,  where  he  had  ac- 
quitted himself  honorably,  that  he  might  seek,  in 
Florida,  the  restoration  of  his  sadly  impaired  health. 
That  wonderful  climate,  so  revived  him  that  there 
seemed  a  hope  of  his  abiUty  to  labor  there ;  and  he 
eagerly  caught  at  an  offer  from  Bishop  Young  to 
ordain  him  and  give  him  work  in  Florida.  He  was 
ordered  deacon,  at  my  request,  by  Bishop  Young,  on 
the  27th  of  March,  and  entered  on  his  duties  at  once, 
and  most  acceptably.  But  the  end  of  the  day  was 
nearer  to  him  than  he  thought ;  his  illness  increased; 
he  returned  here  only  to  die ;  and  after  a  week  of 
severe  and  patient  suffering,  he  passed  away  on  Holy 
Thursday,  to  be  with  Him,  with  whom,  in  heart  and 
mind,  he  had  continually  dwelt  An  earnest  follower 
of  his  dear  Lord,  he  has  been  called  away  just  as  he 
had  entered  upon  the  Master's  nearer  service.  Out- 
side of  our  own  limits  have  occurred  three  deaths 
which  demand  a  notice.  The  Bishop  of  New  Hamp- 
shire has  been  long  retired  from  the  active  discharge 
of  his  work.  To  those  who  knew  him  he  endeared 
himself  by  the  quiet  devotion  of  his  life,  the  self- 
denying  simpHcity  of  his  character,  and  the  purity 
and  peacefulness  of  his  nature.  Like  Nathaniel  in 
his  life,  *'  a  man  in  whom  there  was  no  guile ;"  he  is 
like  that  same  holy  man  in  his  history,  become  Bar- 
tholomew the  Apostle,  of  whom  little  is  known  and 
less  authoritatively  revealed,  one  whom  the  Church 
commemorates  with  honor,  because  the  Lord  honored 
him,  living,  with  an  Apostie's  seat,  and  dead,  we 
doubt  not,  with  an  Apostle's  throne.     Thank  God 


the  roll  of  His  Saints  shines  with  a  glory  that  is  not 
always  visible  in  the  garish  glare  of  earth. 

Bishop  Kemper  added  to  all  this  guilelessness  and 
simplicity  a  power  rarely  equalled  and  never  sur- 
passed in  the  missionary  episcopate  of  this  century. 
He  was  the  first  of  that  noble  vanguard  that  went 
into  what  was  then  the  wilderness  of  the  West,  to 
keep  pace  with  the  tremendous  rush  of  population 
with  which  it  teems  to-day ;  and  he  kept  the  Cross 
always  at  the  front.  I  was  born,  I  had  almost  said, 
with  a  reverence  for  him;  and  it  grew  and  grew, 
till,  in  the  presence  of  his '  silvered  head  and  his 
vigorous  old  age,  I  felt,  as  all  did  who  met  him,  that 
he  was  ''  meet  to  be  called  an  Apostle.'*  With  what 
wise  foresight,  what  indefatigable  energy,  what 
devoted  earnestness  he  laid  out  work  for  the  future, 
and  at  the  same  time  accomplished  it  in  the  present, 
we  all  know ;  and  it  will  be  years  before  those,  who 
have  entered  into  his  labors,  will  be  able  or  willing  to 
withhold  the  recognition  of  honor  with  which  their 
reaping  gilds  the  venerable  name  of  Kemper,  who 
went  forth,  now  eight  and  thirty  years  ago,  to  sow 
the  seed. 

Almighty  God  has  laid  another  sorrow  on  the 
Church's  heart  to  bear,  in  the  death  of  my  very  dear 
friend,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mahan.  He  was  certainly  the 
foremost  priest  in  the  American  Church,  her  ablest 
theologian,  her  soundest  and  best  furnished  mind, 
the  wisest  counsellor  I  ever  knew,  more  literally  ful- 
fiUing  the  motto  of  William  the  Silent,  '*  sarvis  tran- 
quillus  in  undis."  I  never  knew  so  rounded  and 
well-balanced  a  man ;  never  frightened  or  flustered ; 
composed    and    collected,   while   the  cowardice   of 
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louder  talkers  betrayed  itself  in  hesitation  and  dis- 
trust; he  received,  in  the  full  ripeness  of  his  rare 
mind  and  rarer  soul,  the  very  man  for  the  juncture 
of  our  time;  and  for  the  most  important  post  to 
which,  under  circumstances  that  made  it  doubly 
honorable  to  him,  he  had  been  twice  elected.  I  have 
a  right  to  ask  you  to  share  my  personal  sorrow  in 
the  loss  which  earth  can  never  restore,  of  the  friend 
to  whom  I  looked,  and  on  whom  I  leaned,  as  I  could 
once  on  my  own  father ;  of  the  dearest  and  wisest 
friend  and  counsellor  that  man  could  have ;  but  this 
is  nothing  to  the  public,  common  loss;  and  I  can 
only  feel  that  the  dear  Lord  must  mean,  Himself,  in 
an  especial  and  immediate  way,  to  have  us  in  His 
keeping,  since  He  withdraws  from  us,  at  such  a 
time,  the  man  of  men,  who  seemed  the  most  import- 
ant in  the  wealth  of  his  sympathy,  the  rich  strength 
of  his  intellect,  the  sound  and  fearless  catholicity  of 
his  faith,  and  the  strong  steadfastness  of  his  charac- 
ter, all  relieved  by  rare  social  powers,  the  most  genial 
and  playful  humor,  and  the  unassuming  simplicity  of 
the  children  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  It  is  the 
fall  of  a  prince  and  a  mighty  man  in  Israel,  to  whom, 
unasked,  for  he  was  too  brave  to  ask  it,  rest  has 
come,  instead  of  the  anxious  toil  and  strife  that  are 
our  portion  still  in  this  critical  and  crucial  time.  We 
may  well  thank  God  for  the  good  examples  of  such 
faithful  servants,  beseeching  Him  to  make  us  sharers 
of  their  joy;  and  with  them,  partakers  of  His 
kingdom. 

I  turn  to  the  living  labors  of  the  present,  to  lay 
before  you  the  items,  the  results  and  the  conclusions 
of  the  year's  work. 
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On  Wednesday,  September  29,  the  Feast  of  S. 
lichael  and  all  Angels,  I  opened  the  Second 
Lnnual  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  The  services 
rcre  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Drs.

lastman,  Howard,  Buel,  Ogden,  Weil,  Walker  and 
lulford. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  T.  W. 
loit,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Rector  of  S.  Paul's  Church, 
Troy ;  and  the  business  of  the  Convention  occupied 
[le  rest  of  Wednesday  and  the  whole  of  Thursday, 
de  30th,  and  a  part  of  Friday,  the  i  st  of  October. 

October  3d.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
nd  preached  in  the  morning,  and  catechised  the 
hildren  in  the  afternoon,  in  S.  Peter's  Church, 
Albany. 

October  loth.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
nd  preached  in  the  morning  in  Grace  Church,  and

October  i6th.  I  was  present  at  the  meeting  of 
he  House  of  Bishops,  at  which  the  Rev.  Henry 
^iles  Pierce,  D.D.,  was  elected  Missionary  Bishop 
){  Arkansas,  in  the  Indian  Territory. 

October  1 7th.  Twenty-first  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
^ade  an  address  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Inno- 
:ents,  Burlington,  N.  J. ;   and  preached  and  cele-

brated  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning,  and 
preached  in  S.  Mary's  Church,  Burlington,  in  the 
afternoon. 

October  19th.  I  laid  the  comer  stone  of  the  Free 
Church  of  the  Ascension,  Ida  Hill,  Troy,  and  made 
the  address.  The  clergy  present  were  Rev.  Drs. 
Coit  and  Tucker,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Walsh, 
Adams,  Widdemer,  Mulford,  Townsend,  Brown, 
Hall,  Ferguson,  and  Olmsted  of  New  York.  The 
Church  is  built  by  the  munificence  of  Mr.  Famam, 
a  parishioner  of  S.  John's.  The  existence  of  the 
mission  is  due  to  the  Rector  and  people  of  S.  John's, 
and  especially  to  Mr.  Tillinghast,  superintendent  of 
the  Sunday-school.  In  the  evening,  in  the  mission 
room  of  this  congregation,  now  a  mission  of  S. 
John's,  Troy,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker,  and  Messrs. 
Widdemer,  and  Olmsted  of  New  York,  said  Even- 
ing Prayer,  and  I  preached,  and  confirmed  thirteen 
persons,  and  addressed  them.  It  was  a  stirring, 
hearty  service,  with  an  excellent  spirit,  admirable 
singing,  and  a  cheering  promise  of  what  is  to  be. 

Wednesday,  October  20th.  In  S.  John's  Church, 
Troy,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Olmsted  and  Stewart 
said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  before  the 
Second  Missionary  Convocation  of  the  Diocese,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.

Coit,  Tucker,  Clover  and 
Camp;  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Nicholls,  Hall,  Mulford, 
Walsh,  Widdemer,  Weil,  Babcock,  Ferguson, 
Butier,  Upjohn,  Davis,  F.  H.  Stubbs,  Rulison, 
Stewart,  Brown  and  Olmstead,  and  lay  delegates 
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rom  several  parishes.  It  was  an  admirable  meet- 
ng,  in  numbers,  spirit  and  unity.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
3oit  was  elected  President.  The  name  was  fixed, 
*The  Convocation  of  Troy,"  and  a  constitution  was 
idopted.  In  the  afternoon,  I  presided  at  the  first 
neeting  of  the  new  Board  of  Missions.  The  Rev. 
Messrs.  Walsh,  Stewart,  Wood  and  Rulison,  and 
Messrs.  Cushney  and  Sailly  were  present.  Rev. 
Mr.  Walsh  was  appointed  Secretary,  and  Selden  E. 
Marvin,  Treasurer,  and  the  Board  entered  earnestly 
upon  its  work. 

Friday,  October  22d.  In  S.  Mark's  Church,  Green

At  night,  in  the  Union  Meeting 
House,  at  Middleville,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  and 
Webb  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  confirmed  four 
persons.

hree  services,  with  three  sermons  on  Sunday  and  a 
)aptism,  made  many  visits  and  prepared  his  candi- 
lates.  The  large  number  confirmed,  the  enlarged 
ind  greatly  improved  church  building,  and  the 
ncreased  congregation  and  communicants  are  due, 
mder  God,  solely  to  him.  Mr.  Johnson,  to  my 
^eat  relief,  takes  this  field,  and  Mr.  Webb  goes  to

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Johnson,  Wood  and  Lancaster,  of  Albany,  were 
present.  It  was  a  solemn,  simple  and  impressive 
service.  Stanley's  work  in  this  parish  has  been 
admirable ;  the  church  enlargement  and  consecration 
are  due  to  him ;  he  was  foremost  in  all  the  painstaking 
and  lowly  details  of  his  office,  and  his  daily  life  was  a 
powerful  lever  and  a  mighty  leaven.  His  nature  was 
eminently  shrinking  and  sensitive,  and  unconsciously 
he  felt  as  slights  and  shocks,  what,  to  many  of  us, 
would  be  rather  stimulants.  There  is  a  warm  ap- 
preciation of  his  character  and  work  in  his  old  parish 
now.  It  probably  was  always  felt,  but  he  was  not 
rated  and  valued  as  he  deserved  to  be ;  and  desiring 
to  speak  justly  and  quietly,  I  believe  that  a  more 
hearty  co-operation  in  sincere  sympathy,  a  more 
just  recognition  of  his  eminent  worth,  would  have 
prolonged  a  precious  life.  He  was  the  first  of  us  to  go 
home,  and  the  fittest,  I  think,  by  far.  To  me  this  is 
a  real  personal  sorrow,  for  he  loved  me  as  I  loved  him, 
and  his  kindly,  genial,  thoughtful,  cordial  courtesy 
made  a  warm  welcome  for  me  in  his  delightful  home, 
and  has  beguiled  many  tedious  hours  of  travel  over 
the  rough  places  of  Herkimer  county,  which  he  has 
exchanged  for  the  serene  rest  of  the  Paradise  of  God. 
Dr.  Metcalf,  his  old  pastor  and  teacher,  and  Dr. 
Gibson,  his  old  college  chum,  were  with  us  at  the 
service.     After  this  service  I  baptized  one  person. 

I  append,  as  rightly  a  part  of  the  Diocesan 
archives,  the  resolutions  of  the  Vestry  at  his 
death :

Resolved,  That  in  this  sudden  and  afflictive  bereavement, 
the  Church  sustains  an  irreparable  loss  of  a  faithful  and 
godly  minister,  the  parish  an  efficient  and  untiring  laborer, 
and  our  community  a  man  who  was  a  living  exemplification, 
in  his  daily  walk  and  conversation,  of  the  religion  of  Jesus 
Christ 

Resolved,   That  in  our  condolence  with   the  family  and 

relatives  of  our  departed  friend,  and  beloved  pastor,  we  find 

language  inadequate  to  express  our  sympathies,  and  in  the 

sadness  of  our   hearts   commend   them   to   our  heavenly 

Father,  and  implore  His  grace  and  mercy  to  sustain  them  in 

their  great  affliction.

The 
lovely  memorial  window  unveiled  to-day,  with  its 
bed  of  violets  at  the  base,  flooded  the  Church  with 
such  fragrance,  and  filled  it  with  such  soft  and  tender 
light,  as  seemed  almost  to  come  from  Paradise. 

April  17th.  Easter.  I  addressed  the  children  in 
S,  Peter's  Mission  at  nine  o'clock 'in  the  morning, 
and  at  half-past  ten  o'clock  I  preached  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  in  S.  Peter's  Church.  It  was 
a  very  fine  service,  with  large  communion  and  offer- 
ings to  the  amount  of  nine  hundred  dollars.  In  the 
afternoon  I  was  with  the  children  singing  carols. 
At  night,  in  S.  Mark's  Church,  Green  Island,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Chapman,  the  Rector,  and  Dr.  Tucker  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  fif- 
teen persons.  It  was  a  very  lovely  service,  choral, 
and  in  the  best  spirit. 

April  1 8th  and  19th.  Monday  and  Tuesday  in 
Easter  Week  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in 
S.  Peter's,  Albany. 

April  22d.  I  presided  at  the  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

April  27th.  In  Grace  Church,  Albany,  in  the 
evening,  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Russell,  Rector,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Fisher  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  con- 
irmed  fourteen  persons  and  addressed  them,  with 
:w^o  in  private  afterward — sixteen. 

April  28th.     In  Trinity  Church,  Albany,  in  the 
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evening,  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Selkirk,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Fisher  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  con- 
firmed ten  persons  and  addressed  them. 

April  30th.  I  commenced  my  visitation  of  the 
Catskill  region — Greene  and  Delaware  counties. 
The  weather  was  delicious  all  the  time,  and  the  driv- 
ing, though  difficult,  was  delightful.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Weeks  went  with  me  as  Chaplain  through  it  all.  A 
large  part  of  the  journey  lay  through  the  desolated 
tract  where  the  freshet  had  swept  everything  before 
it.  The  bridges  were  almost  all  gone.  Rensselaer- 
ville  especially  has  suffered  most  serious  loss.  At 
night,  in  the  Presbyterian  House  of  Worship  at 
Leeds,  the  Rev.  Robert  Weeks,  the  missionary,  and 
W.  C.  Camp  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed  them. 
This  is  a  new  mission  of  St.  Luke's,  promising  very 
well.  It  is  a  labor  of  love  on  the  part  of  Weeks. 
The  people  are  few  and  poor,  but  interested.  If  a 
church  can  be  built  here,  and  the  mission  joined  to 
Cairo,  it  will  be  a  good  thing  for  both. 

May  I  St.  Second  Sunday  after  Easter :  SS. 
Philip  and  James.  In  the  morning  in  S.  Lukes 
Church,  Catskill,  I  catechized  the  children  before 
service ;  and  afterward  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Weeks,  the 
Rector,  and  Camp,  assistant,  said  Morning  Prayer 
and  I  preached,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons  and 
addressed  them — a  very  simple  and  beautiful  service, 
with  the  loveliest  spring  flowers.  At  night  in 
Calvary  Church,  Cairo,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Pidsley, 
the  Rector,  and  Weeks  said  Evening  Prayer  and 
I  preached.  I  am  sorry  to  record  Mr.  Pidsley's 
removal  to  Salt   Lake  city.     He  has  filled  a  very 
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lonely  and  laborious  position  with  most  patient  and 
faithful  work,  having  but  a  slight  promise  of  return. 
I  trust  he  may  come  back  to  us.  His  loss  is  one  of 
the  few  that  have  fallen  upon  me  this  year,  and  one 
which  I  sincerely  regret. 

May  2d.  In  Christ  Church,  Greeneville,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Weeks  and  Danker  said  Morning  Prayer 
and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  missionary,  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Randall. 
At  night  in  S.  Paul's  Church,  Oak  Hill,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Weeks  and  Wenman  said  Evening  Prayer, 
and  I  baptized  four  adults  and  one  infant,  preached, 
and  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  one  in  private — 
eight,  and  addressed  them.  This  secures  valuable 
additions  to  the  strength  of  the  Church ;  and 
the  parish  needs  it.  It  has  lost  a  very  valuable 
man  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Peck,  and  the  place  has 
been  seriously  injured — first  by  fire,  and  then  by 
flood.  It  is  very  pleasant  to  find  these  two  vacant 
places  so  well  filled. 

May  3d.  In  Trinity  Church,  Rensselaerville,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Weeks  and  Randall  said  Morning 
Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons 
and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Washbon  and 
Wenman.  The  destruction  of  the  flood  here  has 
been  fearful.  The  driving  to  Windham  was  made 
difficult  and  dangerous,  but  we  accomplished  it 
safely,  thank  God. 

May  4th.  In  Trinity  Church,  Windham,  in  Ash- 
land, the  Rev.  Messrs.  Weeks  and  Wenman  said 
Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed  four 
persons  and   addressed   them,  and  celebrated   the 
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Holy  Communion.  The  men  left  their  work  in  the 
fields  to  come  to  the  service  here,  and  the  whole 
service  was  very  striking.  In  the  afternoon,  in 
Grace  Church,  Prattsville,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Prout 
and  Weeks  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached. 
The  state  of  things  here  is  mending  a  little,  but  the 
Church  is  very  weak.  The  only  hope  of  this  county 
is  in  itinerant  missionary  work.  Two  Deacons, 
under  the  Rector  of  Windham,  could  care  for  Leeds, 
Cairo,  Ashland,  Windham,  Prattsville,  and  other 
points  now  waste.  The  Ashland  Chapel  is  useless 
where  it  is,  and  ought  to  be  moved. 

May  5th.  In  S.  Paul's  Church,  Hobart,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Prout  and  Weeks  said  Morning  Prayer  and 
I  preached,  and  confirmed  eight  persons  and  ad- 
dressed them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Willes. 

May  6th.  In  S.  John's  Church,  Delhi,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Weeks,  Stubbs  and  Ogden  said  Morning 
Prayer  and  I  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Richey, 
the  Rector,  and  Russell.  In  the  afternoon  in  Christ 
Church,  Walton,  the  Rev,  Messrs.  Weeks,  Ogden 
and  Stubbs  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  confirmed 
eight  persons  and  addressed  them. 

May  7th.  In  S.  Paul's  Church,  Franklin,  in  the 
morning,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stubbs  and  Huntington 
said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  seven  persons 
and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ogden.  Mr. 
Ogden  is  doing  a  good  work  here.  The  debt  of  the 
parish,  amounting  to  $1,800,  has  been  paid  by  Mr. 
Ogden's  energy,  and  two  missionary  services  are 
held  in  the  neighborhood. 
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May  8th.  Third  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  Em- 
manuel Church,  Otego,  t^he  Rev.  W.  M,  Ogden  said 
Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed  four 
persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  J,  V. 
Hughes,  Rector.  At  night,  in  the  hall  used  by  S. 
James'  Mission  in  Oneonta,  the  Rev.  L.  H.  Light- 
hipe,  the  missionary,  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.  Things  look 
better  here,  and  the  promise  is,  I  think,  admirable. 
It  is  worked  at  disadvantage,  but  the  arrangement 
was  the  only  one  I  could  make.  I  hope  to  better  it 
soon. 

May  9th.  I  received  notice  from  Bishop  Johns 
of  the  deposition  from  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  John 
Cosby,  and  licensed  as  Lay  Readers,  Mr.  Rundle, 
at  Oak  Hill,  Mr.  Nicholas  Clute,  at  Coxsackie. 

May  nth.  In  Christ  Church,  Ballston  Spa,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  and  Messrs.  Danker  and  Wain- 
wright  said  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  twenty-two  persons  and  addressed  them, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Drs.  Babcock  and  Bostwick  and  Mr.  Carey, 
Rector.  There  were  present,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Walsh,  Brown,  Clover,  Upjohn  and  F.  Stubbs,  of 
Troy  Convocation,  at  whose  meeting  I  presided  in 
the  afternoon.  The  service  was  very  lovely,  and  the 
music  admirable.  Carey's  work  is  overrunning  the 
Church,  I  am  glad  to  say. 

May  1 2th,  I  received  from  Bishop  Littlejohn 
notice  of  the  deposition  from  the  ministry  of  the 
Rev.  A.  McElroy  Wylie.  Bishop  Stevens  ordained 
for  me  the  Rev.  J.  Hutchings  Brown,  priest.

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May  1 6th.  In  the  morning  in  S.  John's  Church, 
Johnstown,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Murray,  Rector,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Brown  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  con- 
firmed eleven  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion. 

May  17th.  In  the  morning  in  S.  Paul's  Church, 
Charlton,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Tyng,  Rector,  and  Dr. 
Payne  said  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night  in  S. 
George's  Church,  Schenectady,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Payne 
said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
fourteen  persons  and  addressed  them.  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  Bishop  Bissell's  accidental  presence  at 
this  service.  The  Rector,  Dr.  Payne,  and  Dr.  E. 
N.  Potter  and  Mr.  Wainwright  were  present..  This 
is  a  large  gleaning  from  a  well-reaped  field ;  and,  as 
a  rare  event,  the  men  outnumbered  the  women. 

May  1 8th.  In  the  morning  in  Christ  Church, 
Duanesburgh,  the  Rev.  George  L.  Neide,  Rector, 
said  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
seven  persons  and  addressed  them.  This  parish  is 
the  first,  formally  to  comply  with  the  Canon  about 
the  Bishop's  travelling  expenses,  and,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  S.  Luke's,  Cambridge,  the  only  one.  I 
do  not  say  this  complainingly.  The  clergy  are  too 
ready,  if  I  would  let  them,  to  pay  my  fares ;  and  the 
courtesy  of  churchmen  passes  me  free  over  several 
railroads.  And  in  the  large  parts  of  the  Diocese, 
where  railroads  have  not  come,  the  laity  are  always 
ready  to  convey  me;  but  the  canonical,  parochial 
provision  was  offered  in  these  two  instances  only. 

May  19th.  In  the  afternoon  in  Trinity  Church, 
Sharon  Springs,  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Bartlett 
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said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  baptized  an  adult, 
preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

May  2oth.  In  Grace  Church,  Cherry  Valley,  in 
the  morning,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Schwartz,  Rector,  said 
Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed  seven 
persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  At  night,  in  the  Methodist 
House  of  Worship  at  Springfield,  I  baptized  two 
adults  and  preached,  and  confirmed  "one  person. 

May  22d.  Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Troy,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Tucker  said  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  thirteen  persons  (and  one  in  private) — 
fourteen,  and  addressed  them. 

May  23d.  In  the  afternoon  in  S.  Paul's  Church, 
Albany,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Reese,  Russell  and  Fisher 
said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  seven  persons, 
deaf  mutes,  and  addressed  them,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gal- 
laudet  interpreting.     It  was  a  most  touching  service. 

May  24th.  Rogation  Tuesday,  I  instituted  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Andrew  Snively  into  the  Rectorship  of 
S.  Peter's  Church,  Albany.  The  Rev.  Messrs. 
Reese,  Brown  and  Danker  said  Morning  Prayer; 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Lobdell  preached  the  sermon.  The 
Rector  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  E.  R.  Bishop,  of  Connecticut,  Selkirk, 
Russell,  Walsh  and  Wm.  Marvin  Jones.  Mr. 
Snively' s  election  and  entrance  upon  his  duties  are 
an  intense  reHef  to  me,  and  a  very  great  pleasure 
beside,  with  abundant  promise  of  the  very  best 
results.  Mr.  Snively  has  consented  to  accept  the 
appointment  of  examining  chaplain.     Fairly  broken 
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down  here  by  anxiety  and  the  overstrain  of  watching 
and  working,  I  had  to  give  up  work,  and  suspend 
and  alter  my  appointments,  undertaking  to  do  only 
what  was  pressing  and  necessary. 

June  2d.     I  organized  Grace  Mission,  Hancock.

June  3d.  I  licensed  Mr.  A.  C.  Moses  Lay  Reader 
at  Deposit  under  the  Rev.  L.  H.  Lighthipe. 

June  9th.  I  laid  the  corner  stone  of  S.  John's 
Church,  Cohoes,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Snively  and  Brown, 
the  Rector,  assisting,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins 
making  the  address.  Evening  Prayer  was  previously 
said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs,  Walsh,  Carey,  Ferguson, 
Chapman  and  Townsend.  There  were  present 
besides,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Clover,  Selkirk,  Schwartz, 
Weeks,  Widdemer,  Russell,  Luson  and  Fisher. 
It  was  the  best  ordered  out-door  service  I  ever  saw, 
and  the  whole  scene  was  beautiful.  The  confluent 
rivers,  the  island,  and  the  hills  beyond  in  full  view 
under  the  setting  sunlight,  from  the  command- 
ing position  of  the  Church ;  the  children  in  white, 
with  their  banners,  the  crowd  of  interested  lookers- 
on,  the  number  of  clergy,  the  psalms  and  hymns 
sung  as  we  walked  with  the  accompaniment  of  a  full 
band ;  all  made  up  a  service  of  rare  attractiveness 
and  impressiveness.  I  had  a  special  pleasure,  too, 
in  the  dawn  of  a  too  long  deferred  hope,  that  my 
good  brother,  the  Rector,  was  to  have  room  in 
which  to  gather  the  large  returns  of  his  faithful 
work.  Even  the  rich  fools  in  this  world  know 
enough  to  build  greater  barns  for  their  increasing 
harvests ;  and  a  small  free  church  must  be  a  failure. 
It  was  a  small  thing,  perhaps ;  but  small  incongrui- 
ties mar  an  otherwise  harmonious  whole.     And  the 
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spectacle  of  surpliced  clergy  walking  under  every 
conceivable  variety  of  ugly  hats,  was  a  great  de- 
scent. In  the  coijistant  recurrence  of  out-door 
services,  and  in  the  increase  of  ecclesiastical  proces- 
sions, we  ought  to  adopt  some  style  of  head-dress. 

June  nth.  Ember  Saturday.  I  held  the  exam- 
ination, in  the  presence  of  the  three  examining 
chaplains  and  the  Rev.  George  C.  Pennell,  of  the 
seven  candidates  for  the  Diaconate,  and  the  Rev. 
George  Fisher,  Deacon.  It  was  against  all  my 
Drinciples  to  give  only  a  single  day — ^and  that  the 
iay  before  ordination — to  this  work.  It  is  my  pur- 
pose to  give  the  most  of  the  Ember  Weeks  for  the 
examination  first,  and  then  for  the  spiritual  prepara- 
ion  of  the  candidates ;  but  I  had  this  time  neither 
louse  nor  health.  The  examinations  were  distri- 
buted, and  the  whole  day  was  spent  upon  the  single 
examination  required  for  the  Diaconate,  which  was 
;horough,  and  satisfied  the  chaplains  and  myself  en- 
irely.  Four  of  the  deacons  have  since  passed  their 
examinations  for  Priest's  Order. 

June  1 2th.  Trinity  Sunday.  In  S.  Peter's  Church, 
Albany,  Morning  Prayer  was  said  early  by  the 
Rector  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Pennell  and  Locke. 
At  half-past  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  I  held  the 
ordination.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
E.  N.  Potter,  D.D.,  and  I  admitted  to  the  Order  of 
Deacons,  Mr.  James  Earl  Hall,  Mr.  George  Dent 
Silliman  and  Mr.  Peter  Quick  Wilson,  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Snively;  and  Mr.  E.  Gregory  Prout 
and  Mr.  William  Curtis  Prout,  presented  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Prout,  their  father;  and  Mr.  Howard 
Taylor  Widdemer,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wid- 
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demer,  his  father ;  and  Mr.  Joshua  Nelson  Thom- 
son Goss,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pennell.  I  also 
advanced  to  the  sacred  Order  of  Priests,  the  Rev. 
George  Fisher,  Deacon,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Snively ;  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Shaw  Locke,  Dea- 
con, presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pennell.  I  made 
the  address  to  the  candidates,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector ;  the 
other  priests  joining  in  the  laying  on  of  hands, 
besides  the  preacher  and  the  presenters,  were  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Selkirk  and  Russell.  The  whole 
service  was  very  fine  ;  a  good  promise  for  the  new 
Diocese  ;  and  its  personal  interest  was  enhanced  by 
the  fact,  that  in  two  instances  a  father  had  the  dou- 
ble privilege  of  giving  himself  and  his  sons  to  the 
service  of  the  Master.  It  struck  me  as  a  great 
rebuke  to  our  lay  people  and  a  noble  tribute  to  the 
self-sacrififce  of  the  clergy.  Mr.  E.  G.  Prout  was 
ordained  for  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina.  At 
night,  in  S.  Luke's  Church,  Troy,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Pennell  and  H.  T.  Widdemer  and  Goss  said  Eve- 
ning Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  seventeen  persons  and 
addressed  them.  Dr.  Coit  and  Mr.  Locke  were 
present  It  tells  a  true  story  of  faithful  and  suc- 
cessful work  here,  that  thirty  in  all  have  been  con- 
firmed this  year,  and  that  of  the  present  class  ten 
were  men. 

June  13th.  In  S.  Mark's,  Green  Island,  I  bap- 
tized the  Rector's  infant  child. 

June  14th.  I  received  from  Bishop  Eastbum 
notice  of  the  deposition  from  the  ministry  of  the 
Rev.  E.  B.  Allen.  I  presided  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons.

June  26th.  Second  Sunday  after  Trinity.  I 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in 
the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston. 

June  30th.  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  trustees 
of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  New  York. 

July  2d.  In  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Glen's 
Falls,  in  the  afternoon,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bostwick  and 
the  Rev.  E.  E.  Butler,  Rector,  said  Evening  Prayer 
and  I  preached,  and  confirmed  seven  persons  and 
addressed  them.  A  very  sweet  new  organ  has  been 
added  to  the  Church  since  I  was  here ;  and  flowers, 
in  the  same  luxurious  loveliness,  greeted  me  again 
this  year.

The  parish  is  rejoicing,  as  well  it  may, 
in  securing  the  presence  and  pastoral  cares  of  Mr. 
Harison.  In  the  afternoon  in  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  Warrensburgh,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Oberly 
said  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
five  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  presence  of 
Mr.  Messiter  at  the  organ  made  the  sweet  music 
here  more  beautiful  still;  and  the  lovely  Church 
never  looked  so  lovely.

Walker  and  Wilson  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
confirmed  eighteen  persons  and  addressed  them. 
They  were  presented  by  Dr.  Bostwick,  who  had 
prepared  them.  Mr.  Cookson,  the  Rector  just 
elected,  was  present.  The  story  of  this  division  of 
two  parishes  long  together,  is  one  that  >yill  bear 
repeating  and  imitation.  Under  the  long,  devoted 
care  of  Dr.  Bostwick,  the  Church  had  kept  pace  with 
the  rapid  growth  of  the  villages.  With  the  cordial 
approval  of  the  Rector  they  determined  to  divide; 
and,  in  the  division,  each  found  itself  as  strong  as 
both  had  thought  themselves  before.  Mr.  Cookson 
was  called  at  once ;  and,  in  a  service  which  attested 
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and  rewarded  years  of  untiring  work,  Dr.  Bostwick 
consigned  to  him  one  part  of  his  old  charge.  Both 
these  services  were  of  great  interest  and  the  deepest 
feeling. 

July  6th.  I  presided  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

July  9th.  I  licensed  Mr.  Henry  Griffing  as  Lay 
Reader  at  Warrensburgh  under  Mr.  Oberly. 

July  loth.  Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  the 
morning  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion in  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Brighton, 
Massachusetts. 

July  15th.  I  started  on  the  visitation  of  the 
Northern  counties.  Of  the  parishes  in  general  it  is 
enough  to  say,  that  so  far  as  I  saw  them,  the  older 
churches  are  filled  with  new  life  and  the  younger 
growing  into  strength.  I  had  to  omit  many  of 
them,  in  which  recent  changes  of  rectors,  or  other 
circumstances,  made  my  presence  unnecessary. 
There  is  a  grand  missionary  spirit  among  the 
Northern  clergy,  which  makes  the  Convocation 
instinct  with  life,  and  extends  the  labors  into  places 
that  have  been  waste.  As  far  as  anything  can,  this 
atones  for  the  want  of  a  Bishop  here;  but  I  feel 
myself  an  accident  in  the  far-away  region,  whose 
desolation  and  ripeness  for  the  Church  cry  out  for  a 
Bishop  of  its  own.  I  am  too  young  and  strong  to 
be  thinking  of  any  less  work;  and  my  breaking 
down  this  year  was  due  to  a  nervous  overstrain  of 
anxiety.  I  have  no  faintest  desire  either  to  lessen  my 
work  or  to  lose  a  single  parish  from  my  care,  and  I 
shall  not  consent  to  any  action  pushing  off  unwilling 
districts  of  the  Diocese ;  but  it  is  mere  militia  sham 
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fighting  to  contend  with  the  difficulties  and  duties  of 
this  great  field  from  which  I  am  so  long,  so  far  and 
so   much  away.     My   first    visitation   was   to   the 
Clinton  County  Associate  Mission,  under  the  charge 
of  the  Rev.  George  C.  Pennell,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
T.    M.    Thorpe,  priest,  and    Mr.   J.    N.   T.    Goss, 
deacon.     The  work  here  has  more  than  met  my  most 
sanguine  expectations.     There  are  not  men  enough, 
there  is  not  money  enough.     Mr.  Pennell  is  making 
sacrifice  of  both  strength  and  money  here  which  I 
can  hardly  ask  him  to  continue.    But  the  results  are 
glorious.     The  system  and  order  of  the  work,  the 
sympathy  of  working,  the  meeting  for  counsel  and 
comfort  weekly,  and  for  the  Holy  Eucharist  at  dif- 
ferent points  on  the  Holy  Days,  and  the  energy  and 
spirit  of  a  controlling  will  running  through  the  whole, 
makes  it  a  great  success.     Centreville  and  Ellen- 
burgh  have  been  dead  for  years.     My  address  last 
year  paints  their  picture.     This  year  I  found  them 
risen  to  newness  of  life.    The  Centreville  parsonage 
occupied ;  the  Ellenburgh  church  repaired  ;  a  par- 
sonage built  at  Champlain  ;   Rouses  Point  still  vig- 
orous and  strong,  and  Chazy  really  worked,  and 
regularly.     It  seems  to  the  good  people  who  have 
known  the  field,  little  short  of  a  miracle.     To  me,  it 
is  simply  God's  blessing  in  the  energy  and  devoted- 
ness  of  sensible,  practical  and  churchly  means.    We 
can  hope  for  no  results  except  dwindling  parishes, 
discouraged  clergy,  and  the  Church  starved  out,  if 
we  go  on  isolating  separate  missionaries  in  little 
remote  points.     We  ought  to  establish  an  associate 
mission  at  Essex,  at  Potsdam,  at  Canton,  at  Malone 
and  at  Ogdensburgh,  for  the  north,  at  once.     Of  the 
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rest  of  the  Diocese,  I  shall  speak  elsewhere.  The 
results  will  speak  for  themselves.  In  the  afternoon, 
in  Christ  Church,  Rouses  Point,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Pennell,  Thorpe  and  Goss  said  Evening  Prayer, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  ten  persons  and  addressed 
them.  The  music  through  the  whole  mission  is 
admirable.  The  services  were  chd^l  throughout, 
very  simple  and  hearty. 

July  1 6th.  I  licensed  as  Lay  Readers  under  the 
Rev.  A.  H.  Stubbs,  in  the  mission  in  Otsego  county, 
Mr.  Whiting  Orlo  Allen,  Mr.  David  Nash  Allen, 
and  Mr.  Theodore  Snider ;  and  received  notice  of 
deposition  from  the  ministry,  by  Bishop  Littlejohn, 
of  the  Rev.  Wm.  D.  Harlow. 

July  17th.  Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  the 
morning,  in  S.  John's  Church,  Champlain,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Pennell,  Thorpe  and  Goss  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and 
addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. In  the  afternoon,  in  S.  Luke's  Church, 
Chazy,  the  Clergy  of  the  Mission  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached.  At  night,  in  S.  John's 
Church,  Champlain,  the  Clergy  of  the  Mission  said 
a  second  Evening  Service,  and  I  preached  on  Mis- 
sions. 

July  1 8th.  In  the  morning,  in  S.  Paul's  Church, 
Centreville,  the  Clergy  of  the  associate  Mission  said 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  eleven 
persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  The  church  was  well  filled,  and 
a  goodly  number  communed.  In  the  afternoon,  in 
S.  Peter's  Church,  Ellenburgh,  the  Clergy  again  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  ten 
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persons  and  addressed  them.  The  whole  service 
suggested  and  illustrated  the  text  After  the  long 
night  of  fruitless  toil,  the  Master  s  power  has  seemed 
to  enter  in. 

July  19th.  In  S.  Mark's  Church,  Malone,  at  the 
opening  service  of  the  Convocation  of  Ogdensburgh, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Babcock,  Thorpe,  Hayward  and 
Randall  said  Morning  Prayer,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pennell 
preached  the  sermon,  and  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Stewart,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Kidney,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Fulton  of  the  Diocese  of  Montreal.  In  the  after- 
noon, I  presided  at  the  business  meeting  of  the 
Convocation.  At  night,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Pennell, 
Thorpe,  Hopkins  and  Hayward  said  Evening  Prayer, 
and  I  preached  and  confirmed  eleven  persons  and 
addressed  them.  The  Clergy  present  were  the  Rec- 
tor and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Kidney,  Randall,  Babcock, 
and  Fulton  of  Montreal.  It  was  a  very  devout  and 
beautiful  service. 

July  2oth.  Wednesday.  In  the  morning,  in 
S.  Peter  s  Church,  Brush's  Mills,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Randall,  Hopkins  and  Thorpe  said  Morning  Prayer 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pennell  the  Litany,  and  I  preached, 
confirmed  eight  persons  and  addressed  them,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Stewart  and  Babcock.  The  little 
church  was  filled,  and  the  whole  service  very  pleas- 
ant. Mr.  Randall's  work  tells  here,  and  his  mission 
work  at  Lawrence  is  admirable  besides.  In  the 
afternjoon,  in  the  Methodist  House  of  Worship  in 
Chateaugay,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Pennell  and  Thorpe 
said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed 
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six  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  indomitable 
energy  of  Mr.  Stewart  has  originated  this  Mission, 
revived  the  work  at  Hogansburgh,  and  rescued 
valuable  property  there,  almost  lost  to  the  Church. 
This  is  a  good  promise,  although  hitherto  very  pain- 
ful difficulties  have  embarrassed  the  undertaking. 
Mr.  Stewart  has  added  an  amount  of  anxiety  and 
labor  which  he  cannot  and  ought  not  to  continue. 

July  2 1  St.  In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Universalist 
House  of  Worship  at  Madrid,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Babcock,  Randall  and  Thorpe  said  Evening  Prayer, 
and  I  preached  and  confirmed  four  persons,  and  one 
in  private  (five),  and  addressed  them,  and  baptized 
an  infant  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hayward,  the  Missionary, 
was  present.  This  is  too  important  a  point  to  be 
neglected. 

July  22d.  Friday.  In  the  School  House  at 
Morley,  the  Rev.  F.  Harison  of  New  York  and 
Thorpe  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  con- 
firmed three  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Hayward,  the  Missionary.  It  is  a  great  pleas- 
ure to  see  the  very  beautiful  stone  church  here  rising 
rapidly  toward  completion. 

July  23d.  Saturday.  In  the  morning,  in  Grace 
Church,  Canton,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Loucks  of  the 
Diocese  of  Ontario,  Hobbie  of  this  Diocese,  and  Hill 
of  Massachusetts  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  F.  Harison  of  New  York  and  J.  F. 
Potter,  the  Rector. 

July  24th.  Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  Trin- 
ity Church,  Potsdam,  the  Rev.  F.  Harison,  of  the 
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Diocese  of  New  York,  and  James  E.  Hall  said 
Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  ten 
persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Kidney.  I  had  previously  catechized  the  child- 
ren. The  completion  of  the  stone  wall  around  the 
church  ground  is  the  substantial  beginning  of  an 
improvement  that  will  greatly  enhance  the  beauty 
of  the  lovely  site.  At  night,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Potsdam,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Kidney  and  Hall  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached. 

I  licensed  Mr.  Charles  Braydon  as  Lay  Reader  at 
Canton. 

I  received  from  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  notice 
of  the  deposition  from  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  R.  H. 
Bourne  and  of  the  Rev.  John  Cromlish. 

July  25th.  S.  James'  Day.  I  laid  the  comer- 
stone  of  the  new  S.  John's  Church,  Ogdensburgh, 
the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Peters,  assisting  me.  I  de- 
livered the  address.  There  were  present,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Burke,  of  Prescott,  and  Anderson  of  Matilda, 
Canada,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Kidney,  Stewart, 
Pennell,  Hayward,  and  Messrs.  Hall,  Goss  and 
Wilson,  Deacons,  and  F.  Harison  of  New  York.  The 
day  and  the  service  were  very  fine  ;  the  music  hearty 
and  admirable.  Ogdensburgh  will  make  itself  felt 
even  in  an  enormous  diocese,  and  will  be,  I  trust, 
the  See  city  of  the  new  diocese,  when  it  is  erected. 
In  the  afternoon,  in  Christ  Church,  Morristown,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  F.  Harison,  Hayward  and  Hall  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  two 
persons,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pennell,  and 
addressed  them. 
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July  27th.  At  Willsborough,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Hopkins  and  Mcllwaine  of  Vermont  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fairbanks 
)f  Vermont.  In  the  Essex  County  House,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins  said  the  Litany,  and  I  confirmed 
)ne  person  and  addressed  the  inmates.  The  house 
vas  in  excellent  order,  and  much  Christian  kindli- 
less  and  Christian  cleanliness  were  visible.  An 
excellent  old  man,  a  Methodist,  led  the  singing, 
vhich  was  very  hearty ;  and  his  sightless  eyes,  as 
le  raised  them,  in  the  hymns,  seemed  to  see  through 
:he  veil.  At  night,  in  the  Chapel  of  S.  John's 
Zhurch,  Essex,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Fiske,  of  New 
[ersey,  Fairbanks  and  Mcllwaine,  of  Vermont,  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed 
:welve  persons  and  addressed  them. 

July  28th.  Thursday.  At  half-past  six  o'clock 
n  the  morning,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 
n  the  Chapel  at  Essex ;  a  very  lovely  service,  at 
Arhich  all  the  newly  confirmed  made  their  first  com- 
nunion.  The  presence  of  two  of  the'  former  Rec- 
:ors  was  most  welcome  here  and  at  other  points  of 
the  Mission,  and  the  music  was  very  lovely.  The 
irrangement  of  the  Ter-Sanctus  of  the  Doxology  in 
the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  of  the  last  paragraph  in  the 
Creed,  struck  me  most  pleasingly  in  its  simplicity 
and  devoutness,  the  Priest  retaining  the  natural  note 
of  his  voice  and  two  voices  taking  the  third  and  fifth, 
as  the  words  went  on,  and  so  filling  up  the  chord. 
At  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning,  in  the  Union 
Meeting  House  at  Whallonsburgh,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Fairbanks  and    Mcllwaine   said  the  Litany,  and  I 
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preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  Mr.  Hopkins  assisting.  This 
double  celebration  was  necessary,  from  the  fact  that 
the  missionary  here  is  in  Deacon's  Order.  When 
this  is  remembered,  the  work  done  in  this  Mission 
is  all  the  more  remarkable.  A  Deacon,  single 
handed,  occupied  through  the  week  with  a  literary 
labor  of  love,  able  and  willing  to  take  in  hand  five 
stations,  adding  visits  of  mercy,  ministered  with  the 
tenderest  sympathy,  to  the  County  House,  holding 
three  services  every  Sunday,  with  long  drives  be- 
tween, has  accomplished  such  results  as  would  do 
honor  to  any  resident  Rector  in  the  Parishes.  I 
confess  to  very  thankful  surprise,  and  yet  to  the 
sense  of  shame  and  sorrow,  that  such  a  field  should 
not  be  cared  for  by  an  adequate  corps  of  clergy.  I 
have  a  hope,  through  a  very  generous  offer,  of  being 
able  to  establish  a  missionary  centre  here.  Such  a 
county  as  this,  with  small  and  scattered  villages, 
can  only  be  cared  for  by  a  body  of  clergy  living  in 
a  Central  Mission  House  and  itinerating.  There 
is  good  promise  of  a  new  stone  Church  at  Essex. 
In  the  evening,  in  the  very  pretty  S.  John's  Chapel 
at  Boquet,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fairbanks  and  Mcllwaine 
said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached.  Mr.  Hop- 
kins was  at  the  melodeon.  The  population  here  has 
fallen  off  from  business  decay. 

July  29th.  In  the  Public  School  House  at  Wad- 
ham's  Mills,  in  the  morning,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins 
and  I  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  con- 
firmed two  persons  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. There  were  eight  communicants.  The 
place  is  exquisitely  situated.     There  is  good  hope 
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very  lovely  this   afternoon.     Indeed,  the   labor  of 
this  visitation  was  greatly  lightened  by  the  exquisite 
drives,  made  comfortable  and  pleasant  by  the  kind 
courtesy  of  a  devoted  churchwoman  of  Pennsylva- 
.    nia,  who  took  us  in  her  carriage  through  the  whole 
visitation.     No  scenery  more  lovely  can  be  found. 
The  double  range  of  the  mountains  in  Vermont,  and 
in  New  York  with  the  graceful  variety  of  the  Adi- 
rondacks,  the  glorious  lake,  the  beautiful  stretches 
of  meadow  land,  make  a  beauty  which  attracts  many 
artists  and  pleasure  seekers.     I  was  ashamed  to  be 
seen  in  EHzabethtown,  the  County  Town  where  the 
Church  has  been  a  rare  and  casual  visitor,  instead  of 
possessing  the   land  as  it  might  and  ought  to.     I 
have  not  yet  dared  to  go  to  Port  Hehry,  where  there 
is  even  a  larger  and  more  urgent  field.     At  EHza- 
bethtown, in  the  Congregational  House  of  Worship, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I 
baptized  an  infant  and  preached  to  a  large  and  most 
intelligent  congregation.     The  next  morning  at  half- 
past  six,  I  had  an  early  celebration  with  twenty  com- 
municants.    We  cHmbed  Mount  Discovery,  after- 
wards obtaining  a  view  of  marvelous  beauty,  and 
drove  to   Keeseville  through  the  gorge  of  Poke-o- 
moon-shine  mountain,  standing  like  the  everlasting 
liills  with  its  bare  face  of  rocks.     Nothing  could  be 
grander  than  the   scenery  here.     The  drive,  in  all, 
Avas  over  seventy  miles. 

July  31st.  Seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In 
S.  Paul's  Church,  Keeseville,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cook, 
t:he  Rector,  and  Mr.  Hopkins  said  Morning  Prayer,

and  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  ad- 
dressed them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 
There  were  representatives  at  the  service  and  at  the 
communion,  from  Plattsburgh,  Essex  and  Ausable 
Forks,  Saranac  Lake,  Port  Kent  and  Watson's 
Patent — the  last  four  being  included  in  Mr.  Cook's 
large  and  laborious  mission.  The  need  of  a  Deacon 
here  is  more  than  ever  patent.  In  the  afternoon,  in 
the  Methodist  House  of  Worship  in  Ausable  Forks, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Cook,  the  Missionary,  and  Hopkins 
said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  baptized  two  adults, 
preached  and  confirmed  eight  persons  and  addressed 
them.  The  need  is  more  than  ever  pressing,  and  I 
think  the  hope  more  promising,  of  a  Church  build- 
ing here. 

August  yth.  Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In 
S.  John's  Church,  Gloucester,  Mass.,  I  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning,  and  at  night 
I  preached. 

August  13th.  I  organized  S.  Agatha's  Mission, 
Laurens. 

August  14th.  Ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In 
the  morning,  in  S.  John's  Church,  Gloucester,  I 
preached. 

August  17th.  I  licensed  Mr.  James  Van  Voast 
Lay  Reader  at  Johnstown,  under  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Brown. 

August  2 1  St.  Tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  I 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning, 
and  in  the  afternoon  preached  in  S.  John's  Church, 
Gloucester. 

August  24th.     S.  Bartholomew's   Day.     I  cele-  j 
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rated  the  Holy  Communion  in  S.  John's,  Glouces- 

August  25th.  I  approved  of  the  incorporation  of 
Christ  Church,  West  BurHngton,  Otsego  County, 
have  to  acknowledge  most  gratefully  here  a  gift — 
1  recognition  of  very  slight  service  rendered  in 
rloucester — of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  Diocesan 
lission  from  Mr.  Theron  Dale,  the  generous  founder 
nd  supporter  of  the  Church  in  Gloucester. 

August  29th.  I  presided  at  the  first  meeting  of 
le  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Orphan  House  of  the 
loly  Saviour  in  Cooperstown.  This  institution  is 
icorporated  now  by  an  act  passed  at  the  last  legis- 
iture.  It  is  eminently  a  Diocesan  Institution,  the 
Jishop  being  always  ex-oflficio  President  of  the 
Joard.  It  will  present  the  report  here  of  its  full 
ear's  doings,  which  will  command  your  interest 
nd  attention,  as  I  trust  the  orphanage  itself  will 
ecure  your  labors,  sympathy  and  support.  I  can 
ouch  for  its  reality  and  for  the  simple  spirit  of  love 
3  the  Dear  Lord — which  He  himself  has  made  the 
^st  of  fitness  for  the  work — that  animates  its 
Dunders  and  its  furtherers,  every  one.  After  the 
leeting,  a  boat  load  of  church  people  went  up  the 
Dvely  lake  to  the  selected  site  which  we  set  apart, 
1  a  simple  and  very  solemn  out-door  service,  to  the 
acred  and  gracious  work  of  caring  for  the  destitute 
hildren  of  God.  It  was  an  exquisite  day  with  the 
mrivalled  added  beauty,  which  the  shores  of  this 
Dvely  lake  supply. 

At  night,  in  Christ  Church,  Cooperstown,  the 
lev.  Messrs.  Brown,  Fisher,  Joel  Davis,  and  the 
?.ev.    Mr.   Milburne   of    Vermont,    said    Evening 
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Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  seven  per- 
sons, one  in  private  afterwards  at  the  Hospital 
(eight),  and  addressed  them.  The  whole  life  and 
work  of  this  Parish  is  a  model  to  the  Diocese. 
The  Rector's  earnest  devotion,  supported  by  the 
indefatigable  christian  interest  of  Miss  Cooper,  is 
enlarging  and  developing  the  Church  in  most  gra- 
cious works  and  ways.  The  Parish  has  suffered 
very  sore  losses.  Mr.  Alfred  Clark,  a  most  devoted 
layman,  has  died  since  my  last  visit,  leaving  an 
empty  place  which  will  not  easily  be  filled;  and,  as 
I  have  said  before,  I  sadly  missed  Mrs.  Pomeroy, 
a  very  Lois  in  whom  unfeigned  faith  dwelt  She 
was  one  of  the  few  survivors  of  the  illustrious  name 
which  must  always  honor  Cooperstown,  and  her 
whole  life  was  a  simple  devotion  to  the  Church  in 
all  best  ways. 

August  30th.  I  consecrated  S.  John's  Church, 
Portlandville.  The  instrument  of  donation  was 
read  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Stubbs,  and  the 
sentence  of  consecration  by  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel, 
President  of  the  Convocation.  Morning  Prayer 
was  said  by  the  Reverends  Joel  Davis,  J.  H.  H. 
Brown,  and  Engle  of  Indianapolis,  and  I  preached, 
confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Buel  and 
Scofield,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fisher  being  present.  This 
is  the  crown  and  consummation  of  most  faithful 
labors  and  most  devoted  sacrifices.  The  one  cloud 
over  the  great  joy  was  the  absence  of  the  Rector  s 
wife,  to  whose  faithful  energy  so  much  is  due  in  the 
successful  effort  to  pay  off  the  debt. 

August  31st     In  S.  Matthew's  Church,  Unadilla, 
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the  Rev.  Messrs.  Lighthipe  and  Fisher  said  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  fifteen  per- 
sons and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  S.  R.  John- 
son and  Messrs.  Scofield,  the  Rector,  and  Robinson 
and  Dolloway  of  Central  New  York.  It  is  a  great 
comfort  to  find  the  parish  in  its  present  state.  The 
debt  is  paid,  the  beautiful  parsonage  secured,  the 
rectorship  filled,  and  admirably  filled,  and  the  old 
life  has  revived  after  the  years  of  difficulty  and  de- 
pression which  still  shadowed  it  at  my  last  visitation. 
The  congregation  was  very  large,  and  I  rejoiced  to 
find  the  excellent  music  still  kept  up  with  its  hearty 
churchly  simplicity  and  fervor. 

September  ist.  Thursday.  In  the  Presbyterian 
House  of  Worship  at  Deposit,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Lighthipe  and  Fisher  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  five  persons  for  Christ 
Church  Deposit,  and  addressed  them.  In  the  eve- 
ning, in  the  Baptist  House  of  Worship  at  Hancock, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Lighthipe  and  Fisher  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  eight  persons 
and  addressed  them.  These  visitations  were  diffi- 
cult to  accomplish,  from  their  remoteness  from  my 
ordinary  journeyings,  but  the  difficulty  was  a  thou- 
sand times  overpaid.  The  work  has  been  carried 
on  here  under  great  difficulties.  Mr.  Lighthipe's 
Mission  includes  Oneonta,  and  his  services  involve 
long  and  frequent  journeys.  He  has  been  at  these 
points  only  on  alternate  Sundays,  and  the  result  is 
most  surprisingly  gratifying,  and  is  but  the  promise 
of  still  more  to  come.  There  will  be  church  build- 
ings at  both  these  points  very  soon,  and  I  hope  we 
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shall  receive  the  parish  at  Deposit  into  union  with 
the  Convention  this  year. 

On  Wednesday,  September  yth,  I  opened  S.  Ag- 
nes* School,  to  be  the  diocesan,  girls'  school.  I  shall 
ask  the  Convention,  by-and-by,  to  accept  it  as  an 
institution  of  the  Diocese.  For  the  present,  it  is 
undertaken  in  faith,  that  we  may  make  it  a  nursery 
for  the  daughters  of  the  Church,  where  they  shall 
become,  by  the  carving  of  discipline,  the  smoothing 
of  intellectual  training  and  the  polish  of  spiritual 
care,  the  polished  corners  in  the  Temple  of  our  Dear 
Lord.  Few  things  are  more  important,  in  my  judg- 
ment, than  the  Christian  nurture  of  women.  In 
their  every  relation  of  life,  they  mould  the  world. 
And  if,  through  them,  we  may  make  Christian  house- 
holds ;  if,  out  of  them,  we  may  make  households  of 
mercy,  in  which  and  from  which,  as  in  Simon's 
house,  the  very  feet  of  Jesus,  in  the  poor,  the  peni- 
tent and  the  patient  sufferers  of  the  world,  may  be 
washed  and  wiped  and  anointed ;  we  shall  best 
reproduce  upon  the  earth  the  ministries  of  the  Mas- 
ter's time,  when  the  record  of  the  associates  of  the 
Saviour  reads :  **  The  twelve  were  with  Him,  and 
certain  women,  Joanna,  the  wife  of  Chuza,  and  Su- 
sanna, and  many  others.** 

The  story  of  the  holy  woman,  whose  name  the 
school  bears,  is  perhaps  the  best  authenticated  of 
the  legendary  saints.  She  is  the  fitting  type  of  those 
to  whom  the  providence  of  God  gives  the  high  and 
holy  opportunity  of  serving  Him  ;  not  in  the  great 
honor  of  the  married  estate,  much  less  in  the  empti- 
ness of  unsanctified  philanthropy,  but  in  the  conse- 
cration of  a  sister's  life.     The  name  was  specially 
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chosen  as  the  name  of  a  holy  maiden,  whose  emblem 
of  meekness  and  purity,  the  girl's  most  precious 
ornaments,  is  the  lamb,  and  whose  legend,  '*  pasce 
agnos  meos,*'  feed  my  lambs,  is  the  motive  that  has 
led  me  to  add  this  burden  to  my  other  care.s,  as  the 
Master's  special  charge  to  the  Episcopate. 

The  school  is  furnished  thoroughly.  The  Chris- 
tian women  who  have  the  work  in  charge  are  work- 
ing for  the  work's  sake,  that  they  may  minister  unto 
the  Lord.  The  tuition  fees  are  very  low,  that  church 
people  may  not  be  held  excused  for  patronizing 
Roman  CathoHc  Schools,  or  divorcing  the  soul  and 
the  mind  in  the  education  of  their  children.  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  its  success,  so  far,  has  vindicated 
the  need  of  its  founding,  and  the  ability  of  those 
who  are  at  work.  The  full  compliment  of  sixty 
pupils  has  been  entered.  It  is  the  agendum  of  the 
Diocese  now,  to  furnish  the  school  with  buildings 
which  shall  enlarge  its  capacity  and  increase  its  use- 
fulness. I  shall  come  to  ask  you  for  the  funds  with 
entire  confidence ;  and,  meanwhile,  I  may  not  fail 
to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  kind  friends  who 
enabled  me  to  procure  the  furnishing  of  the  house 
without  incurring  debt. 

On  Friday,  September  9th,  in  Grace  Church, 
Watprford,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Applegate,  of  N.  Y., 
Bro\l/^n,  Carey  and  Hall  said  Evening  Prayer,  and 
I  baptized  four  adults  and  confirmed  thirteen  per- 
sons, one  in  private  (fourteen).  The  beautiful  ser- 
vice was  doubly  grateful  from  the  presence  of  the 
Rector,  returned  to  his  work  with  health  fully 
restored. 

I  must  record,  with  great  gratitude  to  Almighty 
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God,  and  with  most  cordial  appreciation  of  the  gen- 
erous interest  of  the  parishoners  of  S.  Peter's  Church, 
and  others,  that  after  six  months  of  homelessness, 
with  very  great  anxieties,  I  came,  for  the  first  time, 
into  the  Bishop's  house  on  the  loth  of  September. 
I  am  bound  to  call  attention  to  the  dignified  position 
which  S.  Peter's  Church  occupies  in  this  Diocese. 
The  purchase  of  the  Bishop's  house  is  due,  first  to 
the  energy  of  two  or  three,  and  then,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  seventeen  hundred  dollars,  to  the  liberality 
of  the  people  in  this  venerable  Parish.  Bearing  in 
mind  that  a  Mission  is  maintained  by  the  Parish,  in 
the  city,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  two  thousand  dollars, 
that  it  supports  an  orphanage  and  contributes  liber- 
ally to  the  general  charities  of  the  Church,  you  will 
agree  with  me  that  S.  Peter's  deserves  all  honor 
from  the  Diocese,  as  the  largest  giver  to  Diocesan 
Missions,  the  chief  endower  of  the  Episcopate,  and 
the  virtual  purchaser  of  the  Bishop's  house. 

On  Monday,  September  12th,  in  S.  Paul's  Church, 
Kinderhook,  the  Reverends  Edward  Hale  and  Jarvis 
said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed 
seven  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  find 
a  clergyman  in  charge  here,  and  to  see  the  fruits  of 
even  his  brief  labors.  The  music  and  the  service 
were,  as  before,  admirable  in  every  way.  In  the 
evening,  in  the  little  private  school-room  at  Maiden 
Bridge,  in  Columbia  county,  I  held  the  most  inter- 
esting and  impressive  service  in  which  I  ever  took 
part.  The  Mission  was  begun  many  years  ago. 
A  young  girl,  at  school  in  Lansingburgh,  coming 
under  the  instruction  of  good  Dr.  Irving,  was  bap- 
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:ized  and  confirmed,  and  she  came  home  to  influence 
:he  family  not  only,  but  her  neighborhood  as  well. 
A.nd  gathering  in  such  neighbors  as  they  could  find, 
four  sisters  in  turn  aiding  her,  she  has  read  the 
Church  Service  and  trained  the  children  Sunday 
after  Sunday.  The  work  has  grown  quietly  and 
vrery  gradually.  A  year  ago,  at  the  only  Church 
service  ever  held  there,  twelve  children  were  bap- 
tized ;  and  on  this  occasion,  in  a  little  room  crowded 
to  its  fullest  capacity,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hale,  of  Kinder- 
hook,  and  I  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  baptized 
eighteen  children  and  one  adult,  preached  and  con- 
firmed two  persons,  one  by-the-by,  drawn  to  the 
Church  by  the  work  of  S.  Peter's  Mission  in  this 
city.  I  could  not  but  take  the  text  of  the  Apostle : 
"  My  fellow-laborers  unto  the  kingdom  of  God,  who 
have  been  a  comfort  unto  me."  I  shall  never  forget 
the  scene.  The  parlor  of  the  house  held  the  children 
who  could  not  find  place  in  the  room  where  the  ser- 
vice was ;  and  as  the  faithful  women  to  whom  the 
Mission  owes  its  existence,  passed  them  through  the 
door,  it  seemed  the  fitting  symbol  of  that  open  way 
into  His  kingdom  who  suffers  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  Him,  because  of  such  as  they  it  is. 
The  settlement  is  too  small  to  hope  for  any  parish 
here,  or  even  of  a  mission ;  but  I  propose  to  cherish 
the  good  seed  that  is  sown  here,  and  shall  ask  the 
co-operation  of  the  neighboring  clergy. 

On  Tuesday,  September  13th.  I  consecrated  the 
Chapel  of  All  Saints,  on  Academy  Hill,  in  Hudson. 
The  Instrument  of  Donation  was  read  by  the  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  in  whose  care  it  is ;  the  Sentence 
of  Consecration  by  the  Rev.  Professor  Seymour,  to 
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whose  fostering  care  so  much  is  due.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Cookson  and  Messrs.  Delafield,  Hopson  and  R 
Harison,  of  New  York,  said  the  Morning  Prayer, 
and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morgan  and  Mr.  Van 
Winkle,  of  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  H.  H. 
Prout,  Jarvis,  Danker,  and  W.  C.  Prout,  the  Dea- 
con serving  in  the  Parish.  There  is  very  much  of 
special  interest  in  the  story  of  this  beautiful  Chapel, 
which  made  still  more  attractive  the  service,  so  rich 
in  hearty  music,  reverent  response  and  exquisite 
flowers.  It  was  begun,  continued  and  ended  in 
faith,  without  the  solicitation  of  reluctant  gifts,  or  the 
subsidy  of  unworthy  resorts.  It  has  grown  gradu- 
ally on  the  patient  determination,  here  again,  of  two 
or  three  Christian  women  being  blessed  of  God  by 
unexpected  gifts  and  generous  interest,  till  the  whole 
result  is  satisfactorily  attained.  And,  to  crown  all, 
the  taste  and  tenderness  of  rare  artistic  skill  has 
made  the  glass  lovely  memorials,  consecrating  the 
sorrows  which  the  love  of  God  lightens  as  the  sun- 
light paints  the  pictures  of  faith  and  hope  through 
the  ** windows*  rich  Ught."  The  Rev.  Mr.  Rowe 
was  present. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  Christ  Church,  Hudson,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Cookson,  Rowe,  W.  C.  Prout  and 
Delafield  of  New  York,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and 
I  confirmed  sixteen  persons  (one  in  private),  pre- 
sented by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Woodruff,  and 
addressed  them.  This  is  a  very  large  return  for 
the  Rector's  short  residence  in  the  parish. 

At  night,  in  Trinity  Church,  Athens,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.    Woodruff   and    Cookson    said    Evening

Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed  ten  persons  (two 
in  private),  and  addressed  them.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Rowe  was  present. 

Wednesday,  September  14th.  I  consecrated  the 
new  Chancel  of  Christ  Church,  Coxsackie,  which 
completes  and  greatly  improves  this  very  pretty 
Church.  The  request  to  consecrate  was  read  by  the 
Rector,  the  Rev.  A.  Danker ;  the  Sentence  of  Con- 
secration by  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Woodruff;  Morning 
Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Jarvis,  Rowe 
and  H.  C.  Randall,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed 
four  persons  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  The  whole  character  of  the 
music  here,  is  changed  from  the  sensational  and 
florid,  to  a  devout,  hearty,  earnest  service.  The 
change  is  largely  due  to  the  abolishment  of  that 
essential  enemy  to  worship,  the  organ-loft,  and  the 
singers,  near  the  Chancel,  become  worshippers, 
leading  and  not  usurping  the  praise  of  the  people. 

In  the  evening,  in  S.  John's  Church,  Stockport, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Woodruff,  Rowe  and  W.  C.  Prout 
said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed 
fourteen  persons,  presented  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev. 
W.  O.  Jarvis,  and  addressed  them. 

On  Thursday,  September  15th,  I  consecrated  S. 
Luke's  Church,  Cambridge.  The  Instrument  of 
Donation  was  read  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  G. 
Graves,  and  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  by  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  Hobart  Brown.  Morning  Prayer  was 
5aid  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Snively,  Clover,  D.D., 
and  Davis.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
Clarence  Buel,  to  whose  fearless  faith  and  devoted 
energy  the  existence  of  the  Parish  and  the  building 
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of  the  Church  are  due.  I  confirmed  seven  persons 
(one  in  private),  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawley,  of  Connecti- 
cut, and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Nicholls  and  George 
Walker.  When  I  have  said  that  Mr.  Graves  has 
fully  fostered  the  spirit  which  began  the  work  here, 
and  carried  it  to  completion  by  the  same  unfaltering 
faithfulness  which  marked  its  beginning,  I  have 
explained  the  successful  establishment  of  the  church 
in  a  village  where  it  had  every  difficulty  of  small 
numbers,  smaller  means,  and  an  outside  opposition 
(smallest  of  all  in  spirit)  to  contend  with. 

In  the  evening,  in  the  Methodist  house  of  wor- 
ship at  Schaghticoke,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Brown  and 
W.  B.  Walker  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached, 
confirmed  eight  persons  and  addressed  them.  This 
is  the  second  confirmation  here  within  the  year. 

The  Parish  was  dead  two  years  ago.  Thirty  have 
been  baptized,  and  twenty-three  confirmed  this  year, 
and  the  work  is  done  by  a  Priest  having  two  other 
parishes  in  charge,  both  which  are  duly  cared  for. 
I  trust  such  resurrections  may  spread ;  and  that  the 
laity  will  see  to  it  that  a  suitable  building  is  soon 
begun  to  keep  pace  with  and  secure  the  inner  spirit- 
ual upbuilding  of  the  parish.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Upjohn 
was  present. 

Friday,  September  i6th.  In  S.  Luke's  Church, 
Mechanicville,  Morning  Prayer  having  been  pre- 
viously said,  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons 
(one  from  Schuylerville),  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Brown 
and  Upjohn,  and  Messrs.  W.  B.  Walker,  the  Rec- 
tor, and  George  Walker.  There  is  every  evidence 
here  of  strength  and  growth. 
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In  the  evening,  in  Bethesda  Church  Saratoga,  the 
R.ev.  Mr.  Carey,  and  Rev.  Mr.  George  Worthington 
)f  Michigan,  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached, 
:onfirmed  twenty-five  persons  and  addressed  them. 
This  too,  is  a  second  confirmation  within  the  year, 
md  apart  from  its  token  of  energy  in  ^ the  adminis- 
ration  of  the  parish,  I  was  greatly  struck  by  the 
ribute  which  such  a  result  in  such  a  place  pays  to 
he  power  of  the  steadfast  continuance  of  the  Church's 
vork.  The  Saratoga  season  was  hardly  over ;  the 
rery  carnival  of  sin  had  held  full  sway ;  the  world 
md  its  infernal  ruler  had  controled  the  village ;  and 
ifter  all  this,  and  in  spite  of  all  this,  the  quiet,  search- 
ng  influences  of  frequent  services  and  reverent  Eu- 
:harists  and  faithful  pastoral  work,  bore  this  great 
ribute  to  the  penetrating  power  of  the  leaven  of  the 
jospel,  that  can  raise  even  such  deadness  into  spir- 
tual  life. 

Saturday,  September  17th,  in  S.  Mary's  Church, 
Luzerne,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp  and  Mr.  Webb  the 
Vlissionary  said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached,  con- 
irmed  four  persons  and  addressed  them. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  the  School  House,  at  Conk- 
ingville,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Webb  and  Eastman  said 
Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed  three 
Dersons  and  addressed  them;  and  afterwards  laid 
;he  corner  stone  of  what  is  to  be  the  Chapel  of  S. 
[ohn's  Mission  here.  There  is  a  striking  prospect 
lere  of  vigorous  life.  Founded  by  Mr.  Eastman 
md  faithfully  worked  by  the  present  Missionary,  the 
>ffshoot  to-day  is  stronger  than  either  of  the  parent 
>tems,  Northampton  or  Luzerne.  The  number  of 
Tien  in  earnest  here,  is  specially  noticeable. 
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On  Sunday,  i8th,  the  14th  after  Trinity,  in  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Northampton,  the  Rector, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  and  I  said  Morning  Prayer, 
and  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  ad- 
dressed them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

In  the  afternoon  in  the  Methodist  House  of  Wor- 
ship in  Gloversville,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Eastman 
and  J.  Hutchings  Brown,  the  Missionary,  said 
Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed  four 
persons  and  addressed  them.  The  congregation 
here,  as  it  always  is  in  Gloversville,  was  very  large ; 
indeed  I  visit  no  place  where  the  population  are  such 
Church  goers.  And  I  felt  as  S.  Paul,  at  Mars  Hill, 
that  I  was  among  a  people  truly  6uoi  dfyiiavaiipov^.  very 
reverent  of  God,  to  whom  the  Church  I  trust  will 
one  day  teach  her  more  excellent  way,  in  which, 
with  a  true  altar,  they  may  worship  a  God  more 
fully  known. 

Mr.  Brown's  work  has  told  with  great  force  here, 
and  the  people  are  bent  upon  a  church  building 
which  they  sorely  need.  I  commend  their  effort 
most  earnestly  to  the  liberal  interest  of  the  church- 
men of  the  diocese.  It  is  by  far  the  most  important 
place  unoccupied  in  the  diocese  —  and  the  willing 
earnestness  of  the  church  people  there  demands  and 
deserves  generous  encouragement. 

On  Monday,  September  19,  in  S.  Ann's  Church, 
Amsterdam,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Clemson,  the  Rector, 
and  J.  Hutchings  Brown  said  Evening  Prayer,  and 
I  baptized  one  infant,  preached  and  confirmed  two 
persons. 

I  find  the  church  refreshed  and  restored,  with  a 
beautiful  new  font,  which  I  set  apart  to  its  sacred 
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se ;  a  new  fence,  and  every  outer  token  of  better 
hings.  The  small  number  here  confirmed,  I  am 
»ound  to  say,  is  due  to  causes  over  which  the  Rector 
lad  not  control.  His  whole  administration  has  been 
igorous  and  invaluable  to  the  Parish. 

On  Wednesday,  September  21st,  Feast  of  Mat- 
hew,  Apostle  and  Evangelist,  and  Ember  Wednes- 
lay,  at  S.  Paul's  Church,  Concord,  N.  H.,  I  had  the 
jreat  pleasure  of  uniting  with  the  Bishops  of  Ken- 
ucky,  Connecticut,  Maine,  Vermont  and  Quebec,  in 
he  laying  on  of  hands  for  the  consecration  of  the 
iev.  William  Woodruff  Niles,  D.D.,  Bishop  elect 
>f  New  Hampshire,  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop  in  the 
rhurch  of  God.  I  preached  the  sermon,  and  I  felt 
jlad  and  strong  in  the  conviction  that  there  was 
idded,  by  this  consecration,  to  the  American  Epis- 
opate,  one  to  whom  God  had  given,  not  the  spirit 
>f  fear,  but  of  power  and  of  love,  and  of  a  sound 
nind ;  a  man  of  God,  qualified  in  every  resource  of 
nind  and  soul  and  body  to  invigorate  the  life  of  this 
^ery  difficult  Diocese,  and  to  discharge  the  solemn 
esponsibility  of  a  ruler  in  the  Church  of  God. 

I  have  made  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  visita- 
ions,  visiting  more  than  once  all  the  parishes  in 
Troy,  S.  Peter's  and  S.  Paul's,  Albany,  S.  George's, 
Schenectady,  and  the  parishes  in  Green  Island, 
\msterdam,  Fonda,  Johnstown,  Gloversville,  Little 
P'alls,  Ilion,  Ogdensburgh,  Malone,  Coxsackie,  Hud- 
son, Delhi,  Franklin,  Saratoga,  Schaghticoke,  Cam- 
)ridge  and  Cohoes  (twenty-six) ;  and  leaving  unvis- 
ted,  from  causes  beyond  my  control,  the  parishes  at 
f^lattsburgh,  Gouverneur,  Lisbon,  Massena,  Norfolk, 
A^addington,  Claverack,  Clermont,  Copake,  Butter- 
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nuts,  Exeter,  Richfield,  Richfield  Springs,  West 
Buriington,  Westford,  Burnt  Hills,  Stillwater,  Mid- 
dleburgh,  Bolton  and  Whitehall,  and  the  missions  at 
Ticonderoga,  Potsdam  Junction,  Barnhart's  Island, 
Stottsville,  Harrisena,  Garrattsville  and  Schoharie 
(twenty-seven  in  all).

I  have  been  present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Con- 
'^ocations  of  Troy  and  Ogdensburg,  and  at  one 
neeting  of  each  of  the  other  Convocations,  and  have 
)resided  at  four  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Missions: 
n  Troy,  October  20,  1867;  Saratoga,  January  4, 
870,  and  March;  in  Albany,  April  i,  1870;  in 
Vlbany,  July  6,  1870,  and  in  Albany,  September  27, 
870. 

I  have  been  obliged  to  inhibit  two  clergymen 
rom  officiating  in  the  Diocese,  notifying  their 
Bishops   respectively. 

Of  the  convictions  garnered  from  my  last  year's 
ixperience,  there  are  three  or  four  which  I  especially 
lesire  to  bring  home  to  the  Christian  conscience  of 
he  diocese.  Any  one  glancing  at  our  map  will  see 
low  truly  and  thoroughly  our  work  is  missionary 
vork.  There  are,  comparatively,  very  few  self- 
upporting  parishes;  and  beside  the  parishes  that 
eceive  missionary  aid,  there  are  a  number  of  sta- 
ions  organized  only  under  our  missionary  canon. 
3ut  five  of  these  stations  or  mission  parishes 
vacant.  The  number  in  all  is  eighty-six,  and  in 
hem  are  employed  fifty  missionaries.  There  is  an 
imount  of  work  to  be  done  beyond  what  is  already 
mdertaken  in  Albany,  Essex,  Herkimer,  Otsego, 
5choharie,  St.  Lawrence  and  Hamilton  counties, 
vhich  fairly  appals  me  as  I  think  of  it.  We  cannot, 
t  seems  to  me,  answer  before  God  as  stewards, 
mless  we  address  ourselves  in  planning,  praying 
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and  alms,  giving  to  this  work  with  all  our  might 
Of  the  praying,  I  do  not  say  much.  I  would  to 
God  we  realized  its  power  more,  and  gave  ourselves, 
in  private  and  in  public,  at  the  stated  seasons  of 
peculiar  fitness  like  the  Ember  weeks,  and  at  all 
seasons,  to  importune  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that 
He  would  send  grace,  and  strengthen  and  support 
the  men  to  reap  it  for  his  storing.  Of  the  planning 
I  must  say  three  things. 

Our  hope  of  practical  and  powerful  work  lies, 
I  believe,  in  the  foundation  of  associate  missions. 
I  have  dwelt  somewhat  on  this  already,  showing 
you  the  rationale  and  the  result  of  the  plan.  We 
ought  to  have  a  center  of  this  sort  at  Rensselaer- 
ville,  for  the  Helderberg  region ;  at  Windham,  for 
the  Catskill  work ;  at  Essex,  at  Malone,  at  Potsdam, 
at  Plattsburgh,  at  Ogdensburgh,  at  Northampton, 
for  the  waste  region  of  the  Adirondacks ;  at  Fair- 
field, at  Morris,  at  Middleburgh,  at  Warrensburgh. 

We  have  wrought  long  enough  to  prune  their 
inefficiency,  at  two  theories  :  the  first,  that  parochial 
organizations  as  the  only  phase  of  church  life  ;  and 
the  second,  that  we  need  only  send  a  solitary  deacon 
or  a  single-handed  priest,  and  leave  him  at  the  mercy 
of  the  people  whom  he  serves. 

The  result  has  been  wilfulness,  incessant  changes, 
the  dreary  isolation  of  the  clergyman,  and  the  feeble 
impression  made  by  the  Church  in  the  community 
at  large. 

It  ought  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  very  idea  of 
missions  is  that  men  are  sent,  not  called ;  that  they 
go,  as  Jesus  came  to  earth,  not  to  men  who  wanted 
Him,  but  to  those  whom  He  wanted,  and  longed  for 
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and  yearned  over.  And  such  men,  so  sent,  must 
have  about  them  and  behind  them  the  sense  of  sup- 
port ;  the  mutual  encouragement  of  sympathy  and 
counsel,  the  power  that  comes  from  the  common 
prayer,  and  united  labor  of  the  two  on  these ;  and 
the  consciousness  that  the  Diocese,  through  the 
Bishop,  and  the  Board  of  Missions,  sustains  them. 
As  it  is  now,  the  only  man  to  get  for  a  little  remote 
Parish,  is  a  Deacon  with  his  imperfect  ministerial 
power  and  his  utter  inexperience  of  work.  An 
Otsego  County  farmer,  and  an  Otsego  County 
churchman  (which  means  a  gocd  farmer  and  a  strong 
churchman),  said  to  me,  one  day,  **  Our  Parish  is  not 
good  enough  for  so  and  so,  we  must  be  content  to  be 
a  place  for  you  to  break  your  colts  in."  And  we  do 
break  the  colts  in  spirit  and  in  energy,  and  often  we 
break  the  mission  itself  beside.  Give  us  a  Priest  of 
experience  and  administrative  ability  for  these  coun- 
ties and  let  him  work,  through  others  under  him, 
upon  the  circumference,  and  the  issue  will  be  very 
different.  Instead  of  struggling  in  each  little  sepa- 
rate place  to  keep  our  heads  just  out  of  water,  we 
should  stand  firmly  and  make  a  mark  in  the  popu- 
lation. 

Another  thing  is  very  plain  to  me  in  planning  for 
our  future,  that  we  need  to  set  the  itinerant  system 
at  work.  There  are  in  almost  every  neighborhood 
a  number  of  small  villages,  no  one  large  enough  to 
keep  a  Missionary  at  work.  That  there  are  souls  to 
be  reached  and  cared  for  in  these  hamlets,  means 
that  we  ought  to  take  care  of  them ;  and  this  can 
only  be  done  by  securing  the  services  of  an  itiner- 
ant Missionary,  who  shall  order  lay  services  in  the 
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points  which  he  has  charge  of,  and  visit  them  him- 
self in  rotation,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Sacraments  and  the  personal  care  of 
souls.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  work  for  individual 
needs  that  might  in  this  way  be  accomplished. 

Parishes  could  be  tested  too,  and  new  selections 
made  for  new  centers  by-and-by  to  be  established. 
Meanwhile,  beloved  brethren,  there  needs  in  all  of 
us  the  strong  conviction  that  we  may  not  live  to 
ourselves.  No  clergyman  is  ordained  to  a  Rector- 
ship any  more  than  a  Bishop  is  ordained  to  a 
Diocese,  and  first  of  all  our  duties,  is  our  relation  to 
the  Church  of  God.  There  must  be  on  the  one 
hand  a  surrender  of  that  selfishness  on  the  part  of 
the  laity  which  grudges  to  the  uncared-for  neighbor- 
hoods of  a  well-supplied  parish  the  now  and  then 
services  of  its  Rector,  and  there  must  be  a  widening 
of  the  clerical  horizon  till  the  Rector  sees  his  way, 
not  merely  to  tend  and  feed  the  folded  sheep,  but  to 
seek  also  for  those  sheep  of  Christ  that  are  scattered 
abroad  through  this  miserable  and  naughty  world. 
If  the  parochial  ideas  which  is  the  summum  bonum, 
and  the  solum  bonum  of  modern  ecclesiasticism,  had 
held  in  the  primitive  churches  as  it  holds  to-day,  one 
Parish  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem  would  have  occupied 
the  Apostles,  contained  the  churches,  and  left  the 
world  alone. 

There  is  hardly  a  parish  in  the  Diocese  that  might 
not  reach  out  occasional  service  to  an  adjoining 
town.  If  there  be  those  who  welcome  and  will  sup- 
port it,  it  will  grow  soon  enough  into  a  mission 
demanding  diocesan  care. 

These  are  matters  to  which  Convocations  ought, 
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legitimately,  to  attend.  We  have  made  a  mistake, 
which  we  propose  this  year  to  rectify  in  the  division 
of  our  Diocese  in  this  way.  I  should  prefer  three  to 
take  the  lines  of  the  new  diocese  to  be  erected  here ; 
but  there  are  temporary  reasons  why  the  four  pro- 
posed divisions  are  the  best,  and  I  must  beg  that 
once  ordered,  they  may  be  thoroughly  worked. 

I  rejoice  in  the  proposal  of  the  Convocation  of  the 
Susquehanna  to  hold  a  three  days  mission  at  Cobles- 
kill  and  other  neglected  points  within  their  reach  ; 
and  I  have  to  record,  with  great  satisfaction,  the 
practical  and  material  assistance  given  to  our  mis- 
sion work  by  the  Convocation  of  Ogdensburg.  There 
is  no  fear  of  any  clashing  with  diocesan  authorities 
or  diocesan  claims.  The  parochial  offerings  for  one 
general  mission  work  will  be  made  in  each  parish, 
and  used  by  the  Board.  But  beside  these  the  power- 
ful appeal  of  a  near-at-hand  and  well-known  need 
will  supply  additional  means  for  its  relief,  and  the 
proper  convocational  care,  would  be  the  support  of 
one  or  more  itinerant  missionaries,  and  the  massing 
of  missions  into  associate  work. 

The  title  of  the  President  is  a  matter  of  unim- 
portance, except  that  we  had  better  take  a  churchly 
than  a  secular  name,  and  the  office  of  an  Archdeacon 
seems  to  me  more  nearly  to  accord  with  the  duties 
of  such  a  Presbyter.  The  dean  is  more  strictly  an 
officer  of  the  Cathedral,  and  we  will  get  the  Cathe- 
dral first  before  we  have  the  dean;  and  the  dean 
before  we  have  a  rural  dean.  As  to  the  fear  of  mul- 
:iplying  offices  or  introducing  unscriptural  names,  I 
:onfess  it  seems  to  me  that  a  church  which  has 
:reated  the  offices  and  the  nomenclature  of  wardens. 
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vestrymen,  standing  committees,  etc.,  need  not  be 
afraid  of  adding  a  churchly  office  and  a  churchly 
title  to  its  list. 

But  this  brings  me  to  the  fair  consideration  of  our 
Missionary  condition,  which  is  good  in  one  way  and 
very  bad  in  another  Leaving  out  of  sight,  if  we 
can,  what  we  neglect  even  to  attempt  to  do,  our 
Missions  are  well  located  and  well  manned.  But 
how  are  they  supported?  Most  discreditably  I 
The  stipends  are  shamefully  small.  And  there  is, 
every  quarter,  an  effort  to  secure  the  money  to  pay 
them,  which  dishonors  the  ability  and  piety  of  the 
Diocese. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true,  that  the  aim  and  effort  of 
our  Mission  stations  ought  to  be  to  strengthen  into 
self-support ;  not  for  the  pride  of  a  parochial  organ- 
ization, but  that  they  may  relieve  the  Diocese  of 
their  charge  and  so  enable  us  to  foster  other  weaker 
places  than  themselves.  A  station  that  lies  for 
years  and  years  with  increased  ability,  and  yet 
remains  an  indolent  incubus  upon  the  Board,  might 
well  be  taught  a  lesson  by  the  withdrawal  of  its 
stipend.  But  cases  like  this  are  few  and  far  between. 
There  is  more  neglect  by  far  upon  the  other  side. 

To-day  there  is  not  one-third  the  money  in  the 
Treasury  due  to-morrow  to  the  Missionaries.  I 
sincerely  trust  that  this  convention  will  not  adjourn 
without  taking  some  action  on  this  subject  which 
shall  not  merely  come  up  to  the  letter  of  the  require- 
ment, but  reach  the  conscience  of  the  clergy  and 
people. 

I  believe  myself  that  the  two  crying  evils  in  the 
way  of  a  Missionary  strength,  are  parochial  selfish- 
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ness  and  the  failure  to  adopt  the  scriptural  system 
and  standard  for  the  support  of  the  Church. 

Of  Congregationalism  and  collections,  I  desire  to 
speak  plainly,  and  in  their  order. 

It  has  come  to  pass  in  our  day,  that  we  have 
inverted  the  order  of  existence  of  ecclesiastical 
things.  That  certain  lay  people  aggregate  them- 
selves into  a  Parish  and  call  a  clergyman,  and  that 
certain  clergymen  and  Parishes  aggregate  them- 
selves into  a  Diocese  and  elect  a  Bishop,  is  con- 
sidered the  sum  of  the  whole  story,  and  its  correct 
statement  But  it  so  happens,  that  neither  Priest 
nor  Bishop  are  created  so ;  that  the  Church  does 
not  begin  at  this  end;  that  the  power  does  not 
originate  in  the  people ;  and  that  there  are  no  people 
till  there  are  Clergy  first.  Almighty  God  is  con- 
sistent with  Himself  in  all  acts  of  creation ;  and  as 
at  the  first,  He  made  the  full  grown  man,  the 
matured  animal,  the  perfect  tree,  the  sources  of  all 
created  things  from  which  the  animal  and  vegetable 
world  were  to  be  reproduced ;  so  Christianity  was 
planted  and  the  Church  established,  in  the  Apostolic 
ministry  by  whose  preaching  and  administration  of 
the  Sacraments  the  Body  was  to  grow  through  the 
addition  to  it  of  baptised  members;  and  this  fact 
fixed  the  normal  condition  of  the  Church.  It  means 
of  course,  not  that  the  laity  have  not  their  rights  and 
powers;  not  that  Dioceses  and  Parishes  have  no 
recognized  relations  to  the  Church,  but  that  these 
latter  are  accidents  and  conveniences;  not  of  the 
essence,  and  not  to  be  made  inconveniences.  Of 
course,  to  every  Bishop  the  Diocese,  and  to  every 
Priest  the  Parish,  is  the  closest  and  nearest  repre- 
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sentation  of  the  Church,  and  there  is  great  danger 
that  each  of  us  should  (may  ?)  so  confine  his  sphere 
as  to  leave  out  what  lies  beyond.  I  am  frank  to  own 
the  feeling  in  connection  with  the  general  Institu- 
tions of  the  Church.  When  the  loud  cry  for  Foreign 
Missions,  and  the  louder  call  for  Domestic  Missions 
comes  to  us,  no  eye,  and  ear  and  heart  are  so  full  of 
the  waste  places  of  our  own  Diocese,  and  the  needs 
of  our  own  Missionaries,  that  the  first  tendency  is  to 
let  the  nearer  drown  the  further  call. 

But  when  I  yieid  to  this,  I  want  you,  brethren,  to 
rise  up  and  rebuke  me  as  doing  dishonor  to  my 
office  and  discredit  to  you.  The  Gospel  of  God 
came  not  out  from  us,  and,  therefore,  cannot  limit 
the  reaches  to  which  its  irrepressible  expansions 
shall  extend,  nor  came  it  unto  us  only,  as  though 
we  had  prior  prerogative  in  its  possession.  But 
ours  is  the  privilege  of  stewards,  not  to  enjoy,  not 
to  retain,  but  to  give  it  to  others,  and  so  become 
partakers  of  the  great  blessedness  of  givers.  I  feel 
the  freer,  therefore,  to  speak  especially  to  you, 
beloved  brethren  of  the  clergy,  of  this  same  danger 
in  the  pressure  of  your  parochial  possibilities  and 
responsibilities.  I  am  sure  I  thank  God  for  the 
energy  and  interest  which  originate  and  develop 
parochial  missions.  There  can  be  no  wiser  or  better 
expenditure  of  strength  and  means.  The  outlying 
portions  of  our  large  cities,  where  vice  and  poverty 
especially  congregate,  are  as  real  Missionary  ground 
as  the  wilds  of  Africa  or  the  farthest  Islands  of  the 
sea.  But  I  cannot  think,  and  you  cannot  think  that 
the  planting  and  supporting  of  these,  ends  your  mis- 
sionary duty,  or  exhausts  your  missionary  ability ; 
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and  I  am  bound  to  press  here  to  you,  and  to  the  lay 
people  of  your  parishes,  the  fact  that  in  your  rela- 
tion to  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocese  you  are  respon- 
sible, first :  For  furnishing  to  the  Board  of  Missions, 
whom  you  elect,  the  sinews  of  our  holy  war.  I  can 
conceive  of  no  more  honest  debt,  of  no  more  strin- 
gent duty,  of  no  more  honorable  obligation.  There 
is  no  escape  but  by  removal  from  the  Diocese  for  the 
clergyman,  and  for  the  laity  no  escape  at  all,  from 
the  first  and  absolute  duty  of  aiding,  according  to 
abihty,  in  the  discharge  of  the  debt  which,  through 
your  chosen  representatives,  you  contract  to  the 
Missions  and  the  Missionaries  of  the  Board.  No 
claims  of  local  interest  or  personal  preferences  or 
private  feeling  can  come  in.  The  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  must  be  able  to  command  the  means  to 
support  the  men  whom  it  calls  into  the  field,  and  I 
am  free  and  fearless  to  say  that  the  failure  to  recog- 
nize this  claim  on  the  part  of  the  priest  or  parish  is 
the  refusal  to  pay  an  honest  debt,  to  discharge  a 
conscientious  obligation.  It  is  the  protest  by  signer 
and  endorser  of  a  note. 

If  one  parish  can  do  this,  all  can,  and  the  Diocese 
is  thereby  dissolved,  its  interests  and  institutions  for- 
feited, and  Congregationalism  in  its  worst,  because  its 
unavowed  form,  let  loose  upon  the  Church. 

It  is  a  thing  that  will  react.  No  clergyman  can 
bind  up  with  the  ligature  of  his  own  prejudices  and 
feelings  the  arterial  circulation  of  general  charity  in 
his  parish,  in  the  direction  of  missions  Diocesan, 
Domestic  or  Foreign,  without  finding  that  the  flow 
of  giving  to  his  own  parochial  and  pastoral  needs 
grows  sluggish  and  finally  dries  away.     Upon  the 
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principle  that  misery  loves  company,  I  am  glad  to 
find  myself  not  alone  in  this  difficulty,  and  I  cor- 
dially endorse  the  wise  words  of  the  Bishops  of 
Wisconsin  and  Illinois,  in  reference  to  this  matter: 
**  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  principle,  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  every  individual  to  contribute  accord- 
ing to  his  means  to  the  common  work  of  the 
Diocese.  As  to  the  carrying  out  of  this  principle, 
I  find  the  chief  difficulty  in  the  strong  parochial  and 
the  feeble  Diocesan  feeling  in  most  of  our  congre- 
gations. To  a  certain  extent  only  natural,  the 
parochial  feeling  is  often  very  needlessly  exagger- 
ated, and  until  the  Diocese  and  its  agents,  from  the 
Bishop  down,  seem  to  be  watched  and  thought  of 
as  poachers  and  invaders.  But  parochial  selfishness, 
like  any  other,  brings  its  own  retribution.  No  par- 
ish suffers  when  its  people's  sympathies  are  widened, 
and  they  are  made  to  feel  themselves  members  of  a 
body  of  which  their  own  incorporation  is  only  a 
member.  Having  never  known,  as  a  parish  minis- 
ter, the  need  of  being  sensitive  on  account  of  Dio- 
cesan claims  upon  my  people,  I  do  not  appreciate 
that  sensitiveness  in  others  as  I  might  have  done.  I 
shall  never  be  indifferent  to  it,  though  I  may  some- 
times wound  it.  It  is  not  my  duty  to  preside  over 
a  number  of  congregational  parishes ;  God's  provi- 
dence has  set  me  here  to  build  up  the  Diocese  on 
the  solid  foundations  which  our  dear  old  Bishop 
laid ;  and  God  helping  me,  as  far  as  lies  in  me,  I 
will  do  it.  I  shall  urge  you,  brethren,  to  make  the 
Diocesan  bond  stronger,  and  to  feel  one  another  by 
its  means  all  over  this  broad  State.  We  can  no 
more  undervalue  Diocesan  organization  as  including 
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all  others,  than  we  would  deprive  our  counties  and 
towns  of  the  mutual  relations  of  the  State  govern- 
ment.*' (Bishop  Armitage,  Address  to  the  Conven- 
tion of  Wisconsin,  A.  D.  1870.) 

"  The  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese  has  gone 
on  with  a  fair  share  of  success,  and  with  the  same 
chronic  drawback  of  infirmity  and  neglect,  to  cripple 
and  impede.  The  Board,  with  our  Rural  Deans  as 
members,  seem*  to  me  to  be  as  well  constituted  for 
efficient  results  as  we  ought  to  desire.  The  impedi- 
ments are  not  to  be  removed  by  any  change  in  that 
direction.  We  require  uniform  exertion  and  con- 
scientious obedience  in  the  clergy  and  laity  to  the 
various  canonical  obligations.  If  the  parishes  were 
as  ready  to  obey  rule,  during  the  year,  as  we  are  to 
tinker  machinery  at  Convention,  the  growth  and 
love  of  the  Church  would  be  advanced.  One  year  s 
honest,  unflinching  effort,  by  making  collections 
soberly,  as  a  normal  part  of  parochial  fellowship, 
would  do  more  to  develop  confidence,  and  cheer  it 
with  felt  ability,  than  any  legislative  or  spasmodic 
action.  No  clergyman  in  charge  of  a  parish  or  mis- 
sionary station  should  look  beyond  himself  to  fault 
or  complain,  if  under  any  plea  whatever  he  failed  to 
demand  heartily  and  bravely  at  the  appointed  seasons 
the  collections  which  the  Canons  prescribe.  If  he 
does  thus  temporize  and  neglect,  he  may  credit  many 
a  dishonorable  failure,  which  sends  a  pang  to  his 
own  heart,  to  the  lax  morality  in  his  Master's  cause 
in  which  he  indulges  himself  and  his  people. 

"  If  our  parishes  (as  a  majority,  to  all  intents,  must 
be)  are  trained  no  higher  than  to  regard  diocesan 
claims  as  an  imposition,  and  the  assessments  made 
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before  God  in  representative  council  as  taxation  to 
be  shirked,  or  injustice  to  be  denounced ;  then  that 
same  undisciplined  conscience  will  regard  salary  as 
wages  of  which  they  may  defraud  the  hireling  with- 
out discredit,  and  the  compact  with  their  minister  as 
a  thing  of  formal  and  self-willed  convenience.  Let 
us  not  be  afraid  to  use  plain  English.  Will  a  man 
rob  God?''  (Bishop  Whitehouse,  Address  to  the 
Convention  of  Illinois,  A.  D.  1870.) 

The  other  difficulty  to  which  I  have  alluded,  is 
the  esteem  in  which  the  offertory  of  the  Church  is 
held.  We  have  undertaken  to  introduce  into  the 
question  of  the  pecuniary  support  of  the  Church, 
motives  and  measures  which  degrade  it  For  mo- 
tives, we  have  taught  the  people  the  quid  pro  quo 
principle ;  a  pew  for  its  rent — the  more  money  the 
higher  seat ;  exitertainment  by  way  of  concerts,  and 
gain  in  the  choice  of  a  lottery  from  tickets  bought 
or  entrance  fees  ;  a  high  place  on  subscription  lists, 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  given ;  an  office  and 
prominence  and  control  in  parochial  and  diocesan 
offices,  according  to  the  sum  laid  out.  And  for 
measures,  we  have  lowered  ourselves  to  pews,  sub- 
scriptions, lotteries,  concerts,  fairs— one  knows  not 
what. 

Here,  at  the  source,  the  spring  is  poisoned,  and 
at  the  source  it  must  be  healed,  and  the  cross  which 
means  self-consecration  through  self-sacrifice  is  the 
only  tree  that  can  make  sweet  the  waters.  Legis- 
lation will  not  produce  love,  and  canons  will  not 
quicken  the  conscience ;  and  we  want  not  only  the 
missionary  spirit,  but  the  Scriptural  and  churchly 
system  to  cure  the  disease.   To  attain  this,  I  beseech 
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you,  my  beloved,  to  use  all  means  in  your  power  to 
dignify  and  elevate  the  offertory.  Let  the  people 
understand  that  there  is  a  Bible  rule  about  the  ques- 
tion which  the  Church  adopts  and  translates  into 
rubrical  language.  Teach  them  that  these  good 
works  of  giving  are  the  life  force  which  makes 
the  faith  life,  being,  as  S.  James  teaches,  the  spirit 
or  vital  power  of  the  body,  which  the  faith  is. 
Remind  them  of  the  only  standard  which  the  Lord 
acknowledges,  namely,  that  each  one  give  according 
to  his  several  ability,  as  God  hath  prospered  him  ; 
and  so  gather  in  and  glorify  the  small  gifts  of  the 
poor,  while  you  multiply  and  increase  the  large  gifts 
of  the  rich.  Recall  to  them  the  only  system  which 
the  Lord  approves:  **On  the  first  day  of  the  week 
let  every  one  lay  by  him  in  store,'*  and  so  ;-estore  the 
weekly  offertory  and  make  easy  the  accumulation  of 
large  amounts  by  small  sums  evenly  distributed  and 
frequently  given.  And  let  them  understand  that  the 
old  rule  rules  still;  let  no  man  appear  before  the 
Lord  empty ;  that  the  easy  utterance  of  requests  for 
themselves  is  not  worship,  but  that  no  memorial  of 
any  man  is  accepted  before  God,  unless,  like  the 
3fferings  of  Cornelius,  alms  and  prayers  go  up 
together.  Alms- giving,  that  is  to  say,  is  an  essential 
part  of  worship ;  and  without  its  wings  prayer  will 
not  rise;  nor  does  it  count  with  God  as  given  to 
Him,  if  it  be  not  sanctified  with  the  word  of  God, 
dtnd  the  prayer  of  the  oblation.  Nothing  can  be 
plainer  than  the  Church's  rule  of  a  Eucharist,  into 
ivhich,  of  course,  enters  the  oblation  of  alms,  on  every 
day  for  which  a  Collect  Epistle  and  Gospel  are  pro- 
vided.    The  permission  not  to  have  it  is  the  excep- 
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tion  to  the  rule.  Even  without  the  Eucharist  there 
is  warrant  for  the  offertory,  though  it  is  an  imperfect 
offering  so,  and  the  day  of  the  Church's  freedom 
shall  be  and  the  day  of  the  Church's  power  when  her 
children  offer  their  free  will  offerings  with  the  Holy 
Worship  of  the  frequent  Eucharist,  as  the  Holy 
Scriptures  teach,  and  as  the  Church  appoints. 

I  cannot  but  feel  that  the  Prayer- Book  needs 
obedience  at  our  hands  in  these  and  other  like  mat- 
ters of  direction,  far  more  than  it  needs  revision ; 
and  perhaps  in  this  very  matter,  first  of  all. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  duty  on  the  part  of  the 
clergy  to  dignify  the  offertory,  and  I  beg  to  enforce 
the  words.  The  rubric  orders  the  alms  to  be  *•  reve- 
rently brought  to  the  Priest,"  and  by  hira  to  be 
*'  humbly  presented  and  placed  upon  the  Holy  Ta- 
ble." This  certainly  is  not  complied  with  when  the 
hurried  collecting  of  moneys  is  followed  up  by  a 
shamefaced  and  hasty  handing  of  the  plates  to  a 
clergyman,  who  tosses  them  upon  the  Holy  Table, 
or  shelves  on  the  chancel-steps.  ^  Dignity  and  de- 
cency in  the  gathering  of  the  alms,  a  deliberate  and 
respectful  placing  of  them*  in  the  hands  of  the  priest, 
and  his  own  representative  offering  of  them  upon  the 
altar,  will  tend  to  make  men  realize  that  part  of  wor- 
ship which  the  giving  of  their  substance  is.  I  should 
be  glad  if  the  word  and  thought  of  collection  could 
be  banished  from  our  minds.  The  offertory  is  not 
the  financial  expedient  of  shrewd  monetary  manag- 
ing. It  is  not  the  question  of  a  service  paid  for  on 
the  spot.  It  is  the  dignified  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  men  are  permitted  to  give  of  their  substance  to 
Him  who  gave  Himself  for  them.     And  the  passing 
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of  the  plates  at  a  service  is  as  the  searching  summons 
of  the  Householder,  ''How  much  owest  thou  unto 
thy  Lord  ? "  The  weekly  offertory  is  simply  the 
liturgical  and  rubrical  rendering  of  the  Apostle's 
words,  *'  On  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one 
lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  hath  prospered  him/' 
And  when  the  clergy  do  not  offer  this  opportunity, 
I  commend  its  private  practice  to  the  laity.  And  I 
cordially  advise,  as  a  recognition  of  the  honorable- 
ness  of  almsgiving,  the  growing  habit  of  the  con- 
gregations rising  and  standing  during  this  oblation, 
that  so  the  laity  may  assist  and  act  out  their  priest- 
hood ;  and  the  use,  as  an  anthem,  sung  by  the  priest 
and  people  during  his  humble  presentation,  of  the 
old  words  of  offering,  which  God  Himself  approved 
when  David  blessed  the  Lord  before  all  the  con- 
gregation, saying, 

"  Blessed  be  Thou  O  Lord  God  forever  and  ever. 
Thine  O  Lord  is  the  greatness,  and  the  power,  and 
the  glory,  and  the  victory,  and  the  majesty ;  for  all 
that  is  in  the  heaven  and  in  the  earth  is  Thine. 
Thine  is  the  Kingdom  O  Lord,  and  thou  art  exalted 
as  Head  above  all.  Both  riches  and  honour  come 
of  Thee.  Thou  reignest  over  all."  In  connection 
with  this  whole  subject  of  dignifying  the  service,  I 
am  glad  to  note  that  throughout  the  Diocese  more 
care  is  taken  to  see  that  vessels  used  upon  the  altar 
are  more  seemly  and  less  unsuited  to  the  sacred  use. 
The  first  expense  in  any  parish,  when  it  is  needed, 
ought  to  be  for  the  provision  of  a  proper  chalice  and 
paten.  And  the  clergy  are  in  the  highest  degree 
responsible  for  insisting  that  the  bread  should  be  of 
fine  wheat  flour,  the  wine  the  purest  grape  juice  that 
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can  be  found ;  and  that  no  subterfuges  be  resorted 
to,  to  escape  the  binding  obligations  of  the  rubric 
at  the  end  of  the  office,  which  requires  the  conse- 
crated bread  and  wine  to  be  reverently  eaten  and 
drunk  immediately  after  the  blessing. 

Our  theological  education  funds  are  matters  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  us.  I  believe  that  the  Society 
for  the  Promotion  of  ReHgion  and  Learning  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  has  the  strongest  claim  upon  us, 
and  is  the  most  useful  channel  to  receive  our  gifts, 
and  to  dispense  our  benefactions.  It  has  made  very 
generous  cbntributions  to  our  large,  and  I  hope  in- 
creasing needs.  But  I  cannot  ask  this,  and  you 
cannot  expect  it,  unless  you  fill  up  its  treasury. 
The  Society  labors  under  the  disadvantage  of  an 
endowment  It  is  considered  wealthy  and  beyond 
the  need  of  offerings.  But  the  fact  is,  that  its 
resources  are  exhausted  long  before  the  applications 
for  aid  are  met.  I  am  ashamed  that  Albany  should 
have  received  so  much,  and  given  so  little.  And  I 
trust  that  when  the  opportunity  occurs  for  our  offer- 
ings, a  sum  may  be  given  which  shall  testify  our 
generous  appreciation  of  the  interest  of  the  Society, 
and  accord  with  the  demands  we  make  on  its  fund. 

I  say  this,  not  depreciating  the  Society  for  the 
increase  of  the  ministry.  But  the  old  Society  is 
good  enough  in  its  machinery ;  trusty  enough  in 
its  officers,  and  generous  enough  in  its  administra- 
tion, to  command  our  confidence,  while  its  location 
in  the  State  and  its  restriction  to  New  York  candi- 
dates of  its  benefactions  make  our  support  of  it  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  a  question  in  which  duty 
and  self-interest  combine.

If  you  go  beyond  this,  and  I  beg  and  entreat  that 
you  will  go  beyond  it,  I  ask  you  to  bear  in  mind 
those  noble  Institutions  at  the  West,  Nashotah  and 
Faribault.  The  former  especially  has  been  the  great 
increaser  of  the  ministry  in  America  for  years,  sup- 
plying to  a  great  degree  our  Western  need,  furnish- 
ing, not  a  subsidy  in  money,  but  the  whole  support, 
tuition,  board,  fuel  and  lights  for  fifty  young  men  and 
welcoming  them  to  her  halls,  while  she  has  nothing 
for  the  morrow,  with  a  faith  which  has  vindicated 
its  sincerity  by  the  success  with  which  God  has 
blessed  it. 

I  desire  specially  to  commend  to  you  all,  the  inter- 
ests of  our  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  which, 
for  economy's  sake,  has  ventured  this  year  upon  the 
publication  of  its  own  edition  of  the  Book  oif  Com- 
mon  Prayer.  Twelve  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of 
these  books  and  eleven  hundred  of  the  Nelson  edi- 
tion have  been  distributed,  gratuitously,  through  the 
Diocese  this  year,  besides  one  hundred  and  nineteen 
Bibles  and  several  mission  services;  in  all  over 
twenty-five  hundred  books.  The  edition  itself  is 
excellent  It  contains  what  could  only  be  obtained 
before  by  the  purchase  of  a  pointed  Psalter  and  two 
or  three  hymn  books.  The  pointing  of  the  Canticles 
and  Psalms  will  tend  more  and  more,  I  hope,  to 
secure,  first,  that  psalms,  things  to  be  sung,  shall 
cease  to  be  misused  by  being  read ;  and,  secondly, 
that  they  shall  be  sung,  as  they  ought  to  be,  by  all 
the  people.  The  added  hyms,  of  course,  form  no 
part  of  the  Prayer  Book,  as  no  hyms  do.  For, 
strained  by  the  most  liberal  construction,  the  Prayer 
Book  itself  does  not  reach  beyond  the  office  of  InstL- 
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tution.  I  commend  the  book  to  your  use  and  circu- 
lation, and  the  Society  to  your  support. 

The  most  important  matters  before  you  are  the 
reports  of  the  Committees  on  Constitution  and 
Canons,  and  on  the  suggestion  which  I  made  to 
you  last  year,  that  the  time  must  come  when  a 
diocese  as  large  as  ours  could  support,  and  must 
require,  the  care  of  more  than  one  Episcopal  Head. 
My  own  signature,  appended  to  the  former,  will 
indicate  my  approbation  of  the  report ;  and  of  the 
latter,  it  will  be  needless  for  me  to  say,  that  I  shall 
be  ready  to  act  with  you  in  any  division  of  the  Dio- 
cese called  for  by  the  parishes  to  be  set  off,  and  well 
considered  and  matured ;  the  time  for  the  division, 
and  the  lines  which  shall  divide  us,  being  matters 
for  mutual  decision.  If  need  be,  I  shall  have  occa- 
sion to  express  my  views  on  all  these  points  in  the 
course  of  your  deliberations.  I  withhold  any  fur- 
ther statement  of  them  now,  because  I  regard  these 
questions  as  in  the  hands  of  the  Convention,  to 
which,  through  our  committees,  we  have  referred 
them. 

I  am  thankful  to  feel,  that  amid  the  stirring  ques- 
tions of  our  times,  there  is  among  us,  not  the  dead- 
ness  that  ignores  their  existence,  nor  the  cowardice 
that  shrinks  from  their  consideration,  nor  the  insta- 
bility that  is  carried  by  the  current  into  one  or  the 
other  of  two  extremes.  We  are  not  concerned,  I 
think,  to  meddle  with  questions  that  belong  properly 
to  bodies  which  represent  more  adequately  the 
Church.  But  when  the  time  shall  come  for  this 
Diocese  to  speak  upon  the  most  important  questions 
of  the  times,  I  feel  that  the  voice  can  be  trusted  to 
speak  **  the  words  of  truth  and  soberness;"  neither 
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mistaking  the  recent  roads  of  modern  antiquity  for 
'*  the  old  paths ;"  nor  straying  from  the  pleasant 
ways  of  the  Church's  immemorial  usages  and  faith ; 
not  bartering  the  precious  word-caskets  of  liturgical 
terms,  which  have  been  preserved  intact  the  jewels 
of  Scriptural  truth,  for  the  empty  bauble  of  halting, 
equivocal  or  alternate  phrases ;  not  refusing  the 
growth,  in  reverence  and  the  beauty  of  holiness,  of 
a  deeper  and  devouter  hold  upon  the  great  Catholic 
verities  ;  not  tolerating  the  childishness  which  courts 
unenviable  notoriety  by  the  adoption  and  exaggera- 
tion of  terms  and  practices  of  foreign  origin  and 
uncertain  meaning ;  but  standing  fast ;  first,  in  the 
liberty  with  which  Christ  hath  made  us  free ;  and 
standing  fast  also  against  all  reactionary  or  revolu- 
tionary currents,  which  tend  to  leave  us  high  and 
dry  upon  the  mud-banks  of  a  false  conservatism, 
or  to  hurry  us  into  the  eddies  of  the  excited  and 
exaggerated  adoption  of  untried  and  unauthorized 
schemes  of  change. 

Our  strength  Hes  only,  beloved,  in  the  quietness 
and  confidence  of  men  who  know  in  whom  they 
have  believed,  and  are  content,  in  all  our  worry  and 
in  all  our  work,  to  rest  and  refer  ourselves  in  and  to 
Him,  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve.  This  holy 
day  of  the  angels  brings  its  own  peculiar  lessons  of 
strength.  The  wrath  of  the  devil  is  great  because 
he  hath  but  a  short  time.  Let  us  with  ceaseless 
vigilance  and  untiring  service  resist  the  wrath  and 
bide  the  time,  and  his  perpetual  characteristic  is  to 
be  the  accuser  of  the  brethren.  Let  us  circumcise 
our  lips  that  they  be  not  like  to  his,  and  loving  not 
our  lives  unto  the  death,  God  will  give  us  grace  to 
overcome  by  the  Blood  of  the  Lamb.

Remarks. 

The  report  of  Clinton  County  Associate  Mission  dates 
from  its  organization,  Feast  of  the  Purification,  February  2d, 
A.  D.  1870. 

Without  going  into  minute  detail,  I  would  report  that  the 
work  under  God's  blessing  is  now  a  little  more  cheering — 
hard  as  it  is.  The  church  feeling,  except  at  Champlain  and 
Rouses  Point,  was  literally  dead,  for  even  the  occasional 
services  had  ceased. 

We  have  been  scarcely  able  to  maintain  the  temporalities 
of  the  mission  and  the  support  of  the  clergy,  even  with  the 
help  of  the  stipend  ($800)  from  the  Diocese.  Out  of  die 
$1,707.50,  amount  pledged  for  salary,  two  hundred  and 
forty  dollars  have  been  used  for  travelling  expenses  in  going 


229 

about  the  mission;  leaving  $1,467.50  for  the  support  of 
the  three  clergy. 

We  regret  not  to  be  able  to  contribute  to  all  the  Diocesan 
funds. 

We  trust  that  with  help  from  the  Diocese,  we  shall  have 
life  and  strength  enough  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  other 
weak  portions  of  the  Diocese. 

Services  are  held  by  the  Rector  in  the  sign  language  for 
deaf  mutes,  and  the  offices  of  the  church  given  to  them  in 
their  beautiful  language  of  signs. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Gallaudet,  the  zealous  missionary  to  these 
children  of  silence,  has  visited  us  and  aided  in  this  work. 

The  Rector  (on  Sunday,  August  7th)  held  two  open  air 
services  on  South  Hero  Island,  one  of  a  beautiful  group  in 
Lake  Champlain.  There  were  present  at  each  of  the  ser- 
vices about  three  hundred  and  fifty  persons.

Remarks. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Downie  resigned  the  rectorship  of  this 
parish  on  the  third  Sunday  in  November,  1 869.  The  present 
rector  entered  on  his  duties  on  the  first  Sunday  in  August 
of  the  present  year.  For  the  intervening  eight  months,  the 
church  was  but  once  opened  for  divine  service.  This  fact 
will  explain  why  so  few  collections  for  diocesan  and  general 
purposes  have  been  made.  Contributions  for  these  objects 
have  not  been  made,  because  the  parish  has  been  taxed  to 
the  full  extent  of  its  ability,  in  order  to  pay  a  debt  incurred 
over  a  year  ago  for  repairing  the  church.

The  above  totals  include  the  statistics  of  the  missions 
outside  of  Essex.  During  the  year,  monthly  services,  at 
least,  have  been  kept  up  in  the  four  places  reported  last 
year — ^Wadham's  Mills,  Whallonsburgh,  Bouquet  and  Wills- 
borough — ^this  last  having  had  services  once  a  fortnight, 
until  lately.  The  increased  demand,  however,  has  been  so 
strong,  that  a  monthly  service  has  been  given  at  the  County 
Poor- House  during  nearly  the  whole  year ;  and  Lewis  and 
Elizabethtown  are  now  on  the  list  for  a  monthly  service 
each ;  being  seven  places  outside  of  Essex.  Of  the  com- 
municants reported,  forty  are  in  Essex,  five  in  Willsborough, 
seven  in  Bouquet,  ten  in  Whallonsburgh,  five  in  Wadham's 
Mills,  three  in  Elizabethtown,  three  in  Lewis,  one  in  West- 
port,  and  four  in  Charlotte,  Vt  The  missionary  contribu- 
tions have  been,  from  Willsborough,  $5.05  ;  from  Bouquet, 
$3  ;  from  Whallonsburgh,  70  cents  ;  from  Wadham's  Mills, 
$4.25;  from  Elizabethtown,  $11.45;  ^^  rest  has  come 
from  Essex.  And  the  use  of  a  horse  and  conveyance  for 
all  my  mission  work  has  been  freely  given  by  the  Church 
people  of  Essex.  Sixteen  of  the  baptisms  (ten  infants  and 
six  adults),  and  four  of  the  confirmations,  reported  above, 
were  in  the  missions ;  the  rest  in  Essex.

Under  orderings  of  Providence  the  Missionary  has  been 
unable  to  perform  the  full  duties  of  his  charge.  Closely 
engaged,  until  Trinity  Sunday,  in  the  parish  of  Whitehall, 
and  then  compelled  to  return  to  his  home  by  a  father's  illness, 
which  must  still  detain  him,  he  has  given  at  Ticonderoga 
only  casual  service  and  superintendence,  and  has  failed  to 
meet  the  pressing  demands  of  this  mission  for  a  resident 
minister ;  demands  which,  it  is  trusted,  may  soon  be  satis- 
fied.

In  addition  to  the  services  above  recorded,  I  have  cele- 
brated divine  service  and  preached  in  the  Chateaugay  Mis- 
sion sixteen  times,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once, 
on  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  and  the  sacrament  of  baptism 
on  several  occasions.

Remarks. 

The  Rector  of  this  parish,  deriving  the  larger  portion  of 
his  salary  from  the  missionary  organizations  of  the  Diocese, 
feels  and  labors  rather  as  a  Missionary  than  a  Rector.  He 
has  little  hope  that  a  self-supporting  parish  can  be  built  up 
in  this  place.  We  have  suffered  sadly  by  deaths  and  remov- 
als since  the  organization  of  the  parish,  and  now  have  only 
five  male  communicants,  one  bf  whom  is  too  young  to  be  a 
vestryman.  The  Rector  has  felt  constrained  to  hold  services 
where  opportunity  presented  and  there  appeared  to  be  a 
desire  to  become  acquainted  with  the  church.  In  pursuance 
of  this  idea  he  has  held  one  service  at  Lake  Pleasant,  which 
was  well  attended,  several  at  Wellstown,  once  in  three 
weeks  at  Benson,  and  twice  at  Hope  Falls,  in  Hamilton 
county.  At  each  of  these  points  the  congregations  have 
been  larger  than  at  the  Fish  House.  At  seven  places  in 
Fulton  county,  and  at  distances  from  his  home  varying  from 
four  to  ten  miles,  services  have  been  held  and  prayer-books 
and  tracts  distributed,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  seed 
thus  scattered  over  this  extended  field  will,  with  God  s  bless- 
ing, take  deep  root,  and  bear  fruit  to  the  glory  of  the  Divine 
Master.

I  have  found  it  quite  difficult  to  keep  up  the  services  at 
Exeter,  from  the  fact  that  we  have  no  house  of  worship  of 
our  own.  We  hold  service  in  a  meeting  house  owned  by 
the  Methodists,  Baptists  and  Universalists,  who  occupy  it 
alternately  every  Sunday,  so  that  it  is  with  difficulty  that  I 
can  get  an  appointment  in  at  such  an  hour  as  to  get  a  con- 
gregation; and,  unless  other  arrangements  can  be  made,  I 
doubt  whether  it  will  be  possible  to  keep  up  the  appoint- 
ment. 

The  few  church  people  we  have  there,  are  anxious  to 
have  the  church  service,  and  are  very  regular  in  their 
attendance,  and  the  people  generally  seem  very  friendly.

Remarks. 

The  rector  found  it  necessary,  for  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  his  family,  to  remove  to  Albany  in  the  month 
of  March  last.  He  proposed,  upon  his  removal,  to  resign 
the  rectorship  of  the  parish ;  but,  by  unanimous  request  of 
the  vestry,  still  retains  charge. 

The  parochial  report  from  this  parish  to  the  Convention 
of  last  year  showed  an  indebtedness  of  $3,000— $1,500  on 
the  church,  and  the  same  amount  on  the  parsonage,  then  in 
process  of  erection.  It  was  deemed  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  parish  to  sell  the  parsonage,  and  thereby  cancel  the 
entire  debt  This  has  been  done,  and  the  church  is  now  in 
a  better  condition,  pecuniarily,  than  ever  before. 

The  missionary  stipend  has  been  relinquished,  and  the 
hope  is  entertained  that  members  of  the  parish  will,  with  a 
commendable  spirit,  strive  to  attain  the  measure  of  duty  in 
contributing  liberally  to  the  support  of  diocesan  and  other 
church  institutions.

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Remarks. 

The  chapel,  which  was  begun  last  year,  has  been  finished 
this  year,  at  an  additional  cost  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 
It  is  intended  for  a  parish  school,  a  Sunday-school,  and  for 
week-day  services.  It  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  as  well 
as  convenient,  of  buildings  of  its  class ;  and  reflects  great 
credit  upon  the  skill  which  erected  it,  and  the  liberality 
which  paid  for  it.     All  its  debts  are  paid. 

A  gentleman  of  the  parish,  Franklin  W.  Farnham,  Esq., 
has  erected,  on  Ida  Hill,  a  church  to  be  called  The  Free 
Church  of  the  Ascension.  It  is  one  of  the  most  substantial 
(of  stone),  as  well  as  elegant,  churches  in  the  Diocese  ;  and 
must  have  cost  its  munificent  donor  not  less  than  forty-five 
thousand  dollars.  When  we  remember  it  is  to  be  a  free 
church,  too  much  praise  can  hardly  be  given  to  such  churchly 
consideration  and  eminent  christian  benevolence. 

A  parish  mission  (now  under  the  special  charge  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Potter)  has  been  commenced  in  Rensselaer  street, 
in  North  Troy.  It  is  much  needed  in  a  neighborhood  fast 
becoming  populous.  With  Dr.  Potter's  able  assistants,  in 
the  Sunday-school  and  district  visiting,  I  doubt  not  it  will 
become  highly  successful. 

A  silver  communion  service  was  presented  to  the  parish, 
at  Easter,  for  mission  and  chapel  use,  as  a  memorial  to  the 
late  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter,  once  connected  with  S.  Paul's. 
Also  a  Bible  and  prayer-books,  for  the  chancel  of  the  mis- 
sion house,  from  young  ladies  in  the  Troy  Willard  Seminary. 

The  value  of  these  gifts  in  money,  and  other  charities, 
which  did  not  pass  through  my  hands,  would  swell  our  sum 
total  very  considerably.
